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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

Herewith  is  presented  the  Ninety-first  Annual  Report  of 
the  Town  of  Bourne. 

The  Town  accepted  Crows  Nest  Drive,  Wolf  Road  and 
Hilltop  Drive  as  public  ways  in  1974. 

Tax  Title  properties  total  77  which  amount  to  $23,790.77.

In  1974,  the  transfer  to  the  fiscal  year  was  completed 
and  as  of  July  1,  1974,  the  Town  as  well  as  all  cities  and 
towns  in  the  Commonwealth  are  now  on  a  fiscal  year  cycle 
that  runs  from  July  1  through  June  30.  Most  of  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  have  been  amended  to  accommodate 
this  change.  However,  one  that  still  remains  unchanged  is 
that  the  Annual  Town  Report  still  is  based  on  the  calendar 
year.  Therefore,  many  of  the  reports  that  are  being  sub- 
mitted in  this  Annual  Town  Report  will  reflect  figures  for 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1974,  for  example:  the  Town 
Accountant's  Report. 

1974  was  not  a  good  year  from  an  economic  standpoint 
for  many  reasons.  The  Town,  similar  to  your  own  home 
operation,  is  caught  in  the  inflationary  spiral.  In  addition, 
because  of  the  depressed  economic  conditions  in  the  country, 
the  tax  base  did  not  expand  as  is  normally  expected.  Also, 
the  state  caught  in  the  same  situation  has  re- allocated  state 
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funds  from  small  and  rural  communities  to  the  larger  cities 
thus  placing  a  further  burden  on  towns  such  as  ours.  As 
we  prepare  for  another  year,  careful  scrutiny  of  every  ex- 
penditure and  their  lasting  effect  on  the  tax  rate  must  be 
examined  to  the  fullest  extent. 

In  1974,  an  in-town  bus  service  was  used  during  the 
summer  months  and  the  results  of  the  use  indicate  that  even 
though  the  price  of  gas  is  very  high,  the  people  are  not  yet 
ready  to  avail  themselves  to  public  transportation,  at  least 
on  the  local  level.  The  Selectmen  are,  however,  working 
closely  with  Representative  Richard  E.  Kendall  and  others  in 
regard  to  the  restoration  of  rail  transportation. 

One  of  the  major  concerns  of  1974  was  the  very  danger- 
ous condition  of  the  Bypass  in  Buzzards  Bay  and  the  con- 
gestion on  Main  Street  caused  by  the  through  traffic  coming 
to  and  leaving  the  Cape.  The  Selectmen's  position  has  been 
and  continues  to  be  that  the  only  permanent  solution  to 
this  problem  is  the  completion  of  Route  25  from  its  terminus 
in  Wareham  to  the  Bourne  Bridge.  Unfortunately  at  this 
date  we  cannot  report  a  definite  time  for  this  work;  however, 
the  environmental  hearings  have  been  completed  and  we  will 
continue  to  expedite  this  badly  needed  construction. 

Another  major  concern  is  the  seriousness  of  the  deple- 
tion of  our  shellfish  natural  resource.  The  Selectmen  have 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  County  Commissioners  that 
there  are  no  county  funds  spent  in  any  area  of  shellfish 
management  or  propagation.  We  feel  this  is  a  vital  asset  to 
not  only  Bourne,  but  the  Cape  in  general  in  both  commercial 
and  recreational  areas. 

Again  in  1974,  our  shellfish  resource  was  damaged  by 
another  oil  spill.  At  the  present  time  there  is  an  evaluation 
of  the  damage  being  made  and  court  action  against  those 
responsible  for  the  spill  will  be  undertaken. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  very  best  wishes  to  Fred- 
erick Cassidy  on  his  retirement  and  to  thank  him  for  his 
loyal  and  dedicated  service  to  the  Town. 

We  regret  the  loss  of  Frederick  T.  Openshaw,  Robert 
Hersey,  Kathryn  W.  Burgess,  Dwight  W.  Anderson,  Albert  R. 
Eldridge,  Virginia  Roarke,  Helen  Shay,  Thomas  LaCross,  Wil- 
liam F.  Reynolds,  Eugene  E.  Stowell,  John  L.  Smith  and 
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Aldo  Gallerani  who  passed  away  in  1974,  and  the  Town  will 
well  remember  their  extraordinary  service. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wish  to  extend  a  personal  thanks 
to  all  elected  officials,  town  employees,  civic  groups  and  to 
all  of  the  unpaid  town  committees  who  have  given  of  their 
time  and  who  have  cooperated  in  attempting  to  make  Bourne 
a  better  place  to  live.

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Assessors'  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  fiscal  year  changeover  has  created  considerable 
confusion  in  1974  both  for  you,  the  taxpayer,  and  for  the 
office  staff  trying  to  execute  the  bills  properly.  We  do  hope 
now  that  the  first  series  of  bills  for  the  1975  fiscal  year  have 
been  issued  that  the  system  will  run  smoothly.  Although 
you  will  be  making  payments  twice  a  year,  it  will  only  be 
necessary  for  all  those  entitled  to  an  exemption  either  Vet- 
eran with  disability,  Widow,  Elderly  over  70  or  Blind,  to  file 
once  and  the  exemption  will  be  carried  through  on  both 
payments. 

This  year,  effective  7/1/74  and  applicable  to  1975  fiscal 
bill,  there  was  a  change  in  the  state  exemption  laws  relative 
to  the  veteran  with  100%  disability  and  incapable  of  working. 
That  veteran  is  now  entitled  to  $525.00  of  actual  taxes  or 
$6,000.00  valuation,  whichever  is  the  greater. 

Approximately  485  building  permits  were  issued  during 
1974.  Although  these  permits  add  to  our  tax  base,  it  is  not 
expected  the  increase  in  valuation  will  be  as  great  as  in  1973. 

In  1974  a  landmark  decision  has  been  rendered  by  the 
courts  in  assessing  practices.  The  court  has  ruled  (Sudbury 
Case)  that  all  cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  must 
assess  at  one  hundred  percent  full  and  fair  cash  value.  Sim- 
ply, what  the  case  said  is  that  the  Division  of  Corporations 
and  Taxation  must  enforce  the  1966  law  that  mandates  one 
hundred  percent  assessment.  As  of  the  date  of  this  report, 
Corporations  and  Taxation  are  in  the  process  of  setting  up 
the  mechanics  for  carrying  out  this  court  mandate.  It's  the 
local  assessors  view  that  unless  it  is  carried  out  statewide, 
a  burden  is  placed  on  the  individual  towns  that  do  comply 
because  state  aid  formulas,  in  many  instances,  are  based  on 
valuations.  However,  if  all  cities  and  towns  do  carry  out  the 
court  mandate,  a  town  such  as  ours  would  benefit  by  addi- 
tional state  aid,  under  existing  formulas.  Our  approach  to 
this  end  will  be  a  cautious  one,  as  we  have  learned  by  ex- 
perience that  speedy  compliance  with  the  law  (100%  evalu- 
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ation  in  1967  by  the  town)  did  in  fact  penalize  the  town  over 
the  years  because  of  reimbursements. 

Again,  we  must  report  no  improvement  on  the  excise 
tax  situation.  The  bills  are  issued  to  each  City  and  Town 
spasmodically,  by  the  state,  with  no  system  whatsoever  as 
to  what  year  the  bill  relates.  We  stress  the  importance  of 
watching  your  bills  and  if  you  are  eligible  for  an  adjustment, 
be  sure  to  make  application  to  the  Assessors  Office  as  no 
adjustment  is  automatic. 

The  statistical  figures  of  the  Assessors  Report  are  shown 
on  the  next  few  pages.  Tax  Base  $118,545,413.00  —  Real  and 
Personal  Property.

The  Board  of  Appeals,  acting  under  the  authority  of 
Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws,  including  Amendments, 
have  acted  upon  70  requests  for  Variances  or  Special  Permits 
for  1974. 

Fifteen  of  the  requests  were  denied  with  forty  one  re- 
quests granted  and  ten  requests  were  withdrawn  without 
prejudice,  three  were  dismissed  and  one  decision  is  pending. 

Eighteen  of  the  decisions  granted  were  subject  to  con- 
ditions and/or  restrictions  and  five  were  subject  to  the 
Conservation  Commission.  In  some  cases  the  conditions  were 
the  result  of  suggestions  by  those  attending  the  hearings  or 
by  the  board  members. 

Many  requests  for  information  were  answered  with  town 
zoning  by-law  books  and  the  Board  of  Appeals  "Rules  and 
Procedure"  distributed.  These  booklets  may  be  obtained  upon 
request  from  the  Appeal's  Board  clerk,  Town  Clerk  or  the 
Building  Inspector  by  anyone  in  need  of  filing  for  a  hearing 
with  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

During  1974  there  were  three  appeals  from  the  decision 
of  the  Board  of  Appeals  and  as  a  result  there  are  three  court 
cases  pending.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  for  1974. 

All  inspections  for  the  Town  and  Commonwealth  have 
been  made  and  a  population  count  and  the  existing  housing 
conditions  have  been  corrected  where  necessary  and  reported 
to  the  proper  authorities.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  hous- 
ing conditions  for  large  animals  are  quite  satisfactory  with 
the  over  all  population  growth  remaining  quite  the  same  as 
1973  with  the  exception  of  a  decline  in  hogs  and  goats. 

At  the  request  of  the  Division  of  Animal  Health,  horse 
innoculation  clinics  were  established  throughout  the  Town 
of  Bourne  during  1974.  These  clinics  were  for  innoculation 
of  the  Eastern  and  Western  Equine  Encephalomyelites,  a 
disease  that  almost  always  results  in  death.  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  this  disease  inflicted  by  mosquitos  which  is 
commonly  known  as  Sleeping  Sickness  has  been  brought 
under  control  throughout  the  nation  through  the  cooperation 
of  the  Federal,  State  and  Local  authorities.

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  members 
of  the  Bourne  Jr.  Women's  Club  for  their  most  valuable 
participation  in  the  efforts  of  our  Crime  Prevention  Unit. 

The  members  of  the  Jr.  Women's  Club  have  been,  and 
are,  very  active  in  Operation  Identification  (the  engraving 
of  personal  property  with  the  number  of  one's  Massachu- 
setts Drivers  License.)  The  members  are  responsible  for  the 
engraving  of  license  numbers  on  more  than  1,500  bicycles 
and  for  the  participation  of  hundreds  of  families  in  Oper- 
ation Identification.  The  crime-prevention  literature  that 
you  find  in  your  grocery  bags  has  been  placed  in  the  bags  by 
these  members.  In  1974,  over  70,000  bags  were  stuffed  with 
crime-prevention  literature. 

Recently,  the  Jr.  Women's  Club  purchased  and  donated 
to  the  police  department  over  40  Light  Timers — small  elec- 
trical devices  that  turn  lamps,  radios,  etc.  on  and  off  at  a 
pre-set  time — for  use  by  the  Citizens  of  Bourne.  These  tim- 
ers and  engraving  pencils  may  be  borrowed  at  the  Bourne 
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Police  Station  and/or  at  the  Crime  Prevention  Office  located 
at  the  Town  Hall. 

The  offenses  of  murder,  forcible  rape,  robbery,  aggra- 
vated assault,  burglary,  larceny-theft,  and  auto  theft  are 
used  to  establish  an  Index  in  the  Uniform  Crime  Reporting 
Program  to  measure  the  trend  and  distribution  of  crime  in 
the  United  States.  The  Crime  Index  Offenses  were  selected 
as  a  measuring  device  because  as  a  group  they  measure  the 
most  common  local  crime  problems.  The  offenses  of  murder, 
forcible  rape,  aggravated  assault,  and  robbery  make  up  the 
violent  crime  category.  The  offenses  of  burglary,  larceny- 
theft,  and  auto  theft  make  up  the  property  crime  category.

The  high  increase  in  reported  crime  in  our  community 
in  1974  certainly  reflects  Statewide  and  National  trends. 
However,  the  efforts  made  by  the  department,  with  the  help 
of  the  Jr.  Women's  Club  and  many  others,  has  resulted  in 
many  crimes  being  reported  that  in  past  years  went  un- 
reported. 
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It  is  the  purpose  of  our  crime-prevention-awareness  pro- 
grams to  encourage  the  people  to  report  crime  and  all  sus- 
picious activities.  To  those  of  you  who  have  not  joined 
Operation  Indentification,  I  urge  that  you  do  so.  Studies 
show  that  homes  of  persons  who  have  participated  in  the 
program  have  a  very  small  rate  of  burglaries.  Thieves  do 
not  want  to  have  in  their  possession  identifiable  property — 
your  property. 

When  crime  increases,  different  segments  of  our  Society 
are  quick  to  say  that  it  is  the  fault  of  the  police.  The  police 
can  say  that  it  is  the  fault  of  the  Courts,  etc.  Each  one  of 
us  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne — be  he  a  police  officer, 
school  teacher,  truck  driver,  electronics  technician,  builder, 
salesman,  housewife,  or  whatever — should  ask  himself  or 
herself,  "What  am  I  doing  to  make  the  Town  of  Bourne  a 
better  place  in  which  to  live  and  work?  Are  my  children 
contributing  to  the  welfare  of  the  Town,  or  are  they  respon- 
sible for  some  of  the  disturbances,  thefts,  and  vandalism 
that  are  going  on  within  the  community?" 

One  way  that  a  number  of  parents  could  help  reduce 
Vandalism  (damage  to  windows,  etc.  at  business  establish- 
ments, schools,  residential  homes,  automobiles,  and  street 
lights)  is  by  not  permitting  their  youngsters  to  go  off  of 
their  own  property  while  carrying  an  air  rifle — the  so-called 
"B.B.  Gun."  B.B.  guns  annually  cause  thousands  of  dollars 
of  damage. 

Chapter  269,  Section  12A,  M.G.L. 

12A.    Selling  or  furnishing  air  rifle  to  minor 

Whoever  sells  to  a  minor  under  the  age  of  eighteen 
or  whoever,  not  being  the  parent,  guardian  or  adult 
teacher  or  instructor,  furnishes  to  a  minor  under  the 
age  of  eighteen  an  air  rifle  or  so-called  BB  gun,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than 
two  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  of  not  more 
than  six  months.

Chapter  269,  Section  12B,  M.G.L. 

12B.  Possession  of  air  rifle  by  minor  under  eighteen; 
shooting  air  rifle;  disposition  on  conviction  for  vio- 
lation 

No  minor  under  the  age  of  eighteen  shall  have  an  air 
rifle  or  so-called  BB  gun  in  his  possession  while  in  any 
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place  to  which  the  public  has  a  right  of  access  unless 
he  is  accompanied  by  an  adult  or  unless  he  is  the  holder 
of  a  sporting  or  hunting  license  and  has  on  his  person 
a  permit  from  the  chief  of  police  of  the  town  in  which 
he  resides  granting  him  the  right  of  such  possession. 
No  person  shall  discharge  a  BB  shot,  pellet  or  other  ob- 
ject from  an  air  rifle  or  co-called  BB  gun  into,  from  or 
across  any  street,  alley,  public  way  or  railroad  or  railway 
right  of  way,  and  no  minor  under  the  age  of  eighteen 
shall  discharge  a  BB  shot,  pellet  or  other  object  from  an 
air  rifle  or  BB  gun  unless  he  is  accompanied  by  an  adult 
or  is  the  holder  of  a  sporting  or  hunting  license.  Who- 
ever violates  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  the  air  rifle  or 
BB  gun  or  other  weapon  shall  be  confiscated.  Upon  a 
conviction  of  a  violation  of  this  section  the  air  rifle  or 
BB  gun  or  other  weapon  shall,  by  the  written  authority 
of  the  court,  be  forwarded  to  the  commissioner  of  public 
safety,  who  may  dispose  of  said  article  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  prescribed  in  section  ten.

The  calendar  year  1974,  was  an  extremely  active  one 
for  the  fire  department.  Fire  alarms  for  the  year  were  down 
four  (4)  from  1973  and  ambulance  runs  were  up  fifty  (50) 
from  1973. 

Fire  Fighters  and  Officer  training  were  priority  items 
for  the  department.  The  fire  department  now  has  thirteen 
registered  Emergency  Medical  Technicians,  ten  Permanent 
Fire  Fighters  and  three  Call  Fire  Fighters.  Four  fire  fighters 
attended  the  Officers  training  course,  three  fire  fighters 
attended  a  forty  hour  pump  theory  and  training  course.  An 
oil  burner  class  was  given  by  Mr.  George  Tribou  at  head- 
quarters for  Permanent  and  call  fire  fighters.  We  have  four 
officers  and  one  fire  fighters  attending  Cape  Cod  Community 
College. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Finance 
Committee  the  department  intends  to  try  and  hold  the  line 
against  the  rising  rate  of  inflation  by  holding  the  budget 
items  to  a  minimum. 

The  one  main  item  that  the  fire  department  will  be 
seeking  voter  approval  at  the  annual  town  meeting  will  be 
the  purchase  of  a  Modular  Type  Rescue  and  Ambulance 
Vehicle.  The  present  ambulance  is  a  1970  Superior  ambu- 
lance and  has  43,000  miles  on  the  speedometer.  In  my 
opinion,  this  is  the  vehicle  that  will  serve  the  best  interests 
of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

The  fire  loss  during  the  year  1974,  was  $236,330.00  to 
buildings  and  structures,  and  $115,800.00  to  contents  of 
buildings. 

I  wish  to  take  the  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  depart- 
ments of  the  Town  of  Bourne,  the  Permanent  Fire  Fighters 
and  Call  Fire  Fighters,  for  a  difficult  job  made  easier  with 
their  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  of  1974. 

During  the  year,  being  the  Department's  third  year  of 
operation,  public  services  were  provided  in  the  following 
areas: 

—  Shellfish  Propagation  &  Management 

—  Shellfish  Law  Enforcement 

—  Dog  Control 

—  Harbor  Master 

—  Herring  Runs 

—  Maintenance  of  Conservation  Properties 

—  Maintenance  of  Town  Forest 

AREA  OF  SHELLFISH  PROPAGATION 
Quahogs:  196  bushels  of  seed  quahogs  were  purchased 
and  transplanted  into  Back  River  which  will  remain  closed 
for  at  least  another  year  to  allow  adequate  growth  and  re- 
production. Ram  Island,  in  Little  Bay,  which  was  closed  and 
re-stocked  during  1972  was  opened  during  November  1974 
after  being  closed  for  two  years.  This  area  was  planted  with 
173  bushels  of  seed  in  1972  and  yielded  474  bushels  by  in- 
creased growth.  In  addition  to  the  increased  gain  of  301 
bushels  over  the  two  year  period,  the  stock  spawned  for  two 
good  seasons  which  resulted  in  a  good  set  of  seed  for  future 
harvesting.  The  end  result  of  this  method  of  propagation 
clearly  indicates  that  if  one  transplants  good  inch  to  inch 
and  one  half  stock  and  leaves  the  area  closed  for  a  minimum 
of  two  spawning  seasons  that  you  can  expect  a  return  of 
three  to  four  bushels  for  every  one  planted.  We  pay  an 
average  of  $30.00  per  bushel  for  the  seed  and  in  this  instance 
the  residents  of  the  town  are  getting  from  $90.00  to  $120.00 
return  for  every  $30.00  invested  in  seed. 

Barlow's  Landing,  North  Side  of  Mashnee  Dike  and  a 
portion  of  Squeteague  were  also  re-seeded  during  this  past 
summer.  These  areas  which  will  be  strictly  for  the  use  of

Family  Bag  Rakers  and  should  be  opened  during  1975  after 
the  stock  has  had  the  opportunity  to  re-spawn  during  this 
coming  summer.  Since  the  quahog  spawning  period  runs 
from  June  to  September  these  areas  should  be  ready  for 
harvest  in  October  of  1975. 

Oysters:  In  the  area  of  oysters,  297  bushels  were  pur- 
chased and  transplanted  to  the  three  beds  of  Little  Bay, 
Electric  Avenue,  and  Barlow's  Landing.  The  oyster  crop 
decreases  each  year  due  to  inflationary  cost  of  replenishment 
and  also  by  predators.  The  oyster  drills  which  devour  a 
considerable  amount  of  oysters  were  especially  heavy  this 
year.  Over  the  years  there  has  been  many  attempts  made  by 
Marine  Biologists  to  control  the  oyster  drills,  but  no  success- 
ful remedies  have  yet  been  developed.  We  are  going  to  build 
several  traps  prior  to  next  season  and  bait  them  with  barn- 
acles and  mussels  which  the  drills  prefer  in  an  attempt  to 
at  least  slow  down  their  destructiveness. 

As  a  long  range  program  we  are  attempting  to  accelerate 
and  induce  the  spawning  of  oysters  in  areas  which  were  once 
popular  natural  oyster  beds.  This  program  is  being  per- 
formed at  Squeteague  Harbor  and  in  Barlow's  River.  The 
initial  objective  in  these  two  areas  is  to  build  up  the  amount 
of  parent  stock  and  thereby  enhance  the  amount  of  spawning 
each  year.  Simultaneously  we  are  placing  scallop  shells  into 
these  areas  to  catch  the  spat  on.  The  past  two  spawning 
seasons  have  been  only  fair  in  Barlow's  River,  but  a  good 
set  of  seed  oysters  were  obtained  in  Squeteague.  A  new  pro- 
cedure for  collecting  seed  oysters  by  use  of  plastic  net  cultch 
bags  which  are  rigged  for  flotation  and  contain  scallop  shells 
has  been  recommended  by  Aquacultural  Engineering  Labora- 
tory of  the  University  of  Massachusetts.  This  method  is  go- 
ing to  be  put  to  use  with  our  present  program  this  summer. 

Soft  Shell  Clams :  Over  the  past  few  years  the  soft  shell 
clam  inventory  has  continually  been  decreasing.  The  main 
contributing  factors  to  this  problem  is  attributed  to  the  in- 
creased fishing  pressure  by  the  public  and  the  lack  of  ade- 
quate control  methods  to  reduce  predator  action.  The  horse- 
shoe crabs,  green  crabs  and  geese  are  particularly  destructive 
to  the  clams  and  consume  a  good  percentage  of  the  seed. 
Practical  control  methods  of  these  predators  are  not  readily 
available  and  much  study  and  research  needs  to  be  imple- 
mented on  techniques  and  methods  in  which  to  control  these 
and  other  predators.  In  an  effort  to  control  the  over-digging 
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problem  the  clam  flats  will  be  closed  for  at  least  one  spawn- 
ing season.  After  this  coming  season  selective  areas  may  be 
re-opened  for  limited  harvesting  by  the  public.  The  town 
has  approximately  20  acres  of  clam  flats  and  with  the  in- 
creased popular  demand  for  steamers  the  existing  flats  must 
be  managed  with  consistent  control  over  the  amount  of 
digging  pressure  taking  place.  Without  this  control  the  fu- 
ture of  the  flats  is  obviously  very  dim. 

Scallops:  The  scallop  season  was  slightly  better  than 
1973,  but  considered  a  poor  season.  Some  towns  of  the  Cape 
have  recently  changed  the  harvest  season  to  begin  1  Novem- 
ber rather  than  1  October.  The  reason  being  that  the  size 
of  the  scallop  eye  improves  with  the  colder  water.  To  deter- 
mine this  fact  we  obtained  100  scallops  on  1  October  this 
year  and  opened,  measured  and  weighed  50%  of  them.  The 
other  50%  were  placed  back  into  the  water  in  a  cage  and 
left  alone  for  approximately  30  days.  At  the  end  of  the  30 
day  period  the  other  50  were  opened,  weighed,  and  measured. 
Findings  were  that  the  scallop  eye  had  improved  in  weight 
and  size.  The  average  eye  increased  from  6.6  grams  to  9.9 
grams  in  just  over  30  days  and  the  size  of  the  eye  increased 
by  149%.  Therefore,  the  100  pound  bag  of  scallops  that 
yielded  about  18  pounds  of  meat  on  October  first,  would 
yield  about  27  pounds  on  November  first.  Net  profit  of  the 
product  should  improve  by  25%  due  to  increased  growth  and 
weight.  The  results  of  this  very  basic  test  indicate  that 
serious  consideration  should  be  made  towards  the  idea  of 
postponing  the  start  of  our  harvest  season  until  November 
first  rather  than  the  present  October  first. 

Oil  Spill:  On  October  10,  1974  a  barge  owned  by  Bou- 
chard Transportation  Company  of  New  York  developed  a 
leak  which  caused  serious  oil  spillage  into  Redbrook  Harbor. 
As  a  result  of  this  oil  spill  all  shellfish  areas  from  the  Fal- 
mouth Line  northerly  to  Wings  Neck  were  closed  effective 
October  10,  1974.  As  a  precautionary  measure  the  area  was 
first  closed  by  the  Town  of  Bourne,  and  subsequently  closed 
by  State  Public  Health  on  October  11,  1974.  After  several 
samples  of  various  shellfish  were  analyzed  by  Public  Health 
it  was  determined  that  a  portion  of  the  area  closed  could 
be  re-opened  on  November  25,  1974.  The  areas  that  remain 
closed  as  of  this  writing  are  defined  to  include  all  waters 
and  flats  of  Hospital  Cove  and  Winsor  Cove  and  all  waters 
inside  or  south  of  an  imaginary  line  drawn  from  the  westerly 
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most  tip  of  Scraggy  Neck  northwesterly  to  the  western  most 
tip  of  Bassett's  Island  to  the  chain  link  fence  boundary  of 
the  Town  Conservation  area  and  thence  easterly  to  the  most 
northern  tip  of  Long  Point.  According  to  State  Public  Health 
this  portion  of  the  area  will  probably  remain  closed  for  one 
to  two  years  until  oil  is  no  longer  evident. 

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  ADDITIONAL  FAMILY 


Effective  April  1,  1975  more  exclusive  family  recreational 
areas  will  be  established.  Some  of  these  areas  indicated  by 
asterisk  (*)  have  been  re-stocked  and  will  not  be  opened 
this  summer  but  when  they  are  re-opened  they  will  be  for 
recreational  use  only  and  commercial  exploitation  will  be 
prohibited  in  these  areas.

DOG  CONTROL 


According  to  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  dog  com- 
plaints received  throughout  the  year,  we  are  making  some 
progress  in  this  area.  The  major  problem  areas  relative  to 
unrestrained  dog  complaints  are  North  Sagamore,  Puritan 
Road,  vicinity  of  Buzzards  Bay,  and  Picture  Lake  area  of 
Pocasset.  Owners  of  unrestrained  dogs  are  sent  a  certified 
copy  of  the  restraining  order,  by  registered  mail  for  first 
offenses  and  for  subsequent  violations  court  action  is  initi- 
ated. This  procedure  is  in  addition  to  the  owners  being 
charged  for  pound  fees  as  a  result  of  their  dog  being  picked 
up  and  placed  in  the  pound. 

The  department  is  required  by  law  to  ensure  that  all 
dogs  within  the  town  are  licensed  and  tagged  each  year. 
The  licensing  period  begins  each  April.  A  list  of  all  dog 
owners  compiled  from  the  census  listing  at  the  Town  Clerk's 
office  is  provided  to  this  department  which  is  to  ensure  that 
owners  of  dogs  according  to  the  census  list  obtain  a  current 
license.  In  coordination  with  the  Town  Clerk's  office  all 
residents  that  reported  to  the  census  takers  that  they  were 
the  owners  or  keepers  of  a  dog  were  notified  by  mail  to  ob- 
tain a  license  or  if  they  were  no  longer  owners  of  a  dog  to 
notify  the  Town  Clerk.  Those  residents  that  failed  to  re- 
spond to  this  notification  were  visited  by  the  Dog  Officer 
and  those  that  had  dogs  were  given  72  hours  in  which  to 
obtain  a  current  license.  Those  that  failed  to  comply  were 
summonsed  for  appropriate  court  action  for  failure  to  license 
their  dog.  To  date  1,554  dogs  have  been  licensed,  360  were 
sent  card  notification,  210  were  visited  and  given  72  hour 
notice  and  those  that  did  not  comply  were  taken  to  court.

HARBOR  MASTER 


Patrol  boat  was  operational  10  hours  daily  throughout 
June,  July,  and  August.  During  May  and  September  it  was 
manned  on  weekends.  During  other  periods  it  was  on  call. 
The  performance  of  the  new  boat  has  been  very  satisfactory 
and  the  new  procedure  of  trailering  the  boat  each  day  has 
proved  to  be  worthwhile. 

The  majority  of  the  moorings  throughout  the  town  have 
been  registered  and  identified  and  this  has  been  very  helpful 
in  the  notification  of  boat  owners  when  difficulties  occur 
involving  their  boat. 

Several  water  safety  signs,  channel  markers,  water  ski 
signs,  and  rock  warning  signs  were  built  and  anchored 
throughout  our  waterways  in  an  effort  to  make  boating  a 
safer  and  more  pleasurable  occupation  for  all  involved.  About 
20%  of  these  signs  were  vandalized  this  summer.

HERRING  RUNS 


Bournedale  run  produced  a  very  good  catch  this  year. 
The  catching  basin  was  open  to  the  public  on  Mondays  and 
Fridays  from  April  8  to  May  24  for  a  total  of  14  catching 
days.  A  total  of  1173  bushels  of  herring  was  netted  this  year. 

Income  received  from  the  sale  of  permits  was  $183.00. 
Massachusetts  residents  were  charged  $2.00  per  bushel,  town 
residents  received  the  first  bushel  free  and  were  charged 
$1.00  for  additional  bushel.  Two  commercial  permits  were 
sold  at  $50.00  each. 

Redbrook  run  was  open  for  the  taking  of  herring  each 
Wednesday.  The  run  was  not  manned  with  a  catcher.  The 
catch  was  limited  to  a  ten  quart  pail  per  person  each  Wednes- 
day. The  catch  estimated  to  be  a  total  of  28  bushels  taken 
between  April  8  and  May  24. 

The  state  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  made  some  modi- 
fications to  the  ladder  on  the  pond  side  of  the  road  which 
should  improve  the  run  in  the  future. 

TOWN  FOREST  AND  CONSERVATION  PROPERTIES 

Two  foot  trails  and  a  parking  lot  have  been  completed 
in  the  Town  Forest  for  the  use  of  the  public.  1,000  white 
pine  seedlings  were  planted  and  several  areas  are  being 
thinned  out  to  allow  growth  of  the  scotch  pine  and  the 
white  pines  planted  in  past  years. 

Several  conservation  areas  have  been  cleaned  up  and 
permanent  type  signs  have  been  built  and  erected.  Park 
type  benches  have  been  made  and  placed  at  the  Burtonwood 
Park. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the  town  for 
their  support  throughout  the  year.

This  committee  is  pleased  to  finally  report  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  approval  (Permit  #5944)  of  the  main- 
tenance dredging  project  in  Buttermilk  Bay.  The  state  ad- 
vises us  that  the  dredging  will  be  done  before  1  December 
1975. 

Through  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Frank  McGuire,  area  engi- 
neer, the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  has  shown 
interest  in  making  a  hydrograffic  survey  of  Red  Brook  Har- 
bor and  Monument  Beach  to  determine  the  need  for  main- 
tenance dredging  in  these  areas.  Under  Chapter  91  the 
town's  share  of  the  project  would  be  25%  or  $2,000. 

Our  boat  launching  ramp  improvement  projects,  of  most 
importance,  include  Barlows  Landing  and  Hen  Cove.  These 
improvements  would  greatly  facilitate  fire  and  rescue  opera- 
tions and  safer  and  easier  boat  handling. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Department 
of  Natural  Resources  and  the  Highway  Surveyor  for  their 
help  and  assistance  this  past  year.

Bourne  Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne 

I  hereby  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  activities  of 
the  Bourne  Conservation  Commission  for  the  period  Janu- 
ary 1,  1974  through  December  31,  1974. 

The  Bourne  Conservation  Commission,  acting  under  the 
regulations  of  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  General  Laws 
Chapter  131,  Section  40  as  amended  by  Chapter  769  of  the 
Acts  of  1973  and  most  recently  amended  by  Chapter  818  of 
the  Acts  of  1974,  held  the  required  hearings  and  established 
orders  of  conditions  providing  maximum  protection  of  the 
environment  without  completely  prohibiting  development  for 
ten  individual  sites.  Emergency  certification  was  obtained 
from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Natural  Resources 
for  two  sites  requiring  immediate  remedial  action.  Com- 
mission members  viewed  innumerable  other  sites  and  in  co- 
operation with  the  Bourne  Department  of  Natural  Resources 
rendered  pertinent  decisions. 

One  2.5  acre  parcel  of  extremely  desirable  marshland 
on  the  Pocasset  River  was  acquired  as  a  gift  in  Trust  by  the 
Commission  through  the  interest  and  generosity  of  Mrs. 
Geraldine  Watts  of  Monument  Beach.  Acquisition  procedure 
continues  on  several  other  properties. 

Various  projects  were  accomplished  on  Conservation 
Commission  lands  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Bourne 
Department  of  Natural  Resources,  the  leaders  and  members 
of  the  4-H  club,  the  Office  of  the  Town  Surveyor  and  other 
Town  Departments.  Such  projects  included  the  acquisition 
and  planting  of  1,000  seedlings  of  various  species  for  wildlife 
and  erosion  purposes,  the  installation  of  an  off-street  park- 
ing lot  at  the  Leary  Property,  the  maintenance  of  the  build- 
ings on  the  Leary  Property  and  the  land  clearance  and 
installation  of  benches  in  the  Burtonwood  Conservation  Area. 
A  cooperative  project  is  being  explored  with  the  Plymouth 
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Conservation  Commission  concerning  the  halting  of  the 
erosion  along  the  Sagamore  Highlands.  Bourne  residents  are 
urged  to  utilize  and  enjoy  these  various  conservation  areas. 

Two  long-time  members  of  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion, Chairman  Ronald  J.  Haley  and  member  Peter  F.  Day 
resigned  from  active  service  during  the  past  year  and  have 
been  transferred  to  the  role  of  associate  member  where 
their  knowledge  and  experience  can  still  be  drawn  upon  by 
the  present  Commission.  A  debt  of  thanks  is  due  these  men 
by  the  Town  for  their  activities  over  the  years.  Robert  J. 
Perchard  and  Peter  G.  Richter  were  appointed  by  the  Select- 
men to  fill  these  two  vacancies. 

The  increased  scope  of  activity  and  resultant  workload 
thrust  upon  the  Commission  by  the  latest  amendment  to  the 
Wetland  Protection  Act  has  made  it  necessary  to  utilize  the 
services  of  the  Commission  secretary  for  one  full  afternoon 
per  week  to  keep  up  with  the  paperwork  as  well  as  provide 
liaison  with  the  public.  It  is  planned  that  Mrs.  Jane  Mercier 
will  be  available  at  the  Bourne  Department  of  Natural  Re- 
sources office  (759-3441)  at  the  Sanitary  Landfill  Area  on 
Tuesday  afternoon,  and  the  public  is  invited  to  call  for 
information  or  other  Conservation  Commission  related 
business. 

The  Bourne  Conservation  Commission  would  like  to  ex- 
press its  appreciation  to  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Bourne 
for  their  support  and  would  welcome  any  active  participation 
or  involvement  in  the  conducting  of  the  wetland  hearings 
and  solicits  any  constructive  suggestions  concerning  its  di- 
verse duties.

We  hereby  submit  our  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1974. 

As  in  years  past,  we  concentrated  on  having  all  of  our 
parks  and  memorials  trimmed,  mowed  and  planted  so  as 
to  be  attractive  and  in  bloom  for  Memorial  Day.  With  assist- 
ance from  the  Maintenance  Department  we  planted  many 
tulips,  narcissus,  daffodils  and  hyacinths  which  made  a  very 
pretty  early  showing  along  with  the  flowering  shrubs.  At  a 
later  planting  petunias,  marigolds,  dahlias,  zinnias,  calen- 
dulas, geraniums  etc.  were  added  for  the  summer  season. 
Some  of  these  bloomed  well  into  late  October  as  our  fall 
season  was  a  mild  one. 

A  new  park  was  created  this  year  in  the  triangle  between 
Queens  Bay  Lane  and  Kayajan  Avenue  in  Buzzards  Bay.

We  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  Citizens  of  Bourne  who 
helped  us  in  our  efforts  to  beautify  our  town  and  our  special 
thanks  to  the  Highway  Department  and  the  Maintenance 
Department  for  their  assistance  in  our  numerous  small 
projects.

Bourne  Park  Commissioners 
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Report  of  the 
Regional  Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Moderator  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  year  1974  was  perhaps  the  most  active  year  for  the 
committee  since  its  inception.  Early  in  the  year  we  were 
approached  by  representatives  of  a  private  corporation  with 
a  proposal  to  operate  and  maintain  Bourne's  sanitary  land- 
fill site  off  of  MacArthur  Boulevard,  and  a  tentative  proposal 
to  erect  a  2.5  million  dollar  solid  waste  reclamation  plant  at 
the  same  site. 

The  initial  contact  with  this  committee  immediately 
commenced  a  series  of  meetings,  sometimes  weekly,  involving 
this  committee,  the  Board  of  Health,  Board  of  Selectmen, 
and  representatives  of  the  Planning  Board  and  Finance 
Committee. 

Generally  speaking,  the  proposal  involved  the  private 
corporation  assuming  complete  responsibility  for  the  opera- 
tion and  maintenance  of  the  Bourne  dump  site,  and  to  bring 
the  site  into  complete  compliance  with  the  State  Sanitary 
Code  and  other  provisions  of  the  General  Laws.  The  town 
was  to  be  responsible  only  for  rubbish  pickup.  The  site  was 
to  be  divided  into  twenty  areas  by  volume,  only  one  area  to 
be  available  each  year  for  waste  disposal.  The  initial  con- 
tract with  this  private  corporation  was  to  be  for  five  years. 

Greatest  concern  centered  around  the  fact  that  baled 
solid  waste  from  other  communities  would  be  trucked  to  the 
site  daily  for  disposal,  the  town  to  be  reimbursed  at  fifty 
cents  per  ton  for  this  outside  solid  waste. 

Perhaps  most  interesting  was  the  proposed  construction 
and  operation  of  a  solid  waste  reclamation  plant  which 
would  convert  solid  waste  to  a  combustible  material  adapt- 
able for  use  in  hydroelectric  generating  plants.  Additionally, 
with  the  operation  of  this  plant  solid  waste  disposed  of  at 
the  site  would  be  reduced  to  about  10%  of  the  total  volume 
of  solid  waste  actually  received. 
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The  numerous  issues,  complexities,  and  fine  points  of 
this  proposal  were  reviewed  and  discussed  over  a  period  of 
several  months  and  are  continuing. 

Although  encouraged,  this  committee  and  the  other  offi- 
cials involved  in  reviewing  this  proposal  have  proceeded 
slowly  in  their  evaluation.  Regional  solid  waste  disposal 
deserves  a  great  deal  of  study.  However,  its  full  scope  and 
impact  have  not  been  completely  documented. 

We  are  most  pleased  with  the  progress  that  was  made 
during  1974  towards  implementing  regional  solid  waste  dis- 
posal coupled  with  solid  waste  reclamation.  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  this  is  the  best  means  of  solving  the  problem 
of  how  to  cope  with  efficiently  eliminating  the  waste  product 
of  our  society  and  converting  this  waste  to  a  useable  by- 
product for  energy  production. 

We  are  most  confident  that  1975  will  be  further  produc- 
tive in  these  areas  and  look  forward  to  working  together 
with  other  officials  in  the  resolution  of  the  solid  waste  dis- 
posal problem  of  a  regionalized  basis.

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Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic 
Development  Commission 


The  Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic  Development  Com- 
mission made  great  strides  this  year  in  a  number  of  areas. 
The  Board  of  Selectmen  want  to  thank  William  Parady  for 
his  service  representing  the  town  on  the  Commission  to 
March  1974.  Since  March,  Selectman  Barry  Johnson  has 
served  as  Bourne's  member  and  Selectmen  Jeremiah  F.  Cahir 
as  alternate.  Selectman  Johnson  has  been  recently  nomi- 
nated to  the  Commission's  Executive  Committee. 

Three  years  of  Commission  effort  culminated  this  year 
in  the  passage  of  Water  Inventory  Referendum  Question  #7. 
The  overwhelming  three  to  one  vote  for  the  Referendum 
Question  indicates  a  new  spirit  of  regional  concern  for  the 
protection  of  the  Cape's  vital  resources.  Passage  of  the  ques- 
tion will  authorize  the  County  Commissioners  to  participate 
in  the  United  States  Geological  Survey's  proposed  inventory 
of  the  Cape's  groundwater  resources.  This  comprehensive 
inventory  can  provide  the  basis  for  the  coordinated  manage- 
ment of  this  most  critical  resource  —  our  only  fresh  water 
supply. 

The  Cape  Cod  Joint  Transportation  Committee,  respon- 
sible for  coordinating  citizen  concerns  in  the  transportation 
planning  process,  pursued  a  number  of  important  issues  in 
the  past  year.  A  thorough  investigation  of  the  proposed  Cape 
Cod  Regional  Transit  Authority  has  led  to  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Regional  Transit  Authority's  Advisory  Board  in  Janu- 
ary 1975.  A  Regional  Transit  Authority  is  authorized  by  the 
General  Court  to  issue  bonds  for  the  implementation  of 
transportation  services  on  the  Cape  with  one-half  of  the 
deficit  of  this  service  to  be  paid  by  the  state.  It  is  up  to  the 
Advisory  Board,  comprised  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  in  each  town  or  their  designee,  to  determine  the 
need  for  such  an  authority. 

Reinstitution  of  rail  passenger  service  and  retention  of 
rail  freight  service  have  also  been  of  primary  concern  to  the 
CCJTC.  Highway  improvement  and  construction  such  as  Rte. 
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25/28  are  considered  and  community  support  strengthened 
through  CCJTC  efforts. 

The  Commission  has  also  successfully  pursued  the  desig- 
nation of  Cape  Cod  as  a  Section  "208"  Wastewater  Manage- 
ment Planning  Area.  This  designation  could  provide  sub- 
stantial federal  funds  for  a  regional  wastewater  treatment 
plan  for  the  entire  Cape  Cod  area,  thus,  insuring  the  co- 
ordination of  Bourne's  sewerage  treatment  planning  with 
the  rest  of  the  towns. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  Pub- 
lic Works,  the  Commission  sponsored  a  study  of  Regional 
Solid  Waste  Disposal  for  Cape  Cod.  A  site  in  Bourne  at  Otis 
AFB  was  named  for  consideration  as  a  possible  regional  dis- 
posal site.  The  Bourne  Board  of  Selectmen  will  continue  to 
work  with  the  Commission  and  the  MDPW  in  exploring  all 
aspects  of  this  proposal  in  the  coming  year. 

Land  use  and  regional  goals  have  been  developed  by  the 
Commission  and  discussed  with  the  Bourne  Planning  Board. 
This  Cape-wide  approach  to  examining  town  land  use  pat- 
terns with  regional  goal  consideration  can  offer  new  insights 
into  the  future  use  of  the  Cape's  resources. 

The  Commission  has  a  ongoing  program  monitoring  the 
Cape's  economy.  Valuable  statistical  information  on  the 
construction  industry,  housing  and  other  economic  indicators 
are  available  to  the  public.  The  Commission  staff,  for  the 
first  time  this  year,  launched  a  program  of  technical  assist- 
ance to  the  towns.  Many  towns  have  taken  advantage  of 
this  new  program  and  the  staff  resources  of  the  Commission. 
In  the  Commission's  concerted  efforts  to  improve  communi- 
cation with  the  community  and  its  residents,  a  public  opinion 
survey  was  drafted  in  the  past  year.  This  survey  will  be 
conducted  in  1975  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  information  pro- 
vided by  Cape  Cod  residents  will  serve  as  a  basis  for  respon- 
sive and  effective  Commission  action  in  years  to  come.

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Report  of  Tree  Warden  and  Superintendent 
of  Insect  Pest  Control 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

Diseased  elm  tree  removal  is  still  the  main  workload  of 
this  department.  This  past  year  benlate  benomyl  fungicide 
was  applied  as  a  foliar  spray  in  early  June  in  an  effort  to 
save  our  remaining  elms.  This  was  only  experimental  as  no 
cure  has  been  proven  yet.  Extra  money  was  transferred  from 
the  reserve  fund  in  an  effort  to  keep  up  with  the  removal  of 
dead  and  diseased  trees.  Thanks  to  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment for  assistance  with  men  and  equipment  in  the  cleanup 
process. 

Dutch  elm  disease  appeared  first  in  Holland  in  1919. 
Since  then  it  has  spread  into  most  of  the  European  countries 
and  in  1928  was  brought  into  the  United  States  with  a  ship- 
ment of  elm  logs.  It  has  been  responsible  for  the  removal 
of  thousands  of  elm  trees  in  eastern  United  States  in  an 
effort  to  check  the  disease. 

The  first  external  symptom  is  the  rapid  wilting  of  the 
foliage  and  tips  of  elm  twigs.  Sometimes  elm  leaves  turn 
yellow,  but  more  often  they  curl,  then  turn  brown  and  dry 
up  quickly  and  drop  from  the  infected  branch.  The  spores 
which  the  fungus  sends  out  choke  the  water  conducting  cells. 
These  and  other  factors  will  eventually  kill  the  entire  tree, 
generally  within  one  or  two  years.  It  is  important  that  when 
any  diseased  tree  is  removed,  it  should  be  burned  before 
spring  or  at  least  the  bark  removed  from  the  wood  to  expose 
and  kill  the  beetle  larvae. 

Our  aerial  spraying  program  in  the  summer  of  1973  for 
pine  looper  seemed  to  be  successful  as  there  is  very  little 
evidence  of  these  insects  now.  The  Nantucket  pine  tip  moth 
is  the  target  for  this  year.  Following  is  the  life  history  of 
this  insect  and  approximate  times  to  spray.  I  hesitate  to 
recommend  an  insecticide  as  new  pesticide  regulations  are 
being  made.  Use  whatever  is  recommended  on  the  market 
at  the  time. 
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Nantucket  pine  tip  moths  overwinter  as  pupae  within 
the  injured  or  dead  tips.  The  pupae  are  about  y4  inch  long 
and  of  light  to  dark  brown  color.  Many  of  the  dead  tips 
break  off  and  fall  to  the  ground  so  that  many  pupae  may 
spend  most  of  the  winter  protected  under  snow  cover.  On 
Cape  Cod  moths  emerge  from  about  mid-May  to  early  June. 
The  moths  have  a  wing  span  of  y2  inch  and  are  of  gray 
color  with  reddish-orange  bands  across  the  wings.  The 
presence  of  moths  may  be  demonstrated  by  forcing  them  to 
fly  by  shaking  the  tree  smartly.  The  moths  begin  egg  laying 
a  few  days  after  emergence.  The  eggs  are  about  1/32  inch 
in  diameter,  of  reddish-orange  color  and  of  various  rounded, 
flattened  shapes,  depending  upon  where  they  are  laid.  Most- 
ly they  are  laid  on  the  bases  of  the  needle  sheaths  or  on 
the  newly  developing  stems.  They  are  difficult  to  see  when 
on  the  needle  sheaths  since  the  eggs  and  needle  sheaths  are 
about  the  same  color.  The  eggs  begin  to  hatch  about  mid- 
June  and  the  young  larvae  then  bore  mostly  into  the  bases 
of  the  needle  sheaths. 

Good  control  of  the  Nantucket  pine  tip  moth  may  be 
had  by  applying  insecticides  just  at  the  time  the  larvae  are 
hatching  from  the  eggs.  For  most  years  this  should  be  about 
mid-June  on  Cape  Cod.  If  one  is  in  doubt  about  timing,  two 
spray  applications  may  be  made  about  10-12  days  apart. 

Our  regular  work  of  tree  planting  in  the  spring,  trim- 
ming for  roadside  clearance  and  safety  cleaning  up  after 
storms  and  accidents  continues  throughout  the  year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Moderator  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

In  response  to  a  petition  of  numerous  concerned  resi- 
dents of  North  Sagamore,  this  study  committee  was  created 
by  Article  31  of  the  1972  annual  town  meeting. 

The  committee  was  formed  to  explore  and  make  recom- 
mendations for  the  acquisition  of  a  parcel  or  parcels  of  land 
in  North  Sagamore  for  the  purpose  of  development  of  a 
playground. 

Two  years  of  intensive  study,  evaluation  and  negoti- 
ation were  culminated  at  the  1974  annual  town  meeting 
where  the  voters  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $68,500 
to  acquire  the  parcel  of  land  selected  and  endorsed  for 
acquisition  by  this  committee. 

The  land  is  well  located  on  the  westerly  side  of  Clark 
Road  and  contains  an  area  of  16.15  acres.  It  is  situated  only 
a  short  distance  from  land  designated  for  playground  use 
by  the  1966  Bourne  Master  Plan.  There  is  ample  area  for 
parking,  a  baseball  diamond,  tennis  courts,  basketball  facil- 
ities, a  picnic  grove,  and  other  playground  equipment.  The 
area  is  large  enough  to  accommodate  the  present  and  future 
recreational  needs  in  North  Sagamore,  is  readily  accessible, 
and  centrally  located  in  the  village.  Additionally,  this  land 
which  was  slated  for  development  as  a  subdivision,  is  now 
a  valuable  open  space  asset  to  the  entire  community  which 
will  return  dividends  in  saved  tax  dollars  for  decades  to 
come. 

This  committee's  purpose  has  been  completed  with  the 
acquisition  of  the  land.  Development  of  the  land  as  a  play- 
ground and  recreational  area  is  the  task  of  other  boards  and 
officials.  We  recommend  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  in 
the  preparation  of  a  master  plan  for  the  phased  develop- 
ment of  this  land.  At  the  same  time,  a  capital  outlay  pro- 
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gram  should  be  prepared  which  is  consistent  with  the  needs 
of  the  village  and  with  the  community  tax  base. 

We  anticipate  that  those  officials  charged  with  the 
responsibility  for  the  playground's  development  will  move 
forward  diligently  in  continuance  of  the  work  this  commit- 
tee has  commenced. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  our 
thanks  and  appreciation  to  those  officials,  boards  and  com- 
mittees who  cooperated  with  us  so  closely  in  this  endeavor, 
and  especially  to  the  voters  from  all  of  the  villages  of  Bourne 
who  supported  us  in  the  face  of  strong  opposition  to  the 
purchase  of  this  land.  The  community  as  a  whole  can  only 
benefit  in  the  final  analysis  from  this  type  of  neighborhood 
cooperation.

In  reviewing  the  year  1974,  the  Bourne  Recreation  Com- 
mittee takes  pleasure  in  presenting  its  annual  report. 

There  continues  to  be  an  ever  increasing  number  of 
participants  of  all  ages  for  the  various  programs  offered  to 
the  residents  of  our  town. 

Tennis  is  growing  at  a  rapid  rate  and  with  the  additional 
courts  being  built  in  the  town,  this  growth  will  continue.

The  Bourne  Youth  Baseball  Programs  continue  to  offer 
opportunities  for  our  younger  residents  to  learn  the  game 
and  for  the  older  boys  to  compete  in  a  league  commensurate 
with  their  ages  and  abilities. 

The  Youth  Hockey  program  continues  with  its  expansion 
and  with  the  advent  of  the  new  rink  this  expansion  should 
continue  at  an  ever  increasing  rate. 

Girls'  softball  and  kickball  were  also  sponsored  by  the 
Town  as  well  as  the  Theater  Workshop  and  the  Men's  Soft- 
ball and  Basketball  Programs.

Report  of  the  Recreation  Authority 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Bourne  Recreation  Authority  hereby  submits  their 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1974. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  another  successful  camping 
season  was  enjoyed  at  Bourne  Scenic  Park.  Prior  to  opening 
all  park  buildings  were  cleaned  and  painted.  The  trees  in 
the  park  were  sprayed  and  no  problems  were  found  with 
gypsy  moths.  We  are  constantly  striving  to  improve  the 
park  and  with  this  in  mind  the  following  projects  were  com- 
pleted. New  steps  were  built  leading  from  the  park  to  the 
canal,  a  new  fence  was  installed  in  "C"  area,  a  parking  lot 
was  built  in  front  of  the  new  Comfort  Station,  and  a  storm 
drain  was  built  by  the  State,  with  the  help  of  the  Cape  Cod 
Canal  Area  Engineers,  to  take  care  of  water  coming  from 
Scenic  Highway  creating  problems  in  Bourne  Scenic  Park. 
For  the  convenience  of  campers,  ice,  wood,  and  soda  were 
sold  in  the  park  this  year. 

It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  report  that  the  John  Gallo 
Ice  Arena  opened  August  5,  1974  with  Formal  Dedication 
Ceremonies  held  November  10,  1974.  Skating  lessons,  Hockey 
Schools,  Public  Skating,  and  special  programs  are  a  few  of 
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the  events  offered.  To  date  many  persons  have  enjoyed  this 
facility.  Bourne  High  School,  Bourne  Youth  Hockey,  and 
amateur  hockey  leagues  from  the  Town  of  Bourne  have  en- 
joyed many  hours  of  ice  time.  Public  Skating  sessions  have 
drawn  upwards  of  369  persons.  Many  neighboring  towns 
have  scheduled  events.  We  are  pleased  that  so  many  persons 
are  taking  advantage  of  the  ice  arena  and  look  forward  to 
a  busy  schedule. 

The  Bourne  Recreation  Authority  is  saddened  this  year 
by  the  loss  of  William  Reynolds  who  served  as  Maintenance 
Foreman  at  Bourne  Scenic  Park  for  many  years.  His  con- 
tributions are  too  numerous  to  mention  and  he  will  be  greatly 
missed  by  the  Bourne  Recreation  Authority  and  Bourne 
Scenic  Park  campers.

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Report  on  the  Examination  of  the  Accounts 

of  the 

Bourne  Recreation  Authority 

INCEPTION  TO  —  MAY  31,  1974 

In  conformance  with  Chapter  820  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  an 
examination  has  been  made  of  the  accounts  of  the  Bourne 
Recreation  Authority  covering  the  period  from  April  1,  1971 
to  May  31,  1974.  This  audit  was  initiated  on  May  28,  1974. 

The  Authority  maintains  a  checkbook  for  each  project 
under  its  direction.  The  records  of  the  Bourne  Scenic  Park 
and  the  John  Gallo  Arena  are  subject  to  audit  by  this 
Department. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

General:  The  minutes  of  the  meetings  were  read.  The 
insurance  policies  were  examined. 

Cash:  The  cash  was  balanced  and  the  bank  accounts 
were  reconciled  as  of  May  31,  1974.  The  bank  deposits  were 
checked  to  the  cashbook.  Cashbook  footings  were  tested. 

Income:  The  recorded  rental  income  for  the  Bourne 
Scenic  Park  was  traced  to  the  checkbook.  An  inventory  was 
taken  of  the  unused  receipts,  and  the  used  receipts  were 
checked  to  the  cashbook. 

Investments:  Investments  were  verified  by  correspond- 
ence with  the  depositories.  The  income  received  on  all  in- 
vestments owned  during  the  audit  period  was  checked. 

Bonds  and  Contracts:  The  bond  issue  and  contract 
awards  were  checked  for  the  propriety  of  the  awards. 

Expenditures:  The  expenditures  were  test  checked  to 
the  canceled  checks  and  paid  invoices. 

Project  Visit:  The  projects  were  visited  during  the  pro- 
gress of  the  audit,  and  a  visual  inspection  was  made  of  the 
exterior  of  the  buildings  and  the  grounds. 
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NOTES  AND  COMMENTS 

Audit  Review:  At  the  conclusion  of  the  audit,  a  draft 
of  this  report  was  reviewed  with  John  Gallo,  Chairman  and 
A.  Clayton  Tucy,  Clerk. 

Bourne  Scenic  Park: 

1.  Status  of  Park:  The  Authority  was  created  in  1970 
to  administer  the  recreation  facilities  of  Bourne  Scenic  Park. 
In  April  1971  the  Authority  took  over  the  operation  of  the 
Bourne  Scenic  Park  from  the  Town  of  Bourne.  This  park 
presently  consists  of  approximately  69  acres  of  land,  which 
is  leased  from  the  Department  of  the  Army,  and  9  acres 
provided  by  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

The  Authority  charges  $1.50  per  day  for  the  use  of  the 
picnic  areas  and  $3.75  per  night  for  camping  areas.  As  of 
the  audit  date,  the  park  consisted  of  353  campsites  and  56 
picnic  areas. 

2.  Lease  of  Park:  The  Authority,  upon  its  creation, 
operated  under  a  lease  that  existed  between  the  Town  of 
Bourne  and  the  Department  of  the  Army. 

A  new  lease  was  entered  into  between  the  Bourne  Recre- 
ation Authority  and  the  Department  of  the  Army  commenc- 
ing on  May  1,  1972  and  ending  on  April  30,  1997  for  the  use 
of  approximately  103  acres  of  land.  This  area  is  to  be  used 
for  public  park  and  recreational  purposes. 

The  103  acres  of  leased  land  is  divided  into  two  parcels. 
A  total  of  69  acres  is  used  as  a  recreational  area  on  the  north 
side  of  the  canal,  and  the  remaining  34  acres  are  located  on 
the  south  side  of  Cape  Cod  Canal  and  they  are  the  location 
of  the  John  Gallo  Arena. 

3.  Sale  of  Firewood:  During  the  audit  period,  the  Au- 
thority sold  firewood  for  use  by  campers  and  picnickers.  The 
Authority  received  $285.25  through  the  audit  date.  There  is 
no  record  of  this  money  in  the  cashbook,  nor  has  any  de- 
posit been  made  to  equal  this  sum. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  receipts  of  cash  be  deposited 
and  recorded  on  a  current  basis. 

4.  Cash  Difference:  A  letter  from  the  bank  stated  that 
the  cash  balance  in  the  checking  account  of  Bourne  Scenic 
Park  fund  was  $35,508.82,  as  of  May  31,  1974.  The  outstand- 
ing checks  as  of  May  31,  1974  totaled  $2,636.34,  leaving  a 
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balance  of  $32,872.48  as  of  this  date.  However,  a  receipts 
and  disbursements  analysis  made  from  the  checkbook  indi- 
cated a  balance  of  $32,006.76  as  of  May  31,  1974,  a  difference 
of  $865.72.  This  difference  v/as  unexplained. 

See  Schedule  No.  I  appended  to  this  report  for  detail. 

5.  Petty  Cash:  The  following  amounts  have  been  pro- 
vided as  petty  cash  at  the  beginning  of  each  season,  as 
follows: 


The  count  of  cash  on  the  date  of  audit  totaled  $474.93,  so 
the  excess  amount  appears  to  be  receipts  which  should  have 
been  deposited. 

It  is  therefore  suggested  that  the  excess  funds  be  de- 
posited. A  review  of  the  need  for  such  a  large  petty  cash 
fund  should  also  be  made. 

6.  Land  Purchase:  In  December  of  1971,  the  Authority 
purchased  a  1/2  acre  piece  of  land  on  the  south  side  of  the 
canal  for  $2,500.00. 

This  transaction  was  not  recorded  until  February  of 
1974,  although  the  money  had  been  disbursed  in  1971.  Mean- 
while, real  estate  taxes  in  the  amount  of  $56.37  were  paid 
in  April  of  1974  and  $59.52  in  September  1972. 

It  is  suggested  that  on  any  future  purchases  of  land 
payment  be  withheld  until  such  time  as  the  transfer  is 
recorded. 

John  Gallo  Arena: 

1.  Status  of  Arena:  The  Authority  is  presently  in  the 
process  of  constructing  a  skating  rink  on  the  south  side  of 
the  Cape  Cod  Canal.  This  rink  is  being  constructed  on  land 
leased  from  the  Department  of  the  Army  under  the  blanket 
lease  covering  103  acres. 

The  arena  is  scheduled  to  open  on  or  about  July  1,  1974. 

2.  Financing:  The  Bourne  Recreation  Authority,  acting 
through  the  Town  of  Bourne,  sold  $1,000,000.00  serial  bonds 
through  a  private  offering  at  a  rate  of  5.4%.

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The  interest  on  these  bonds  is  to  be  deposited  with  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Cape  Cod  semiannually,  and  repay- 
ment of  $50,000.00  of  the  principal  is  to  be  made  annually. 

The  final  payment  on  this  bond  issue  is  scheduled  to  be 
made  on  September  15,  1993. 

3.  Bids  on  Contract:  A  majority  of  bids  on  various  con- 
tracts awarded  during  the  audit  period  were  not  available 
for  examination,  except  for  those  on  which  the  contract  was 
awarded.  The  original  bids  in  all  cases  were  retained  at  the 
office  of  the  architect,  Hellman,  Kempton,  Sigl  Associates 
along  with  all  the  required  deposits. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Authority  maintain  a  per- 
manent file  on  all  bids  received  and  that  a  record  be  kept  of 
all  deposits  received  and  returned. 

4.  Architect  Contract:  The  contract  between  the  Au- 
thority and  its  architect  was  not  available  for  examination. 

During  the  audit  period,  the  architect  was  paid  a  total 
of  $36,000.00  from  the  receipts  of  the  Bourne  Scenic  Park. 
These  payments  were  made  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  bonds 
to  finance  the  construction  of  the  skating  arena. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  funds  of  the  Bourne  Scenic  Park 
be  reimbursed  for  these  payments. 

5.  Construction  Contract:  The  original  construction 
contract  in  the  amount  of  $782,000.00  was  subsequently  in- 
creased by  $23,081.21  by  the  following  change  orders:

General  : 

1.  Budget:  As  of  the  audit  date  budgets  covering  the 
operation  of  the  recreation  facilities  were  not  available. 

It  is  suggested  that  a  budget  be  prepared  annually  and 
that  this  budget  be  used  as  a  guide  for  the  operation  of  the 
facilities. 

2.  Accounting  Records:  The  accounting  records  pre- 
sented by  the  Authority  for  audit  consisted  of  checkbooks 
and  a  cashbook. 

The  checkbook  contained  errors  in  additions,  trans- 
positions, deposits  shown  on  bank  statements  not  recorded 
in  checkbook,  and  the  deposits  that  were  recorded  were  not 
recorded  daily.  The  above  errors  show  that  bank  reconcili- 
ations are  not  being  made. 

The  cashbook  was  incomplete  in  that  all  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  cash  were  not  entered.  The  only  cash 
entries  for  receipts  were  the  deposits  made  by  park  personnel. 
All  monies  disbursed  were  not  entered  in  the  cashbook. 
Checks  issued  for  the  payroll  taxes  and  numerous  other 
items  were  never  entered  in  the  cashbook. 

It  is  strongly  urged  that  the  Authority  set  up  and  main- 
tain a  complete  set  of  accounting  records  for  its  activities 
and  that  these  records  be  on  a  current  basis. 

3.  Personnel  Policy:  The  minutes  of  the  meetings  made 
several  references  to  a  policy  regarding  the  employees  of 
the  Authority,  but  there  was  no  definite  policy  adopted  by 
the  Authority  which  could  be  reviewed. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Authority  adopt  a  policy  for 
its  employees  and  that  this  policy  be  followed. 

4.  Check  Signers:  The  only  person  who  signs  checks 
for  the  Authority  is  the  Treasurer. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  Authority  require  two  signatures 
on  all  checks  which  are  written. 
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5.  Payroll:  An  analysis  of  the  payroll  showed  that 
overtime  was  not  being  paid  to  individuals  who  worked  as 
many  as  50  hours  a  week  for  a  month.  The  analysis  also 
revealed  that  retirement  or  social  security  was  not  being 
deducted  from  the  salaries  of  employees. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  Authority  install  a  time  clock 
for  use  by  its  employees  to  maintain  an  accurate  record. 
Records  should  also  be  kept  for  vacation,  sick  pay  and  other 
benefits  that  may  accrue  to  employees.  The  deduction  of 
either  retirement  or  social  security  from  employees  should 
be  initiated. 

6.  Deposit  of  Cash :  On  the  day  this  audit  was  initiated, 
it  was  noted  that  the  cash  receipts  for  the  weekend  were 
being  held  at  the  police  station. 

It  is  recommended  that  night  deposit  bags  be  secured 
if  necessary  and  that  all  monies  received  be  deposited  intact 
and  daily.

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Report  of  the  Beach  Supervisor 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

As  Beach  Supervisor  for  the  Town  of  Bourne  I  am  pleased 
to  submit  this  report  of  activities  of  the  lifeguards  depart- 
ment during  fiscal  year  1975. 

During  the  summer  of  1973  swimming  lesson  enrollment 
declined  for  the  first  time  since  the  inception  of  courses  of 
swimming  and  lifesaving  at  the  town  beaches.  This  decrease 
in  enrollment  was  traced  to  the  fact  that  other  community 
and  private  programs  for  youngsters  were  conducted  during 
the  morning  hours  as  were  swimming  classes. 

In  response  to  numerous  requests  from  parents  for  after- 
noon swimming  and  water  safety  classes  for  their  children 
participating  in  other  morning  programs,  this  department  in 
1974  added  a  full-time  swimming  instructor  to  its  staff  for 
six  weeks  to  teach  both  morning  and  afternoon  classes  at 
Monument  Beach.  The  response  was  overwhelming  as  en- 
rollment topped  1,000  children. 

I  am  recommending  for  fiscal  1976  that  another  full-time 
instructor  be  added  to  our  staff.  This  instructor  will  tenta- 
tively be  assigned  to  the  Buzzards  Bay  beach  to  teach  both 
morning  and  afternoon  classes.  Other  afternoon  classes  will 
continue  at  Monument  Beach. 

There  were  no  drownings  at  any  of  the  town  supervised 
beaches  during  the  hectic  season.  Numerous  rescues  were 
logged  at  all  of  the  beaches,  many  of  small  children  left 
unattended  at  the  water's  edge.  First  aid  was  administered 
to  uncounted  numbers  of  persons,  many  of  whom  required 
further  medical  attention. 

Thanks  to  a  unanimous  vote  of  approval  at  the  1974  An- 
nual Town  Meeting  this  department  was  able  to  purchase 
nine  new  fiberglass  rescue  surfboards  to  replace  outdated, 
and  seriously  waterlogged,  wooden  rescue  boards. 

Although  increased  efforts  have  been  made  to  curb 
nighttime  vandalism  at  town  beaches,  losses  were  again  sus- 
tained at  almost  every  beach.  As  the  price  of  equipment 
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and  other  facilities  skyrockets,  so  too  does  the  cost  of  each 
senseless  act  of  vandalism. 

The  two  day  inter-beach  swimming  competition  at  the 
Mass.  Maritime  Academy  Pool  saw  more  than  300  youngsters 
compete  for  trophies  and  a  championship  for  their  neighbor- 
hood beach.  Pocasset  came  away  with  the  first  place  honors 
on  the  final  day  of  the  competition. 

Parking  at  a  number  of  the  smaller  local  beaches  became 
a  problem  last  summer.  Nonresident  bathers  and  boaters 
filled  parking  spaces  reserved  for  residents  only.  Efforts  will 
be  made  this  summer  to  rigidly  enforce  the  parking  restric- 
tion at  town  beaches.  I  urge  all  residents  to  get  beach 
stickers  for  their  vehicles  in  order  to  avoid  the  possible 
embarrassment  of  having  their  vehicle  ticketed. 

Our  own  community's  indicator  of  the  breadth  of  our 
nation's  present  economic  malaise  was  the  1974  real  estate 
tax  increase  due  in  large  part  to  an  unanticipated  decrease 
in  state  and  federal  funds  and  the  increased  cost  of  munici- 
pal services.  At  this  time  I  anticipate  a  4%  increase  in  this 
department's  budget  for  fiscal  1976  which  represents  pri- 
marily salary  step  increases  and  the  addition  of  another 
full-time  instructor.  In  most  cases,  I  anticipate  no  increase 
in  the  expense  portion  of  the  budget.  This  4%  increase  is 
small  when  compared  with  the  11.5%  rate  of  inflation  re- 
corded for  the  last  quarter  of  1974. 

I  would  like  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  highway  sur- 
veyor Louis  Pellegrini,  beach  foreman  George  Sampson,  and 
to  their  personnel  for  keeping  this  department's  safety  equip- 
ment and  the  town's  beach  facilities  in  top  condition,  and 
for  the  fine  job  they  did  in  improving  the  parking  area  and 
waterfront  at  Monument  Beach. 

As  this  is  my  final  annual  report  as  Beach  Supervisor,  I 
would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  everyone  for 
the  courtesy  and  cooperation  extended  to  me  during  my  nine 
years  in  this  position.

During  1974  the  Board  has  reviewed  the  service  programs 
of  the  Bourne  Youth  &  Family  Services,  Retired  Senior  Vol- 
unteer Program  (RSVP),  Head  Start,  Volunteer  Emergency 
Help  Program  FISH,  Pocasset  Clinic,  Library  New  Directions 
Committee,  Family  Planning  Service,  Community  Building 
Planning  Committee,  Cape  &  Islands  Area  Children's  Coun- 
cil, Rental  Assistance  Authority,  Bourne  Elderly  Housing, 
and  others,  and  have  recorded  reports  and  supportive  act- 
ions. We  have  placed  the  Bourne  Information  and  Tele- 
phone Referral  Service  (759-3426)  in  the  offices  of  the 
Bourne  Youth  &  Family  Services,  Inc.  In  June,  with  funds 
appropriated  by  the  1974  annual  town  meeting,  a  33 -page 
Directory  of  Health  &  Social  Services  was  compiled  and 
made  available  at  the  Town  Clerk's  Office.  The  booklet 
identifies  some  200  human  service  agencies  available  to 
Bourne  residents  and  has  been  well  received.  We  urge  all 
townspeople  to  obtain  a  copy. 

The  Board  members  represent  a  broad  range  of  com- 
munity interests  and  serve  in  programs  and  agencies  in- 
volved in  the  areas  of  family  service,  education,  police,  aged, 
socio-cultural,  teenagers,  mental  health,  public  health,  re- 
tardation and  children's  services  to  name  a  few.  Meetings 
are  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  at  7:30  p.m.  in 
the  Town  Hall.  Interested  citizens  are  always  invited  and 
welcome. 

The  Board  continues  to  look  into  new  social  and  health 
services  which  may  be  beneficial  to  Bourne  residents.  We 
hope  that  town  officials  and  committees  will  look  to  us  as  a 
sounding  board  where  ideas  and  programs  can  have  a  wider 
sharing  and  expression.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Council  on  Aging  of  the  Town  of  Bourne  is  pleased 
to  report  that  the  activities  for  the  Senior  Citizens  have 
definitely  progressed  for  the  year  1974. 

The  School  Lunch  Program  resumed  in  the  fall  at  the 
Peebles  School  in  Bourne  and  the  Ella  F.  Hoxie  School  in 
Sagamore.  All  the  Senior  Citizens  attending  the  lunch  pro- 
grams have  enjoyed  and  appreciated  these  lunches.  The 
School  Department  has  put  on  special  programs  for  Senior 
Citizens  and  we  are  very  grateful  for  the  cooperation  of  the 
School  Committee,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  all  the 
personnel  of  the  School  Department  for  their  assistance. 

The  Progressive  Whist  Parties  were  resumed  in  the  fall 
on  a  monthly  basis.  The  Council  on  Aging  wishes  to  thank 
all  who  have  helped  and  donated  prizes  to  make  these  parties 
so  successful. 

The  Council  on  Aging  sponsored  bus  trips  arranged  by 
Mrs.  Shirley  Tucker,  to  the  Blessing  of  the  Fleet  in  Province- 
town,  shopping  trips  to  the  Hyannis  Mall,  the  Dartmouth 
Mall  and  the  Hanover  Mall.  Other  trips  this  past  year  in- 
cluded educational  trips  to  the  Glass  Museum,  Science  Mu- 
seum and  the  Aquarium,  a  trip  to  Newport  and  a  foliage 
trip.  These  trips  have  proved  to  be  most  beneficial  to  our 
Senior  Citizens. 

The  Health  Counseling  Program  formerly  called  the 
Blood  Pressure  Program  sponsored  by  the  Falmouth  Nursing 
Association  has  shown  a  marked  increase  in  growth.  The 
following  statistics  reflect  the  increased  interest  of  Senior 
Citizens  in  keeping  well.  In  1973  a  total  of  192  participated 
and  in  the  ten  months  of  1974,  535.  The  Falmouth  Nursing- 
Association's  Executive  Director,  Mrs.  Norma  N.  Holt,  R.N. 
has  assigned  another  nurse  to  assist  Mrs.  Muriel  Cowell,  R.N. 
and  scheduled  additional  days  due  to  the  increase  in  attend- 
ance. The  Senior  Citizens  appreciate  this  program  and  are 
most  grateful  to  the  Falmouth  Nursing  Association  for  their 
sponsorship. 
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The  Board  of  Health  again  sponsored  free  flu  shots  to 
the  Bourne  Senior  Citizens  at  the  Barnstable  County  Hos- 
pital. This  program  was  efficiently  handled  and  again  it  is 
a  great  benefit  to  our  senior  residents.  We  are  most  grateful 
for  the  fine  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  the 
Barnstable  County  Hospital. 

Art  programs  are  held  on  Mondays  under  the  instruction 
of  Mrs.  Bertha  Backer  and  on  Tuesdays  with  Mr.  Jerry  Lyon. 
Mrs.  Ruth  Sobolewski  instructs  the  Craft  Class  on  Tuesdays. 
An  exhibition  to  display  the  work  of  these  classes  is  planned 
for  the  spring  at  the  Community  Building. 

Surveys  were  mailed  out  and  Mrs.  Helen  Barber,  a  Coun- 
cil member,  completed  an  index  of  the  various  categories  of 
the  survey.  She  had  two  meetings  of  the  volunteers  and 
found  that  transportation  is  the  most  difficult  problem  for 
Senior  Citizens  in  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

Newsletters  are  mailed  out  periodically  to  Senior  Citizens 
and  a  monthly  calendar  is  now  included  listing  all  events. 
Newsletters  are  edited  by  Mrs.  Leslie  Morrissey,  a  Council 
member  and  printed  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Jonathan 
Bourne  Public  Library.  Other  Council  members  and  volun- 
teers have  assisted  in  preparing  the  newsletters  for  mailing. 

An  Old  Tyme  Dance  Group  has  been  meeting  at  the 
Community  Building  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Barbara 
Scott.  Those  attending  have  enjoyed  the  class  and  the  at- 
tendance has  increased. 

Since  June  1974  the  various  programs  and  services  pro- 
vided by  the  Council  on  Aging  have  been  held  at  the  Senior 
Citizens  Center  at  the  Bourne  Memorial  Community  Build- 
ing. This  move  enabled  the  Council  to  expand  its  programs 
and  coordinate  its  activities  with  the  Director  of  the  Me- 
morial Building.  The  success  of  our  Council  would  not  be 
possible  without  the  assistance  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bourne 
Memorial  Community  Building,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  our 
Council  members,  volunteers  and  other  interested  people 
who  have  helped  with  our  activities. 

Therefore,  I  wish  to  thank  each  and  everyone  for  their 
support  and  sincerely  hope  that  next  year  will  show  an 
improvement  in  our  transportation  problems.

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Report  of  the  Bourne  Housing  Authority 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne 

Bourne  is  one  of  the  smaller  Housing  Authorities  estab- 
lished through  legislation.  The  Board  of  Commissioners,  four 
elected  by  the  voters  of  the  town  and  one  appointed  by  the 
Commonwealth,  was  created  as  a  policy  making  body  con- 
cerned with  the  operation  of  the  667-1  (Housing  for  the 
Elderly)  and  707  (Rental  Assistance  for  low  income)  pro- 
grams. 

The  programs  currently  comprise  forty-seven  units, 
thirty-six  of  667-1  and  eleven  of  707.  Day  by  day  manage- 
ment of  the  programs  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Executive 
Director,  Mrs.  Marguerite  A.  Parady,  appointed  by  the  Com- 
missioners. The  executive  director  is  responsible  for  the 
implementation  of  all  policies  and  directives  voted  by  the 
Board.  The  commissioners  and  director  work  closely  with 
Commonwealth  agencies  in  seeking  financial  support  of 
Bourne's  housing  programs. 

The  Bourne  Housing  Authority  has  many  more  appli- 
cations for  its  programs  than  there  is  money  allotted  by 
the  Commonwealth.  A  request  for  more  money  for  the  707 
program  was  granted  to  a  limited  degree.  Application  for 
additional  housing  for  the  elderly  has  been  processed  and 
forwarded  to  the  Commonwealth.  The  response  to  this  appli- 
cation has  not  been  encouraging. 

The  Commissioners  are  appreciative  for  the  thoughtful- 
ness  of  the  Bourne  Mill  restaurant,  John  McDonald,  Hamil- 
ton Whiting,  the  V.  F.  W.  Ladies  Auxiliary  and  Thomas  Mc- 
Donough  for  their  many  contributions  to  the  tenants  of 
Continental  Apartments.

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Report  on  the  Examination  of  the  Accounts 

of  the 

Bourne  Housing  Authority 

FROM  MAY  31,  1973  TO  APRIL  10,  1974 

In  comformance  with  Section  29  of  Chapter  121B  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  amended,  an  examination  has  been  made 
of  the  accounts  of  the  Bourne  Housing  Authority  covering 
the  period  from  April  1,  1973  to  April  10,  1974.  This  audit 
was  initiated  on  April  10,  1974. 

The  Authority  maintains  a  complete  set  of  books  for  the 
one  project  and  the  Rental  Assistance  Program  under  its 
direction.  The  financial  records  of  both  are  subject  to  audit 
by  this  Department. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

General:  Trial  balances  were  taken  of  the  general  ledg- 
ers as  of  March  31,  1974.  The  financial  reports  sent  to  the 
Division  of  Community  Development  during  the  period  under 
audit  were  checked  to  the  Authority's  books.  The  minutes 
of  the  meetings  were  read.  The  insurance  policies  were  ex- 
amined and  listed. 

Cash:  The  cash  was  balanced  and  the  bank  accounts 
were  reconciled  as  of  April  10,  1974.  Cashbook  footings  were 
tested.  Bank  deposit  slips  were  test  checked  to  the  cash- 
books. 

Project  Income:  A  trial  balance  was  taken  of  the  ten- 
ants' ledger  as  of  March  31,  1974  and  April  10,  1974.  The 
recorded  rental  income  was  test  checked  by  setting  up  the 
potential  income  from  the  number  of  units  available  for 
rental.  The  rent  charges  were  test  checked  to  the  tenants' 
leases,  and  the  total  charges  were  traced  to  the  control  ac- 
counts in  the  general  ledgers.  An  inventory  was  taken  of 
the  unused  rent  receipts;  the  used  rent  receipts  were  test 
checked  to  the  tenants'  ledger  and  the  cashbook. 

Investments:  Investments  were  verified  by  correspond- 
ence with  the  depository. 
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Expenditures:  The  expenditures  were  test  checked  to 
canceled  checks  and  paid  invoices.  Authorizations  for  the 
employment  of  personnel  and  rates  of  pay  were  checked  to 
the  minutes  of  the  meetings. 

Security  Deposits:  A  trial  balance  was  taken  as  of  April 
10,  1974  of  the  security  deposits  made  by  tenants  under  the 
Rental  Assistance  Program. 

State  Financial  Assistance:  The  contract  between  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  acting  through  the  Division 
of  Community  Development,  and  the  Authority  relevant  to 
the  guaranty  of  the  notes  of  the  Authority  issued  to  finance 
the  cost  of  the  housing  for  the  elderly  project  was  examined 
and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 


Audit  Review:  At  the  conclusion  of  the  audit  a  draft 
of  this  report  was  reviewed  with  Mr.  Augustus  W.  Young, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Authority,  and  Mrs.  Marguerite  A. 
Parady,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Authority. 

Project  667-1: 

1.  Commonwealth  Contribution:  Chapter  667  of  the  Acts 
of  1954  were  enacted  by  the  General  Court  to  provide  hous- 
ing for  elderly  persons  of  low  income.  Since  the  rental  rates 
charged  tenants  are  set  at  a  comparatively  low  level,  an 
annual  deficit  from  operations  would  result  if  it  were  not 
for  the  annual  subsidy  paid  by  the  Commonwealth. 

The  current  maximum  Commonwealth  contribution,  as 
authorized  by  Section  41  of  Chapter  12 IB  of  the  General 
Laws,  as  amended,  is  6%  of  the  development  cost  of  the 
project,  or  $25,800.00. 

The  Annual  contributions  by  the  Commonwealth  toward 
the  operations  of  this  Chapter  667  project  since  it  acquired 
management  status  have  been  as  follows:

4.  Law  Suits:  The  additional  court  case,  involving  prop- 
erty claims  as  mentioned  in  our  prior  report  and  calling  for 
payments  of  $10,625.99  to  the  plain  tiff  under  a  Superior 
Court  decision,  was  paid  in  full  in  April  1973. 

Legal  fees,  relating  to  that  case  and  amounting  to

Rental  Assistance  Program: 

1.  Status  of  Program:  Sections  42  to  44  of  Chapter  121B 
of  the  General  Laws  provide  for  subsidizing  housing  in 
privately-owned  structures. 

The  Division  of  Community  Development  allocates  such 
funds  that  are  appropriated  by  the  General  Court  to  the 
various  authorities  who  apply  to  the  Division.  The  author- 
ities contract  with  property  owners  to  rent  apartments  to 
persons  of  low  income  who  cannot  be  accommodated  in  a 
project.  The  authorities  pay  a  portion  of  the  rent,  and  the 
tenant  pays  according  to  his  means. 

As  of  the  audit  date,  April  10,  1974,  there  were  five  active 
leases  under  the  program. 
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Commonwealth  funds  for  this  program  were  initially 
received  in  July  1971,  but  the  program  was  not  activated 
until  May  1,  1972.  A  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements 
from  April  1,  1973  to  April  10,  1974  is  presented  as  attached 
Schedule  No.  HE. 

General: 

1.  Administration:  The  previous  audit  report  noted  the 
paid  invoices  bore  no  indication  of  payments  thereon  and 
other  pertinent  data,  and  also  that  bids  were  not  consistently 
made  a  matter  of  record  in  the  minutes  of  the  Authority's 
meetings. 

It  was  also  recommended  that  the  above  discrepancies 
be  rectified. 

It  is  noted  that  this  Authority  has  followed  the  above 
recommendation.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Highway  Surveyor 
of  the  Town  of  Bourne  for  the  year  1974. 

As  usual  the  year  came  in  with  snow  and  ice  which 
required  many  hours  of  plowing  and  sanding  by  the  High- 
way crews. 

While  the  Highway  Department  was  busy  keeping  the 
roads  safe,  the  Maintenance  Department  was  busy  repairing 
and  building  floats  and  playground  equipment  for  use  during 
the  spring  and  summer  months. 

When  spring  finally  arrived  the  annual  clearing  of  sand 
from  the  roadsides  was  the  first  order  of  business;  then  on 
to  cleaning  drains  and  catch  basins;  repairing  and  painting 
guard  rails;  cutting  and  carting  away  of  brush  from  the 
roadsides;  repairing  broken  sidewalks;  picking  up  and  cart- 
ing away  rubbish  and  debris  from  the  roadsides;  repairing 
and  replacing  street  signs  (again  I  call  your  attention  to  the 
vandalism  and  complete  destruction  of  these  signs  all  year 
long);  patching  and  resurfacing  where  necessary;  putting  in 
bermes  and  loaming  and  seeding;  also  painting  lines  on 
roads,  curbings  and  crosswalks. 

All  the  ballfields,  playgrounds,  parks  and  beaches  were 
continually  maintained  with  services  such  as  removal  of  sea- 
weed and  clearing  of  debris  from  the  beaches  daily;  rolling 
and  lining  of  ballfields  and  building  of  dugouts;  keeping 
tennis  courts  and  nets  in  good  condition  and  repairing  of 
playground  and  beach  equipment. 

The  sweepers  were  out  cleaning  streets  all  over  town 
continually  from  early  spring  till  late  fall;  also  a  great  deal 
of  time  was  devoted  to  cleaning  up  leaves  this  fall  as  there 
seemed  to  be  many  more  than  in  previous  years. 

Under  special  articles  of  the  1974  Annual  Town  Meeting 
a  tennis  court  was  constructed  on  Head  of  the  Bay  Road; 
assistance  was  given  to  many  other  departments  in  town, 
such  as  the  construction  of  tennis  courts  at  the  schools; 
shingling  and  painting  at  the  Bourne  Memorial  Community 
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Building;  assistance  was  also  given  to  the  Jonathan  Bourne 
Public  Library,  the  Tree  Department  and  the  Christmas 
Lighting  Committee. 

Under  Chapter  90  another  portion  of  Shore  Road  was 
completed  with  Class  I  Bituminous  Surface,  drainage,  bermes, 
loaming  and  seeding.  The  remaining  portion  to  be  done  at 
a  later  date. 

Under  Article  20  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  Hilltop 
Drive  in  Sagamore  and  Wolf  Road  and  Crows  Nest  Drive  in 
Buzzards  Bay  were  accepted  as  town  roads  with  the  con- 
struction of  Crows  Nest  Drive  and  Wolf  Road  with  Type  I 
Bituminous  surface,  bermes,  loaming  and  seeding.  Hilltop 
Drive  had  been  surfaced  before  its  acceptance. 

Under  Sections  20  and  22  of  Chapter  1140,  Acts  of  1973, 
Wings  Neck  Rd.,  Wamsutta  Ave.,  Williams  Ave.,  Dockser  Ave. 
and  Lake  Dr.  in  Pocasset;  Aptucxet  Rd.,  Olney  Rd.,  Presi- 
dents Rd.,  Thome  Rd.,  Mashnee  Rd.  and  Old  Monument 
Neck  Rd.  in  Bourne;  Cohasset  Ave.  from  Washington  Ave. 
to  St.  Margarets  St.  and  the  sections  of  Washington  Ave., 
Lafayette  Ave.,  Buzzards  Bay  Ave.  and  Wallace  Ave.  south  of 
the  By-Pass  in  Buzzards  Bay;  Depot  Rd.,  Scraggy  Neck  Rd. 
and  Red  Brook  Harbor  Rd.  in  Cataumet  were  all  constructed 
with  Type  I  Bituminous  Surface,  then  backed  with  bermes 
and  loamed  and  seeded. 

The  Sanitation  and  Dump  Departments  continue  to  work 
successfully.  This  year  our  annual  cleanup  week  was  in 
June  instead  of  May  as  we  felt  we  could  service  more  people 
at  this  time. 

At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  citizens  of 
Bourne,  Town  Department  Heads  and  their  employees  and 
the  employees  under  my  supervision  for  their  continued  sup- 
port and  cooperation  in  the  year  1974.

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Report  of  the 
Department  of  Veterans'  Services 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

This  Department  is  receiving  more  requests  each  year 
for  assistance  and  information  on  all  aspects  of  service  work 
regarding  educational  benefits,  pensions,  compensations, 
death  benefits  and  jobs  offered  by  the  Veterans'  Administra- 
tion and  the  local  employment  division.  This  workload  has 
probably  been  created  due  to  changes  in  all  phases  of  VA 
benefits  and  due  to  the  poor  economic  situation. 

The  caseload  of  Veterans'  Benefits  was  drastically  re- 
duced this  year  due  to  the  implementation  of  the  Supple- 
mentary Security  Income  program  administered  by  the  Social 
Security  Administration  which  affected  most  recipients  65 
years  and  older  who  were  receiving  Veterans'  Benefits.  The 
present  economic  situation  is,  however,  affecting  the  Vet- 
erans' budget.  The  caseload  is  starting  to  rise  because  of 
the  unemployment  situation. 

The  Memorial  Plaque  is  presently  being  prepared  by  the 
Colonial  Brass  Co.  of  Middleboro  and  should  be  ready  by 
Memorial  Day,  1975. 

Response  toward  registering  for  selective  service  has 
been  sporadic  probably  due  to  the  misunderstanding  that 
most  people  have  regarding  the  draft  and  selective.  The 
law  states  that  all  male  persons  must  register  when  they 
reach  the  age  of  18  years.

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Report  of  Bourne  Public  Library 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

Congratulations  on  making  1974  the  busiest  year  in  the 
history  of  the  Jonathan  Bourne  Public  Library. 

The  late  Reverend  Matthew  C.  Julien  of  New  Bedford, 
in  his  address  at  the  dedication  of  the  Jonathan  Bourne 
Public  Library  on  June  17,  1896,  reflected  that  "the  real  test 
as  to  whether  this  library  will  be  a  public  benefit  or  not  is 
not  to  be  found  in  the  earnest  and  kindly  purpose  of  the 
donor,  but  simply  in  the  actual  use  which  shall  be  made  of 
its  literature." 

That  the  good  people  in  Bourne  have  made  great  use  of 
the  Libray  System  in  Bourne  in  1974  is  living  testament  to 
Rev.  Julien's  hope  of  seventy-nine  years  ago. 

In  1974,  960  new  borrowers  took  advantage  of  library 
services  in  Bourne  for  the  first  time,  bringing  the  total  num- 
ber of  registered  card  holders  to  6,355  since  the  Library 
started  issuing  cards  in  June,  1971.  Nearly  60  percent  of 
Bourne's  population  are  registered  library  patrons,  a  startl- 
ing statistic  when  compared  to  the  national  average  of  17 
percent. 

Library  usage  has  grown  too!  Total  Library  circulation 
for  1974  was  79,647.  This  statistic  represents  an  increase  of 
5,597  over  the  74,050  of  one  year  ago,  and  a  large  jump  of 
21,208  when  compared  to  the  same  period  for  1970,  when 
circulation  was  58,439. 

An  interlibrary  loan,  in  library  jargon  is  a  request  to 
borrow  information  from  another  library  to  meet  a  patron's 
need  when  your  own  system  does  not  have  the  information. 
The  Bourne  Library  System  processed  448  interlibrary  loan 
requests  (121  subject  requests  and  327  specific  author- title 
requests)  through  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Regional  Li- 
brary System,  and  referred  many  patrons  to  the  Mass.  Mari- 
time Academy  and  Otis  Air  Force  Base  Libraries  for  special- 
ized information. 

Interlibrary  loan  requests  provide  the  Librarian  with 
knowledge  about  growing  areas  of  public  interest  and  help 
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point  out  subject  weaknesses  in  the  collection.  In  June  and 
July  the  Library  staff  conducted  a  special  study  to  deter- 
mine, in  conjunction  with  patron  information  requests,  areas 
of  the  collection  which  need  a  literary  overhaul,  and  much 
of  this  year's  book  budget  has  been  funneled  to  fill  these 
gaps. 

Bicentennial  information  and  new  U.S.  history  material, 
math  and  science  categories,  foreign  language  capability  and 
high  school  equivalency  exam  preparation  have  all  been 
given  special  attention.  The  growing  number  of  interlibrary 
loan  requests,  nearly  double  the  number  of  1973's  245  also 
reflects  a  growing  sophistication  among  Bourne  users. 

The  Homebound  Services  Program,  started  in  January, 
1972,  has  grown  as  fast  as  Homebound  Services  Librarian 
Leslie  Morrissey  can  keep  up  with  the  demand.  In  1974  3,534 
volumes  were  loaned  to  homebound  borrowers  in  their  own 
homes,  at  Barnstable  County  Hospital,  and  at  the  Cape  Cod 
and  High  Tower  Nursing  Homes,  10,000  volumes  have  reached 
shut-ins  in  the  three  years  of  the  program's  existence. 

Over  365  persons  have  participated  in  the  Homebound 
Services  Program,  and  the  Library  now  boasts  31  active  Li- 
brary of  Congress  Talking  Book  Service  users. 

The  Bourne  Library  also  received  its  third  consecutive 
Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  Title  I  project  grant 
in  the  sum  of  $2,000  for  the  purchase  of  additional  Large 
Print  books,  and  the  Bourne  Lions'  Club  has  pledged  a  dona- 
tion of  $150.  for  big  print  titles.  Large  print  books,  that  is, 
adult  books  printed  in  large  type  for  persons  with  vision 
problems  are  the  single  most  popular  item  in  this  Library's 
repertoire  of  patron  pleasers,  and  we  are  now  purchasing 
every  popular  title  available  in  the  medium.  It  is  estimated 
that  demand  for  Homebound  Service  will  reach  500  patrons 
within  another  eighteen  months. 

If  you  have  difficulty  reading  normal  print,  if  for  any 
physical  reason  you  are  unable  to  leave  your  home  to  come 
to  the  Library,  or  if  you  have  a  friend  or  loved  one  who  has 
such  a  handicap,  call  the  Bourne  Library  and  ask  for  Home- 
bound  services.  In  addition  to  books,  the  Library  has  illumi- 
nated magnifiers,  Library  of  Congress  recorded  Talking  Book 
Service,  cassette  players,  and  electric  page  turners  if  you 
need  them.  The  important  factor  to  stress  here  is  the  word 
FREE.  We  will  come  to  you  if  you  are  physically  unable  to 
come  to  us.  The  phone  number:  759-3172. 
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Final  repairs  we  made  to  the  Main  Library  building  in 
1974  and  restoration  and  improvement  of  that  facility  are 
nearly  complete.  Most  importantly,  safety  lighting  was  in- 
stalled to  the  relief  of  those  two  persons  who  took  a  tumble 
in  the  darkened  driveway  in  1973.  The  eight  flood  lights, 
combined  with  two  mercury  vapor  pole  lights  on  Keene 
Street  are  both  attractive  and  provide  for  better  after  hours 
security. 

The  exterior  face  of  the  brick  building  was  pointed  up, 
and  porous  and  clogged  copper  drain  pipes  were  mended, 
and  many  loose  red  slate  tiles  on  the  roof  were  replaced. 

A  big  thank  you  goes  to  Mr.  Louis  Pellegrini,  Bourne 
Highway  Surveyor  for  the  expanded  parking  space  in  front 
of  the  Main  Library.  The  new  paved  area  plus  parking  along 
Keene  Street  has  increased  parking  capacity  to  approxi- 
mately 40  vehicles.  The  highway  department  crew  also  took 
over  maintenance  of  the  lawns,  and  added  a  most  attractive 
flower  garden  to  the  front  rotary. 

A  thank  you  also  goes  to  the  brick  mason  who  wishes 
to  remain  anonymous  who  donated  his  time  and  the  aid  of 
his  daughter  and  a  friend  for  one  day  to  construct  an  access 
ramp  to  the  Library  back  door.  The  presence  of  this  ramp 
makes  library  access  to  handicapped  persons  unable  to  mount 
stairs  a  reality. 

New  name  and  hour  signs  are  on  order  for  the  Main 
Library  and  hour  signs  are  also  being  constructed  for  the 
Branch  Libraries.  These  should  be  in  place  by  the  time  you 
read  this. 

NEW  HOURS:  Two  years  ago  this  department's  annual 
report  exhorted  the  reader  to  come  to  the  Library  on  Satur- 
day evening,  because  "what  else  is  there  to  do  in  town  on 
Saturday  night?"  Apparently  we  must  have  missed  some- 
thing good,  because  in  recent  months  attendance  at  the 
Main  Library  on  Saturday  nights  has  dropped.  Sooooo,  effec- 
tive January  18,  1975,  the  Main  Library  will  expand  its  week- 
end hours  to  include  for  the  first  time  Saturday  mornings. 
The  Main  Library  will  be  closed  on  Saturday  night  but  this 
change  will  still  represent  a  gain  of  one  and  one  half  hours 
of  public  access.  You  can  still  go  to  the  Library  in  Bourne 
on  Saturday  night,  however,  as  the  Buzzards  Bay  Branch 
will  still  remain  open  from  6:30  to  9:00  p.m.

Children's  programming  continued  with  the  pace  set  by 
the  annual  Trip  Through  the  Canal  summer  reading  game. 
One  hundred  and  twenty-five  readers  who  each  completed  at 
least  twenty  books  during  the  summer  months  took  part  in 
the  outing,  and  Dorothy  Hodge  and  Carole  McCullicudy  of 
Buzzards  Bay  and  Kathy  McCann  of  Pocasset  were  each 
awarded  round  trip  tickets  to  Martha's  Vineyard  for  com- 
pleting  over  fifty  books.  A  tip  of  the  hat  to  Mr.  William 
Lewis  of  the  Woods  Hole  Steamship  Authority  for  providing 
complimentary  passage  to  the  island. 

Mrs.  Alice  Gibbs  conducted  the  annual  Easter  egg  decor- 
ating contest  at  the  Buzzards  Bay  Branch  Library  and  the 
Friends  of  the  Library  sponsored  an  Easter  Egg  Hunt  on  the 
playing  field  behind  the  Frances  E.  Stowell  School.  Count 
Dracula  made  a  bloody  appearance  at  the  Community  Build- 
ing in  a  Halloween  treat  that  was  cosponsored  by  the  Li- 
brary and  the  Community  Building  staff,  and  the  Little 
Red  Wagon  Children's  theatre  group  from  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire  performed  at  Crain  Hall  in  November. 

Debbie  Scott  from  Otis,  Norman  Regis  from  Taylor's 
Point,  and  Kevin  Girouard  of  Bourne  Village  were  the  proud 
winners  of  German  shepherd  and  husky  puppies  in  the  April 
"What  is  a  Library"  essay  contest,  and  Mrs.  Joanne  Jensen 
and  her  family  brought  the  Wizard  of  Oz  to  life  through 
puppetry. 

For  the  benefit  of  doll  lovers  young  and  old,  Mrs.  M. 
Irene  Walker  of  Pocasset  exhibited  her  hand-made  doll 
collection  in  May.  Another  outstanding  exhibit  was  that  of 
Mrs.  Margaret  Murtha  —  a  very  beautiful  display  of  Christ- 
mas eggs  —  during  the  month  of  January. 

Beth  Ellis  from  the  Sagamore  Branch  Library  doubled 
as  staff  storyteller  at  the  Main  Library  every  Tuesday  morn- 
ing through  the  school  year  and  provided  a  diversified  bag 
of  stories,  activities,  movies,  and  games  for  a  group  of  pre- 
schoolers which  grew  from  three  to  as  many  as  45  in  a 
setting.  Beth  has  also  run  a  series  of  highly  successful  Fri- 
day night  free  films  at  the  Sagamore  Branch  this  fall. 

Adult  programs  covered  a  gamut  of  topics,  mostly  sched- 
uled for  mothers  and  other  interested  patrons  during  the 
Tuesday  morning  story  hour.  The  art  of  constructing  a 
terrarium,  the  growth  and  usage  of  cranberries,  how  to  make

butter,  why  a  woman  should  make  a  will,  a  number  of  fea- 
ture films,  techniques  of  mastering  cold  ceramics,  the  im- 
portance of  the  town  meeting  form  of  government,  a  what's- 
going-on-in-town,  featuring  the  Selectmen,  local  author 
Wanda  Corn,  speaking  on  Andrew  Wyeth,  stretching  your 
food  dollar,  and  explanation  of  the  new  Mass.  bicycle  safety 
laws  by  Officer  Charles  Noyes  of  the  Bourne  Police  Depart- 
ment were  but  a  few  of  the  adult  offerings  this  year.  A 
series  of  six  Saturday  night  sessions  on  Bourne  history,  each 
highlighting  a  particular  village  and  featuring  a  local  au- 
thority on  the  subject,  drew  capacity  crowds  to  the  Hannah 
Weeks  Conference  Room  weekly. 

An  estimated  27,000  viewers  were  entertained  by  films 
made  available  to  organizations  through  the  Library  many 
in  the  local  school  system.  If  you  belong  to  an  organization 
that  would  like  to  take  advantage  of  the  Eastern  Mass. 
Regional  Library  System  5,000  title  16  mm  film  collection  — 
a  FREE  service,  call  Susan  Pfister  at  the  Main  Library  for 
further  details.  The  pictures  we  have  for  you  may  be  worth 
many  thousand  words. 

NEW  DIRECTIONS  COMMITTEE: 

The  Trustees,  under  the  leadership  of  Chairman  Harold  R. 
Macdonald,  who  won  reelection  to  his  tenth  consecutive  three- 
year  term  on  the  Board,  established  a  New  Directions  Com- 
mittee to  investigate  future  areas  of  Library  Development. 
The  study  committee  is  composed  of  Trustee  Carol  Kenney, 
Bourne  High  School  Librarian  Rosamond  Gruner,  Selectman 
Barry  Johnson,  Planning  Board  Member  Jerry  Ellis,  Upper 
Cape  Cod  Regional  Vocational-Technical  School  Librarian 
Mary-Elinor  Kennedy,  Mrs.  Susan  Cobb  of  Cataumet,  Mrs. 
Jeanne  Dotson,  Rev.  Calvin  Harris  of  the  Community  Serv- 
ices Advisory  Board,  Bourne  Library  Readers'  Services  Li- 
brarian Susan  Pfister,  and  Bourne  School  Committee  Member 
Haydon  Coggeshall. 

The  Committee,  which  brought  to  it  many  points  of 
view  from  many  quarters,  was  aided  by  the  assignment  of 
a  Graduate  Assistant  from  the  Massachusetts  Maritime 
Academy,  Mr.  Thomas  MacDonald  of  Raynham.  Mr.  Mac- 
Donald  spent  many  hours  researching  the  feasibility  of  a 
combined  public  and  school  library  system.  The  Committee 
is  opposed  to  the  physical  combination  of  the  two  institu- 
tions for  two  reasons:    L  while  both  are  complimentary  and 
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compatible  to  each  other,  the  goals  of  each,  a  people's  uni- 
versity as  compared  to  a  curriculum  supplement  are  two 
distinct  goals  which  must  be  both  given  special  attention. 
2.  The  official  stand  of  the  Mass.  Bureau  of  Library  Exten- 
sion is  opposed  to  the  combination  of  the  two  resources,  and 
to  do  this  could  in  the  future  jeopardize  Bourne  eligibility 
for  state  and  federal  funding. 

The  Committee  is  also  spending  much  time  in  investi- 
gating existing  and  expanded  formal  areas  of  cooperation 
between  all  libraries  in  the  community  —  public,  school, 
Academy,  and  Base  systems  —  with  an  effort  to  minimizing 
unnecessary  duplication  of  effort  and  to  improve  overall  serv- 
ice. A  full  report  on  the  findings  of  the  New  Directions  Com- 
mittee will  be  forthcoming  in  the  Spring. 

Nineteen  seventy-four  was  the  first  great  year  for  the 
Friends  of  the  Jonathan  Bourne  Public  Library.  The  Friends, 
a  chartered,  non-profit  organization  whose  purpose  is  to 
help  promote  interest  in  the  Bourne  Library  System,  held  a 
most  successful  wine  and  cheese  tasting  party  at  the  Pocasset 
Golf  Club  in  March.  On  this  occasion  Mass.  State  Repre- 
sentative M.  Joseph  Manning  of  Milton  presented  President 
Penny  Schofield  with  a  Citation  from  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives recognizing  the  Friends  for  outstanding  com- 
munity service. 

The  Friends  followed  this  first  annual  event  by  com- 
bining with  the  Library  staff  to  provide  GREEN  FLAG  GAS 
INFORMATION  during  the  energy  crisis.  Teams  of  Friends 
called  all  service  stations  in  Bourne  and  adjacent  com- 
munities on  a  daily  basis  to  get  gas  pumping  hours  to  help 
residents  save  the  fuel  that  would  be  burned  in  searching 
for  an  open  pump.  For  a  two  week  period  the  phone  at  the 
Main  Library  averaged  over  ninety  gasoline  information 
calls  per  day!  !  ! 

The  Friends  held  a  raffle  in  August  and  sent  the  winner, 
Mrs.  Kay  Bader  of  Orleans,  to  Nantucket  for  a  weekend. 
They  also  presented  Board  Chairman  Harold  R.  Macdonald 
with  a  colonial  wall  clock  for  use  in  the  Hannah  E.  Weeks 
Conference  Room. 

In  October,  the  Friends  sold  over  5,000  books  in  a  two- 
day  sale  at  St.  Margaret's,  and  in  November,  80  persons 
attended  a  Friends-sponsored  lecture  on  Thornton  Burgess 
featuring  local  lecturer  Gordon  Swan.  Membership  in  the 
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Friends  of  the  Library  is  open  to  all  who  have  an  interest 
in  good  library  service. 

What  about  1975?  Your  Library  wants  to  serve  you.  In 
times  of  inflation  library  service  is  still  your  biggest  bar- 
gain. Free  entertainment,  free  movies,  free  newspapers  and 
magazines,  and  the  best  indoor  atmosphere  on  Cape  Cod. 

What's  on  the  Library  wish  list  for  1975?  Most  impor- 
tantly, the  Library  will  set  as  a  long  goal  one  hundred  per- 
cent patron  registration.  A  donor  for  a  stereo  system  to 
compliment  the  system's  fine  record  collection  would  be 
greatly  appreciated.  Finally,  a  giant  SHELF  STRETCHER 
would  be  most  helpful.  The  shelves  are  getting  tighter  every 
day!  !  !

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Report  of  the  Bourne  Memorial 
Community  Building  Trustees 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

During  1974  the  Board  of  Trustees  accomplished  some 
major  changes  at  the  Bourne  Memorial  Community  Building 
by  upgrading  the  property,  adding  to  the  facilities,  and  in- 
creasing programs  for  better  service  to  the  citizens  of  Bourne. 

The  entire  building  was  reshingled  by  the  Highway 
Surveyor's  maintenance  crew.  The  unused  check  room  is 
now  a  television  and  meeting  room  and  the  committee  room 
has  been  converted  to  an  office.  Storage  space  has  been 
reclaimed  with  plans  to  use  it  as  a  dark  room  and  a  craft 
shop. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Trustees  and  the  Selectmen,  the 
Bourne  Council  on  Aging  has  established  their  quarters  in 
the  Community  Building  utilizing  the  converted  office  space. 

Residents  are  able  to  take  advantage  of  many  new  pro- 
grams at  the  building  in  addition  to  the  Food  Co-op,  Well 
Baby  Clinic,  arts  and  crafts,  public  whist,  men's  baseketball, 
karate  lessons,  various  programs  provided  by  the  trustees 
as  well  as  use  of  the  building  by  committees  and  organiza- 
tions. The  youth  have  enjoyed  such  activities  as  a  trip  to 
Boston  for  a  Red  Sox  game,  a  halloween  film,  a  dance,  the 
Christmas  parade  and  various  sports  programs  organized 
especially  for  them. 

The  duties  of  the  Building  Director  have  been  expanded 
to  assist  the  Council  on  Aging,  direct  youth  activities  and 
assist  the  Recreation  Committee. 

The  Trustees  cordially  invite  all  residents  to  use  the 
facilities  provided  and  participate  in  the  programs  spon- 
sored at  the  Community  Building.

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Report  of  the  Christmas  Lighting  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Christmas  Lighting  Committee  is  proud  and  pleased 
to  submit  this  report  for  1974. 

The  energy  crisis  last  year  hit  hardest  during  the  cold 
winter  months,  and  joining  in  the  nationwide  voluntary 
effort  to  conserve  this  Committee  reluctantly  concurred  with 
other  local  officials  and  cancelled  Christmas  lighting  in  the 
Town  of  Bourne. 

With  the  slight  ease  in  the  energy  crisis  in  1974,  and 
making  diligent  efforts  to  conserve  wherever  possible,  the 
dark  Christmas  of  1973  became  a  thing  of  the  past  as  once 
again  the  lights  were  aglow  throughout  Bourne. 

Lights  were  installed  with  streamers  across  Main  Street 
and  down  Perry  Avenue  to  the  decorated  town  hall.  Five 
rotary  circles  were  fully  decorated  with  a  wide  variety  of 
lights  and  other  displays. 

In  order  to  be  able  to  both  provide  this  lighting  display 
and  to  fulfill  our  obligation  to  conserve  energy,  this  com- 
mittee complied  with  a  request  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  turn  the  lights  on  one  week  later  this  year,  and  to  turn 
them  off  at  midnight  each  evening  rather  than  burning  all 
night  as  in  previous  years. 

Santa  Claus  paid  a  visit  atop  the  fire  department's  new 
ladder  truck  to  the  annual  lighting  ceremony  at  the  town 
hall  on  December  13.  Clayton  E.  Campbell  was  the  master 
of  ceremonies  at  this  event.  The  Rev.  Thomas  Banks,  pastor 
of  the  Swift  Memorial  Church  in  Sagamore  gave  the  invoca- 
tion and  benediction.  Following  the  welcome  by  Selectman, 
Jeremiah  F.  Cahir,  the  lights  and  displays  throughout  the 
town  were  turned  on,  and  carols  were  sung  by  Bourne  High 
School  Choir  accompanied  by  the  High  School  Band. 

Economically  speaking,  the  committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  this  was  the  "levelling  off"  year  in  our  capital  program 
to  provide  complete  lighting  displays  throughout  the  com- 
munity. As  an  austerity  measure  we  had  purposely  budgeted 
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low,  optimistic  last  spring  that  perhaps  somehow  we  could 
get  by  on  a  budget  nearly  50%  of  that  of  previous  years. 
Needless  to  say,  our  best  intent  of  almost  a  year  ago  was 
confronted  with  the  present  realities  of  increased  electricity 
cost  and  other  numerous  unforeseen  expenses  and  cost  in- 
creases requiring  additional  revenue  to  meet  this  year's 
expenses.  The  total  cost  of  this  year's  program  should  accu- 
rately reflect  the  cost  of  continuing  the  program  in  years  to 
come. 

Adding  to  the  hidden  costs  of  the  lighting  program  is 
the  cost  of  vandalism.  Destructive  acts,  done  without  reason, 
without  concern,  cost  the  taxpayers  in  this  community.  Over 
200  light  bulbs  were  stolen  or  broken,  and  five  figurines  were 
vandalized.  We  have  nothing  but  pity  for  the  nightmarish 
minds  who  would  perpetrate  these  acts  during  the  Christmas 
season  upon  objects  representative  of  the  spirit  of  Christmas. 
Fortunately,  the  acts  of  a  few  mindless  individuals,  though 
costly,  will  not  deter  the  enjoyment  of  the  rest  of  the 
community. 

Added  savings  in  the  future  will  be  attributed  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  department  of  maintenance  and  repairs 
and  the  youngster  from  the  Vocational  School  who  have 
systematized  the  storage,  cataloguing  and  erection  of  the 
lighting  displays. 

In  closing,  we  should  like  to  thank  all  of  those  individ- 
uals, boards  and  committees  who  helped  return  Christmas 
lighting  to  Bourne,  and  especially  those  numerous  citizens 
for  their  letters  and  cards  expressing  appreciation  and 
encouragement.

Reports  of  Representative  Town  Meeting  Study  Committee 
— by  Charles  Ehmann  and  Scraggy  Neck  Causeway  Study  Com- 
mittee —  by  Margaret  Koskela  Reports  Accepted  Unanimously. 

Report  of  the  Representative  Town  Meeting  Study  Committee 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Under  a  vote  on  Article  27  at  the  March  1973  town  meet- 
ing, a  committee  was  formed  to  study  the  feasibility  of  a  repre- 
sentative form  of  town  meeting  within  the  framework  of  our 
present  form  of  town  government  and  the  steps  which  would 
have  to  be  taken  to  accomplish  this  end. 

As  a  starting  point,  the  committee  requested  and  received 
the  statistical  data  of  the  town  meetings  from  1969  through 
1973.  From  these  figures  the  following  information  was  ob- 
tained. For  the  past  5  years  an  average  of  only  10%  of  the 
registered  voters  of  the  town  actually  participated  in  the 
town  meeting  process.  A  breakdown  follows: 
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1969  —  10% 

1970  —  12.9% 

1971  —  12.2% 

1972  —  8.5%  —  Low  4.8%  (final  night) 

1973  —  9.5%  —  Low  5.2%  (final  night) 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  disturbing  aspects  of  these  fig- 
ures is  the  fact  that  with  each  succeeding  town  meeting  ses- 
sion after  the  first  night,  the  attendance  drops  steadily  and, 
as  it  did  in  1973,  a  bare  5%  of  the  registered  voters  were  on 
hand  for  the  last  session.  Consequently,  time  became  the 
overriding  factor  and  articles  were  pushed  through  with  little 
or  no  explanation  in  order  to  avoid  having  to  go  to  a  fifth 
evening.  This  of  itself  does  not  speak  well  for  future  open 
town  meetings. 

The  time  element  again  asserts  itself  in  overall  discussion 
of  any  given  article  where  a  great  deal  of  discussion  is  needed 
to  explain  the  workings  of  an  article,  inevitably  the  seats  get 
hard,  the  question  is  moved  and  the  person  with  the  most 
eloquent  presentation  usually  prevails,  be  the  article  good,  bad 
or  indifferent. 

The  general  concensus  of  opinion  of  the  committee  re- 
garding the  open  town  meeting  is  as  follows: 

1.  There  is  overall  apathy  in  the  greatest  percentage  of 
voters. 

2.  There  are  many  controversial  and  complicated  articles 
which  require  too  much  time  to  convey  the  meaning 
and  impact  of  the  proposal. 

3.  It  is  virtually  impossible  to  vote  intelligently  on  arti- 
cles when  the  voter  does  not  have  the  time  to  acquaint 
himself  with  the  content  of  the  article  prior  to  town 
meeting  and  is  forced  to  make  a  decision  based  on  the 
discussion  on  the  floor. 

4.  Voters  in  general  do  not  like  to  get  up  and  speak  their 
piece  at  an  open  town  meeting  for  fear  of  embarrass- 
ment or  reprimand. 

The  foregoing  conclusions  can  hopefully  be  overcome  in 
a  representative  form  of  town  meeting: 

1.  Many  people  would  have  opportunity  of  direct  repre- 
sentation by  locally  elected,  well-informed  represen- 
tatives. 
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2.  Representatives  would  devote  more  time  to  keeping 
up  on  articles  within  the  warrant  since  they  have  asked 
to  be  elected  to  do  this. 

3.  Precinct  meetings  should  encourage  greater  participa- 
tion, discussion  and  input  since  the  meeting  will  have 
more  of  a  neighborhood  orientation. 

4.  Precinct  meetings  should  encourage  greater  interest 
and  general  discussion  of  articles. 

5.  Through  representatives  in  each  precinct,  subcommit- 
tees can  be  formed  to  attend  meetings  of  the  many 
boards  and  committees  of  the  town  and  not  only  be- 
come aware  of  impending  legislation  but  become  part 
of  it. 

6.  It  is  the  concensus  of  the  committee  that  the  growth 
and  development  of  the  town  is  going  to  have  to  be 
accomplished  by  a  very  businesslike  approach  to  town 
meeting  —  a  budget  of  almost  $7,000,000.00  dictates 
this.  The  representative  form  of  town  meeting  meets 
this  criteria  much  more  satisfactorily  than  the  open 
town  meeting,  and  although  no  one  can  predict  that  it 
would  be  Utopian  and  eliminate  all  the  problems,  we 
feel  it  is  certainly  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

7.  A  review  of  representative  forms  of  Barnstable,  Fal- 
mouth and  Plymouth  has  generated  ideas  by  which  we 
can  utilize  the  best  of  theirs  and  hopefully  improve  on 
many  to  insure  a  fair  and  equitable  form  of  govern- 
ment for  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

After  consultation  with  Town  Counsel,  the  following  steps 
were  suggested: 

Step  1.  An  article  has  been  inserted  in  this  years  warrant 
to  continue  the  committee  and  give  us  a  legal 
right  to  hold  public  hearings  in  each  precinct. 
Details  of  material  put  together  for  the  afore- 
mentioned representative  forms  of  Barnstable, 
Falmouth  and  Plymouth  and  our  own  additions 
will  be  fully  discussed,  and  ideas  and  additional 
criteria  will  be  gratefully  accepted. 

Step  2.  The  filing  of  an  article  in  the  warrant  of  the  1975 
town  meeting  to  petition  the  General  Court  for  a 
special  statute  to  adopt  a  Representative  Town 
Meeting,  setting  forth  the  form  desired  and  fur- 
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ther  providing  for  any  adopting  procedure  that 
may  be  necessary.  Step  2  will  be  discussed  in 
depth  at  future  public  hearings. 

As  chairman,  I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Andrew  Oliva, 
Mr.  Charles  Fuller  and  Mr.  Paul  O'Leary  for  their  conscien- 
tious efforts  in  completing  this  study  and  report.

Scraggy  Neck  Committee  Report 

Mr.  Moderator  —  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

As  you  know,  last  year  there  was  a  study  committee  set  up 
to  look  into  the  Scraggy  Neck  area  and  I  was  a  member  of  that 
Committee. 

John  Handy  was  our  senior  member  and  Ralph  Thompson 
from  Scraggy  Neck,  Bob  Parady  and  Bob  Studley,  who  is  the 
Lobster  Warden. 

We  met  approximately  six  times  and  we  tried  to  come  to 
some  arrangement  whereby  the  Town  residents  would  be  al- 
lowed to  shellfish  on  Scraggy  Neck. 

We  came  up  with  six  points  of  agreement.  Of  these  six, 
I  think  you're  interested  mostly  in  the  fact  that  the  parking 
will  be  on  the  North  side  of  the  Causeway  and  the  parking  will 
be  used  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  obstruct  the  parking  flow. 

The  parking  shall  be  restricted  to  the  residents  of  the 
Town  of  Bourne  and  it  will  be  restricted  to  the  parking  area 
and  the  access  and  egress  shall  be  designated  on  a  plan.  It 
will  be  restricted  for  the  purpose  of  fishing  and  fowling  and 
not  for  picnicking  or  swimming  and  we  will  need  to  make  re- 
pairs to  the  macadam  surface  if  we  break  it  up.  The  hours  for 
the  parking  will  be  the  same  as  permitted  for  fishing  and 
fowling. 
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Now,  this  doesn't  mean  we  acquired  all  the  things  we  asked 
for,  but  I  feel  the  Association  gave  us  what  they  felt  TKey 
could.

These  rate  regulations  apply  to 
certain  Multi-Dwelling  Developments  and  Subdivision 
Plans  involving  16  or  more  dwelling  units  or  potential 
lots,  as  provided  by  Section  2610  and  2620,  but  do  not 
apply  to  or  restrict  smaller  developments. 

2610  Multi-Dwelling  Developments.  Issuance  within  any 
calendar  year  of  building  permits  authorizing  on  a  single 
real  estate  module  (REM)  a  total  of  16  or  more  dwelling 
units  in  multi-family  dwellings  or  mobile  home  parks  or 
16  or  more  dwelling  units  on  a  single  parcel  shall  be 
done  only  consistent  with  a  Development  Schedule  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Appeals  under  Section  2630  of 
this  Bylaw. 

2620  Subdivision  Plans.  For  land  shown  on  a  subdivision 
plan  which  creates  frontage  resulting  in  16  or  more 
potential  lots  on  a  single  REM,  building  permits  for 
dwelling  units  shall  be  issued  only  consistant  with  a  de- 
velopment schedule  approved  by  the  Board  of  Appeals 
under  Section  2630  of  this  Bylaw.  Such  schedule  shall 
specify  earliest  year  of  permit  authorization  by  lot  num- 
ber. Such  schedule  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Registry 
of  Deeds  and  included  in  the  grantor  index  prior  to 
issuance  of  building  permits. 

2630  Development  Schedules.  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall 
grant  Special  Permits  for  Development  Schedules,  as  re- 
quired by  Sections  2610  and  2620.  Hearings  and  other 
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procedures  shall  be  as  normally  required  for  Special  Per- 
mits. Approval  of  a  Schedule  shall  not  be  withheld  for 
developments  otherwise  allowable,  and  shall  not  assign 
to  any  calendar  year  more  dwelling  units  than  requested 
by  the  applicant  for  that  year.  The  number  of  dwelling 
units  allocated  for  each  calendar  year  shall  be  subject 
to  the  following: 

2631  Base  Allocations.  Each  year's  base  allocation  for  any 
REM  shall  authorize  building  permits  for  10%  of  all 
dwelling  units  applied  for  and  permitted  under  the  zon- 
ing Bylaw  for  that  REM  (rounded  to  the  nearest  whole 
number),  or  15  Dwelling  units,  whichever  is  the  greater. 
However,  the  base  allocation  shall  not  exceed  30  dwell- 
ing units. 

2632  Bonus  Allocations.  In  addition  to  the  Base  Allocation 
granted  under  Section  2631,  "Bonus  Allocations"  may  be 
granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  in  accordance  with  the 
following: 

(a)  If  the  Housing  Authority  determines  that  the  pro- 
posed development  will  effectively  serve  a  salient  hous- 
ing needs,  a  bonus  authorization  of  up  to  5%  of  the  total 
dwelling  units  applied  for  may  be  granted. 

(b)  If  the  Conservation  Commission  determines  that 
the  proposed  development  exhibits  exemplary  environ- 
mental sensitivity  in  site  selection,  design,  and  con- 
struction management,  a  bonus  authorization  of  up  to 
5%  of  the  total  dwelling  units  applied  for  may  be 
granted. 

(c)  If  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  determines  that 
the  proposed  development  will,  by  virtue  of  its  dwelling 
types  and  school  district  location,  cause  substantially  less 
school  crowding  than  would  normally  be  the  case  for 
developments  of  a  comparable  number  of  dwelling  units, 
an  increase  of  up  to  2%  of  the  total  dwelling  units  ap- 
plied for  may  be  granted. 

(d)  If  the  Planning  Board  determines  that  the  contem- 
plated development  will  not  increase  traffic  by  more 
than  10%  of  any  existing  public  street,  an  increase  of  up 
to  2%  of  the  total  dwelling  units  applied  for  may  be 
granted. 

(e)  If  the  Water  Commissioners  determine  that  their 
capability  to  provide  adequate  water  service  to  other 
sites  will  not  be  subsantially  impaired  by  full  develop- 
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ment  of  the  proposed  project,  an  increase  of  up  to  2% 
of  the  total  dwelling  units  applied  for  may  be  granted. 

It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  applicant  to  obtain 
such  determinations,  if  any,  in  writing  by  the  time  of  appli- 
cation to  the  Board  of  Appeals.  If  determinations  called  for 
in  any  of  paragraphs  (a)  through  (e)  above  are  not  made, 
the  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  Bonus  Allocations  under 
such  paragraph  only  as  follows.  The  bonus  percentage  shall 
not  exceed  that  authorized  by  the  paragraph  and  shall  be 
granted  only  if  the  Board  of  Appeals  files  a  report  with  the 
agency  cited  in  the  paragraph,  explaining  the  grounds  on 
which  the  Board  of  Appeals  believes  the  criteria  of  the  para- 
graph to  be  met. 

Bonus  percentages  granted  under  paragraphs  (a)  through 
(e)  above  shall  be  totalled,  then  multiplied  times  the  total 
dwelling  units  applied  for,  and  the  result  rounded  to  the 
nearest  whole  number.  However,  Bonus  Allocations  shall  not 
be  so  granted  that  the  cumulative  total  of  Base  Allocations 
plus  Bonus  Allocations  for  all  REM  Development  Schedules 
for  any  calendar  year  would  exceed  75  dwelling  units. 

2633  Surplus  Allocations.  Up  to  20  dwelling  units  in  addi- 
tion to  those  authorized  under  Sections  2631  and  2632 
may  be  allocated  for  any  year  of  the  Development 
Schedule  for  any  REM  in  cases  where  the  Board  of  Ap-

2634  Carryovers,  Allocations  for  dwelling  units  in  multi- 
family  dwellings  or  mobile  home  parks,  if  not  utilized  in 
the  assigned  year,  may  be  utilized  in  the  next  succeed- 
ing year,  but  not  subsequently  except  upon  reapplication 
to  the  Board  of  Appeals,  and  reassignment  subject  to 
Section  2630.  Allocations  for  single-family  and  two- 
family  dwellings  within  subdivisions,  if  not  utilized  in 
the  assigned  year,  may  be  utilized  in  any  succeeding 
year. 

2635  Year  of  Application.  Allocations  for  the  year  in  which 
the  development  schedule  is  applied  for  shall  be  pro- 
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rated  based  on  the  number  of  full  months  remaining 
in  the  calendar  year  at  the  date  of  schedule  approval.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Board  of  Health  herein  submits  its  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1974. 

On  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  the  Bourne  Board 
of  Health  holds  its  regular  meetings;  special  meetings  are 
held  when  necessary. 

Many  changes  have  caused  confusion  and  frustration  in 
today's  world;  the  Town  of  Bourne  is  no  exception.  In  light 
of  these  changes,  the  Board  of  Health  has  taken  every  effort 
to  protect  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of 
the  Town. 

Once  again  the  annual  rabies  clinic  was  held  with  the 
joint  effort  of  the  Board,  the  Department  of  Natural  Re- 
sources, and  the  Bourne  Fire  Department.  Over  234  dogs 
were  inoculated.  With  the  enforcement  of  the  Town's  dog 
restraint  law,  our  Health  Agent,  Mr.  Henry  N.  Murphy,  had 
fewer  calls  on  trash  and  refuse  complaints. 

The  Board  of  Health  sincerely  wishes  to  extend  its  deep 
appreciation  and  thanks  to  Mr.  Elmer  I.  Clegg,  the  former 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  who  has  faithfully  and  diligently 
served  10  years  on  the  Board  as  Secretary  and  Chairman  up 
until  his  resignation.  He  always  had  the  best  interest  of  the 
Town  of  Bourne  at  heart.  His  resignation  became  effective 
on  May  10,  1974.  Mr.  Peter  G.  Richter,  of  Gray  Gables,  was 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  fill  the  remainder  of  the 
term. 

In  July  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Plan  went  into 
effect.  The  Board  of  Health  passed  a  regulation  requiring 
that  a  professional  or  sanitary  engineer  submit  enginetring 
plans,  showing  location  and  elevation  of  house  and  sewage 
system  prior  to  our  issuing  a  permit.  All  plans  must  meet 
requirements  to  minimize  contamination  and  must  be  in 
accordance  with  the  State  Sanitary  Code  and  local  health 
regulations. 

Our  Board  deeply  regrets  the  loss  in  July  of  its  clerk, 
Mrs.  Virginia  Roarke,  who  held  the  position  for  two  years. 
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Late  in  July  a  new  clerk,  Miss  Roberta  Pellegrini,  was  hired 
to  fill  the  vacant  position. 

The  Health  Agent,  Mr.  Henry  N.  Murphy,  works  with 
the  animal  inspector  and  the  Barnstable  County  Health 
Department  on  matters  concerning  livestock  in  the  Town  of 
Bourne.  Health  regulations  were  approved  by  the  Board 
governing  dogs,  cats,  horses,  pigs,  and  all  other  fur-bearing 
animals.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  owner  to  check  with 
the  Board  of  Health  prior  to  raising  animals  to  insure  they 
comply  with  all  Health  regulations. 

All  waters  of  the  town,  including  shellfish  areas,  public 
beaches,  swimming  pools,  drinking  water,  and  wells  on  large 
projects,  such  as  apartments  and  condominiums,  are  being 
tested  on  a  regular  basis.  Private  wells  will  also  be  tested  by 
our  Agent  on  request. 

To  prepare  for  scallop  season,  all  shucking  establish- 
ments in  Bourne  and  Sandwich  were  inspected  jointly  by 
the  Food  and  Drug  and  Health  Agents. 

Bourne's  "Well  Baby  Clinic"  is  held  every  month  at  the 
Community  Building  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Muriel 
Cowell  of  the  Falmouth  Nursing  Association. 

Upon  receiving  communication  from  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  that  a  flu  epidemic  was  expected  this 
year,  a  flu  clinic  was  held  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Out 
Patient  Clinic,  Barnstable  County  Hospital.  Clinics  were 
also  held  at  the  Bourne  High  School  and  the  Upper  Cape 
Cod  Regional  Vocational  Technical  School  for  all  other  citi- 
zens of  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

All  establishments  preparing  food,  such  as  restaurants, 
schools,  nursing  homes,  hospital,  etc.,  were  inspected  before 
a  food  permit  for  1975  was  issued.  All  markets  and  grocery 
stores,  such  as  the  First  National,  the  A&P,  Cumberland 
Farms,  etc.,  throughout  the  Town  of  Bourne  were  inspected 
at  least  twice  a  year.  Additional  inspections  were  made  when 
information  was  received  from  the  Food  and  Drug  Agency 
on  items  which  could  be  contaminated.  Emergency  files  have 
been  established  on  all  such  business  to  include  addresses 
and  telephone  numbers  for  relaying  information  on  con- 
taminated or  questionable  food  items  by  telephone.  Follow- 
up  inspections  are  then  made  by  our  Health  Agent. 
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Twenty-four  different  types  of  licenses  have  been  issued 
this  year  by  the  Board.  Twenty-eight  different  types  of 
services  have  been  inspected  by  the  Health  Agent. 

The  Board  of  Health  wishes,  at  this  time,  to  extend  its 
thanks  to  the  many  Town  Departments  and  to  the  Barn- 
stable County  Health  Department  for  their  excellent  co- 
operation during  1974.

The  Barnstable  County  Health  Department  has  con- 
tinued to  provide  services  in  the  areas  of  environmental 
health,  dental  health,  medical  social  work,  nursing  consul- 
tation and  supervision,  and  control  of  communicable  diseases. 
The  staff  of  eight  professional  consultants,  three  laboratory 
and  clerical  workers,  and  one  summer  inspector  is  augment- 
ed by  five  staff  working  with  the  Handicapped  Children's 
Clinic  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health, 
Division  of  Family  Health,  and  by  one  worker  from  the  Di- 
vision of  Communicable  Diseases — Venereal  Diseases. 

We  believe  that  local  services  should  be  strengthened 
and  supplemented,  hence  priority  is  given  to  the  develop- 
ment of  better  health  delivery  patterns,  to  the  orientation 
of  new  town,  school,  and  agency  works  in  the  field  of  human 
services,  and  to  some  evaluation  of  proposed  health  services. 
Department  staff  are  working  cooperatively  with  Compre- 
hensive Health  Planning,  and  with  many  state  agencies  and 
local  health  organizations. 

We  also  feel  that  the  provision  of  in-service  education, 
and  undergraduate  and  graduate  educational  experiences, 
contribute  to  better  health  services.  In  order  to  broaden 
the  understanding  of  public  health  practice  and  of  the 
scope,  power  and  responsibility  of  a  health  department,  we 
have  had  students  as  follows;  a  senior  student  of  Public 
Health  from  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  as  a  summer 
sanitary  inspector;  three  senior  students  in  Physical  Ther- 
apy from  Boston  University  who  worked  with  the  Handi- 
capped Children's  Services;  a  graduate  student  from  Boston 
University  in  nursing  administration;  two  students  from  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  Medical  School;  and  from  the 
Upper  Cape  Cod  Vocational-Technical  School,  the  practical 
nursing  students  have  all  had  an  observation  experience;  a 
second  year  student  in  Hotel  Management  from  Cape  Cod 
Community  College.  In-service  programs  and  conferences 
are  held  monthly  for  the  nurses  working  in  Home  Health 
Agencies,  and  periodically  for  school  nurses  and  for  health 
agents.  The  Cape  Cod  Community  College  has  been  willing 
to  offer  a  one  semester  course  in  Public  Health  Law  which 
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attracted  a  small  group  of  health  workers.  Our  dental  hy- 
gienist  has  been  working  with  the  college  in  the  development 
of  the  clinical  experiences  for  the  new  program  for  Dental 
Hygienists,  and  was  on  an  advisory  committee  of  the  Lower 
Cape  Cod  Vocational  School. 

The  inspection,  consultation  and  recommendation  of  day 
care  centers  for  licensure  by  the  individual  towns  con- 
tinues to  require  much  skill.  Increasingly  stringent  and 
necessary  regulations  affect  established  centers  as  well  as 
newer  ones.  There  are  now  49  licensed  centers,  five  of  these 
were  new  this  year. 

Once  a  year  each  of  the  nine  Home  Health  Agencies  is 
surveyed  for  re- classification,  in  order  to  provide  nursing, 
physical  therapy,  and  other  therapeutic  services  under  Medi- 
care. The  nurse  directors  of  this  department  assist  in  the 
preparation  for  these  evaluations,  and  provide  supervision  by 
agreement  to  seven  of  these  agencies. 

The  schools  are  now  responsible  for  providing  evaluation 
and  education  for  children  from  3-21  years  for  those  with 
special  needs.  Because  of  our  contacts  with  many  children, 
families  and  households,  we  are  spending  a  great  deal  of  time 
working  with  parent  groups,  school  groups,  and  physicians, 
clinical  nurseries  and  day  care  centers,  in  coordinating  and 
approving  certain  plans. 

Continued  pressure  from  the  15  towns  will  require  us  to 
provide  more  laboratory  services  for  the  analysis  of  water 
samples  and  monitoring  of  shore  and  pond  areas.  We  must 
enlarge  the  laboratory  work  area  and  obtain  more  time- 
saving  equipment.  The  sanitarians  have  provided  more  an- 
alysis of  paint  chips  for  lead  content,  and  they  have  parti- 
cipated in  more  conferences. 

The  medical  social  worker  has  served  as  supervisor  and 
consultant  to  two  departments  of  social  service  and  one 
Home  Health  Agency.  She  has  been  instrumental  in  plan- 
ning for  regular  meetings  of  the  medical  social  work  staff 
of  eight  hospitals  in  the  area,  and  has  established  contacts 
with  many  agencies  providing  funds  and  services  for  those 
with  developmental  disabilities. 

We  appreciate  suggestions  and  requests  for  different  or 
additional  services  and  plan  to  adapt  to  meet  needs  when 
possible.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Gas  Division  of  the  Inspection  Department  has  made 
four  hundred  sixty  nine  inspections  (469)  the  past  year.  Of 
these,  three  hundred  thirteen  (313)  have  been  for  instal- 
lations of  new  equipment. 

Permit  fees  amounting  to  sixteen  hundred  sixty  five 
dollars  ($1,665.00)  have  been  turned  in  to  the  Town  Clerk 
and  Treasurer's  Office. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  remind  all  that  bottled  gas 
cylinders  of  any  size  are  not  permitted  within  a  building 
and  that  any  of  these  cylinders  that  are  seen  abandoned 
should  be  reported  to  the  Gas  Inspection  Department.  Gas, 
like  any  other  fuel,  when  misused,  can  cause  injury.  Some 
unsuspecting  child  playing  with  an  abandoned  gas  cylinder 
could  quite  easily  be  seriously  injured  or  burned. 

The  Gas  Inspection  Division  is  established  for  the  safety 
and  protection  of  one  and  all.  Do  not  hesitate  to  ask  for  its 
assistance  at  any  time.  The  Gas  Inspector's  office  is  open 
from  8:30  to  4:30  daily  at  the  Town  Hall.  The  phone  number 
is  759-5350.  The  Inspector  may  also  be  reached,  in  an  emer- 
gency, through  the  Fire  Department.

September  fourth  marked  the  beginning  of  our  sixth 
year  at  the  Upper  Cape  Cod  Regional  Vocational-Technical 
School  with  an  enrollment  of  567.  Our  school  is  in  operation 
from  7:45  a.m.  to  2:20  p.m.  for  our  regular  day  program  and 
from  2:30  p.m.  to  5  p.m.  for  our  supplementary  program. 

The  Supplementary  Program  is  designed  to  offer  as  much 
occupational  education  as  possible  to  the  students  of  the  five- 
town  district.  Although  the  students  who  attend  from  2:30 
p.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  will  not  be  able  to  receive  the  same  amount 
of  training  as  our  full-time  day  students,  we  feel  it  is  a 
good  program  which  offers  many  opportunities  to  explore 
the  various  occupations.  The  length  of  the  school  day  still 
creates  a  problem  for  those  students  whose  sending  schools 
do  not  provide  released  time.  This  means  that  if  the  sending 
school  is  not  able  to  adjust  a  youngster's  schedule,  he  must 
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be  in  school  from  8:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  We  feel  that  if  this 
program  is  to  continue,  the  sending  school  must  adopt  a 
more  flexible  schedule  to  shorten  the  length  of  time  a  stu- 
dent must  attend  before  coming  to  the  Upper  Cape  Regional 
at  2:30  p.m. 

Our  Cooperative  Program  is  now  in  its  fourth  year,  and 
considering  the  economy,  it  is  still  working  very  well.  The 
program  not  only  offers  an  opportunity  for  a  student  to 
receive  more  on-the-job  training  while  earning  money  but 
it  alleviates  the  overcrowding  in  our  shops. 

In  order  to  offer  more  opportunities  for  girls  at  the 
Upper  Cape  Regional,  we  are  developing  a  new  Health  Serv- 
ices Program  which  we  hope  will  be  operational  by  Septem- 
ber 1975.  The  program  will  begin  with  the  ninth  and  eleventh 
grades  participating  during  the  first  year  and  continue  the 
following  year  with  a  full  offering  to  all  four  grades.  It  will 
include  dietary  aide,  nurse  aide,  health  services  assistant, 
and  medical  office  aide.  We  intend  to  submit  a  proposal  to 
the  State  Department  of  Education  for  full  funding.  In  the 
past,  we  have  been  funded  for  all  new  programs  and  we  feel 
sure  that  we  will  once  again  be  successful. 

This  year  is  no  exception  to  years  past  in  that  our  stu- 
dents have  contributed  many  thousands  of  dollars'  worth  of 
labor  in  a  variety  of  projects  on  town-owned  property  and 
for  non-profit  organizations  in  our  five  towns.  The  high- 
light of  this  year's  projects  is  the  construction  of  a  complete 
new  house.  In  this  house -building  program  we  are  able  to 
utilize  many  shops,  such  as,  drafting,  electrical,  carpentry, 
masonry,  plumbing  and  heating,  and  painting  and  decorat- 
ing. This  endeavor  has  been  so  rewarding  to  the  students 
and  so  successful  economically  to  the  non-profit  organiza- 
tion sponsoring  the  project  that  we  are  currently  seeking  a 
similar  undertaking  for  the  coming  year. 

With  the  completion  of  four  tennis  courts,  our  intra- 
mural athletic  program  has  been  expanded  one  step  further, 
and  in  September  1975  we  will  include  tennis  as  another 
interscholastic  sport. 

The  Regional  School  District,  in  the  way  of  financial 
assistance  in  1974,  received  $355,646.00  representing  88%  of 
our  50%  reimbursement  of  net  operating  expense,  and 
$75,249.84  or  91%  of  the  transportation  reimbursement.  Also 
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received  was  $660.97  for  a  library  grant  and  $20,353.00  under 
PL  81-874  for  federally  connected  pupils. 

In  addition  to  this  money,  the  towns  of  Bourne,  Fal- 
mouth, Sandwich,  and  Wareham  were  entitled  to  receive  an 
additional  fifteen  percent  of  their  Chapter  70  entitlement. 

Bourne's  fifteen  percent  amounted  to  $104,432.00 

Falmouth's  fifteen  percent  amounted  to  88,408.00 

Sandwich's  fifteen  percent  amounted  to  21,402.00 

Wareham's  fifteen  percent  amounted  to  53,094.00 

It  is  important  to  note  that  these  funds  are  sent  directly 
to  the  communities,  not  to  the  regional  school  district,  as  an 
additional  fifteen  percent  state  aid  given  only  to  com- 
munities who  are  part  of  a  regional  district.  However,  there 
is  no  requirement  that  the  funds  be  used  for  the  school 
budget.  These  also  are  entitlements,  not  distributions.  Dis- 
tribution is  made  on  the  basis  of  funds  available. 

I  would  like  once  again  to  thank  my  fellow  school  com- 
mittee members  and  advisory  board  members,  all  school 
employees,  and  the  town  and  school  officials  of  our  district 
for  their  interest,  concern,  and  support.  The  success  of  our 
school  is  due  to  the  help  and  cooperation  of  all  of  these 
people.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

Roland  T.  Brown 

At  the  end  of  the  last  school  year,  three  of  our  teachers 
retired  after  long  and  meritorious  service  to  this  school  sys- 
tem. Mrs.  Beatrice  Williams  of  the  Reading  Department, 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Ellis  of  the  Hoxie  School,  and  Mrs.  Beatrice 
Turner,  Head  of  our  Home  Economics  Department.  We  are 
very  much  indebted  to  these  people  for  the  contribution  that 
they  have  made  to  the  students  in  this  school  system  during 
their  period  of  service.  We  wish  them  many  enjoyable  years 
of  retirement. 

At  the  annual  town  election  in  March,  Mr.  Paul  Govoni 
and  Mr.  E.  Burnell  Overlook  were  re-elected  to  their  positions 
on  the  School  Committee.  Pursuant  to  the  vote  of  a  previous 
town  meeting,  two  additional  members  were  added  to  the 
School  Committee  at  the  last  town  election.  Mr.  C.  Jeffrey 
Perry  and  Mr.  Robert  Watmough  were  elected  to  these  new 
positions  in  that  election.  There  are  now  seven  members 
on  the  Bourne  School  Committee.  There  will  be  two  more 
members  added  to  the  Committee  at  the  town  election  in 
March  1975  bringing  the  Committee  to  its  ultimate  compo- 
sition of  nine  members. 

For  the  past  two  and  a  half  years  this  school  system  has 
suffered  through  the  torment  created  by  the  withdrawal  of 
the  Air  Force  from  Otis  Air  Force  Base.  At  the  present  time, 
the  situation  on  Otis  Air  Force  Base  appears  to  have  finally 
stabilized.  Of  the  1198  housing  units  on  Otis  Air  Force  Base 
390  are  occupied  by  federal  families,  primarily  members  of 
the  Coast  Guard.  Our  federal  count  of  September  1974  indi- 
cates that  we  have  418  students  in  our  school  system  who 
reside  on  Otis  Air  Force  Base.  Barring  further  changes  on 
the  base,  our  student  enrolment  from  the  base  should  level 
off  at  that  approximate  figure. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  March,  the  town  voted 
to  acquire  the  four  school  buildings  and  school  land  sites 
on  Otis  Air  Force  Base.  Before  HEW  could  legally  transfer 
the  title  for  these  school  buildings  to  the  Town  of  Bourne, 
it  was  necessary  for  us  to  acquire  ownership  of  the  land 
sites.  Accordingly,  a  bill  was  filed  and  passed  in  the  State 
Legislature  and  eventually  signed  by  the  Governor  author- 
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lzing  the  deeding  of  these  land  sites  back  to  the  Town  of 
Bourne.  Subsequently,  the  Adjutant  General  executed  this 
deed  and  the  Town  of  Bourne  now  holds  title  to  these  land 
sites.  A  copy  of  this  deed  was  forwarded  to  HEW  in  Washing- 
ton and  it  is  anticipated  that  we  will  acquire  title  to  the 
four  school  buildings  in  the  immediate  future.  We  are  most 
grateful  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Mr. 
Jerry  Cahir,  and  the  other  members  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men for  their  strong  supportive  assistance  throughout  this 
lengthy  process. 

The  four  school  buildings  on  the  base  include  53  elemen- 
tary classrooms  and  a  junior  high  school  with  a  student 
capacity  of  350  students.  There  are  presently  414  town  stu- 
dents attending  schools  on  the  base.  Other  rooms  in  these 
school  buildings  are  used  for  administrative  office  space 
which  is  totally  lacking  within  the  town. 

While  clearly  recognizing  the  fact  that  uncertainties 
exist  regarding  the  future  of  Otis  Air  Force  Base  and  that 
substantial  problems  could  develop  in  the  areas  of  police 
and  fire  protection  and  utility  service,  it  was  deemed  pru- 
dent and  reasonable  to  acquire  these  buildings  at  this  time. 
In  the  event  that  we  did  not  acquire  ownership  of  these 
buildings  and  were  to  lose  our  capability  of  housing  town 
students  within  them,  we  would  be  faced  with  the  necessity 
for  the  immediate  construction  of  a  new  school  building 
within  the  town.  In  the  event  that  the  aforementioned  sub- 
stantial problems  should  develop  on  Otis  Air  Force  Base  in 
the  future,  we  will  still  have  that  option. 

The  Bourne  School  Building  Needs  Committee  under  its 
Chairman,  Mr.  Paul  Govoni,  continued  its  positive,  produc- 
tive work  during  the  past  year.  The  town  meeting  approved 
two  School  Building  Needs  Committee  articles  which  resulted 
in  the  acquisition  of  over  14  acres  contiguous  to  the  present 
Bourne  High  School  land  site.  The  acquisition  of  these  land 
sites  is  a  prudent  investment  in  the  future  of  this  town. 
Without  these  additional  acres,  the  School  Building  Assist- 
ance Bureau  of  the  State  Department  of  Education  had 
indicated  there  would  be  serious  question  as  to  the  capacity 
of  the  original  Bourne  High  School  land  site  for  the  con- 
struction of  additional  school  facilities. 

The  town  meeting  further  approved  the  construction  of 
a  running  track  and  four  tennis  courts  at  Bourne  High 
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School.  The  students  of  Bourne  High  School  will  benefit 
from  this  vote  of  the  townspeople  for  many  years  to  come. 
I  would  like  to  express  my  personal  gratitude  to  Mr.  Louis 
Pellegrini,  Highway  Surveyor,  for  his  support  and  assistance 
in  the  construction  of  the  tennis  courts  at  Bourne  High 
School. 

In  September  1974,  a  new  state  law,  Chapter  766,  became 
effective.  This  law  mandates  that  school  systems  provide 
diagnostic  services  and  educational  programs  for  all  handi- 
capped children  between  the  ages  of  3  and  21.  With  the 
present  and  impending  phasing  down  and  closing  out  of 
state  institutions,  their  former  clients  are,  and  will  be,  re- 
turning to  the  community.  The  local  school  system  will  be 
responsible  for  providing  the  necessary  services  and  pro- 
grams for  these  individuals.  The  definition  of  a  "handi- 
capped" child  in  this  statute  remains  vague.  While  it  ob- 
viously includes  the  readily  recognizable  handicaps,  its  final 
definition  will  undoubtedly  extend  far  beyond  this  narrow 
scope  and  bring  increasing  numbers  of  individuals  within  its 
purview. 

As  we  move  into  the  full  implementation  of  this  law  in 
the  years  to  come,  the  cost  for  providing  these  specialized 
services  and  programs  will  be  very  substantial  and  will  be 
reflected  in  higher  school  budgets.  No  person  can  disagree 
with  the  intent  of  this  law,  to  provide  programs  and  services 
for  a  group  of  children  that  have  long  been  neglected  by 
this  society.  However,  it  is  regrettable  that  the  legislature 
while  recognizing  their  responsibility  for  the  passage  of  this 
legislation  did  not  also  recognize  their  concomitant  respon- 
sibility for  providing  the  funds  to  pay  for  the  costs  that  this 
legislation  has  and  will  inevitably  generate.  The  state  has 
many  sources  of  revenue:  income  tax,  sales  tax,  the  Game, 
etc.  .  .  As  matters  stand  now,  the  financial  burden  of  this 
new  law  will  fall  on  one  tax  source  only,  the  local  property 
tax. 

In  further  explanation,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that 
while  Chapter  766  does  provide  for  reimbursements  to  a  town 
for  expenditures  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  statute, 
such  funds  will  be  deducted  from  the  total  state  funds  avail- 
able under  Chapter  70.  This  is  the  statute  that  provides 
general  aid  for  education  to  the  local  towns  and  commun- 
ities. Thus,  while  communities  will  receive  state  reimburse- 
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ments  under  Chapter  766,  there  will  be  an  offsetting  re- 
duction in  the  funds  that  the  communities  receive  under 
Chapter  70.  There  will  be  no  net  increase  in  state  funds  to 
the  local  community  to  pay  for  the  cost  of  this  new  statute. 

As  school  systems  seek  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  this  new  law,  one  response  will  be  to  form  "collaboratives" 
or  regional  classes  for  children  from  many  school  systems 
who  have  low  incidence  handicaps.  We  have  such  a  class  for 
cerebral  palsy  children  housed  in  the  Memorial  School  on 
Otis  Air  Force  Base  at  the  present  time.  There  is  one  child 
from  Bourne  enrolled  in  this  class;  there  are  eight  children 
from  other  Cape  towns.  The  formation  of  such  collaborative 
classes  substantially  reduces  the  per  pupil  cost  for  each 
member  town.  There  will  be  the  formation  of  other  such 
"collaborative"  classes  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  school  budget  like  every  family's  budget  has  been 
hit  by  the  inflationary  cost  spiral.  We're  all  aware  of  the 
price  increases  for  fuel  and  electricity.  General  school  sup- 
plies and  equipment  have  experienced  similar  increases. 
Paper  products,  in  particular,  have  experienced  excessive 
price  increases;  a  ream  of  duplicating  paper  that  cost  $.78 
in  1972,  costs  $1.71  in  1974.  These  cost  increases  must  in- 
evitably be  reflected  in  higher  school  budgets.  While  these 
increased  costs  are  a  source  of  aggravation  to  all  of  us,  they 
unfortunately  are  the  reality  of  the  world  we  live  in. 

During  the  present  school  year,  significant  advancement 
has  been  achieved  in  enhancing  the  quality  of  the  language 
arts  program  at  the  junior  high  school  level.  A  group  of 
teachers,  Mrs.  Mary  Thierwechter,  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Riley, 
Miss  Alice  Casanova  and  Mrs.  Sandra  Carey,  worked  this 
summer  in  developing  a  unified  Language  Arts  Curriculum 
for  the  junior  high  schools.  The  curriculum  guide  gathers 
all  of  the  components  of  the  langauge  arts  program;  gram- 
mar, composition,  literature,  reading,  spelling  and  penman- 
ship —  into  one  unified  whole.  We  are  proceeding  now 
toward  the  goal  where  each  teacher  will  be  teaching  all  of 
the  components  of  the  language  arts  program  with  an  in- 
creased allotment  of  time  for  this  subject.  We  believe  that 
this  will  result  in  an  increased  educational  efficiency  and 
effectiveness  in  the  language  arts  program  at  this  level. 

It  should  be  noted  that  we  have  an  acute  housing  prob- 
lem within  the  Ella  F.  Hoxie  School  in  Sagamore  due  to  the 
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continuous  student  growth  in  this  section  of  the  town.  There 
are  eight  regular  classrooms  within  this  building.  At  the 
present  time  we  are  utilizing  three  basement  classrooms  due 
to  the  increased  student  enrolment.  In  addition,  there  are 
45  students  living  in  the  new  Canalside  Apartments  in  Saga- 
more who  reside  within  the  geographical  attendance  area 
of  the  Hoxie  School.  This  year  they  have  been  temporarily 
assigned  to  other  school  buildings  until  we  can  establish 
the  full  student  impact  from  these  new  apartments.  A  re- 
structuring of  the  grade  levels  within  the  Hoxie  School  will 
be  inevitable. 

A  school  department  does  not  function  in  isolation;  it 
depends  upon  and  needs  the  support  of  other  town  depart- 
ments and  committees.  Our  school  system  has  had  this 
support  from  the  other  town  agencies  and  we  are  most 
grateful  for  it.  This  town  has  and  continues  to  benefit  im- 
measurably from  the  close  communication  and  cooperation 
that  exists  among  its  various  agencies. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  the  Pupil  Personnel  Services 
Department,  Frederick  J.  Dunbury,  Assistant  Superintendent 
of  Schools 

Since  assuming  the  responsibility  of  this  department  at 
the  beginning  of  the  1973  school  year,  a  great  deal  of  time 
has  been  spent  in  trying  to  prepare  for  the  implementation 
of  Chapter  766,  a  law  which  provides  for  equal  educational 
programs  for  all  special  needs  children  between  the  ages  of 
three  through  twenty-one. 

The  final  regulations  pertaining  to  this  law,  108  pages  in 
length,  were  at  best,  loosely  written,  giving  little  flexibility 
to  the  local  school  systems  in  their  attempts  to  adjust  their 
resources  to  the  demands  of  the  regulations.  There  was 
little  in  the  way  of  information  that  would  allow  a  local 
school  to  plan  financially  in  their  budgets  before  any  infor- 
mation was  available.  Most  school  systems  could  only  project 
what  their  needs  might  be.  Hopefully,  these  projections 
would  not  be  in  excess  of  that  used  for  budgetary  prepara- 
tions submitted  for  town  approval. 

Even  at  the  time  of  this  writing,  there  is  still  little  firm 
information  in  the  way  of  financial  data  that  will  allow  the 
local  school  systems  to  use  in  budget  preparations.  Many 
have  been  led  to  believe  that  towns  and  cities  would  be 
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afforded  a  certain  amount  of  money,  "up  front  money"  with 
which  they  could  use  to  implement  the  regulations  of  Chap- 
ter 766.  In  reality  this  amount  of  money  is  not  over  and 
above  what  a  city  or  town  would  ordinarily  receive  in  the 
way  of  reimbursement;  it  was  only  an  amount  made  avail- 
able in  September  that  would  be  deducted  from  any  reim- 
bursements normally  received  at  the  end  of  the  school  year. 

Somewhat  the  same  situation  exists  again  this  year  as 
budgets  are  being  prepared.  The  final  reimbursement  process 
is  not  structured  at  this  point  in  time  to  allow  the  local 
school  systems  to  properly  prepare  for  the  demands  of  this 
law  during  the  1975-76  school  year. 

As  more  and  more  responsibility  is  placed  on  the  local 
school  systems  to  provide  programs  and  services  over  and 
above  what  has  been  their  responsibility  in  the  past,  little 
is  offered  to  support  the  local  school  system  and  their  at- 
tempts to  live  up  to  their  responsibility. 

As  September  approached,  I  felt  that  the  two  main  areas 
of  concern  for  the  Bourne  School  Department  were  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  To  insure  that  those  children,  who,  because  of 
their  handicaps  were  not  able  to  participate  in  the 
regular  school  activities,  were  placed  in  quality  pro- 
grams outside  of  the  regular  schools  that  would  best 
meet  their  needs.  I  can  report  that  at  this  time 
these  children  are  in  just  such  programs. 

2.  That  there  exist  in  the  Bourne  Schools  a  con- 
tinuity of  special  needs  programs  in  grades  kinder- 
garten through  grade  twelve.  Such  a  continuity 
would  make  available  the  support  and  services 
necessary  for  a  child  with  lesser  handicaps  to  par- 
ticipate in  regular  school  programs.  Children  par- 
ticipating in  these  programs  would  only  do  so  for 
an  amount  of  time  needed  to  serve  their  special 
needs.  All  other  time  during  the  regular  school  day 
would  be  spent  in  regular  class  activities. 

I  can  report  at  this  time  that  three  new  teachers  were 
added  to  the  staff  of  this  department  to  provide  the  con- 
tinuity of  programs  needed  within  our  regular  school  struc- 
ture. We  have  at  this  time  special  needs  classes  at  the 
primary,  intermediate  and  junior  high  school  levels.  There 
are  two  special  needs  classes  in  our  senior  high  school. 
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These  classes  are  now  and  have  been  providing  special 
assistance  to  forty-one  students  having  substantial  enough 
handicaps  that  prevent  them  from  participating  in  a  regular 
school  program  for  the  entire  day.  Attempts  are  being  made 
at  this  time  to  add  another  teacher  at  the  junior  high  school 
level  that  would  allow  for  more  provision  of  services  to  chil- 
dren with  special  needs. 

The  Bourne  School  Department  has  joined  a  collabora- 
tive program  servicing  cerebral  palsied  and  multiple-handi- 
capped children.  The  program  mentioned  above  was  created 
in  September  and  at  the  time  of  this  writing  is  providing 
services  for  nine  children  from  the  towns  of  Bourne,  Ware- 
ham,  Falmouth,  Barnstable  and  Dennis-Yarmouth.  It  is  lo- 
cated in  the  Otis  Memorial  Elementary  School  at  Otis  Air 
Force  Base. 

Five  of  the  children  in  this  program  are  being  integrated 
for  part  of  the  day  in  our  kindergartens,  grade  one  and 
grade  three  classrooms. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  Bourne  School  Committee  voted 
recently  to  join  the  Cape  Cod  Collaborative.  This  collabora- 
tive will,  hopefully,  include  every  Cape  school  system  when 
it  is  put  in  its  final  form.  The  intent  of  the  program  is  to 
coordinate  all  the  special  needs  programs  on  Cape  Cod.  This 
will  prevent  duplication  of  expenses  incurred  by  individual 
towns,  provide  for  quality  services  for  all  handicapped  chil- 
dren, develop  programs  in  the  local  areas  thus  eliminating 
children  from  having  to  be  transported  long  distances  to 
schools  located  off  the  Cape,  allow  children  to  attend  quality 
programs  located  closer  to  home,  develop  a  system  of  diag- 
nostic services  on  the  Cape,  thus  eliminating  the  necessity 
for  parents  and  children  traveling  long  distances  for  this 
service  and  to  oversee  the  overall  management  of  special 
programs,  thus,  lessening  the  burden  on  the  local  special 
educators.  This  will  allow  them  to  spend  more  time  on 
developing  necessary  and  meaningful  programs  for  special 
needs  children  attending  the  regular  schools. 

The  development  of  the  Cape  Cod  Collaborative  is  an 
essential  key  to  providing  the  local  school  systems  with  the 
vehicle  by  which  they  can  live  up  to  the  mandates  of  Chap- 
ter 766.  The  law  itself,  the  regulations  and  accompanying 
support  have  thus  far  provided  little  in  this  way.  However, 
the  development  and  eventual  operation  of  a  collaborative 
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agreement  takes  time  and  resources.  The  parents  of  the 
children  to  be  served  by  a  collaborative  must  have  patience 
and  allow  the  local  systems  time  to  adjust  themselves  to 
best  serve  the  needs  of  their  children.  Many  special  educa- 
tors feel,  and  I  think  it  is  justified,  that  they  are  being  asked 
to  move  rapidly  without  being  allowed  time  to  prepare  ade- 
quately for  everything.  Chapter  766  legally  makes  them 
responsible. 

At  this  time  budgets  are  being  prepared  for  the  next 
school  year.  The  budget  of  this  department  will  most  cer- 
tainly reflect  the  impact  of  Chapter  766.  In  many  instances 
there  are  areas  of  this  budget  that  can  be  determined  with 
some  accuracy.  But,  in  other  areas  a  projection  of  the 
needs  is  the  only  way  it  can  be  accomplished. 

As  the  public  becomes  more  aware  of  the  implications 
of  this  law,  and  rightfully  asks  for  the  services  guaranteed 
by  this  law,  the  local  school  system  finds  itself  responsible 
for  providing  services  it  did  not  anticipate  a  need  for  as  it 
prepared  its  budget. 

There  are  many  special  needs  children  that  are  easily 
identified  and  provided  for  but  until  the  term  "special  needs" 
is  clearly  and  accurately  defined,  the  public  and  educators 
alike  will  interpret  those  words  in  different  ways.  It  is  the 
interpretation  of  legislation  that  more  often  than  not  causes 
abuse  of  the  legislation. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Coordinator  of  Curriculum  (K-8), 

Eleanor  M.  Priestley 

1  The  good  society  is  above  all  a  society  that  is  examining 
and  learning  and  putting  into  practice.  It  attends  to  what 
needs  to  be  done  today,  but  it  has  eyes  for  the  horizon  to- 
ward which  it  is  moving. 

So  it  is  in  good  education.  We  must  always  evaluate  to 
determine  strengths  and  weaknesses,  learn  from  our  mis- 
takes, work  immediately  on  correcting  them,  while,  at  the 
same  time,  we  look  ahead  and  prepare  for  the  future.  It 
is  to  this  end  that  we,  in  Bourne  Schools,  work. 

"Back  to  Basics!"  is  the  cry  in  recent  articles  such  as 
Newsweek  and,  indeed,  throughout  education  today,  where- 
as "innovation"  has  been  the  theme  and  focal  point  of 
educators  for  the  past  several  years.

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Bourne,  happily,  has  never  completely  departed  from 
"basics".  In  fact,  although  modern  texts  and  materials  are 
used,  basics  have  always  been  emphasized,  and  achievement 
testing  shows  an  improvement  in  basic  skills  over  the  past 
five  years. 

Presently,  there  is  a  renewal  of  emphasis  on  the  lan- 
guage arts  including  spelling,  composition,  and  penmanship. 
As  more  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  other  curricular  areas 
over  the  years,  less  time  and  attention  has  been  given  the 
language  arts  skills.  Hopefully,  this  reemphasis  will  help 
these  areas  attain  the  high  level  desirable  so  that  youngsters 
will  become  most  proficient  in  these  vital  communication 
skills. 

During  the  summer  a  workshop  was  held  to  produce  a 
language  arts  guide  for  junior  high.  Several  teachers  parti- 
cipated and  produced  a  fine,  workable  guide,  which  is  being 
used  in  both  junior  high  schools  this  year. 

On  the  elementary  level,  as  well,  language  arts  now  em- 
braces all  communication  skills — reading,  composition  (oral 
and  written),  spelling,  and  penmanship. 

In  math  there  has  been,  and  is,  the  usual  drive  on  basic 
facts  and  basic  skills. 

The  Curriculum  Office  has  prepared  tests  which  are 
given  to  students  at  various  levels  to  check  on  progress  in 
basic  math.  These  tests  check  knowledge  of  math  processes 
and  basic  skills. 

Several  classes  have  been  tested  to  date  and  the  project 
appears  to  have  value.  More  extensive  testing  of  this  type  is 
planned. 

Through  the  math  team  leaders  and  various  "hand-outs" 
of  what  is  current  thinking  in  metrics,  this  area  is  not  being 
neglected.  Teachers  are  being  introduced  to  the  idea,  and 
beginnings,  very  limited  at  present,  are  being  made,  so  that 
transition  from  the  English  system  of  measurement  to  the 
metric  system,  will  be  smooth  when  the  time  comes  in  this 
country  for  the  changeover.  Think  metric. 

The  third  grade  social  studies  teachers  are  completely 
re-doing  the  units  for  the  study  of  Cape  Cod.  The  work  has 
been  divided  into  four  large  units:  History  of  Cape  Cod  and 
the  Islands,  Geography  of  the  Cape  and  Islands,  Industries 
of  the  Cape  and  Islands,  and  Ecology  of  the  Cape  and  Islands. 
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Teachers  research  and  write  the  units;  the  Curriculum 
Office  produces  and  distributes  them. 

The  first  two  units  are  just  about  complete;  the  other 
two  are  in  preparation. 

Committees  involving  junior  high  teachers  in  subject 
areas  of  English,  science,  and  math  worked  during  the  school 
year  on  text  evaluation.  Texts  were  selected  to  meet  the  needs 
of  some  students  in  these  subjects.  Texts  of  different  levels 
are  being  sought  for  special  needs.  These  will  be  selected 
during  the  present  school  year. 

Some  thought  is  being  given  and  planning  done  by  sev- 
eral teachers  in  the  elementary  grades  on  ways  to  celebrate 
the  Bicentennial,  which  we  look  forward  to  in  the  spring. 

The  Curriculum  Office  is  in  the  process  of  producing  a 
rather  extensive  booklet  of  patriotic  poems,  plays,  choral 
selections,  and  miscellaneous  articles  to  help  teachers  re- 
kindle some  of  the  spirit  that  seems  to  have  been  lost  in 
recent  years. 

With  the  shadow  of  Watergate  causing  more  than  the 
usual  cynicism,  the  very  real  and  the  more  questionable 
energy  crises,  the  current  inflationary  trend  and  danger  of 
depression  causing  unrest  and  uneasiness  among  us,  the  fol- 
lowing quotation  seems,  at  this  point,  appropriate: 

2What  was,  was;  what  is,  is;  what  is  to  be  will  be  what 
we  make  it. 

In  school,  as  in  our  lives,  we  must  teach  and  practice 
conservation  in  all  areas.  Americans  are  wasteful.  We  need  to 
remember  and  heed  the  old  saying:  "Waste  not.  Want  not".

Annual  Report  of  the  Bourne  Public  Schools  Reading:  Dept., 
Raymond  L.  Matthews,  Coordinator  of  Reading. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Bourne  Reading  Program  has 
received  much  national  recognition  for  having  an  outstand- 
ing reading  program.  This  fact  has  been  achieved  primarily 
because  of  the  successful  development  of  a  system-wide 
Reading  Policy  Manual.  The  implementation  of  the  Reading 
Policy  Manual,  revised  in  the  spring  of  1974,  necessitates 
provision  for  individual  differences;  but  this  is  extremely 
difficult  to  do,  especially  in  a  traditional  classroom.  Pupils 
may  be  grouped  by  reading  ability  into  three  of  four  groups, 
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yet  within  each  group  there  will  be  a  considerable  range  of 
ability;  and  two  students  with  identical  reading  scores  and 
levels  of  performance  in  oral  reading  may  have  divergent 
skill  needs. 

One  method  of  providing  the  individual  skills  instruc- 
tion needed  by  each  student  is  by  the  Continuous  Progress 
Learning  Center  Program,  which  for  the  past  decade  has 
been  the  goal  of  the  Bourne  Reading  Plan.  Students  are 
shown  their  test  results,  and  can  identify  which  skills  need 
to  be  improved  in  this  program.  They  are  trained  to  use 
self-directing,  self-correcting  materials  that  are  grouped  by 
level  and  skill,  selecting  the  skills  exercises  they  need,  and 
beginning  at  an  easy  level. 

As  students  develop  independence  in  the  use  of  materials 
of  gradually  increased  difficulty,  they  begin  to  make  discov- 
eries on  their  own.  This  discovery  (inductive  learning)  will 
not  be  as  quickly  forgotten  as  the  teacher's  spoken  words  are. 
Given  the  sequentially  programmed  materials  to  lead  him  to 
discover  a  principle  of  word  attack,  the  student  will  not  only 
remember  the  principle,  but  will  be  able  to  apply  it  success- 
fully in  oral  reading. 

A  further  advantage  of  this  method  of  instruction  is 
that  while  students  are  working  independently,  the  teacher 
has  freedom  to  work  with  individuals  v/ho  need  help  and  to 
check  the  progress  of  pupils  who  are  ready  to  move  ahead. 

Prerequisites  to  achieving  these  goals  found  in  the 
Learning  Center  approach  are  the  following: 

1.  Training  of  teachers  through  summer  school  assign- 
ments, inservice  workshops  and  classroom  demonstra- 
tions. 

2.  Time  for  teachers  to  make  up  exercises  to  be  duplicated 
and  mounted. 

3.  Time  to  mount  and  label  skills  sheets  from  phonics  and 
reading  workbooks  as  well  as  teacher-made  materials. 

4.  Additional  commercially  produced  materials,  particu- 
larly for  grades  kindergarten,  one,  two  and  three. 

5.  Sufficient  shelving  and  storage  space  for  the  classroom. 

6.  Cassette-tape  recorders  and  cassettes. 

7.  Listening  stations  with  head  sets. 

8.  Teacher  Aides. 

The  advantages  to  the  student  are  evident  in  this  com- 
parison of  the  traditional  classroom  versus  the  Continuous 
Progress  Learning  Center. 
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Traditional  Classroom — Homogeneous  grouping  at  each  grade 
level  tends  to  encourage  teachers  to  believe  there  is  little 
need  to  differentiate  instruction.  The  inevitable  movement 
within  the  grade  to  maintain  the  homogeneous  grouping 
tends  to  overload  certain  classes. 

Continuous  Progress  Learning  Center  —  Teachers  of  the 
Learning  Center  with  either  homogeneous  or  heterogen- 
eous grouping  adjust  instruction  to  the  individual  needs 
of  their  students. 

Traditional  Classroom — Students  in  the  primary  grades  are 
usually  grouped  within  the  classroom  on  the  basis  of  their 
performance  in  oral  reading,  using  the  basal,  sight-word 
approach.  A  student  may  perform  very  well,  due  to  the 
memorization  of  vocabulary  and  be  entirely  lacking  in  abil- 
ity to  generalize  sound/symbol  relationships.  Hearing  him 
read  orally,  the  teacher  could  be  unaware  of  his  deficiency. 

Continuous  Progress  Learning  Center  —  In  the  Learning 
Center,  grouping  on  the  basis  of  ability  to  generalize 
sound/symbol  relationships  insures  sequential  skills  de- 
velopment. Reading  is  not  limited  to  the  words  that  have 
been  taught  nor  to  a  particular  text. 

Traditional  Classroom — Students  in  the  intermediate  grades 
are  grouped  by  the  teacher  according  to  global  scores  on 
silent  reading  tests. 

Continuous  Progress  Learning  Center — Students  are  group- 
ed according  to  skill  needs  determined  by  sub-test  scores. 
Global  scores  are  not  considered  valid  criteria  for  group- 
ing. 

Traditional  Classroom — All  students  within  a  group  receive 
the  same  skills  instruction,  according  to  the  teacher's  man- 
ual of  the  basal  reader,  although  some  have  already  mas- 
tered the  skill. 

Continuous  Progress  Learning  Center  —  Students  receive 
skills  instruction  suited  to  their  individual  needs  in  a 
program  of  prescribed  instruction  based  on  diagnostic 
teaching. 

Traditional  Classroom — Practice  of  a  particular  skill  is  scat- 
tered throughout  the  basal  workbook.  Concentrated  prac- 
tice for  mastery  is  not  provided. 

Continuous  Progress  Learning  Center — Self-correcting  exer- 
cises at  several  levels  are  provided  for  each  skill.  The 
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student  selects  exercises  designed  for  his  individual 
needs. 

Traditional  Classroom — Correction  of  an  exercise  in  the  work- 
book, or  seatwork  paper  is  usually  delayed,  often  to  the 
next  day  or  later. 

Continuous  Progress  Learning  Center — Self-correcting  exer- 
cises provide  immediate  correction,  or  reinforcement  of 
learning. 

Traditional  Classroom — Within  a  reading  group  some  stu- 
dents find  the  pace  too  slow,  they  become  bored,  and  pre- 
sent disciplinary  problems. 

Continuous  Progress  Learning  Center — Each  student  pro- 
gresses at  his  own  rate.  When  he  gains  mastery  of  a  skill 
at  one  level  he  progresses  to  the  next  higher  level.  Suc- 
cess stimulates  further  endeavor. 

Traditional  Classroom — Other  students  find  the  work  too  dif- 
ficult. As  frustration  deepens,  they  lose  all  incentive  and 
often  develop  emotional  problems. 

Continuous  Progress  Learning  Center — A  student  who  is 
making  errors  learns  to  profit  from  his  mistakes  without 
a  sense  of  failure. 

Traditional  Classroom — A  student  who  misses  several  days  or 
weeks  of  school  may  have  serious  gaps  in  his  skills  instruc- 
tion. He  must  do  what  his  group  is  doing  when  he  returns. 

Continuous  Progress  Learning  Center  —  A  student  who 
misses  several  days  or  weeks  of  school  begins  where  he 
left  off. 

Traditional  Classroom — A  new  pupil  entering  at  mid  year  will 
be  given  a  diagnostic  test  and  on  the  basis  of  his  global 
score  will  be  assigned  to  a  group  approximating  his  level 
of  performance.  Very  likely  there  will  be  serious  gaps  in 
his  skills  training. 

Continuous  Progress  Learning  Center — When  a  new  pupil 
enters  a  Learning  Center,  a  profile  is  compiled  from  the 
diagnostic  test,  and  specific  skills  assignments  prepared. 
While  the  rest  of  the  class  is  occupied  independently,  the 
teacher  has  time  to  provide  the  new  student  with  orien- 
tation in  the  use  of  the  Learning  Center. 

Traditional  Classroom — Some  students  fail  to  develop  word 
attack  skills  based  on  sound/symbol  generalization.  De- 
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pending  on  sight  and  context,  such  a  student,  lacking  the 
tools  for  independence,  will  say,  "I  don't  know  that  word. 
I  haven't  had  it." 

Continuous  Progress  Learning  Center  —  Ability  to  make 
sound/symbol  generalizations  is  the  key  to  independent 
word  attack. 

Traditional  Classroom — Ratings  are  based  on  the  class  norm. 
The  individual  student  is  graded  in  comparison  with  his 
peers. 

Continuous  Progress  Learning  Center — Ratings  are  based 
on  individual  progress  and  is  done  at  frequent  intervals. 
This  is  accomplished  during  the  pupil-teacher  confer- 
ence, or  by  the  use  of  short  diagnostic  skill  tests.  The 
student  is  graded  in  comparison  with  his  own  past 
achievement.  The  parent  conference  is  preferred  along 
with  the  traditional  report  card. 

The  Bourne  Reading  Plan  has  been  successful  during  the 
past  decade  in  implementing  the  Continuous  Progress  Learn- 
ing Center  program  at  the  elementary  level.  The  big  chal- 
lenge of  the  future  is  that  before  1984  the  best  features  of 
the  Learning  Center  program  can  be  implemented  at  the 
secondary  level  so  that  individualized  instruction  will  become 
a  reality  for  every  student  in  all  classrooms.

In  the  area  of  financial  aid  the  members  of  the  Class  of 
1974  received  $40,145.  in  grants,  $7,550.  in  loans,  and  $1,950. 
in  job  opportunities  on  campus.  The  one  year  grants  plus  the 
four  year  renewable  grants  totaled  $119,575.  Of  the  total 
amount  received  $9,000.  came  from  clubs,  organizations  and 
businesses  in  the  Town  of  Bourne  and  $2,050.  from  other 
sources  on  Cape  Cod. 

Due  to  the  decrease  in  military  personnel  on  Otis  Air 
Force  Base  student  transfers  dropped  during  both  the  1973-74 
school  year  and  the  summer  of  1974.  Sixty-five  students 
transferred  into  while  138  transferred  out  of  Bourne  High 
School  compared  with  106  and  160  respectively  during  the 
previous  school  year.  Summer  registrations  totaled  56  in  1974 
and  78  in  1973.  Only  12y2%  of  the  students  who  registered 
last  summer  were  military  connected  compared  with  33%  in 
1973  and  90%  in  years  prior  to  that. 

During  the  school  year  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each 
month  the  Guidance  Offices  in  the  junior  high  schools  as 
well  as  the  high  school  were  open  from  7:00  p.m.  to  9:00  p.m. 
On  these  nights  the  counselors  made  their  services  available 
to  those  parents  who  were  unable  to  come  to  school  during 
the  day.  In  addition  to  this  service  guidance  personnel  con- 
ducted three  other  programs:  one  to  acquaint  the  parents  of 
eighth  graders  with  the  high  school  curricula,  another  to 
familiarize  parents  of  seniors  and  juniors  with  the  procedures 
to  be  followed  in  applying  to  college  and  in  seeking  financial 
aid,  and  the  third  to  present  to  the  members  of  the  Central 
Scholarship  Committee  the  applications  and  statistical  data 
of  those  seniors  who  apply  for  financial  aid. 
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Last  fall  24  students  participated  in  the  Supplementary 
Program  at  Upper  Cape  Cod  Regional  Vocational  Technical 
High  School.  Three  afternoons  each  week,  from  2:30  to  5:00 
o'clock,  24  students  attended  classes.  Three  were  enrolled  in 
Auto  Body,  four  in  Auto  Mechanics,  three  in  Baking,  three  in 
Carpentry,  six  in  Cosmetology,  four  in  Nurse  Aide,  and  one 
in  Painting  and  Decorating. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  my  staff  for  their  assist- 
ance and  cooperation  during  the  past  year.  To  Mrs.  Koron- 
kiewicz,  our  secretary  who  doubles  as  a  para-professional,  I 
extend  the  appreciation  of  the  high  school  counselors  for  the 
loving  care  and  attention  which  she  gives  to  our  counselees. 

Finally  on  behalf  of  the  entire  guidance  staff,  I  should 
like  to  thank  the  Bourne  School  Committee,  Mr.  Brown,  Mr. 
Dunbury,  Mr.  Cook,  Mr.  Comings,  Mr.  Innis,  Mr.  Consoni,  and 
the  faculty  members  in  the  high  school  and  junior  high 
schools  for  their  support  and  cooperation. 

Annua!  Report  of  the  Principal  of  Bourne  High  School, 
William  A.  Cook 

For  the  first  time  since  I  have  been  principal,  the  student 
enrollment  has  been  relatively  stable  with  no  great  influx  of 
new  students  entering  in  September  and  no  large  numbers 
of  students  leaving  due  to  fluctuations  of  activities  at  Otis 
Air  Force  Base.  As  of  October  1  we  had  783  students  enrolled 
and  at  this  writing  in  early  December  we  have  781  students 
enrolled — a  stability  that  has  been  rare  in  recent  years. 

Two  pieces  of  legislation  at  the  State  level  have  had  and 
will  continue  to  have  an  impact  on  Bourne  High  School. 
Chapter  766,  which  deals  with  providing  services  for  all  stu- 
dents with  special  needs,  has  already  resulted  in  the  hiring 
of  an  additional  staff  member  and,  as  we  begin  to  become 
acquainted  with  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  law,  it  is  becom- 
ing increasingly  evident  that  a  much  larger  percentage  of 
our  students  will  be  affected  by  this  legislation  than  we  had 
originally  thought. 

Another  law  which  has  been  enacted  recently  is  Chapter 
622  which  deals  with  equal  rights  for  students  regardless  of 
sex,  race,  religion,  or  ethnic  background.  For  the  most  part 
I  feel  Bourne  High  School  abided  by  the  provisions  of  this 
Chapter  long  before  it  was  enacted.  However,  in  the  areas  of 
girls'  athletics,  industrial  arts,  and  home  economics,  we  have 
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made  some  adjustments  and  will  continue  to  do  so  until  all 
inequities  are  corrected. 

These  laws,  along  with  new  regulations  governing  the 
keeping  and  disclosure  of  information  in  students'  records, 
has  made  all  of  us  in  education  extremely  conscious  of  trying 
to  observe  the  intent  of  these  statutes.  Unfortunately,  most 
of  these  regulations  raise  as  many  questions  as  to  their  ap- 
plicability in  certain  cases  as  they  answer  questions  in  other 
cases.  Consequently  we  find  ourselves  more  frequently  than 
ever  seeking  legal  advice.  I  am  hopeful  that  in  the  end  all 
of  these  enactments  which  have  to  do  with  students'  rights 
will  accomplish  the  objective  of  equal  opportunity  for  all  of 
our  students. 

Our  concern  for  providing  good  programs  for  the  non- 
college  students  continues.  In  that  respect  we  have  added 
courses  in  small  engine  repair,  basic  electronics,  and  horti- 
culture to  provide  a  more  varied  curriculum  to  assist  these 
students  in  learning  more  about  occupations  related  to  these 
areas.  Our  guidance,  industrial  arts,  and  business  depart- 
ments are  currently  in  the  process  of  working  with  State 
Department  of  Education  personnel  trying  to  develop  occu- 
pational competency  programs. 

Our  interscholastic  athletic  and  physical  education  pro- 
grams have  received  a  big  "boost"  through  the  efforts  of  the 
School  Building  Needs  Committee  and  the  townspeople  who 
provided  us  with  four  tennis  courts  and  an  outdoor  track. 
These  facilities  along  with  the  availability  of  the  Gallo  Ice 
Arena  for  our  hockey  program  will  enable  more  of  our  stu- 
dents to  become  involved  in  constructive  extracurricular 
activities. 

One  of  the  major  tasks  facing  the  faculty  and  adminis- 
tration of  Bourne  High  School  this  year  is  preparing  for  the 
accreditation  of  our  school  by  the  New  England  Association 
of  Schools  and  Colleges.  This  evaluation,  which  takes  place 
every  ten  years,  is  preceded  by  a  thorough  self -evaluation 
involving  our  staff  working  to  update  programs  of  study  as 
well  as  serving  on  committees  which  carefully  rate  every  as- 
pect of  our  school.  This  process  is  not  only  necessary  to 
qualify  for  accreditation  but  certainly  desirable  as  it  does 
us  good  to  assess  our  programs,  facilities,  and  staff  with  the 
idea  of  seeking  to  strengthen  the  good  and  improve  upon  any 
weaknesses. 
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While  I  realize  that  in  these  times  of  economic  uncer- 
tainty and  rising  inflation  there  is  a  limit  to  the  amount  of 
money  available  for  major  capital  expenditures,  I  would  like 
to  point  out  that  we  need  to  do  something  as  soon  as  possible 
in  several  areas.  These  include  music,  physical  education, 
athletic  storage,  library,  and  auditorium  facilities. 

The  students  of  Bourne  High  School  continue  for  the 
most  part  to  be  productive  academically  as  well  as  in  develop- 
ing their  interests  in  a  wide  variety  of  extracurricular  activ- 
ities. For  those  students  who  feel  that  our  school  does  not 
have  a  relevant  program  and  for  those  who  for  one  reason 
or  another  persist  in  a  social  behavior,  we  try  to  develop  pro- 
grams and  promote  attitudinal  changes  that  will  make  our 
school  more  meaningful  for  them.  However,  this  is  a  most 
difficult  role  since  attitudes  developed  in  the  course  of  thir- 
teen years  prior  to  coming  to  Bourne  High  are  not  easily 
changed.  Often  it  may  seem  that  we  spend  a  disproportion- 
ate amount  of  time  working  with  the  disenchanted  student 
but  occasionally  the  results  make  it  worthwhile. 

Finally  I  want  to  thank  all  of  the  people  who  support 
our  school  in  carrying  out  our  many  programs  both  academic 
and  co-curricular.  Without  the  interest  of  these  individuals 
and  groups  our  effectiveness  would  be  greatly  diminished. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Kempton  J.  Coady 
Junior  High  School,  Frederick  H.  Comings. 

The  Kempton  J.  Coady  Junior  High  School  opened  on 
September  4,  1974  with  a  total  enrolment  of  285  students  in 
grades  seven  and  eight. 

Most  people  think  of  junior  high  school  as  a  mini-high 
school,  which  the  word  implies,  but  in  reality  it  is  not.  Jun- 
ior high  is  a  transitional  stride  from  little  boys  and  girls  to 
young  adolescents  and  young  adults. 

We  feel  that  the  implementation  of  the  curriculum  must 
start  with  the  individual  student.  The  curricula  that  works 
is  the  one  that  begins  with  the  student's  interest.  Because 
of  the  difficult  period  of  maturation  which  the  junior  high 
school  student  is  experiencing,  his  attention  is  focused  pri- 
marily on  himself.  Therefore,  to  guide  the  student  through 
these  trying  years  the  teacher  must  lay  the  ground  work  by 
helping  that  child  to  experience,  comprehend  and  retain  im- 
portant and  permanent  facts  that  control  his  environment. 
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The  entire  staff  at  the  Coady  Junior  High  is  committed  to  the 
philosophy  of  mastering  basic  skills  and  facts  necessary  to 
all  learning. 

The  main  thrust  at  the  junior  high  school  this  year  is 
the  teaching  and  re-teaching  of  basic  facts  and  fundamental 
concepts.  Our  immediate  objective  is  to  drill  in  every  class 
on  basic  skills.  All  classes  are  involved  with  the  teaching  of 
communication  skills,  such  as  reading,  writing,  spelling,  com- 
position, grammar  and  etc. 

Among  our  priorities  is  the  development  of  healthy  at- 
titudes in  all  of  our  students.  We  hope  to  achieve  this  goal 
by  creating  a  positive  climate  within  our  school.  We  all  real- 
ize that  any  social  change  is  slow  in  coming  about,  but  we 
feel  that  with  a  total  team  effort  by  the  school  and  the  com- 
munity, the  desired  change  will  be  forthcoming  for  a  fruitful 
society  for  our  young  people. 

The  school  cannot  be  all  things  to  all  students.  Educators 
are  not  psychotherapists  in  the  present  sense.  However,  the 
school  does  have  a  salutory  effect  on  the  emotional  well 
being  of  its  students. 

Every  school  should  provide  broad  experience  for  stu- 
dents who  will  not  go  to  college,  as  well  as  for  those  that  will. 
We  refer  here  to  working  with  people  in  the  community  de- 
veloping study  projects  in  fields  of  their  own  inquiries  and 
interests.  The  school  curiculum  has  an  increasing  need  to 
stretch  beyond  the  school  walls,  to  offer  a  different  kind  of 
learning  experience  to  supplement  the  academic  curriculum. 

The  exploration  of  Careers  and  Interest  Area  is  carried 
on  through  the  cooperative  effort  of  the  grade  eight  teachers 
and  the  guidance  department.  A  survey  was  conducted  of  the 
things  students  like  and  dislike  through  the  Kuder  General 
Interest  Survey  Test.  All  of  the  students  computed  their  own 
results  and  were  free  to  discuss  their  interests.  Lists  were 
prepared  of  hundreds  of  occupations,  from  which  each  stu- 
dent would  choose  fifteen  that  might  interest  him.  Every 
student  was  to  research  three  occupations.  Oral  reports  were 
given  on  their  favorite  choice. 

Among  the  outstanding  accomplishments  of  the  Kemp- 
ton  J.  Coady  Junior  High  School  this  school  year  is  the  con- 
solidation of  all  communication  skills  into  a  Language  Arts 
course  of  study.  This  past  summer  a  workshop  was  set  up  to 
develop  a  Language  Arts  curriculum.  There  were  four  teach- 
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ers  involved  and  they  composed  a  magnificent  study  guide 
for  all  Language  Arts  teachers  at  both  junior  high  schools. 

Physical  examinations  were  given  to  285  seventh  grade 
and  eighth  grade  boys  and  girls.  Twenty-five  of  these  stu- 
dents were  referred  and  went  to  their  family  doctors  for 
further  treatment. 

Vision  screening  tests  were  done  for  all  students  and 
nineteen  were  referred  for  more  complete  exams  and  treat- 
ment. Hearing  screening  tests  were  given  to  all  students 
and  twelve  were  referred  and  received  further  testing  and 
treatment.  Impairment  lists  were  made  and  distributed  to 
all  teachers  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Joselyn  Enos,  R.N. 

Our  curriculum  is  ever  changing  to  meet  the  needs  of  our 
students.  Some  of  the  changes  and  activities  are  worthy  of 
mention.  We  are  in  the  process  of  offering  Industrial  Arts 
and  Home  Economics  to  both  boys  and  girls.  Health  and  hy- 
giene lectures  have  been  included  in  our  physical  education 
classes  on  a  relative  basis,  which  in  turn  will  be  incorporated 
into  the  social  studies  and  science  course  of  study.  A  learning 
disabilities  class  for  needy  students  under  Chapter  766  has 
been  initiated.  Our  library  has  grown  to  a  fine  learning  cen- 
ter under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Kenneth  Hoffman.  A  team 
of  math  teachers  from  both  junior  highs  selected  a  new  math 
book  for  those  students  who  find  math  difficult.  Our  students 
continue  to  have  excellent  participation  in  all  inter-scholastic 
sports  and  intramural  after  school  activities. 

The  Coady  Junior  High  is  very  proud  of  its  assembly 
program.  We  strive  to  have  at  least  one  every  month  of  the 
school  year.  Outstanding  among  these  programs  was  the 
Atomic  Energy  demonstration  from  Wentworth  Institute, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Frank  Kochnowicz. 

A  fashion  show  was  produced  by  the  home  economics  de- 
partment under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Ann  Marie  Lane.  A 
Christmas  pageant  was  supervised  by  Miss  Noreen  Arnberg, 
Mr.  John  Cooper  and  Mr.  Steven  Hertling.  Our  last  assembly 
of  awards  and  certificates  was  directed  by  Mrs.  Margaret 
Whalen,  Miss  Mary  Houghton  and  Mr.  Alan  Moore.  The  Na- 
tional Honor  Society  inducted  some  30  new  members  at  the 
mid-winter  and  June  assemblies  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Robert  Nichols.  A  father  and  son  dinner  honoring  all  of  the 
football  players  from  Lyle  and  Coady  Junior  High,  and  a 
mother  and  daughter  dinner  honoring  the  girls'  basketball 
team  were  very  successful. 
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The  Coady  Junior  High  School  is  in  need  of  many  major 
repairs  and  renovations.  We  feel  that  we  are  hampered  in 
the  type  of  program  we  can  offer  our  students  due  to  the 
limited  facilities.  The  present  structure  has  a  shortage  of 
classroom  space,  inadequate  size  of  some  of  the  classrooms, 
undersize  of  our  cafeteria,  non-existent  outdoor  area  and  an 
inadequate  heating  system  to  handle  the  entire  building. 

I  would  like  to  thank  everyone  in  the  school  department 
and  the  community,  who  have  been  helpful  in  the  successful 
operation  of  our  school. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Frances  S.  Stowell 
School,  Donald  M.  Morrissey 

The  student  population  at  the  Frances  S.  Stowell  School 
contuines  to  be  comprised  of  children  from  the  villages  of 
Buzzards  Bay,  Bourne,  Gray  Gables  and  Monument  Beach 
north  of  Clay  Pond  Road. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Frances  S.  Stowell  School  suf- 
fered the  loss  of  one  of  its'  pupils,  Lynne  Butler  in  a  tragic 
accident.  Although  no  memorial  can  replace  Lynne,  the 
school  is  indebted  to  the  family  and  friends  of  Lynne  Butler 
for  a  Scoreboard  donated  to  the  school  in  Lynne's  memory. 

Next  to  parents,  the  classroom  teacher  may  be  the  great- 
est influence  in  a  child's  life.  Therefore,  the  teacher  must 
be  fully  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  a  positive  approach  in  all 
aspects  of  our  school  programs  will  help  towards  developing 
a  sense  of  well-being  among  our  student  population.  It  is  this 
positive  manner  that  is  the  directing  influence  in  teaching 
the  basic  skills  in  all  areas  at  the  Frances  S.  Stowell  School. 

Our  goals  have  been  established  ranging  from  such  ob- 
jectives as  the  development  of  the  three  "R's"  to  the  promo- 
tion of  self -direction  and  a  positive  self  image.  It  is  through 
the  teaching  of  the  "bread  and  butter  skills"  acquired  in  the 
areas  of  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  that  we  will  achieve 
our  objectives. 

Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Riley,  the  Reading  Team  Leader  and  Mrs. 
Brenda  Kutchings,  the  Math  Team  Leader  continue  to  pro- 
vide the  leadership  and  professionalism  necessary  for  the 
success  of  our  teaching  teams  in  their  respective  areas.  They 
fully  realize  that  individual  differences  exist  among  us  all 
and  that  if  our  educational  practices  are  to  be  effective,  they 
must  be  geared  to  these  individual  differences. 
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In  order  to  further  enhance  the  positive  qualities  of 
school  life  for  each  and  every  youngster,  the  school  conducts 
a  myriad  of  functions  to  reach  all  interests.  Field  trips  rel- 
evant to  our  curriculum  include  visits  to  the  Science  Museum 
in  Boston,  the  Aquarium,  Plimouth  Plantation  and  cultural 
events.  Assemblies,  noting  our  national  and  state  holidays 
as  well  as  those  germane  to  our  course  of  studies  such  as  the 
"Snakes  Alive"  program,  an  assembly  involving  Natural  His- 
tory presented  by  Mr.  Frank  Bush,  a  Drug  Program  presented 
by  the  Barnstable  County  Drug  Officers  Association  and  a 
Fire  Prevention  Program  presented  by  the  Bourne  Fire  Fight- 
ers contribute  to  the  overall  School  picture. 

The  library  at  the  School  continues  to  provide  the  neces- 
sary services  for  both  students  and  teachers.  Mrs.  Vesta  Bra- 
ley  and  Mrs.  Faith  Garland,  volunteer  aides,  have  enabled  us 
to  provide  maximum  use  of  our  library  facilities. 

Mr.  William  Sullivan,  Audio  Visual  Aids  Director,  pro- 
vides the  teachers  with  the  necessary  equipment  to  be  used 
in  the  classroom  by  both  student  and  teacher  and  has  es- 
tablished a  viable  free  film  program  covering  all  areas  of 
interest.  In  this  regard,  the  school  has  also  utilized  the  Class- 
room "21"  Television  Program  provided  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  through  the  educational  television  serv- 
ices of  Channel  2.  Classroom  "21"  has  allowed  the  school  to 
make  the  instructional  television  series  an  active  classroom 
experience.  We  can  talk  about  space  walks,  life  in  the  Jungle, 
life  below  the  Sea  or  living  in  other  Countries  but  television 
can  show  it  providing  the  visual  stimuli  which  helps  in  giving 
a  better  understanding  of  that  which  is  in  existence  today. 

Mr.  George  Tomlinson,  a  sixth  grade  teacher,  is  the 
director  of  our  Extra  Activity  Program  for  boys  and  girls 
which  has  been  expanded  for  the  girls  this  past  year  in  that 
they  are  now  involved  in  our  Saturday  morning  program. 

Activities  such  as  the  instrumental  band  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Karl  Dunakin,  string  band  under  Miss  Bonny 
Bearse,  and  Chorus  under  Mrs.  Myrna  O'Hara,  provide  the 
special  interests  for  those  qualified.  There  are  also  many 
other  factors  influencing  school  life  ranging  from  the  ex- 
perienced professional  staff  such  as  the  classroom  teachers 
and  Specialists  in  the  areas  of  Art,  Physical  Education,  Music, 
Speech,  Reading  and  Guidance,  to  the  secretarial,  custodial, 
and  maintenance  personnel  who  all  aspire  to  provide  a 
proper  atmosphere  for  the  learning  process  to  take  place. 
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The  future  at  our  school  will  see  an  affirmation  of  the 
learning  processes  via  the  basic  skills  and  a  reinforcement 
of  the  concept  of  learning  to  learn.  The  students  will  con- 
tinue to  participate  in  many  of  the  activities  indicated  and 
also  be  involved  in  their  annual  Mexican  Fiesta  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Selfridge  and  the  Educational 
Fair  conducted  at  the  school. 

As  Dr.  M.  Dale  Baughman  of  Indiana  State  University 
noted,  "The  potential  for  joy  and  exuberance  is  present  in 
every  youth  and  if  we  can  help  our  learners  to  find  joy  and 
have  fun  in  striving  for  personal  goals,  an  improved  school 
society  is  a  prospect."  The  Frances  S.  Stowell  School  is  striv- 
ing to  enhance  those  positive  qualities  inherent  in  all  our 
youth  and  to  achieve  a  sense  of  accomplishment  by  all  in- 
volved in  the  daily  life  of  the  classroom. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  James  F.  Peebles  School, 
George  E.  Rose 

When  Peebles  School  opened  in  September,  1974  we  had 
approximately  the  same  enrollment  as  September  1973.  There 
was  a  total  enrollment  of  537.  The  only  organizational 
change  was  the  housing  of  the  Elementary  Special  Needs 
Class  at  our  school  this  year.  There  are  7  students  in  this 
group. 

Over  the  years  parents  often  ask  what  is  new  and  what 
new  approaches  we  are  using.  Probably  the  thing  that  most 
parents  are  concerned  with  is  the  amount  of  electronic 
equipment  used  in  teaching  today.  The  use  of  tape  recorders, 
movie  and  slide  projectors,  overhead  projectors  and  various 
reading  machines  allows  us  to  individualize  and  diversify  our 
techniques  and  approaches. 

From  the  very  beginning  of  the  year  children  in  the  pri- 
mary grades,  even  First  Graders,  learn  to  use  the  tape  re- 
corder. This  allows  the  teacher  to  use  commercial  tapes  or 
tapes  that  she  has  prepared  ahead  for  lesson  reviews,  en- 
richment or  teaching  of  skills  such  as  listening  or  following 
directions.  It  also  gives  variety  to  the  student,  rather  than 
always  working  directly  with  a  teacher. 

The  Systems  80  machine  was  originally  purchased 
through  the  Title  I  program.  This  machine  synchronizes  a 
recorded  lesson  on  a  TV-like  screen.  The  child  makes  his 
selection  of  an  answer  and  gets  an  immediate  response.  The 
question  is  repeated  until  a  correct  response  is  given. 
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This  past  year  we  became  associated  with  the  Boston 
Public  Library  film  rental  service.  This  service  was  arranged 
by  Mr.  Kennedy  of  the  Bourne  Public  Library.  Through  this 
service  we  are  able  to  borrow  an  excellent  variety  of  films. 
These  films  are  used  by  all  grades  for  Science  and  Social 
Studies  and  as  enrichment  for  our  Language  Arts  program. 

Mr.  Kennedy  and  the  Home-Bound  Librarian,  Mrs.  Mor- 
rissey,  have  arranged  for  us  to  use  a  talking  book  machine 
as  reading  enrichment  and  training  for  Grade  I  students. 

These  are  some  of  the  machines  and  some  of  the  tech- 
niques used  in  teaching  your  children  at  Peebles.  Using 
Audio-Visual  equipment  is  not  new  in  education.  What  is 
new  is  the  manner  in  which  they  have  been  integrated  into 
the  total  teaching  program.  With  our  increased  knowledge 
of  how  children  learn  and  remember,  teachers  realize  that 
reinforcement  of  skills  is  essential  and  often  the  machine 
answers  the  need. 

The  school  cafeteria  is  still  hosting  the  Senior  Citizens 
three  days  per  week.  These  lunches  provide  good  balanced 
meals  for  those  who  might  otherwise  not  bother;  and  they 
also  provide  a  very  pleasant  social  outlet  for  all.  The  attend- 
ance is  generally  25  to  30  regularly,  with  attendance  as  high 
as  95  on  a  special  occasion. 

The  Postal  Department  has  presented  two  programs  to 
the  school  this  year.  The  first  was  a  film  strip  and  hand- 
out material  concerning  the  Postal  operation.  The  second 
was  to  help  explain  the  need  for  early  mailing  and  use  of 
zip  codes. 

During  the  year  the  Police  Department  has  conducted 
assembly  programs  on  bicycle  safety  and  explained  the  new 
bicycle  rules.  The  Fire  Department  has  had  programs  on 
fire  safety  and  has  demonstrated  the  fire  trucks  and  aerial 
ladder.  These  programs  were  not  only  informative,  but 
greatly  enjoyed  by  the  children. 

This  October,  the  Electric  Power  Company  sent  a  repre- 
sentative to  talk  to  the  Grade  III  sudents  on  use  of  electric 
power  in  the  home  and  proper  safety  measures  for  the  home. 
The  lady  who  presented  these  two  days  of  classroom  work- 
shops was  truly  outstanding. 

The  physical  plant  of  Peebles  School  has  had  an  exten- 
sive face  lift.  This  past  winter  the  roof  on  the  main  building 
was  reshingled.  The  loose  bricks  on  the  rear  wall  were  re- 
placed this  summer  and  the  wall  was  reinforced. 
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During  the  period  between  the  close  of  school  and  the 
beginning  of  summer  school,  extensive  work  was  done  by 
the  maintenance  department  to  replace  and  repair  loose  and 
worn  tiles  in  the  classroom  and  corridors.  During  this  time 
also  the  custodial  staff  was  able  to  paint  most  classrooms 
and  corridors.  Thus,  at  this  moment  the  physical  plant  of 
Peebles  School  is  in  very  good  condition. 

In  conclusion,  many  new  things  are  occurring  in  the 
classrooms,  and  educational  processes  continue  to  grow  and 
change  with  the  needs  of  today's  society.  Parents  are  more 
and  more  aware  of  school  programs  and  are  less  willing  to 
be  passive  spectators  to  the  education  of  their  children. 
They  want  to  be  involved  and  are  asking  for  our  leadership 
in  this  involvement.  All  of  which  augurs  well  for  education 
in  our  Town. 

Again  I  would  thank  all  of  the  non-teaching  staff:  sec- 
retaries, custodians,  maintenance  and  cafeteria  personnel 
for  their  support  this  year.  A  special  note  of  appreciation 
to  Mr.  Brown  and  his  office  for  their  assistance  and 
leadership. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Ella  F.  Hoxie  School, 
Don  Lonergan 

"Education  at  the  Ella  Hoxie  School  is  our  most  im- 
portant product." 

With  today's  skyrocketing  costs  in  all  areas,  the  public 
is  becoming  much  more  conscious  about  receiving  true 
value. 

We  at  the  Hoxie  School  are  equally  aware  of  our  obli- 
gations to  improve  our  offerings,  thereby  our  product.  We 
strive  constantly  to  do  this  by  making  educationally  sound 
changes  that  will  benefit  our  consumers,  the  children.  With 
this  in  mind  I  would  like  to  review  some  of  the  areas  of 
operation  at  our  school. 

Grades  kindergarten  through  six  opened  on  Wednesday, 
September  4th  with  an  enrolment  of  281.  The  Hoxie  School, 
an  eight  room  school  house,  is  currently  servicing  eleven 
classrooms.  In  order  to  facilitate  the  transition  from  home 
to  kindergarten,  a  new  procedure  was  initiated  this  year. 
The  parents  were  involved  in  attending  the  first  two  half 
day  sessions.  Mrs.  Mannion  discussed  our  goals  and  objec- 
tives. A  valuable  question  period  followed  her  presentation. 
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The  attendance  was  most  pleasing  and  many  important 
points  were  brought  up  by  the  parents.  The  general  response 
was  most  pleasing  and  positive. 

Our  sixth  grade  week-long  environmental  camping  ad- 
venture was  repeated  this  year.  Last  Spring,  our  present 
sixth  grade,  with  parent/school  guidance  organized  a  most 
successful  "Fair  Day"  at  which  time  cars  were  washed, 
goodies  sold  and  a  hugh  yard  sale  took  place.  As  well  as 
raising  funds  for  the  trip,  a  great  deal  of  school  spirit  was 
engendered. 

The  camping  experience  itself  contained  the  education- 
ally rich  field  of  woodland  and  wetland  projects  as  well  as 
social  development.  They  learned  the  characteristics  of  the 
different  trees  and  how  soil  is  made  from  moss,  animals  and 
plants.  Equally  interested  were  those  who  took  the  canoe 
trip  following  the  course  of  the  river,  observing  plant  and 
animal  life  as  well  as  an  occasional  dunking  in  the  river. 
They  were  also  able  to  observe  the  process  of  land  forms 
from  swamps  to  marshes  to  meadows  and  forests.  "Have  a 
Heart"  traps  were  also  set  and  a  few  small  animals  caught, 
observed,  marked  and  freed.  The  highlight  of  the  trip  was 
the  hike  up  Mt.  Kearsarge,  altitude  3000  feet.  Our  two  sixth 
grades  under  the  directions  of  Miss  Costello  and  Mr. 
Mahoney  had  a  most  educationally  and  socially  rich  week. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  Mr.  Brown  and  the  members 
of  the  Bourne  School  Committee  (some  of  whom  were  able 
to  meet  with  the  children  and  share  their  adventures  brief- 
ly) for  allowing  us  to  take  part  in  this  learning  experience. 

A  very  fine  afer  school  sports  program  is  carried  on  for 
40  to  50  boys  and  girls  each  week. 

Greater  individualization  of  our  spelling  program  is  be- 
ing carried  out  this  year.  All  classrooms  have  at  least  three 
major  spelling  groups  and  some  have  been  able  to  develop 
a  many  as  six.  This  sort  of  individualizing  or  patterning  the 
program  to  fit  the  child's  needs  can  only  be  of  benefit  to  the 
child. 

Another  program  that  we  are  most  pleased  with  is  taking 
place  in  the  first  grade  level.  Each  year  in  kindergarten  as 
the  year  progresses,  we  are  faced  with  the  question,  "Will 
certain  children  be  ready  to  go  on  to  a  full  day  more  for- 
malized first  grade  program?"  We,  as  adults,  are  quick  to 
realize  that  all  children  develop  at  different  stages  physical- 
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ly  but  we  are  not  so  quick  to  apply  this  same  principle  to 
the  intellectual  or  mental  development  of  our  children.  The 
major  emphasis  in  our  kindergarten  program  is  on  "Readi- 
ness"; readiness  in  all  areas — physical,  emotional  and  aca- 
demic. This  then  becomes  the  major  task,  getting  each 
child  ready  in  all  of  the  readiness  areas.  The  age  and  sex 
of  the  child  are  two  other  very  important  factors  in  this 
readiness  program.  Many  of  these  children  test  and  show 
that  they  have  good  potential  but  just  need  time  to  develop 
in  these  basic  areas.  All  youngsters  are  not  able  to  complete 
this  readiness  in  kindergarten.  We  are  most  fortunate  this 
year  to  be  able  to  set  up  one  first  grade  that  has  an  ex- 
tremely heavily  emphasized  Readiness  program.  The  basic 
program  places  much  stress  on  academic  readiness  in  the 
morning  session.  The  afternoon  is  spent  in  the  area  of 
motor  development,  (large  and  small  muscles)  an  integral 
part  of  future  academic  progress. 

A  special  "Open  House"  was  held  early  in  October  at 
which  time  Mrs.  Rollins  explained  to  parents  the  readiness 
program  that  the  children  would  be  exposed  to.  Those  par- 
ents in  attendance  felt  it  was  an  excellent  opportunity  for 
their  child  to  get  the  proper  foundation  for  later  learning. 

We  held  our  annual  "Open  House"  on  November  4th.  It 
was  most  successful.  A  very  special  guest,  Miss  Ella  Hoxie, 
was  present  and  reminisced  with  many  of  her  former 
students. 

As  the  children  pass  throughout  our  clean,  well  polished 
premises  (thanks  to  Mr.  Walker)  they  frequently  stop,  raise 
their  noses  into  the  air  to  detect  many  delightful  aromas 
coming  from  the  kitchen.  Mrs.  Valentini  and  her  staff  con- 
tinue to  delight  the  taste  buds  of  both  young  and  old.  Ap- 
proximately 160  children  partake  of  these  tasty  morsels  daily, 
as  well  as  20  to  30  of  our  more  elderly  patrons.  Our  senior 
citizens  join  us  three  days  a  week  and  bring  friendliness  and 
warmth  to  the  premises. 

The  child's  exposure  to  many  forms  of  learning  helps  to 
develop  the  whole  child  and  we  feel  this  is  a  vital  part  of 
overall  growth  and  development. 

In  closing,  we  offer  you  this  recipe  from  the  kitchen  of 
the  Hoxie  School:

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  Lyle  Junior  High  School, 
Paul  F.  funis 

Lyle  Junior  High  School  opened  in  September  with  a 
student  body  consisting  of  youngsters  from  Cataumet,  Pocas- 
set,  Monument  Beach,  Otis  and  Mashpee.  Our  enrollment 
consisted  of  146  students  in  grade  7  and  146  students  in  grade 
8  for  a  total  of  292. 

The  school  was  constructed  to  house  approximately  310 
youngsters.  Present  enrollment,  therefore,  is  near  capacity, 
but  overcrowding  is  not  a  problem.  Compared  to  schools  in 
other  communities,  Lyle  is  a  relatively  small  junior  high:  this 
gives  the  faculty  and  staff  the  distinct  and  significant  ad- 
vantage of  getting  to  know  each  and  every  youngster  in  a 
manner  that  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible  in  larger  schools. 
Each  youngster  is  regarded  as  an  individual;  personal  needs 
are  acknowledged,  talents  and  interests  fostered. 

After  two  years  of  uncertainty  regarding  base  housing 
and  student  population  at  Otis  Air  Force  Base,  a  degree  of 
stability  has  been  reached.  How  long  this  stability  will  last 
is  unknown,  but  it  is  certainly  a  welcome  change,  and  one 
that  has  permitted  us  to  devote  much  more  time  and  energy 
to  the  immediate  work  at  hand,  which  is  to  constantly  strive 
to  improve  the  quality  of  instruction  in  the  classroom,  and  to 
satisfy  the  important  immediate  and  future  needs  of  students 
in  academic  and  social  areas. 

During  the  past  year,  considerable  time  was  spent  exam- 
ining our  school  program  with  these  needs  in  mind.  Studies 
were  conducted  in  areas  of  the  school  program  by  staff  and 
administration.  Recommendations  were  made  and  changes 
implemented. 

In  the  area  of  curriculum,  there  exists  a  system  wide  re- 
newed commitment  on  the  part  of  teachers  to  emphasize  such 
skills  as  grammar,  composition,  handwriting,  spelling,  ere- 
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ative  writing,  oral  expression,  and  reading.  This  is  noteworthy 
because  it  is  not  simply  something  that  is  being  stated,  it  is 
being  done.  Emphasis  in  developing  and  strengthening  these 
skills  is  not  found  simply  in  the  subject  of  English,  but  in  all 
subject  areas.  This  certainly  is  a  primary  responsibility  in 
education,  and  accountability  in  these  areas  demonstrates 
that  the  school  and  school  system  are  not  fostering  a  vague- 
ness that  indicates  it  does  not  worry  about  what  happens  to 
the  individual  student. 

It  is  the  intent  of  our  course  of  studies  to  maintain  the 
emphasis  on  the  basics  of  learning.  Language  arts,  mathe- 
matics, history,  social  studies,  and  science  continue  as  the 
heart  of  the  school  program.  Conversational  French  and 
Spanish,  physical  education,  music,  art,  home  economics,  and 
industrial  arts  contribute  and  enrich  the  program  by  develop- 
ing special  skills,  occupational  outlooks,  and  providing  for 
individual  achievement. 

In  addition  to  the  subject  areas,  the  school  acknowledges 
the  need  and  provides  for  enrichment  activities.  School  as- 
semblies, field  trips,  dances,  reading  for  enjoyment,  a  library 
program,  vocal  and  instrumental  music,  intramural  and  in- 
terseholastic  sports  activities  for  boys  and  girls  are  among 
the  activities  that  not  only  provide  enrichment  and  assist  in 
developing  skills,  but  also  do  much  to  strengthen  positive  at- 
titudes and  guide  students  in  worthwhile  social  relationships. 

Consideration  is  given  and  provisions  made  to  accom- 
modate youngsters  that  find  themselves  in  need  of  a  service 
in  a  specialized  area.  A  guidance  counsellor  is  available  on  a 
full  time  basis.  In  addition,  services  are  provided  by  a  special 
needs  teachers,  adjustment  counsellor,  school  psychologist, 
and  speech  therapist. 

Counseling  and  testing  are  the  primary  functions  of  the 
guidance  department.  Standard  aptitude  and  achievement 
tests  are  administered  during  the  school  year.  The  aptitude 
tests  reveal  the  capability  and  potential  of  each  youngster; 
the  achievement  test  measures  the  actual  performance  of 
each  youngster.  These  tests  are  extremely  helpful  as  diagnos- 
tic devices  to  teachers  and  assist  in  determining  the  level  of 
instruction  that  would  best  suit  the  individual. 

For  the  past  few  years  students  at  Lyle  have  volunteered 
their  services  to  teachers  of  the  lower  grades  in  base  schools. 
This  arrangement  has  always  been  successful  with  both  the 
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young  teacher  aides  and  the  students  in  the  lower  grades 
benefiting  from  the  relationship.  This  year  a  group  of  our 
eighth  grade  girls  volunteered  to  assist  the  many  needs  of  a 
class  of  physically  handicapped  youngsters  in  the  Memorial 
School.  Their  serious  commitment  and  devotion  to  this  task 
is  indeed  noteworthy  and  applaudable. 

Changes  have  and  will  continue  to  take  place  within  the 
field  of  education:  however,  the  degree  of  success  a  school 
achieves  is  still  based  upon  the  positive  relationship  between 
parents,  teachers,  and  students.  The  correlation  between  par- 
ental interest,  cooperation,  and  support,  and  the  steady  de- 
velopment of  a  youngster's  social  and  academic  growth  is 
significant. 

Lyle  Junior  High  has  a  willing,  energetic  and  enthusi- 
astic faculty  that  actively  encourages  this  relationship,  and 
hopes  that  it  continues. 

In  addition  to  our  faculty,  we  are  most  fortunate  to  have 
an  outstanding  secretarial,  custodial,  and  cafeteria  staff. 
Their  contributions  to  the  overall  functioning  of  the  school 
are  significant  and  appreciated. 

My  sincere  gratitude  to  the  faculty  and  administration 
for  their  continued  cooperation  and  support  in  our  efforts 
to  make  this  a  rewarding  year  for  the  youngsters  at  Lyle 
Junior  High  School. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  Edward  C.  Stone  School, 
Charles  Lindberg 

The  Edward  C.  Stone  School  began  the  1974-75  school 
year  with  an  enrollment  of  three  hundred  and  five  students 
in  two  third  grades,  two  fourth  grades,  four  fifth  grades,  four 
sixth  grades,  and  one  intermediate  special  education  class. 
Late  enrollments  caused  overloaded  fifth  grade  classrooms 
and  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  a  new  fifth  grade  class- 
room. 

The  coordinated  teaching  program,  the  core  of  this 
school's  attempts  to  meet  the  needs  of  individual  students, 
is  functioning  well  under  the  direction  of  the  reading  and 
arithmetic  team  leaders.  For  the  first  time  the  California 
Achievement  Tests  were  administered  early  in  September,  so 
that  the  diagnostic  application  of  the  test  results  would 
assist  the  educational  planning  of  our  curriculum  needs.  The 
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benefits  of  testing  at  this  time  of  year  appear  to  be  greater 
than  the  end  of  the  year  testing  of  years  gone  by. 

The  initial  California  Tests  were  administered  in  the 
school  year  1973-74,  and  the  results  of  these  tests  were  shared 
with  interested  parents,  via  conferences  scheduled  with  this 
principal.  Each  conference  lasted  from  thirty  to  forty-five 
minutes,  as  a  thorough  examination  of,  and  interpretation 
of  these  results  were  shared  with  each  parent.  Over  25%  of 
the  school's  parents  took  the  opportunity  to  evaluate  these 
scores. 

At  the  annual  American  Education  Week  Open-House, 
November  6,  1974,  parents  were  invited  to  again  share  the 
results  of  the  September  Test  scores.  Many  parents  have 
availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity  and  we  offer  the  in- 
vitation to  all  who  have  not. 

The  parents  of  the  Stone  School  students  have  been  very 
involved  in  establishing  a  Home  and  School  Organization 
which  in  the  Spring  of  1974  planned  and  produced  a  Fun  Fair, 
held  at  this  School  on  Saturday,  June  1.  This  event  was  very 
well  attended,  raised  funds  for  all  schools  on  base,  and  pro- 
vided an  opportunity  for  everyone  to  get  to  know  each  other. 

This  event  led  to  a  series  of  Home  and  School  Meetings 
held  in  the  Fall  of  this  year.  A  September  organizational 
meeting  led  to  plans  for  Open  House,  and  a  third  meeting 
held  on  December  4.  While  Parental  attendance  has  not  met 
the  levels  anticipated,  we  are  committed  to  keeping  these 
sessions  alive.  Future  meetings  are  tentatively  scheduled  for 
the  Winter  and  Spring  months. 

The  usual  extra  curricula  activities  have  been  expanded, 
to  include  dramatics  and,  in  January,  ceramics.  The  en- 
thusiasm of  our  students  for  these  programs  is  evidenced 
by  the  large  numbers  of  participants.  This  entire  program 
is  geared  to  maximum  participation,  and  such  events  as  a 
year-long  ping  pong  tournament  culminate  in  an  awards 
assembly  in  June.  Special  awards  are  presented  by  our 
school's  student  council.  These  awards  are  based  on  sports- 
manship for  boys  and  girls,  and  special  awards  for  overall 
citizenship — academics.  The  annual  Junior  Olympics  pro- 
gram produces  hundreds  of  winners  of  medals  and  ribbons 
as  well  as  class  level  trophies.  The  overall  effect  of  these 
programs  is  incalcuable  in  developing  mutual  respect  and 
school  spirit. 
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Parents  have  once  again  volunteered  their  help  in  set- 
ting up  our  school  library  and  offering  services  in  classroom 
and  extra  curricula  activities.  We  are  most  grateful  for  their 
assistance,  support,  and  friendship. 

It  must  be  mentioned  that  Mr.  Poulis,  Base  Librarian, 
has  been  most  cooperative  in  allowing  us  the  use  of  his 
library,  and  by  providing  classes  in  library  science  to  our  fifth 
and  sixth  grades. 

These  classes  walk  a  short  distance  to  and  from  the  base 
library,  and  make  good  use  of  the  expanded  facilities  the 
base  library  offers.  We  thank  him  for  his  professional  ap- 
proach and  his  concern  for  our  library  programs. 

The  new  state  law,  Chapter  766,  has  touched  our  school 
and  the  integration  of  a  student  in  the  C-P  class  of  the  Otis 
Memorial  School,  into  our  regular  math  and  science  classes, 
has  been  a  rewarding  learning  experience  for  all  involved. 
We  are  deeply  indebted  to  the  teacher  of  this  class,  Mrs. 
Laurel  Brown,  and  to  Mr.  Robert  Stark,  her  colleague,  for 
allowing  us  the  privilege  of  working  with  this  worthwhile 
program. 

In-service  programs  have  continued  to  provide  our 
teachers  with  the  opportunity  to  share  techniques,  methods, 
and  materials,  as  well  as  the  opportunity  to  discuss  problems 
within  the  curriculum.  Many  innovations  and  new  ideas  are 
developed  through  their  participation  in  these  programs.  The 
concept  of  a  supplementary  learning  center  is  one  such  idea 
which  arose  out  of  this  program,  and  which  is  the  ultimate 
goal  of  this  years  in-service  sessions  in  this  building.  The 
room  is  set  and  materials  are  being  selected  by  all  teachers. 
Methods,  scheduling,  and  supervision  of  the  day-to-day  oper- 
ation are  the  subject  of  concern.  It  is  our  hope  to  develop  a 
sound,  well  organized  program  for  use,  by  the  end  of  this 
school  year. 

The  Special  Services  Department  has  provided  varied 
and  valuable  assistance  to  our  teachers,  students,  and  their 
parents  and  we  are  very  thankful  for  their  continued  inter- 
est in  our  special  needs. 

The  Reading  Department,  and  especially  our  new  reading 
specialist,  Mrs.  Jean  Gard,  have  provided  support  and  direc- 
tion. We  look  forward  to  additional  stimulation  through  our 
systems  involvement  in  the  National  Right  to  Read  Program. 
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Our  thanks  goes  to  Miss  Eleanor  Priestley  for  her  assist- 
ance in  the  curriculum  field,  for  the  support  of  the  general 
school  staff:  Mr.  Brown  for  his  leadership  and  assistance, 
Mr.  Dunbury  for  his  special  help,  Mr.  Consoni,  Mrs.  Lay,  Mrs.

Annual  Report  for  the  Otis  Memorial  School, 

Frederick  J.  Dunbury,  Asst.  Superintendent  of  Schools 

At  the  present  time  Otis  Memorial  Elementary  School  is 
housing  two  first  grades,  two  second  grades  and  three  kinder- 
garten classes  of  two  sessions  each.  A  collaborative  program 
of  nine  multi-handicapped  children  from  Bourne,  Wareham, 
Barnstable,  Falmouth  and  Dennis-Yarmouth  is  also  located 
in  the  academic  wing  of  this  school. 

All  the  classrooms  in  this  building  are  self-contained. 
Teachers  provide  for  existing  differences  in  children's  cap- 
abilities by  adapting  the  curriculum  to  each  individual  child's 
instructional  level. 

A  Parent-Teacher  Evening  was  held  prior  to  the  annual 
open  house  night.  The  main  purpose  of  this  evening  was  to 
inform  parents  of  how  their  child  spends  his  day  in  school. 
After  a  short,  general  meeting  in  the  cafetorium,  the  parents 
went  to  their  child's  classroom  and  spent  the  remainder  of 
the  evening  listening  to  the  teacher  describe  what  their  child 
has  been  doing  since  the  first  day  of  school,  the  materials 
being  used  in  the  classroom  and  what  would  be  accomplished 
in  the  weeks  to  come.  A  large  percentage  of  parents  were  in 
attendance  and  from  all  indications  it  was  an  informative 
evening. 

The  annual  open  house  held  during  Education  Week  fol- 
lowed much  the  same  format  as  in  past  years.  Parents  visit 
the  school  and  spend  time  talking  with  their  child's  teacher. 
A  folder  of  the  pupil's  work  was  available  for  parents  to  see. 
This  sample  of  work  reflects  the  progress  their  child  has 
made  since  the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  If  parents  felt 
that  additional  time  was  necessary  to  discuss  their  child's 
progress,  a  conference  was  arranged  that  evening.  As  always, 
this  evening  was  well  attended. 

It  is  my  intention  to  continue  the  parent  evening  pro- 
gram with  three  more  meetings.  These  would  deal  with  the 
supportive  services  available  in  the  building,  a  more  in-depth 
explanation  of  the  reading  process,  and  an  interpretation  of 
our  grading  and  testing  systems. 
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At  the  primary  level,  school  and  parent  communications 
are  generally  strong  and  consistent.  However,  there  still  is  a 
need  for  strengthening  these  segments  of  the  school  com- 
munity. There  are  the  military  personnel  on  the  base,  kin- 
dergarten children  from  the  town  and  children  from  the 
Sagamore  area  in  the  first  and  second  grades. 

The  addition  of  a  class  for  handicapped  children  to  our 
school  has  proven  most  successful.  Several  of  these  children 
are  integrated  into  our  kindergartens,  a  first  grade  room  and 
third  grade  class  at  the  Stone  School.  A  six  year  old  girl  that 
attends  the  hearing  impaired  class  in  Duxbury  now  attends 
the  afternoon  kindergarten  session  in  Mrs.  Manning's  room. 

With  the  implementation  of  Chapter  766  becoming  effec- 
tive this  past  September,  the  thought  of  integrating  handi- 
capped children  in  regular  classrooms  caused  great  concern 
to  many  teachers.  The  success  we  have  experienced  in  this 
has  proven  that  it  can  be  achieved  successfully  through  a 
cooperative  approach  and  with  an  objective  attitude  on  the 
part  of  those  involved. 

This  by  no  means  implies  that  it  is  an  easy  task,  but  it  is 
one  that  can  be  accomplished  if  the  proper  preparation  and 
support  are  available. 

The  programs  in  effect  this  year  continue  to  emphasize 
basic  skills.  This  is  true  not  only  in  reading,  but  in  math  and 
language  arts  with  particular  emphasis  on  manuscript  and 
cursive  writing.  Although  most  children  at  this  level  are  just 
beginning  to  grasp  and  understand  communication  skills,  it 
is  at  this  level  that  the  basic  foundation  for  future  use  of 
these  skills  begins. 

In  the  past  few  months  meetings  between  the  kinder- 
garten and  first  grade  teachers  have  taken  place  with  the 
intent  of  developing  an  improved  program  allowing  for  a 
more  positive  transition  between  these  levels.  Meetings  on 
this  subject  will  continue  throughout  the  remainder  of  this 
school  year.  Hopefully,  the  end  product  will  be  a  program 
that  will  more  positively  identify  children's  readiness  needs 
and  provide  the  teacher  with  the  materials  and  techniques 
to  meet  these  needs.  Not  all  children  will  leave  the  kinder- 
garten to  enter  first  grade  with  an  equal  accumulation  of 
skills  to  cope  with  the  first  grade  program.  This  will  require 
further  adjustment  on  the  first  grade  teacher's  part  in  order 
to  continue  the  development  of  each  child's  skills  at  a  rate 
his  capabilities  allow. 
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I  am  most  appreciative  of  those  parents  that  support  our 
school  and  our  programs;  those  that  have  volunteered  to 
help  out  in  the  class  of  handicapped  children  and  those  that 
have  donated  materially  in  order  that  the  class  could  best 
serve  the  interests  of  the  children. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  Athletics, 
Phillip  A.  Norton 

Nineteen  Seventy  Four  was  a  successful  year  for  the  pro- 
gram in  the  Athletic  Department  of  the  Bourne  Schools. 

The  winter  season  saw  the  high  school  hockey  team  win- 
ning seven  and  losing  eight.  Fifty-seven  boys  skated  in  the 
hockey  program.  The  girls'  basketball  team  won  the  South- 
eastern Mass.  Division  I  Championship  and  advanced  to  the 
quarter  finals  of  the  State  Championship  while  compiling  a 
15  and  4  record.  The  boys'  team  won  11  and  lost  9.  A  total 
of  81  boys  and  girls  played  on  the  basketball  teams. 

The  spring  season  brought  a  revitalization  to  the  track 
program  as  42  boys  and  girls  turned  out.  The  girls'  Softball 
team  finished  in  second  place  in  the  Southeastern  Mass.  Con- 
ference and  qualified  for  the  State  Tourney.  Twenty-six  girls 
played  and  their  record  was  a  commendable  11  and  4.  The 
boys'  baseball  team  won  their  league  championship  and  ad- 
vanced to  the  Semi  Finals  of  the  State  Tourney  while  com- 
piling an  18  and  4  record.  A  total  of  31  boys  played  baseball 
at  the  high  school. 

The  golf  team's  fortunes  also  took  a  turn  for  the  better 
when  the  team  played  to  an  11-10  record  while  having  many 
underclassmen  on  the  14  man  squad. 

In  the  fall  the  football  team's  record  was  2-6-2  while  the 
field  hockey  team's  count  was  3-5-2.  Sixty-three  boys  played 
football  and  30  girls  were  on  the  hockey  squad. 

The  interscholastic  programs  at  the  junior  highs  were 
also  successful  throughout  the  year.  The  schools  and  their 
records  were: 
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The  intramural  programs  operated  at  a  high  level  of  par- 
ticipation in  the  elementary  and  junior  high  schools.  Most 
schools  operated  intramurals  four  times  per  week  and  in- 
clude a  wide  variety  of  activities.  Flag  football,  soccer,  street 
hockey,  basketball,  volleyball  and  softball  were  carryovers 
from  previous  years.  Paddle  tennis,  ping  pong,  golf,  tennis, 
wrestling,  gymnastics,  free  exercise  and  swimming  were  new 
activities  added  to  the  program  and  they  were  well  received 
by  the  students.  The  swimming  program  was  open  to  fifth 
and  sixth  grade  students  on  an  optional  basis  and  the  par- 
ticipation level  was  98%  of  all  fifth  and  sixth  graders. 

Some  special  events  were  also  offered  to  students.  In 
basketball — foul  shooting,  one-on-one,  and  two-on-two  con- 
tests were  held  at  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools  with 
divisions  for  boys  and  girls.  Several  students  were  sponsored 
in  a  high  school  sailing  regatta  and  outsailed  the  rest  of 
the  fleet.  The  Athletic  Department  has  sponsored  a  skating 
party  which  drew  130  students.  A  drama  group  also  meets 
every  week  to  study  theatre  and  theatre  appreciation. 

Present  plans  call  for  fishing  instructions,  intramural 
hockey,  track  and  field  days,  chess  tournaments  and  other 
recreational  activities  to  be  added  to  the  program. 

During  the  past  year  three  new  facilities  were  built  in 
the  Town  of  Bourne  which  should  have  a  beneficial  impact 
on  the  athletic  programs  in  the  Bourne  Schools.  The  Bourne 
Recreation  Authority  built  a  new  ice  skating  rink  which  will 
serve  as  the  home  rink  for  our  high  school  hockey  team. 
This  new  arena  now  affords  the  hockey  team  the  opportunity 
to  get  an  adequate  amount  of  practice  time.  I  will  also  pro- 
vide many  townspeople  their  first  opportuunity  to  watch  a 
high  school  hockey  game  played  in  the  Town  of  Bourne.  The 
School  Department  has  added  the  other  two  new  facilities. 
They  are  a  new  running  track  and  a  set  of  four  tennis  courts. 
The  running  track  is  a  quarter  mile  track  of  a  composition 
all  weather  surface  known  as  resilite.  The  track  is  located 
around  the  football  field  in  a  very  attractive  setting  with 
the  natural  bowl  and  woods  surrounding  it.  For  the  first 
time  in  Bourne  track  history,  the  team  will  be  able  to  prac- 
tice on  a  surface  other  than  grass  and  will  be  able  to  hold 
home  meets  which  should  bolster  the  program.  The  new  ten- 
nis courts  located  between  the  high  school  and  the  Peebles 
school  will  enable  us  to  have  our  first  tennis  teams  for  boys 
and  girls.  These  courts  are  located  close  to  parking  areas  so 
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that  the.  citizens  of  Bourne  can  easily  have  access  to  them 
when  they  are  not  being  used  by  a  school  program.  We  hope 
that  the  townspeople  will  take  advantage  of  all  of  these 
new  facilities. 

It  is  with  an  air  of  optimism  that  we  in  the  Athletic 
Department  close  the  year  of  '74  and  look  ahead  to  '75. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  Art,  Jerry  M.  Lyon 

The  Art  Department  completed  a  successful  school  year 
in  June  of  1974.  The  Annual  Spring  Art  Show  was  blessed 
with  good  weather,  but  poor  crowds.  In  the  spring  of  1975,  the 
elementary  schools  will  each  stage  their  own  Spring  Art  Ex- 
hibit in  the  individual  schools  combined  at  times  with  other 
work  and/or  music.  The  usual  spring  show  in  the  high  school 
gymnasium  in  1975  will  cover  only  grades  8  through  12.  Sen- 
iors who  received  awards  to  go  on  with  Art  included  Gregg 
Coppollo  who  won  a  prize  from  the  Bourne-Wareham  Art 
Association,  Carroll  Ray  who  won  both  the  Harry  A.  Walker 
and  M.  Irene  Walker  Trust  and  the  Sandwich  Arts  &  Crafts 
Association  Award.  Brian  MacCormack  who  is  attending 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  University  won  the  Onet  Bay 
Art  Gallery  Award.  Gregg  Coppollo  is  attending  the  New 
England  School  of  Art,  while  Carroll  Ray  is  going  to  the 
Swain  School  of  Design  in  New  Bedfrod.  The  students  also 
participated  in  the  Boston  Globe  Scholastic  Exhibit  in  Febru- 
ary. Lynn  Ciolkowski's  papier-mache  sculpture  won  both  a 
gold  medal  and  a  blue  key.  The  Marion  Art  Show  was  en- 
tered in  May  by  seniors. 

The  CCATA  Zodiac  calendars  had  designs  from  Debbie 
Smith  and  Arne  Palo,  both  seniors,  and  Melanie  Cabell  a  6th 
grader  at  Stowell. 

A  full  time  art  instructor  is  now  at  each  Junior  High 
School  which  allows  greater  flexibility  for  scheduling  in  these 
schools.  Water  is  now  available  in  the  Coady  Junior  High 
School  art  room  and  kilns  are  available  at  both  junior  high 
schools.  These  additions  give  the  two  junior  high  schools 
complete  major  basic  facilities  for  Arts  and  Crafts.  The  im- 
provement on  this  level  was  noted  this  last  fall  when  some 
outstanding  freshmen  enrolled  in  the  Art,  Crafts,  and  Sculp- 
ture classes  at  the  high  school. 

The  two  art  supervisors  at  the  elementary  level  meet 
with  every  class  once  a  week.  These  classes  also  have  follow- 
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up  lessons  taught  by  the  classroom  teachers  who  do  an  ex- 
cellent job  on  these  art  lessons. 

The  Art  Department  wishes  to  thank  the  maintenance 
and  custodial  staffs  for  their  help  throughout  the  school  year. 
Thanks  also  to  Mr.  Bachand  and  the  Physical  Education  De- 
partment who  gave  up  their  gymnasium  for  two  days  for  the 
Art  Exhibition  in  the  spring.  Mr.  Frazier  held  a  "Pops  Con- 
cert" on  the  Friday  evening  of  the  Art  Exhibition  with  a  long 
intermission  for  art  viewing.  This  proved  quite  successful. 

The  high  school  art  department's  growth  has  tended  to 
stabilize  during  the  last  several  years.  In  view  of  this  fact, 
the  following  information  in  regard  to  the  high  school's  art 
curriculum  is  presented  at  this  time. 

The  craft  classes  are  taught  by  three  instructors  who 
change  classes  and  rooms,  usually  every  marking  period.  The 
students  profit  from  the  various  strengths  in  the  faculty  be- 
cause of  this  team  teaching  approach.  These  crafts  classes 
have  proven  to  be  the  most  popular  classes  offered  by  the 
Art  Department.  The  layout  for  the  first  year  Crafts  I  and 
the  advanced  class  in  Crafts  II  is  similar  in  that  the  fol- 
lowing crafts  are  each  pursued  for  one  nine  week  marking 
period. 

1.  Ceramics,  where  clay  pots  are  produced  by  coil  slab,  and 
throwing  on  the  potter's  wheel,  other  shapes  including  tiles 
and  sculpture  are  included.  The  glazes  used  are  mixed  in  the 
classroom  from  the  raw  ingredients. 

2.  Jewelry  includes  pins,  bracelets,  earrings,  etc.,  made 
from  aluminum,  copper,  and  silver.  The  rings  that  are  made 
often  have  stones  set  in  them.  The  use  of  polished  clam 
shells  "Wampum"  is  encouraged  as  it  is  so  much  a  part  of 
the  local  ecology. 

3.  Leather  and  Enameling.  Leather  belts  are  usually  made 
by  every  student,  small  coin  purses,  bags,  key  cases  and 
purses  are  also  made.  The  enameling  is  confined  to  a  few 
pieces  made  on  precut  copper  shapes,  and  is  also  pursued  in 
Crafts  II  jewelry. 

4.  Fabrics.  This  course  was  heavy  on  macrame  last  year, 
but  more  emphasis  is  being  put  on  stitchery  and  batik  this 
year.  The  advanced  classes  will  also  explore  printing  on 
fabrics  by  relief,  stencil,  and  silk  screen. 

The  students  pay  a  fee  to  cover  the  major  items  like 
silver,  leather,  cord,  cloth,  etc.  Each  quarter  stands  by  itself 
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with  the  student  receiving  y4  credit  for  each  one  successfully 
completed. 

The  sculpture  class  this  year  numbers  two  sections.  They 
both  work  in  bas-relief  and  sculpture  in  the  round.  The 
materials  used  include  clay,  plaster,  papier  mache,  cardboard, 
wood,  metal,  with  some  mosiacs  and  stained  glass. 

The  three  sections  of  Photography,  which  was  started  in 
September,  1973  are  rounding  into  shape.  The  work  includes 
pin-hole  camera,  photograms,  camera  work  with  the  various 
sizes  and  types  of  cameras,  printing  and  enlarging.  A  hard 
back  vinyl  covered  photo  album  is  made  for  storage  and  dis- 
play of  the  prints. 

The  four  sequential  art  classes  all  cover  to  some  degree 
the  following  broad  categories:  gesture  drawing,  figure  draw- 
ing, rendering  of  three  dimensional  form,  portraits  in  various 
media,  basic  design  problems  which  feature  the  various  art 
elements,  color  theory,  and  lettering  in  a  great  variety  of 
styles.  The  various  graphic  print  methods  of  relief  block, 
silk  screen  and  stencil,  intaglio  and  lithographs  are  all  pur- 
sued in  the  Art  II  classes.  Pastels,  water  colors  and  ink  are 
used  at  every  level,  while  acrylics  and  oil  painting  are  used 
with  the  more  advanced  classes.  Some  art  history  is  intro- 
duced at  each  level  but  the  emphasis  is  on  studio  work.  Per- 
pective  drawing  is  done  on  the  Art  I  level  and  reviewed  in 
one  form  or  another  at  every  subsequent  level. 

The  Art  Department  helps  the  students,  who  wish  to  go 
on  with  post  graduate  schooling  in  art,  to  prepare  and  photo- 
graph their  portfolios. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  Physical  Education, 
Lucien  Bachand 

There  is  no  such  thing  as  a  routine  year  when  you  are 
thoroughly  involved  in  teaching  young  people — new  ideas 
and  better  ways  of  reaching  desired  goals  keep  popping  up. 
Imaginative  ideas  such  as  an  elective  program  at  the  high 
school  level  and  different  means  of  teaching  motor  coordi- 
nation skills  were  two  of  the  more  exciting  ideas  formulated 
during  the  past  school  year. 

At  the  present  time,  ninth  and  tenth  grade  students  are 
scheduled  for  physical  education  three  days  per  week  while 
juniors  and  seniors  take  gym  twice  during  the  week.  The 
elective  program  will  take  Friday  and  give  every  high  school 
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boy  and  girl  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  an  extra  day 
of  physical  education.  The  initial  survey  showed  a  great  deal 
of  student  interest  in  such  a  project.  An  activity  survey  that 
included  activities  such  as  camping,  bowling,  judo,  exercises, 
fencing,  gymnastics,  table  tennis,  shuffleboard,  badminton 
and  volleyball  was  compiled.  The  curriculum  called  for  four 
nine-week  quarters  of  the  most  popular  activities. 

The  underlying  philosophy  of  the  program  was  to  expose 
students  to  activities  in  which  they  may  never  have  the  op- 
portunity to  participate  and  experiences  that  have  an  im- 
portant carryover  value.  The  high  school  staff  will  find  this 
type  of  program  an  enjoyable  teaching  experience  because  it 
is  a  volunteer  group  that  is  eager  to  learn.  They  want  to  be 
there  through  choice  rather  than  by  assignment.  Our  stu- 
dents have  been  protesting  "There's  nothing  new";  they  now 
have  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  something  challenging 
and  different. 

For  years  we  have  been  teaching  ball  handling,  motor 
development  activities  and  game  coordination  skills  in  the 
grade  schools  by  use  of  low  organizational  games.  These 
games,  although  serving  a  useful  purpose,  do  not  seem  to 
accomplish  as  much  as  we  desire. 

With  this  thought  in  mind,  we  began  to  teach  motor 
coordination  and  visual  perception  through  body  movement. 
Why  do  we  have  to  learn  to  run,  walk,  skip,  dodge,  stop  and 
go?  Why  do  we  have  to  learn  tumbling?  The  physical  edu- 
cation staff  is  answering  these  questions  with  skill  related 
activities  have  a  relationship  with  everyday  life.  Learning 
to  cross  a  street  safely,  run  on  a  crowded  playground,  move 
on  a  busy  street,  and  many  more  daily  physical  functions 
can  be  taught  in  a  physical  education  class. 

Having  every  child  recognize  that  his  body  occupies  a 
space  and  he  can  move  from  one  empty  space  to  another  in 
varied  ways  and  forms  are  important  to  his  daily  existence. 

By  the  same  token,  we  have  always  recognized  you  can- 
not separate  the  physical  from  the  mental.  We  constantly 
strive  to  teach  work  recognition,  colors,  numbers,  musical 
tones,  etc.,  within  our  everyday  classes. 

All  of  the  pupils  in  grades  one  through  six  are  involved 
in  physical  education  classes  at  least  once  per  week  while 
the  junior  and  senior  high  students  are  scheduled  for  a  mini- 
mum of  two  periods  per  week.  I  feel  that  we  now  can  move 
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in  two  directions — physical  education  for  the  kindergarten 
level  and  the  beginning  of  classes  for  remedial  work. 

At  the  end  of  the  1973-74  school  year,  discussions  in  re- 
lation to  a  health  course  at  the  junior  high  level  outlining 
areas  of  instruction  and  the  availability  of  physical  edu- 
cation teachers  as  instructors  took  place.  It  was  agreed  that 
the  physical  education  department  would  come  up  with  a 
curriculum  and  that  the  two  junior  high  staff  members  would 
devote  one  day  per  month  in  each  junior  high. 

On  behalf  of  myself  and  the  entire  staff,  I  wish  to  thank 
you,  Mr.  Dunbury,  the  School  Committee,  principals  and 
everyone  who  gave  of  themselves  to  make  our  year  a  pleasant 
one.  I  wish  to  especially  thank  the  voters  of  the  town  of 
Bourne  for  providing  a  pair  of  very  needed  facilities — tennis 
courts  and  the  new  track.  You  can  rest  assured  that  they 
will  receive  maximum  usage. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  Music,  Robert  Frazier 

The  music  staff  consists  of  Robert  Frazier,  director  of 
music,  teacher  of  music  theory  and  chorus  at  B.H.S.;  John 
Salerno,  bands  director  at  B.H.S.  and  teacher  of  general 
music  at  Lyle  Junior  High;  Stephen  Hertling,  teacher  of  gen- 
eral music  plus  band  and  chorus  at  Coady  Junior  High;  Mrs. 
Marjorie  Dolby,  elementary  vocal  music  teacher  at  Peebles 
School  and  accompanist  for  choruses  and  soloists;  Karl 
Dunakin,  teacher  of  instrumental  music  in  grades  four 
through  eight;  Miss  Bonnie  Bearse,  string  teacher,  inter- 
mediate to  advanced  levels;  Miss  Patricia  Dotter,  string 
teacher,  beginners  level  and  elementary  vocal  music  instruc- 
tor; and  Mrs.  Myrna  O'Hara,  elementary  vocal  music  teacher 
at  intermediate  level,  and  director  of  elementary  choruses. 

Mrs.  O'Hara  and  Mrs.  Dolby  have  recently  taken  courses 
in  the  Orff-Schulwerk  in  order  to  make  their  classes  more 
relevant  to  the  needs  of  the  elementary  school  children  of 
today.  You  will  rightfully  want  to  know  what  is  "Orff- 
Schulwerk."  It  is  a  system  of  music  education  which  was 
started  by  world-famous  composer,  Carl  Orff.  His  view  is  that 
music  is  an  integral  part  of  the  human  experience  and  it 
must  be  taught  using  the  natural  abilities  of  the  children. 
The  children  must  receive  success  and  gratification  in  their 
music-making  in  spite  of  their  limited  abilities.  Also,  their 
participation  in  music  must  be  as  complete  as  possible,  using 
singing,  playing,  and  basic  bodily  movement  in  an  integrated 
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total  music  experience  rather  than  in  isolated  singing,  play- 
ing, or  dancing  experiences.  To  this  end,  it  is  necessary  to 
have  the  appropriate  Orff  instruments  which  will  allow  in- 
experienced children  the  opportunity  to  play  successfully  as 
they  sing  and  experience  music  through  bodily  movement. 
Some  children  will  sing  and  play  simultaneously,  others  will 
move  and  sing  simultaneously,  and  some  will  do  all  three  as 
they  participate  with  the  smaller  Orff  instruments.  At  this 
writing,  it  is  hoped  that  our  talented  teachers  can  get  some 
of  these  instruments  in  the  near  future  to  implement  their 
programs  in  this  most  meaningful  approach  in  music  edu- 
cation. The  playing  is  an  essential  part  of  a  successful  Orff- 
Schulwerk  program.  We  do  not  have  any  of  these  instru- 
ments in  our  schools  now.  They  have  been  requested  for  the 
1975-76  school  year  budget.  It  must  be  noted  that  Mr.  Hert- 
ling,  Miss  Bearse,  and  Miss  Dotter  have  taken  instruction  in 
Orff-Schulwerk  in  the  past  as  well  as  Mr.  Frazier  who  has 
studied  it  under  Dr.  Wilhelm  Keller,  co-director  of  the  Orff 
Institute  in  1968. 

Mr.  Salerno  is  very  interested  in  presenting  an  electronic 
music  approach  to  his  general  music  classes  at  Lyle.  He  needs 
a  synthesizer  and  appropriate  speakers  and  amplifier  to  bring 
this  experinece  to  his  students.  It  is  hoped  that  his  ability 
in  this  area  can  be  shared  with  Lyle  students  if  the  requested 
equipment  is  approved  for  the  1975-76  school  year.  He  has 
begun  to  make  the  general  music  experience  at  Lyle  a  very 
exciting  and  meaningful  one  and  his  need  of  the  synthesizer 
is  urgent. 

Mr.  Dunakin  has  discovered  a  beginning  instrumental 
series  of  cassette  tape  recordings  and  printed  music  select- 
ions which  will  supplement  the  weekly  class  lessons  and  ex- 
pand the  playing  experiences  of  his  students.  He  has  re- 
quested that  level  two  of  the  "Learning,  Unlimited"  cassette 
series  be  purchased  for  flute,  clarinet,  trumpet,  saxophone, 
and  trombone  for  each  of  the  schools  with  fifth  and  sixth 
grade  instrumental  students:  Stone  School,  Stowell  School, 
and  Hoxie  School.  The  students  would  be  allowed  to  take 
these  cassettes  and  music  home  on  a  rotating  basis  in  order 
to  supplement  their  regular  lessons  and/or  to  make  up  work 
lost  during  a  prolonged  absence  or  illness.  It  is  hoped  these 
materials  will  be  available  for  Sept.  '75. 

Miss  Bearse  and  Miss  Dotter  are  making  significant  pro- 
gress with  the  string  program.  Miss  Dotter  is  directing  the 
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elementary  orchestra  of  grade  four  and  five  players.  Miss 
Bearse  has  newly  organized  an  intermediate  orchestra  of 
players  from  grades  six,  seven,  and  eight.  Some  steps  have 
been  taken  to  provide,  adequate  lower  string  instruments  for 
the  orchestra  program,  but  many  more  cellos  and  violas  are 
needed  to  make  the  program  secure  and  successful.  Unfor- 
tunately, these  instruments  are  very  costly,  making  the  pur- 
chase of  them  by  many  promising  students  impossible.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  school  budget  can  provide  these  essential  in- 
struments to  make  a  secure  and  successful  orchestra  program 
a  reality  for  the  immediate  and  long-range  future.  Miss 
Bearse  again  had  a  meaningful  summer  string  program  at 
Peebles  School.  I  trust  the  requests  for  adequate  remuner- 
ation for  the  summer  of  1975  string  program  will  be  given 
favorable  consideration.  It  does  not  seem  appropriate  that 
Miss  Bearse  donate  her  services  for  this  program  or  teach 
on  a  tuition  basis  during  this  summer  program.  Both  of  these 
procedures  have  been  tried  in  past  years  and  seem  incom- 
patable  in  relation  to  other  similar  summer  educational  pro- 
grams of  proven  merit. 

Thus  far,  the  thrust  of  this  report  to  you  sounds  more 
like  a  budget  request  than  an  educational  report  of  the  high 
and  low  points  of  an  educational  department.  However, 
under  the  realities  of  our  difficult  economic  conditions  with 
the  corresponding  concern  of  the  tax  dollars  spent  on  a  edu- 
cation, I  feel  compelled  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  our  com- 
munity the  very  real  needs  of  the  music  department  in  this 
time  of  needed  austerity.  If  a  meaningful  program  of  music 
education  is  to  continue  in  our  town,  it  must  be  supported 
by  the  vision  and  talents  of  its  music  teachers,  by  the  philo- 
sophical support  of  its  administration  and  school  committee, 
and  ultimately,  by  its  financial  support  of  our  citizens,  the 
taxpayers.  In  these  times,  I  feel  this  report  is  an  obligation 
on  my  part  to  inform  you  of  what  we  are  trying  to  do,  why 
it  will  cost  what  it  does  to  do  it,  and  to  solicit  your  support 
for  our  program  as  presented. 

A  sincere  and  special  thank  you  is  given  to  the  school 
committee  for  approving  the  new  high  school  band  uniforms. 
They  were  received  this  spring  just  in  time  for  the  exchange 
concert  with  Gorham  High  School,  Gorham,  Maine.  The  band 
morale  has  had  a  tremendous  boost  since  receipt  of  the  uni- 
forms. The  students  have  been  extremely  proud  to  be  seen 
in  them  this  fall  at  all  football  games  and  several  Christmas 
parades  in  Hyannis,  Falmouth,  and  Bourne. 
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In  conclusion,  I  have  great  confidence  in  the  music  staff 
in  Bourne  schools.  With  the  continued  support  of  Mr.  Brown, 
our  superintendent;  the  school  committee;  the  principals; 
the  classroom  teachers  who  do  follow-up  music  lessons;  and 
you,  the  taxpayer  and  citizen  of  Bourne,  I  trust  we  can  main- 
tain and  possibly  improve  the  quantity  and  quality  of  music 
education  experiences  we  can  offer  our  children. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Health  Department, 
Joselyn  Enos,  R.N.,  Coordinator 

School  health  personnel  consists  of  Joselyn  D.  Enos,  R.N., 
Co-ordinator,  Dawn  Matland,  R.N.,  Claire  Labretto  and  Bar- 
bara Weston,  Health  Aides,  and  Dr.  Abram  Krakower,  School 
Physician. 

The  transitory  nature  of  our  school  population  due  to 
changes  at  Otis  Air  Force  Base  also  adds  to  our  work  load. 
Much  of  our  time  is  spent  transferring  health  records  to  new 
schools  and  completing  new  health  records  on  new  students. 

In  January  we  did  a  separate  state  survey  of  measles.  All 
children  who  had  not  had  measles  vaccine  or  the  disease  were 
excluded  from  school  until  they  received  the  vaccine.  This 
was  the  result  of  a  substantial  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
measles  in  school  children,  the  first  such  increase  since  1965. 

Again  this  year  we  offered  a  special  program  to  our  fifth 
and  sixth  grade  girls  consisting  of  a  film,  "Growing  Up  and 
Liking  It."  Mothers  of  the  girls  were  invited  to  attend  the 
program  with  their  daughters. 

Each  year  every  student  in  the  school  system  has  a  vision 
and  a  hearing  screening  test.  Parents  are  notified  when  stu- 
dents need  further  medical  attention.  Teachers  are  also  made 
aware  of  the  doctor's  recommendations.  This  year  the  de- 
partment did  3,120  vision  screening  tests  and  3,051  audio 
screening  tests. 

Dr.  Krakower  gives  physical  examinations  to  students  in 
grades  K,  1,  5,  7,  8,  and  10,  new  students,  and  students  en- 
gaged in  competitive  sports.  This  year  he  examined  1,797 
students. 

A  health  record  is  kept  up  to  date  for  each  student. 
Teachers  are  informed  of  all  impairments  and  an  attempt  is 
made  to  modify  the  school  program  to  the  individual  stu- 
dent's need. 
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The  school  health  program  also  includes  an  immuni- 
zation program .  This  year  the  program  consisted  of  the 
following: 


Trivalent  Sabin  Oral  Polio  106       "  Students 
Diphtheria  &  Tetanus  101 
Tetanus  &  Diphtheria  114 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health,  antici- 
pating an  epidemic  before  Christmas  of  both  influenza  "A" 
and  influenza  "B",  advised  that  we  have  a  clinic  for  person- 
nel. On  October  1  a  single-injection  clinic  was  held  at  Bourne 
High  School. 

Beginning  this  year  it  is  also  the  responsibility  of  the 
health  department  to  do  the  tuberculosis  testing  in  school 
rather  than  by  X-ray  at  Barnstable  County  Hospital.  Since 
the  Town  of  Bourne  is  not  considered  a  high  risk  area  only 
school  personnel  are  tested,  and  the  program  is  not  extended 
to  students. 

With  the  enactment  of  new  laws  concerning  special  needs 
students  much  time  is  spent  on  home  visits  and  evaluating 
teams. 

The  Bourne  School  Department  members  attend  frequent 
meetings  and  lectures  provided  by  the  Barnstable  County 
Health  Department  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health  at  Lakeville  Hospital  in  order  to  keep  informed 
of  current  procedures  and  practices.

Aptucxet  Trading  Post 


The  Aptucxet  Trading  Post,  built  in  the  year  1627  on  the 
banks  of  the  Manamet  River,  later  to  become  part  of  the 
Cape  Cod  Canal,  in  what  is  now  the  Town  of  Bourne,  Massa- 
chusetts, was  the  birthplace  of  American  Capitalism  and 
Free  Enterprise.  An  Agreement  setting  up  the  trading  post 
and  giving  certain  of  their  number  control  of  the  trade  there, 
was  written  and  signed  by  the  colonists  of  Plymouth  Planta- 
tion at  that  Plantation  twenty  miles  distant.  Its  purpose  was 
to  pay  off  the  huge  debt  still  owed  to  the  London  backers  of 
the  Mayflower  expedition.  This  agreement  was  the  first  busi- 
ness contract  drawn  up  and  signed  in  America  and  establish- 
es the  claim  of  Aptucxet  as  "The  Birthplace  of  American 
Capitalism". 

The  present  Trading  Post,  an  exact  replica  of  the  original, 
was  built  on  the  original  foundation  in  1930  under  the  leader- 
chip  of  the  late  Percival  Hall  Lombard  of  Pocasset,  first  presi- 
dent of  the  Bourne  Historical  Society,  to  perpetuate  the  sig- 
nificance of  the  post,  the  first,  and  a  very  successful,  business 
in  America.  Here  the  Dutch  from  New  Amsterdam,  now  New 
York,  came  to  trade  with  the  Pilgrims  and  the  Indians  of  the 
Wampanoag  Federation  of  Cape  Cod  and  here  Wam- 
panpeake,  or  Wampum,  was  introduced  as  legal  tender  for 
business  transactions. 

Remains  of  items  from  the  original  post  on  display  to- 
gether with  other  artifacts  of  the  era,  including  documents, 
flags,  iron  and  pottery  pieces,  cloth  and  furs.  Furnishings  in- 
clude original  and  exact  replicas. 

The  original,  and  most  necessary  spring,  at  the  rear  of 
the  building  is  marked.  In  that  location  are  two  salt-works 
vats.  These  are  reproductions  of  the  many  used  in  this  area  in 
the  early  colonial  days  in  the  very  important  business  of 
making  salt  from  sea  water  by  solar  evaporation. 

At  the  entrance  to  the  Trading  Post  stands  a  Dutch 
Windmill  brought  from  Holland  to  the  Crow's  Nest  estate 
at  Buzzards  Bay  by  the  actor,  the  late  Joseph  Jefferson  and 
given  to  the  Bourne  Historical  Society  by  the  Three  M  Cor- 
poration.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

Herewith  is  presented  the  Ninety-second  Annual  Report 
of  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

The  Town  accepted  Olofson  Drive  and  Timberknoll  Road 
as  public  ways  in  1975.

1975  was  not  a  good  year  for  municipal  governments;  spi- 
ralling costs,  reduced  revenues,  increased  demands  for  ser- 
vices had  an  unfavorable  effect  on  the  financial  stability  of 
all  communities.  Bourne  was  no  exception  and,  although  at 
the  end  of  the  year  the  national  press,  national  and  state 
political  leaders  were  saying  that  things  looked  better,  it  is 
our  opinion  that  this  has  not  been  reflected  on  the  local  level. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  situation  looked  somewhat  worse 
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than  it  did  in  January,  1975.  There  were  many  reasons  for 
this.  The  Cape  economy  has  not  indicated  an  upturn  and 
even  though  building  permits  were  slightly  higher,  the  actual 
construction  does  not  appear  to  be  increasing  at  this  time. 
Therefore,  the  tax  base  was  not  expanded.  Unemployment  is 
still  rampant.  The  latest  published  figures  show  that  it  is 
approximately  14%  in  our  area.  Because  of  the  crisis  caused 
by  the  state  budget  and  the  increased  taxes  necessary  to  bal- 
ance it,  the  burden  of  the  state  taxes  has  increased  our  in- 
dividual tax  bills  (for  example:  increased  state  withholding, 
sales  tax,  meal  tax,  etc.).  Although  the  funding  from  the 
state  level  was  considerably  reduced,  (approximately  $1.5 
million  to  the  Town  of  Bourne)  the  Town  was  able  to  sustain 
the  tax  rate  because  of  available  funds  that  had  been  accum- 
ulated over  a  period  of  years.  There  is  no  substantial  reserve 
of  funds  as  of  December  31,  and  the  effects  of  the  last  year's 
reduction  in  state-aid  will  in  fact  be  felt  this  year. 

The  Governor  made  good  his  promise  to  fund  all  local-aid 
accounts  at  the  previous  years  level.  However,  it  must  be 
stated  that  the  previous  years  level  was  lower  by  approximate- 
ly $1.5  million.  Some  of  the  programs  that  had  been  initiated 
by  the  state  and  funded  on  a  state  level  have  been  seriously 
cut  back.  We  expect  that  there  will  be  some  local  effort  to 
continue  these  programs  with  local  funding.  This,  of  course, 
would  increase  your  local  real  estate  tax.  The  Selectmen  want 
to  caution  that  all  programs  should  be  examined  very  closely 
before  we  take  on  the  obligation  for  funding  because,  once 
established,  it  is  very  difficult  to  cut  back  in  these  areas. 

One  of  the  brighter  aspects  of  1975  was  the  federally 
funded  Comprehensive  Employment  Training  Act,  commonly 
known  at  CETA. 

During  1975,  we  had  as  many  as  33  full  time  CETA  Em- 
ployees performing  many  functions  in  the  town  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  there  were  28  CETA  Employees.  This  program 
was  a  federal  program  to  make  jobs  available  because  of  the 
severe  economic  conditions.  In  Bourne  we  were  able  to  ac- 
complish many  needed  projects  that  we  normally  could  not 
have  done  because  of  manpower  and  budgetary  restraints.  As 
you  read  your  Town  Report,  we  are  sure  several  of  the  de- 
partments will  outline  the  contribution  of  the  CETA  Program 
to  their  efforts.  Unfortunately,  the  CETA  Program  for  the  next 
fiscal  year  has  not  been  finalized.  It  is  our  understanding 
that  it  probably  will  be  funded  at  a  much  lesser  level.  How- 
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ever,  we  will  continue  to  utilize  the  program  to  the  advantage 
of  the  community. 

One  major  economic  feature  for  the  past  4y2  years  has 
been  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Program.  Under  this  pro- 
gram direct  payment  is  made  by  the  Federal  Government  to 
the  local  communities  for  uses  determined  at  the  local  level 
within  the  guidelines  of  the  law.  In  1975,  Bourne  received 
$374,160  in  Revenue  Sharing  Funds.  This  has  been  a  benefit 
to  the  local  real  estate  taxpayer.  The  program  has  not  been 
extended  by  the  Congress  beyond  June  30,  1976.  Our  Massa- 
chusetts Congressional  Delegation  and  The  President  are  in 
favor  of  the  extension  of  the  program,  but  it  is  in  serious 
trouble  in  the  House  of  Representatives  in  Washington  at 
this  time.  The  Town  of  Bourne,  working  through  the  Mass- 
achusetts League  of  Cities  and  Towns,  has  been  very  active 
in  trying  to  extend  Revenue  Sharing. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  best 
wishes  to  Leo  Gallerani,  Philip  Embrescia,  Gordon  Swift, 
Charles  Washburn,  and  James  Rovatti  on  their  retirement 
and  to  thank  them  for  their  service  to  the  Town. 

We  regret  the  loss  of  James  J.  Hayes,  Percy  Rex,  Donald 
E.  Baker,  Louis  Marshall  Newell,  Frank  B.  Cook,  Olive  Mana- 
mon,  Carl  Maurice  Johnson,  Sidney  E.  Scott  and  Sumner  L. 
Small,  Sr.  who  passed  away  in  1975,  and  we  will  remember 
their  contributions  to  the  Town.

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Assessors'  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

Each  year  seems  to  bring  a  new  project  to  the  Assessors' 
Department.  Following  the  town  meeting  vote  to  have  the 
town  re-evaluated,  the  Assessors  reviewed  several  proposals 
from  professional  appraisal  firms  and  as  a  result  The  United 
Appraisal  Company  of  Hartford,  Connecticut  was  selected  to 
accomplish  the  propect.  Two  office  clerks  and  two  field  men 
are  presently  working  and  it  is  noted  the  job  will  take  two 
years  to  complete  and  possibly  another  year  before  imple- 
mentation. Each  parcel  with  all  its  buildings  will  be  physical- 
ly reviewed,  measured  and  photographs  taken.  We  ask  that 
you,  the  taxpayer,  assist  the  team  (all  representatives  will 
carry  identification  cards  issued  by  the  Chairman)  in  allow- 
ing interior  inspection  to  enable  a  complete  and  accurate 
assessment  of  your  property. 

The  only  change  relative  to  any  exemption  was  the 
small  increase  in  the  Social  Security  exclusion  for  those  over 
70.  A  total  of  422  exemptions  for  disabled  Veterans,  Widow, 
Blind  and  Elderly  over  70  were  granted  for  Fiscal  1976. 

This  year,  as  reported  by  the  Building  Inspector,  416 
permits  were  issued,  however,  it  is  realized  that  more  than  in 
recent  previous  years,  there  are  a  large  number  of  alterations, 
decks  and  small  out  buildings  being  constructed.  Although 
a  valuation  increase  is  expected,  it  will  be  considerably  lower 
than  in  past  years. 

Excise  tax  improvement  is  slow.  Although  the  Registry 
of  Motor  Vehicles  are  endeavoring  to  correct  their  records, 
with  the  help  of  all  cities  and  towns,  the  bills  still,  occasion- 
ally come  through  with  incorrect  vehicles,  values,  registration 
dates,  and  so  on.  Examine  your  bill  carefully.  If  you  think 
it  is  wrong,  contact  the  Assessors  office  for  instruction  as  to 
how  it  must  be  corrected.  REMEMBER  no  abatements,  for 
any  reason,  are  automatic.  If  you  sell,  trade  or  junk  your 
vehicle  you  are  perhaps  eligible  for  an  abatement  providing 
you  apply  and  produce  the  necessary  information.  You  MUST 
give  name  and  address  of  new  owner,  as  well  as  sale  date, 
and  show  proof  of  registration  of  new  vehicle  and/or  copy 
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of  plate  receipt,  when  plates  are  returned  to  the  Registry, 
before  any  adjustment  can  be  made.  To  date  1974  and  1975 
Excise  Tax  bills  have  NOT  all  been  sent  out  but  some  1976 
bills  are  to  be  issued  in  January  1976. 

We  wish  to  remind  all  Boat  owners  to  file  the  Form  of 
List  they  receive  in  the  mail  to  insure  proper  assessment 
and  save  an  arbitrary  value  basis  for  billing.  A  simplified 
Form  for  Fiscal  1977  has  been  designed  and  we  hope  you  will 
find  it  more  convenient. 

The  applications  for  valuation  abatements  on  both  Real 
Estate  and  Personal  Property  were  reviewed  and  inspected 
by  all  Board  members.  All  applications  were  acted  upon  and 
each  taxpayer  properly  notified. 

In  the  past,  a  copy  of  the  recapitulation  sheet  giving  the 
statistical  figures  relative  to  the  tax  rate  has  been  printed, 
but  due  to  a  change  in  the  State  format  of  multi-pages  we 
are  not  including  it  this  year.  It  is  available  for  inspection 
at  anytime  in  the  Assessors  office.

The  Board  of  Appeals,  acting  under  the  authority  of 
Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws,  including  amendments 
have  acted  upon  45  requests  for  either  a  variance  or  a  Special 
Permit  in  1975. 

Six  of  the  requests  were  denied  with  thirty  two  requests 
granted  and  six  requests  were  withdrawn  without  prejudice 
and  one  decision  is  pending. 

Eight  of  the  decisions  granted  were  subject  to  conditions 
and/or  restrictions  and  five  were  subject  to  the  Conservation 
Commission.  In  some  cases  the  conditions  were  the  result 
of  suggestions  by  those  attending  the  hearings  or  by  board 
members. 

Many  requests  for  information  were  answered  with  town 
zoning  by-law  books  and  the  Board  of  Appeals  "Rules  & 
Procedure"  distributed.  These  booklets  may  be  obtained 
upon  request  from  the  Appeal's  Board  Clerk,  Town  Clerk  or 
the  Building  Inspector  by  anyone  in  need  of  filing  for  a  hear- 
ing with  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

During  1975  there  were  three  appeals  from  the  decisions 
of  the  Board  of  Appeals  and  as  a  result  there  are  five  court 
cases  pending.

The  Gas  Division  of  the  Inspection  Department  has  made 
four  hundred  thirteen  inspections  (413)  the  past  year.  Of 
these,  three  hundred  three  (303)  have  been  for  installation 
of  new  equipment. 

Permit  fees  amounting  to  thirteen  hundred  seventy  dol- 
lars ($1370,00)  have  been  turned  into  the  Town  Clerk  and 
Treasurer's  Office. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  remind  all  that  bottled  gas 
cylinders  of  any  size  are  not  permitted  within  a  building 
and  that  any  of  these  cylinders  that  are  seen  abandoned 
should  be  reported  to  the  Gas  Inspection  Department.  Gas, 
like  any  other  fuel,  when  misused,  can  cause  injury.  Some 
unsuspecting  child  playing  with  an  abandoned  gas  cylinder 
could  quite  easily  be  seriously  injured  or  burned. 

The  Gas  Inspection  Division  is  established  for  the  safety 
and  protection  of  one  and  all.  Do  not  hesitate  to  ask  for 
its  assistance  at  any  time.

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Report  of  the  Highway  Surveyor 


I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Highway  Surveyor 
for  the  Town  of  Bourne  for  the  year  1975. 

The  year  started  with  icy,  slippery  weather  that  required 
sanding  the  roads  continuously  to  make  for  safe  traveling. 
From  the  middle  of  January  to  the  end  of  March  we  had 
many  small  snow  storms  that  kept  us  plowing,  sanding  and 
cleaning  drains  and  catch  basins. 

After  the  winter  season  the  highway  crews  were  kept  busy 
cleaning  and  disposing  of  the  winter  sand,  brush  and  debris 
from  the  roads  and  roadsides;  cleaning,  painting  and  re- 
placing guard  rail  posts  and  cables;  cleaning  catch  basins 
and  drains;  painting  curbings  and  white  lines;  loaming  and 
seeding  shoulders;  installing  new  catch  basins  and  drainage 
where  necessary  and  all  crosswalks  were  newly  painted 
throughout  the  town. 

The  straightening  and  replacing  of  signs  and  sign  posts 
all  over  town  is  a  never  ending  job.  Sometimes  the  signs 
are  stolen  and  never  recovered,  but  a  great  deal  of  the  time 
this  work  is  due  to  deliberate  destruction  of  signs.  We  en- 
deavor to  replace  such  signs  as  soon  as  possible  because  we 
realize  how  important  it  can  be  —  for  instance  if  a  doctor, 
ambulance,  fire  truck  or  policeman  were  looking  for  a  par- 
ticular address  in  an  emergency.  New  developments  are  be- 
ing created  all  the  time  with  new  street  names  and  it  is 
impossible  to  be  completely  familiar  with  all  of  the  road 
names  and  locations,  so  therefore  the  street  name  sign  be- 
comes a  very  important  factor. 

New  sidewalks  were  constructed  on  both  sides  of  Trow- 
bridge Road  for  the  safety  of  our  school  children  because 
the  James  F.  Peebles  School,  Kempton  J.  Coady  Jr.  High 
School  and  Bourne  High  School  all  have  entrances  on  this 
road. 

Under  the  State  Aid  Program  the  surface  on  Shore  Road 
was  completed  and  a  part  of  County  Road  was  surfaced  with 
Type  I  Bituminous  concrete. 

Academy  Drive  from  the  railroad  track  to  Main  Street 
was  completed  and  traffic  lights  installed.  As  soon  as  the 
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new  road  was  opened  for  use  the  old  entrance  to  Taylor's 
Point  from  the  west  rotary  in  Buzzards  Bay  was  discontinued 
and  fenced  off  thereby  eliminating  one  of  our  traffic  hazards. 

Under  Articles  27  and  28  extensive  drainage  problems 
were  corrected  on  Williston  Road,  Deacons  Lane,  Old  Ply- 
mouth Road,  Bluff  Road  and  Tideway.  Also  many  smaller 
drainage  problems  were  corrected  by  the  installation  of  catch 
basins  and  berms  where  necessary. 

The  Gallion  grader  purchased  this  year  was  put  to  good 
use  on  Wings  Neck  Road  and  two  sections  of  Bournedale 
Road  when  we  surfaced  them  with  a  new  process  of  mix  in 
place.  This  new  process  was  mixed  and  cured  in  our  Highway 
Department  property  and  then  layed  in  placed  with  our  own 
grader  at  a  saving  of  approximately  $6.00  to  $8.00  per  ton. 

The  old  floodlights  at  the  Keith  Memorial  Field  in  Saga- 
more have  been  removed  and  footings  for  the  new  steel 
poles  have  been  poured.  We  hope  to  finish  this  project  early 
in  the  spring  well  in  advance  of  the  baseball  season. 

The  Highway  Department  and  Maintenance  Department 
combined  efforts  to  clear  the  land  and  grade  and  construct 
a  new  baseball  field  at  the  rear  of  the  Kempton  J.  Coady  Jr. 
High  School. 

The  Highway  Department  and  Maintenance  Department, 
together  with  some  CETA  employees  from  the  Department  of 
Natural  Resources,  constructed  a  pedestrian  path  from  the 
Gallo  Skating  Arena  westerly  through  the  woodland  along 
Sandwich  Road  to  provide  safe  walking  facilities  along  that 
heavily  traveled  stretch  of  road. 

Highway  and  Maintenance  employees  also  assisted  the 
Christmas  Lighting  Committee  by  putting  up  Christmas 
lights  and  rotary  and  park  displays  throughout  the  town. 

New  boat  ramps  have  been  constructed  at  Barlows  Land- 
ing and  Hen  Cove  for  the  Shore  and  Harbor  Committee.  The 
Barlows  Landing  ramp  is  completed  and  the  surface  on  the 
ramp  at  Hen  Cove  will  be  put  in  as  soon  as  weather  permits 
in  the  spring. 

The  Maintenance  Department  cleaned,  repaired  and 
painted  all  playground  and  beach  equipment  during  the 
early  winter  months  so  that  everything  was  ready  for  the 
summer  season.  Vandalism  has  been  a  big  problem  to  this 
department.  Deliberate  destruction  of  tennis  nets,  swings, 
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bleachers,  picnic  tables  and  benches,  floats  and  diving  boards 
kept  this  crew  busy  making  repairs  in  addition  to  their 
regular  work  of  maintaining  the  playgrounds,  mowing,  plant- 
ing and  taking  care  of  bushes  and  shrubs  and  cleaning 
beaches.  A  fence  was  erected  at  Chester  Park  to  keep  vehicles 
from  driving  over  the  grassed  area.  The  park  at  Queen- 
sewell  had  to  be  done  over  several  times  this  year  resulting 
from  cars,  minibikes  and  motorcycles  driving  all  over  the 
ball  field  and  grassed  area  leaving  ruts  and  tearing  up  big 
sections  of  turf  from  swerving  and  slamming  on  the  brakes. 

The  Maintenance  Department  with  some  help  from  the 
Highway  Department  has  started  to  clear  the  land  in  pre- 
paration for  the  anticipated  construction  of  ball  fields,  tennis 
Courts  and  general  playground  section  at  the  Sagamore 
Beach  Playground  off  Clark  Road. 

This  department  also  repaired  the  roof  on  the  garage 
at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall;  erected  the  new  sign  at  the 
Jonathan  Bourne  Public  Library  and  gave  assistance  to  the 
other  departments  when  requested. 

Under  the  Federally  funded  Summer  Youth  Program  the 
Maintenance  Department  employed  seven  Bourne  youths 
between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  seventeen  during  the  sum- 
mer months. 

The  Sanitation  Department  has,  as  in  the  past,  con- 
tinued a  twice  a  week  collection  for  the  entire  town.  In 
addition  to  the  "Spring  Cleanup  Week"  in  June  we  also  had 
a  "Fall  Cleanup  Week"  in  September  which  was  very  success- 
ful and  apparently  much  appreciated  by  the  townspeople  as 
we  had  many  calls  and  letters  thanking  us  for  this  added 
service.  We  expect  to  repeat  these  two  "Cleanup"  weeks 
next  year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  citizens  of  Bourne,  Town 
Department  Heads  and  their  employees  who  have  given  me 
their  unfailing  support  over  the  years;  and  a  special  thanks 
to  all  of  the  employees  under  my  supervision  for  their  sup- 
port and  cooperation  in  our  combined  efforts  to  continue 
to  make  Bourne  a  nice  place  to  visit  and  an  especially  nice 
place  to  live.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  following  report  is  submitted  by  the  Conservation 
Commission  covering  its  activities  for  the  period  January  1, 
1975  through  December  31,  1975. 

The  Bourne  Conservation  Commission,  acting  under  regu- 
lations of  the  Wetland  Protection  Act  (GL  131,  Sec.  40)  dur- 
ing the  first  full  year  of  operation  under  the  latest  amend- 
ment (Chap.  818,  Acts  of  1974),  evaluated  the  potential 
significance  to  the  environment  of  forty-seven  "Requests  For 
Determination  Of  Applicability  Of  The  Wetlands  Protection 
Act".  On-site  inspections  were  made  by  the  board  members 
prior  to  issuing  a  "Determination  Of  Applicability".  Twelve 
of  these  "Requests"  resulted  in  Public  Hearings  involving 
the  setting  of  conditions  by  the  Commission,  designed  to  give 
maximum  protection  to  the  total  environment. 

In  order  to  better  dissiminate  the  requirements  of  the 
Act  to  the  subjective  public,  a  fact-sheet  was  made  up  relat- 
ing to  the  basic  requirements  of  the  Act.  This  fact-sheet  is 
currently  being  distributed  by  the  Building  Inspector  and 
the  Agent  of  the  Board  of  Health,  along  with  their  respective 
requirements.  It  is  anticipated  that  as  the  public  becomes 
more  aware  of  the  contents  of  the  Act  as  it  pertains  to 
dredging,  filling  or  otherwise  altering  the  wetlands  or  shores, 
further  acceptance  of  and  compliance  with  the  Act  will  be 
gained. 

The  Conservation  Commission  during  the  past  year  pur- 
chased nine  sub-marginal  building  lots  along  Scusset  marsh 
side  of  Marsh  Pond  Road,  in  Sagamore.  Several  tax  title  lots 
were  turned  over  to  the  Commission  by  the  Town. 

The  Commission  continued  its  policy  of  sending  two 
interested  youths  to  the  Massachusetts  Junior  Conservation 
Camp  during  the  summer,  in  order  to  increase  their  aware- 
ness of  the  many  ramifications  of  the  field  of  Natural  Re- 
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sources  Conservation.  In  addition,  two  boys  were  sent  to  the 
4-H  Camp  for  essentially  the  same  reason. 

One  young  man,  Ronald  Downing  of  Monument  Beach, 
who  attended  the  Junior  Conservation  Camp  during  this 
past  year,  received  State-wide  recognition  by  being  named 
Massachusetts  Conservation  Boy  Of  The  Year  and  repre- 
sented Massachusetts  at  a  national  conference  in  Chicago, 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Junior  Woman's  Club.  This 
is  a  honor  for  which  the  whole  Town  can  be  proud. 

The  members  of  your  Conservation  Commission  are  par- 
ticularly grateful  to  Burke  Limeburner  of  the  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  and  to  his  secretary,  Mrs.  Allen,  for  carry- 
ing a  large  part  of  the  load  and  thereby  making  possible 
whatever  positive  accomplishment  can  be  attributed  to  the 
Conservation  Commission.  Our  appreciation  is  also  expressed 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  people  of  the  Town  of 
Bourne  for  their  continued  backing  and  support  of  our  efforts 
and  programs.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  of  1975. 
The  Department  provided  services  in  the  following  areas: 

—  Shellfish  Propagation  and  Management 

—  Shellfish  Law  Enforcement 

—  Dog  Control 

—  Harbor  Control 

—  Herring  Runs 

—  Maintenance  of  Conservation  Properties 

—  Maintenance  and  Management  of  Town  Forest 

—  Administration  and  Supervision  of  CETA  Program 

SHELLFISH  PROPAGATION  AND  MANAGEMENT 

As  a  result  of  some  very  significant  legislation  this  year, 
the  shellfish  program  is  to  receive  added  financial  assistance 
from  the  state.  The  new  bill  (Chapt.  571)  establishes  and 
maintains  a  program  of  self-help  to  cities  and  towns  for  the 
cultivation,  propagation  and  protection  of  shellfish.  Bourne 
will  soon  receive  50%  reimbursement  for  our  total  shellfish 
related  expenditures  during  fiscal  year  1975.  This  additional 
funding  should  provide  for  an  improved  shellfish  program 
that  is  very  necessary  at  this  time  due  to  the  diminishing 
supply  of  shellfish  and  increased  number  of  people  fishing. 

The  depletion  of  shellfish  is  prevalent  throughout  the 
state.  The  Mass.  Shellfish  Officers  Association  (MSOA) 
through  Senator  Alymer,  introduced  this  legislation  to  assist 
the  various  towns  in  improving  the  shellfish  industry  for 
both  commercial  and  recreational  use. 

Predator  Control:  With  the  help  of  CETA  employees, 
we  were  able  to  establish  and  maintain  a  predator  control 
program  during  the  year.  This  program  consisted  of  build- 
ing several  green  crab  and  drill  traps  and  deploying  them 
throughout  the  inner  bays.  These  traps  were  tended  an 
average  of  3  days  per  week  throughout  the  summer  and  re- 
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suited  in  some  decrease  of  predators.  In  addition  to  this,  an 
all  out  effort  was  made  to  remove  a  heavy  blanket  of  Codium 
in  Emmons  Cove,  Little  Bay,  Monument  Beach.  This  Codium 
was  suffocating  the  shellfish  and  we  found  numerous  seed 
quahogs  under  the  Codium  that  were  all  dead.  The  damaging 
Codium  was  removed,  taken  ashore  and  hauled  to  the  town 
disposal  area. 

Status  of  Oil  Spill  Areas:  As  reflected  in  last  years  re- 
port, a  portion  of  our  shellfishery  received  serious  damage 
from  an  oil  spill  on  October  10,  1974.  This  oil  spill  resulted  in 
the  closure  of  most  of  Red  Brook  Harbor.  To  date  the 
closure,  directed  by  Public  Health  has  been  lifted  from  all 
areas  in  Red  Brook  Harbor  except  Winsor  Cove  and  the 
west  side  of  Bassetts  Island.  These  two  areas  remain  closed 
to  the  taking  of  all  shellfish  except  scallops  in  Winsor  Cove 
until  Public  Health  Officials  are  satisfied  that  oil  residue  is 
no  longer  present  in  the  area.  The  Division  of  Marine  Fish- 
eries has  completed  a  survey  of  the  damage  to  the  shellfish 
standing  crop  within  the  oil  spill  areas  and  has  concluded 
that  the  most  serious  kill  involved  surf  clams,  razor  clams, 
bay  scallops  and  quahogs.  The  wholesale  (landing)  value  on 
these  species  has  been  set  at  $25,262.00.  A  law  suit  is  pending 
through  Town  Counsel  against  the  Oil  Company  responsible 
for  the  spill. 

Shellfish  Management:  Management  policies  and  con- 
trols are  largely  dictated  by  the  inventory  of  the  standing 
crop  and  the  demands  placed  upon  the  crop.  Presently  the 
shellfishery  is  controlled  by  two  basic  methods.  (1)  Limit 
the  amount  to  be  harvested  by  placing  restrictions  on  the 
amount  to  be  harvested  and  (2)  by  rotating  shellfish  areas. 
We  have  established  10  family  shellfish  areas  and  3  or  4  of 
these  will  always  be  closed  for  propagation  for  a  minimum 
of  two  spawning  seasons  on  a  rotational  basis.  The  days  of 
a  fisherman  being  able  to  fill  his  shellfish  basket  in  15  or  20 
minutes  is  no  longer  possible.  The  reasons  for  this  decline  in 
the  shellfishery  in  the  past  few  years  is  largely  due  to  over 
digging,  pollution  and  the  lack  of  effective  control  on  pred- 
ators. There  are  a  number  of  predators  to  shellfish,  the 
most  common  to  our  areas  are  starfish,  drills,  green  crabs, 
conchs  and  waterfowl.  In  the  last  few  years,  the  Canadian 
Goose  flock  has  increased  significantly  and  thereby  presents 
a  serious  threat  to  the  shellfishery.  One  reason  that  we  have 
so  many  geese  throughout  the  year  is  that  people  feed  them 
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and  many  of  them  have  become  very  domesticated.  The 
public  should  be  discouraged  from  feeding  them  and  hunting 
during  open  season  should  be  encouraged. 

Quahog  Raft  Culture:  A  new  program  of  growing  qua- 
hog  seed  was  implemented  in  August.  This  program  consists 
of  growing  seed  quahogs  from  y8  inch  size,  purchased  from  a 
hatchery  in  North  Carolina.  The  small  seed  are  placed  in  a 
large  screened  raft  that  contains  about  4  inches  of  sand. 
The  plan  is  to  maintain  this  seed  (50,000)  in  the  raft  until 
they  grow  to  one  inch.  Once  they  obtain  this  growth  they 
will  be  transplanted  to  natural  growing  quahog  areas.  This 
new  method  is  still  in  the  experimental  stage  but  has  proved 
to  be  successful  in  other  areas  and  I  consider  it  to  be  a 
breakthrough  for  the  quahog  industry.  This  or  similar  propa- 
gation techniques  is  very  necessary  in  order  to  supplement 
the  declining  natural  shellfish  stock  commensurate  with  the 
increased  demand.  As  of  this  writing,  the  young  seed  placed 
in  the  raft  at  Eel  Pond,  Monument  Beach,  are  doing  very 
well.  I  am  optimistic  that  this  technique  has  great  possi- 
bilities and  have  made  plans  to  increase  this  program  during 
the  summer  of  1976,  as  the  forthcoming  shellfish  budget 
allows. 

Oyster  Propagation:  During  early  spring  350  bushels  of 
oysters  were  purchased  and  transplanted  to  the  oyster  beds 
at  Monument  Beach,  Barlows  Landing  and  Electric  Avenue. 
Prior  to  placing  the  oysters  on  the  beds,  the  young  seed  were 
separated  from  adults  and  placed  in  rafts  at  Penguin  Hole. 
At  the  end  of  the  growing  season  this  seed  was  transferred 
to  Barlows  River  to  build  up  the  inventory  of  parent  stock. 
As  reflected  in  the  1974  annual  report,  we  have  established 
a  long  range  program  to  continue  to  build  up  parent  spawn- 
ing stock  at  Barlows  River  near  Amrita  Island,  in  Squeteague 
Harbor.  A  very  good  set  of  oyster  spat  was  obtained  this 
summer  at  both  locations.  The  new  flotation-type  clutch 
bags  and  the  scallop  shell  strings,  which  were  deployed  on 
rafts,  were  very  successful.  These  programs  will  be  expanded 
next  year  with  the  assistance  of  the  CETA  employees. 

Soft  Shell  Clams:  Due  to  very  limited  supply  and  ex- 
tensive digging  pressure,  the  clam  flats  were  closed  to  the 
taking  of  soft  shell  clams  on  April  1,  1975.  A  preliminary 
check  of  the  clam  areas  this  fall  indicated  that  the  closure 
thus  far  has  been  advantageous  in  that  several  areas  are 
again  producing.  The  majority  of  clams  are  still  juvenile 
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and  should  be  ready  for  harvest  during  the  fall  of  1976. 
According  to  an  extensive  study  of  the  soft  shell  clams  by 
Harry  J.  Turner  Jr.,  of  Woods  Hole  Oceanographic  Institu- 
tion, in  1950,  restriction  on  the  number  of  diggers  in  an  area 
gives  the  best  results  in  maintaining  a  continuous  supply  of 
soft  shell  clams.  His  investigations  also  concluded  that  the 
absolute  importance  of  predators  has  not  been  determined, 
but  when  their  action  is  combined  with  that  of  over-digging, 
depletion  may  result.  The  Town  of  Bourne  has  had  restric- 
tions over  the  years  but  they  were  not  stringent  enough  to 
control  the  amount  of  digging  commensurate  with  the  avail- 
ability and  replenishment  of  supply.  Once  the  clam  flats  are 
re-opened,  I  intend  to  recommend  more  restrictive  measures. 
I  am  hopeful  that  this  theory  coupled  with  an  increased 
predator  control  program  will  result  in  an  improvement  of 
the  soft  shell  clam  resource. 

Salt  Pond  Project:  During  July,  1975,  an  experimental 
program  was  established  in  two  salt  ponds  in  Red  Brook 
Harbor,  (with  the  assistance  of  CETA  employees).  The  ob- 
jective of  this  project  was  to  determine  if  hatchery  spawned 
quahog  seed  will  survive  in  the  natural  bottom  when  placed 
in  box  frames  covered  with  netting. 

Previous  work  established  that  small  hatchery  seed 
could  not  survive  unprotected  in  the  natural  environment. 
To  determine  the  survival  and  growth  rate  and  the  adequacy 
of  the  frame  structures,  we  placed  4  frames  out  and  stocked 
them  with  iy2"  quahogs.  The  quahogs  grew  well  and  the 
mortality  was  minimum.  We  experienced  some  difficulties 
with  the  current  undermining  the  frames,  but  anticipate 
being  able  to  correct  this  problem.  The  frames  will  be  left 
in  place  through  the  winter  to  determine  what  losses  can  be 
expected  due  to  winter-kill.  Subject  to  our  findings,  we 
anticipate  placing  some  small  hatchery  stock  in  the  frames 
this  summer.

HARBOR  MASTER 


The  patrol  boat  was  manned  10  hours  daily  June  through 
August  and  only  on  weekends  during  May  and  September. 
It  was  also  manned  during  the  peak  of  scallop  season  in 
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October.  During  other  periods  the  boat  was  on  call.  We 
placed  63  water  safety  markers,  channel  markers  and  rock 
signs  throughout  the  waterways  to  assist  the  boating  public. 

Numerous  problems  were  encountered  by  boats  running 
aground  in  channels,  particularly  in  the  channel  at  the 
south  end  of  Bassetts  Island.  We  noted  a  dire  need  for  spot 
dredging  in  several  areas  throughout  our  waterways  and 
submitted  our  recommendations  for  corrective  action  to  the 
Shore  and  Harbor  Committee. 

Since  the  implementation  of  the  mooring  registration 
plan  in  1973,  a  total  of  1,515  moorings  have  been  registered. 
All  moorings  not  registered  and  duly  marked  according  to 
regulation  will  be  removed  from  the  waterways  this  summer.

HERRING  RUNS 

Bournedale  run  produced  an  excellent  catch  this  year. 
The  catching  basin  was  opened  on  April  11,  and  closed  on 
May  30th.  During  this  period  the  basin  was  manned  on 
Mondays  and  Fridays  and  a  total  of  1,751  bushels  of  herring 
were  netted  for  the  public.  The  peak  of  the  run  was  between 
April  25th  and  May  19th. 

The  mouth  of  the  run  at  Bournedale  continues  to  be  a 
problem,  due  to  rocks  and  other  debris  thrown  in  the  run 
thereby  obstructing  the  passage  of  the  alewives  from  going 
up  stream.  This  problem  requires  constant  attention. 
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A  total  of  $440.00  was  collected  for  the  sale  of  herring 
during  the  season.  Commercial  permits  were  sold  for  the 
sum  of  $50.00,  that  entitled  the  holder  16  bushels  per  week. 
Bourne  and  Sandwich  residents  were  entitled  to  2  bushels 
per  week,  without  charge.  Persons  other  than  Bourne  and 
Sandwich  residents  were  allowed  one  bushel  per  week,  at  a 
cost  of  $2.00,  per  bushel.  Local  residents  that  wanted  more 
than  their  allowable  2  bushel  per  week,  were  charged  $2.00 
for  each  additional  bushel.  The  total  catch  for  the  season 
was  up  48%  from  the  previous  year. 

The  Red  Brook  run  was  poor.  This  run  was  opened  on 
Wednesday's  only  for  family  use  and  a  limit  of  one  ten  quart 
pail  per  week  was  established.  Total  catch  for  this  run  was 
estimated  to  be  30  bushels,  for  the  season. 

CONSERVATION 

The  Department's  prime  responsibility  is  to  maintain 
Conservation  properties.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Department 
by  agreement  with  the  Conservation  Commission,  acts  as  the 
law  enforcement  agency  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Wetlands 
Act,  Mass.  General  Laws  Chapt.  131,  Sec.  40.  The  Depart- 
ment shares  a  secretary  with  the  Commission  and  provides 
office  facilities  for  this  purpose.  Since  the  Commission  does 
not  have  a  full  time  employee  or  a  Conservation  Officer,  the 
Department  acts  as  a  liason  for  the  Commission  in  matters 
relating  to  the  administration  of  the  Wetlands  Act  require- 
ments. 

During  the  year,  maintenance  on  the  following  Con- 
servation areas  included: 

—  Broyer  Property,  Depot  Road,  Cataumet,  (12  acres). 
Cleared  of  dead  trees,  cleaned  up  and  cut  underbrush. 
A  new  sign  was  also  erected. 

—  Leary  Property,  County  Road,  Monument  Beach.  Chip- 
ped deadwood,  made  and  installed  steps  from  marsh 
to  buildings.  Made  and  installed  shutters  for  build- 
ings to  prevent  vandalism. 

—  Sagamore  Highlands,  Sagamore  Beach.  Utilizing  old 
telephone  poles,  made  a  new  fence  around  parking 
area. 

Employees  hired  under  CETA  Program  were  used  exten- 
sively for  completion  of  these  projects. 

The  new  Wetlands  Act,  Chapt.  131,  Sec.  40  and  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  promulgated  by  State  Department  of  Natur- 
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al  Resources  became  effective  during  November,  1974.  The 
administrative  requirements  set  forth  by  the  revised  Act 
resulted  in  a  considerable  increase  in  workload  for  the  Con- 
servation Commission  and  on  this  Department.  Most  of  these 
additional  duties  are  being  performed  by  a  secretary  hired 
under  the  CETA  Program.  When  this  program  terminates, 
other  arrangements  must  be  considered,  if  this  Department 
is  to  continue  this  service. 

TOWN  FOREST 

On  April  17,  1975,  a  fire  destroyed  some  120  acres  of  the 
forest.  On  April  21st,  letters  requesting  technical,  material 
and/or  monetary  assistance  to  reclaim  the  forest  were  sent 
to  numerous  state,  federal  and  local  agencies.  In  response 
to  these  letters  we  have  received  the  following  assistance:

The  CETA  crew  has  re-planted  approximately  30  acres 
and  prepared  an  additional  30  acres  for  re-planting  during 
the  spring  and  fall  of  1976. 

At  the  start  of  our  reforestation  program,  we  were  very 
limited  in  the  area  of  adequate  heavy  equipment  to  do  the 
job.  This  problem  was  partially  solved  by  obtaining  an  old 
army  truck  that  was  in  storage  at  the  Highway  Department. 
This  truck  was  provided  to  the  Town  some  years  ago  through 
Civil  Defense.  The  truck  was  overhauled  by  CETA  employees 
and  has  been  put  to  good  use.  In  addition  to  the  truck, 
Walter  Whitehead,  of  Civil  Defense,  obtained  a  surplus  400 
gallon  water  trailer  that  will  be  used  for  watering^  during 
drought  season  and  for  liquid  fertilizer. 

CETA  PROGRAM 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Depart- 
ment supervised  an  average  of  13  CETA  employees  who  were 
utilized  in  various  Town  projects.  Some  of  the  most  signhV 
cant  projects  completed  by  the  CETA  Program  throughout 
the  year  are  as  follows: 
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—  Cleared  trees  and  underbrush  for  footpath  along  Sand- 
wich Road  to  Gallo  Skating  Rink. 

—  Built  fence  around  Gallo  Rink  parking  area. 

—  Cut  and  split  approximately  50  cord  of  firewood  at 
Scenic  Park,  for  sale  to  campers. 

—  Cleared  deadwood  and  underbrush  from  Conservation 
and  other  Town  owned  properties. 

—  Worked  on  several  shellfish  propagation  projects. 

—  Built  fence,  painted  and  landscaped  around  Dog  Pound 
facility. 

—  Cleared  trees  and  chipped  around  football  field  at  High 
School. 

—  Assisted  with  janitorial  duties  and  painting  project  at 
Community  Building. 

—  Built  and  installed  storage  racks  at  Police  Department. 

—  Site  preparation  and  planting  Town  Forest. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  to  this  Department 
throughout  the  year.

Bourne  Park  Commissioners 
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Report  of  Tree  Warden  and  Superintendent 

of  Insect  Pest  Control 


The  Nantucket  Pine  Tip  Moth  is  still  one  of  our  main 
insect  problems  at  the  present  time.  This  insect  is  very  hard 
to  control,  as  it  requires  three  sprays  at  a  certain  time,  and 
it  is  impossible  to  spray  the  entire  town  due  to  wind  and 
weather  conditions.  We  usually  concentrate  on  spraying 
where  it  is  most  needed,  along  the  Pocasset  Shoreline,  Monu- 
ment Beach  and  Buzzards  Bay  for  the  Tip  Moth. 

This  year,  with  the  help  of  the  CETA  workers,  Tent 
Caterpillar  nests  were  sprayed  and  cut  from  the  trees  in  the 
areas  along  the  canal  and  North  Sagamore  where  the  largest 
infestation  is.  Pine  Loopers  are  still  reported  in  some  areas 
of  the  town,  however,  our  aerial  spraying  program  greatly 
reduced  this  insect.  The  Insect  Pest  Control  can  only  control 
insects  from  any  large  build  up,  not  completely  exterminate 
them,  due  to  weather  and  inaccessible  areas. 

We  are  still  trimming  streets  for  clearance,  dead 
branches  and  trees  and  the  general  safety  of  the  public. 
Trees  are  planted  in  the  spring.  Poison  Ivy  and  trees  are 
sprayed  in  the  spring  and  summer.  Dutch  Elm  removed  and 
general  work,  such  as  dead  tree  removal  and  storm  damage, 
and  assisting  in  town  wide  tree  cutting  projects  such  as  help- 
ing the  National  Guard  clear  behind  the  Junior  High  School, 
trimming  in  the  town  forest;  helping  with  the  road  at  the 
Gallo  Rink  and  cutting  dead  trees  in  Scenic  Park  and  cur- 
rently at  the  new  North  Sagamore  Playground.  I  would  like 
to  point  out  that  we  only  assisted  in  these  projects. 

Last  year  over  fifty  diseased  elm  trees  were  removed  with 
the  help  of  equipment  from  the  Highway  Department.  A 
transfer  from  the  reserve  fund  was  needed  as  we  had  many 
dangerous  trees  to  be  removed.  This  year  we  can  very  well 
manage  on  our  annual  appropriation. 

As  it  looks  like  a  mild  and  dry  winter  as  of  this  writing, 
I  am  giving  a  little  information  on  winter  drying  of  trees. 

This  is  a  common  injury  among  evergreens,  sometimes 
referred  to  as  wind-killing  or  wind-burning.  It  is  due  to  the 
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loss  of  moisture  from  the  leaves  of  evergreens  during  the 
winter  or  early  spring  months  while  the  roots  are  in  frozen 
soil  and  unable  to  replace  the  water  evaporated  or  tran- 
spired from  the  foliage.  This  is  usually  the  case  when  trees 
are  planted  in  situations  where  a  strong  wind  has  full  sway 
and  the  sun  produces  abnormal  transpiration  from  the 
leaves  for  prevailing  soil  temperatures.  The  injury  does  not 
become  apparent  for  three  to  six  weeks  after  the  damage 
has  occurred.  It  is  especially  common  on  evergreens  which 
have  been  recently  transplanted  and  before  their  roots  have 
been  established  below  the  frost  line.  In  case  where  only 
the  foliage  is  injured,  the  affected  branches  will  usually 
develop  adventitious  buds  and  produce  a  new  set  of  leaves. 
However,  in  killing  or  weakening  some  of  the  plant  tissue, 
winter-drying  often  provides  a  foothold  for  other  destruc- 
tive diseases.  Small  evergreens  are  sometimes  so  severely 
injured  by  wind-drying  that  the  trees  are  killed  outright. 

Mulching  of  the  soil  will  prevent,  or  greatly  reduce  this 
injury  in  most  cases.  Another  method  is  to  protect  ever- 
greens against  sun  and  wind  with  a  canvas  or  heavy  burlap 
fence  during  the  cold  winter  months.  Such  protection  should 
be  about  a  foot  higher  than  the  tree.  It  is  advisable  not  to  put 
up  such  protection  until  after  the  first  good  frost.  This  will 
permit  the  foliage  and  twigs  to  become  somewhat  acclimated 
to  the  cold  weather.

Also  we  are  pleased  to  report  the  completion  of  the  Bar- 
lows Landing  and  Hen  Cove  Boat  Launching  Ramps  by  Peter 
Cook  of  Osterville  of  which  we  believe  are  the  best  anywhere. 

We  along  with  the  Selectmen  and  the  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  will  endeavor  to  present  a  "Blanket  Per- 
mit" of  necessary  maintenance  dredging  areas  in  our  Town 
to  the  United  States  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  and  the  neces- 
sary state  agencies  for  approval.  If  accepted,  we  could  ac- 
complish the  dredging  in  a  more  economical  and  easier 
manner. 

Again  we  would  like  to  thank  everyone  who  helped  in 
anyway,  big  or  small,  to  make  our  job  that  much  easier  so 
that  our  projects  could  be  completed.

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Report  of  the 
Regional  Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

the  Moderator  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Committee  re- 
spectfully submits  its  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1975. 

In  our  1974  report  the  Committee  stated  that  it  was 
active  with  the  Board  of  Health,  Board  of  Selectmen,  and 
representatives  of  the  Planning  Board  and  Finance  Com- 
mittee concerning  a  proposal  by  a  private  corporation  to 
assume  operation  of  the  town's  sanitary  landfill  site  east  of 
MacArthur  Boulevard.  Additionally,  the  proposal,  a  con- 
tractual arrangement,  called  for  the  corporation  to  erect  at 
its  expense  a  2.5  million  dollar  solid  waste  reclamation  plant 
at  the  landfill  site  which,  it  was  suggested,  should  extend  the 
life  of  the  site  indefinitely  because  of  reduced  volume. 

The  principals  involved  expressed  interest  in  the  solid 
waste  reclamation  plant  which  would  convert  solid  waste 
to  a  combustible  material  suited  for  use  as  a  fuel  source  in 
properly  adapted  hydroelectric  generating  plants. 

Concern  was  voiced  from  several  quarters  centering 
around  the  fact  that  baled  solid  waste  would  be  trucked  to 
the  Bourne  site  daily  from  other  communities,  Bourne  to  be 
reimbursed  at  the  rate  of  50c  per  ton. 

The  committee  is  disappointed  that  discussions  of  this 
proposal  were  terminated  prematurely.  No  endorsements 
were  made,  but  a  great  deal  of  progress  was  being  made  and 
invaluable  information  was  made  available  to  the  parties 
discussing  the  proposal. 

This  committee  does  not  agree  with  the  proposition  that 
sanitary  landfill  is  an  acceptable  and  effective  method  of 
the  ultimate  disposal  of  solid  waste.  We  concede  that  it  is 
an  acceptable  and  effective  short-term  method  for  the  dis- 
posal of  solid  waste  for  those  communities  operating  a  proper 
sanitary  landfill  operation.  However,  such  communities  are 
rare.  A  close  neighbor  community  has  been  cited  for  vio- 
lations by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
and  by  the  Division  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering

since  1971.  $13,000  has  been  appropriated  by  that  community 
for  engineering  and  operation  surveys  hoping  to  correct  the 
condition.  Our  neighbors  are  not  alone.  Most  communities 
in  Massachusetts  do  not  operate  proper  sanitary  landfill 
operations. 

Bourne  is  one  of  the  fortunate  few  communities  operat- 
ing a  sanitary  landfill  operation  within  the  law.  The  Bourne 
landfill  site  has  a  life-expectancy  of  approximately  twelve 
years  computed  upon  present  volume.  In  this  it  is  almost 
fortunate.  Many  communities  are  at  the  crisis  stage  —  some 
of  these  communities  are  right  here  on  Cape  Cod. 

The  Preamble  of  the  Massachusetts  Regulations  for  The 
Disposal  of  Solid  Wastes  By  Sanitary  Landfill  states:  "The 
need  for  safe  and  sanitary  management  of  solid  wastes  is 
recognized  by  both  public  and  private  organizations  involved 
and  concerned  with  such  management  since  the  efforts  of 
both  groups  are  required  to  cope  with  the  increasingly  com- 
plex problems  of  solid  waste  management". 

This  committee  endorses  a  regional  system  of  recycling 
and  reclamation  of  solid  waste  as  the  most  feasible  and 
economical  solution  to  the  complex  problems  of  solid  waste 
management.  Recent  reports  indicate  that  construction  may 
begin  within  two  years  on  a  major  solid  waste  disposal  plant 
to  serve  much  of  Southeastern  Massachusetts,  but  indications 
are  that  the  site  will  be  off-Cape.  The  same  reports  point 
out  that  a  resource  recovery  system  throughout  the  state 
would  produce  a  potential  savings  of  4  million  barrels  of  oil 
annually.  A  regional  plant  would  have  to  be  able  to  generate 
1,000  tons  per  day  to  be  economically  competitive.  To  put 
this  figure  in  perspective,  one  should  bear  in  mind  that 
Bourne  generates  roughly  14,000  tons  of  solid  waste  annually, 
or  only  a  little  more  than  1,000  tons  per  month. 

This  committee  will  continue  to  study  and  evaluate  the 
alternatives  to  municipal  sanitary  landfill  operations.  Hope- 
fully, in  the  very  near  future  there  will  be  a  large  regional 
resource  recovery  plant  in  operation  that  we  may  observe  in 
actual  operation.  We  recommend,  therefore,  that  this  com- 
mittee remain  intact  and  further  recommend  that  no  funds 
be  raised  and  appropriated  for  consultants  at  this  time.

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Report  of  the  Overall  Economic  Development 
Program  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

Unemployment  continues  to  be  a  very  serious  problem 
for  Bourne  as  well  as  for  most  areas  of  the  country.  To  find 
ways  to  increase  job  opportunities  and  business  for  Bourne 
residents  is  the  primary  purpose  of  the  Overall  Economic 
Development  Program  (OEDP)  Committee.  Accordingly  at 
its  monthly  meetings,  the  Committee  has  given  careful  con- 
sideration to  a  wide  range  of  proposals  for  improving  econ- 
omic conditions  in  Bourne. 

Early  this  year,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  the  OEDP  Committee  jointly  sponsored  a 
project  designed  to  bring  into  Bourne  businesses  appropriate 
for  Cape  Cod.  Letters  were  sent  to  about  200  carefully  se- 
lected off-Cape  firms  requesting  that  Bourne  be  considered 
as  a  site  for  any  expansion  the  firms  might  be  planning. 
Extensive  information  on  Bourne  and  Massachusetts  was 
included  in  a  brochure  that  was  held  available  for  distribu- 
tion to  those  contemplating  expansion.  The  response  to 
these  letters  revealed  that  there  exists  some  interest  in 
Bourne  as  a  location  for  future  expansion  and,  in  time,  and 
with  better  business  conditions,  concrete  results  may  be 
achieved. 

While  the  Bourne  OEDP  Committee  seeks  ways  to  im- 
prove economic  conditions  primarily  in  Bourne,  the  Cape  Cod 
Joint  Committee  on  Economic  Development  (CCJCED)  has 
the  same  general  objective  for  Barnstable  County  as  a  whole. 
This  Cape-wide  committee  was  established  in  August  follow- 
ing a  suggestion  by  the  Bourne  Board  of  Selectmen.  Close 
coordination  between  the  OEDP  and  the  CCJCED  committees 
is  maintained,  the  chairman  of  the  OEDP  committee  being 
one  of  the  three  Bourne  representatives  appointed  to  the 
CCJCED  Committee.  This  Committee  is  actively  investigat- 
ing several  proposals  for  improving  economic  conditions  on 
Cape  Cod. 
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Hopefully,  through  the  united  efforts  of  public  officials 
and  private  citizens,  ways  will  be  found  to  achieve  a  satis- 
factory level  of  economic  development  without  diminishing 
that  which  makes  the  Cape  a  most  attractive  place  to  live.

Until  January  1,  1978,  the  minimum  area  and  front- 
age requirements  of  Section  2500,  Intensity  of  Use  Schedule, 
shall  not  apply  to  lots  shown  on  plans  recorded  prior  to  the 
effective  date  of  said  requirements,  provided  that  such  lots 
have  at  least  10,000  square  feet  in  area  and  80  foot  frontage, 
that  all  dimensional  requirements  applicable  to  said  lots  at 
the  time  of  recording  are  complied  with,  and  provided  fur- 
ther that  the  Planning  Board  certifies  that  all  applicable  re- 
quirements under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  have  been 
met.  Lots  not  otherwise  exempted  herein  or  by  General  Law 
may  be  granted  a  Special  Permit  by  the  Board  of  Appeals, 
provided  that  it  determines  that  such  lots  are  consistent 
with  other  built-upon  lots  in  the  vicinity  and  that  building 
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upon  such  lots  would  not  be  detrimental  to  the  character  of 
the  neighborhood.  However,  a  lot  to  be  used  for  two  or  more 
dwelling  units  must  comply  with  the  current  requirements 
of  Section  2500  irrespective  of  when  the  lot  was  created  un- 
less exempted  by  statute. 

2420.  All  building  in  any  district  shall  meet  the  minimum  re- 
quirements set  forth  in  the  following  Intensity  of  Use 
Schedule,  unless  otherwise  expressly  exempted  by  this  By- 
law or  by  General  Law. 

2430.  No  lot  shall  be  created,  nor  shall  an  existing  lot  be 
changed  in  size  or  shape  except  through  a  public  taking,  or 
except  where  otherwise  permitted  herein,  so  as  to  result 
in  a  violation  of  the  requirements  set  forth  in  the  following 
Intensity  of  Use  Schedule.

That  statutory  exemption  is  hereby  extended  to  apply  to 
building  for  all  uses  and  within  all  districts.",  or  act  anything 
thereon.

Where  the  Community  includes  more  than  one  ownership, 
and/or  lies  in  more  than  one  district,  the  number  of  units 
allowed  shall  be  calculated  as  above  for  each  district  and 
summed  to  give  an  overall  allowable  total,  which  may  be  lo- 
cated on  the  plan  without  respect  to  allowable  subtotals  by 
district  or  ownership  areas. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  may  approve  an  Open  Space  Com- 
munity containing  more  than  the  basic  maximum  number 
of  dwelling  units  upon  their  determination  that  the  pro- 
posed Community,  through  the  quality  of  its  site  selection, 
programming,  and  design,  displays  exceptional  sensitivity  to 
the  objectives  of  this  bylaw.

Bonus  Points:  0.5 x acres  of  Common  Open  Space  which 
is  accessible  to  the  general  public  or  developed  for  active 
recreation  or  in  excess  of  the  minimum  area  require- 
ments of  Section  4645  Open  Space.

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  other  Town  Officials,  other  Town  Departments, 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  for  their  cooperation  and  assis- 
tance during  1975. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Bourne  Jr.  Women's  Club,  a  spe- 
cial thank-you  for  their  continuing  efforts  in  assisting  the 
department  in  its  various  Crime  Prevention  Programs. 

Operation  Identification  (the  engraving  of  one's  per- 
sonal property  with  one's  Social  Security  number)  has  proven 
to  be  a  real  deterrent  to  would-be  burglars.  The  electric  en- 
gravers can  be  borrowed  at  the  police  station,  at  our  crime- 
prevention  office  in  Town  Hall,  and  from  members  of  the 
Bourne  Jr.  Women's  Club. 

Neighborhood  Watch  is  the  looking  out  for  your  neigh- 
bor's personal  safety  and  for  the  safety  of  his  property  and 
your  neighbor  doing  the  same  for  you.  How  is  it  done?  By 
being  more  observant  of  the  activities  in  and  around  your 
neighbor's  property  and  by  being  suspicious  of  persons  and 
vehicles  in  your  neighborhood  that  are  unfamiliar  to  you 
and  of  persons  whom  you  observe  walking  or  running  through 
your  yard  or  that  of  your  neighbor  —  they  may  be  just  taking 
a  short  cut,  but  they  could  be  leaving  the  scene  of  a  crime, 
on  their  way  to  commit  a  crime,  or  casing  your  property  or 
that  of  your  neighbor  with  the  intent  to  commit  a  crime  at  a 
later  hour  or  date. 

I  urge  you  to  report  your  suspicions  immediately  to  your 
police  department  by  using  the  most  effective  crime-preven- 
tion device  ever  invented,  THE  TELEPHONE.  On  many  occa- 
sions citizens  have  said  to  a  police  officer,  "I  saw  a  couple  of 
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people  in  my  neighbor's  yard,"  or,  "I  heard  a  loud  noise  at 
about  1:30  A.M.,  but  I  didn't  bother  to  call  the  police.  I 
didn't  think  too  much  about  it."  In  truth,  1:30  A.M.  was  the 
time  that  his  neighbor's  house  was  being  broken  into. 

On  a  number  of  such  occasions,  it  is  possible  that  a 
crime  might  have  been  prevented  and/or  the  offenders  appre- 
hended had  the  neighbor  called. 

Operation  Borrowed  Time,  made  possible  by  the  Bourne 

Jr.  Women's  Club,  is  the  borrowing  from  your  police  depart- 
ment of  easy-to-use  Timing  Devices  which  turn  lights  on  and 
off  at  pre-set  times  within  your  home.  The  purpose  is  to  give 
a  living-in  appearance  while  you  are  away  overnight  or  on 
vacation,  thus  discouraging  would-be  burglars. 

Operation  Lock  It  and  Pocket  the  Key  is  intended  to  re- 
duce the  number  of  Auto  Thefts.  Granted  that  locks  are  not 
a  total  prevention  against  thefts,  they  do  deter  some  would- 
be  thieves.  Of  the  more-than-one-million  vehicles  stolen  in 
this  country  in  1975,  8  out  of  every  10  were  unlocked.  In 
Bourne  21  of  the  37  vehicles  stolen  in  1975  were  unlocked. 
Of  these  21,  11  had  the  key  in  the  ignition. 

Premises  Surveys.  In  1975  only  79,  22  businesses  and  57 
residencies,  took  advantage  of  Premise  Security  Surveys, 
which  are  performed  by  your  Crime  Prevention  Officers.  The 
survey,  done  at  the  convenience  of  the  citizen,  includes  the 
examination  of  the  types  of  locks  on  doors  and  windows,  door 
frames,  types  of  doors  and  windows,  your  outside  lighting, 
and  the  shrubbery  immediately  next  to  your  premises  which 
could  offer  concealment  to  a  would-be  burglar  or  robber. 

Upon  completion  of  the  survey,  the  officer  will  make 
recommendations  in  those  areas  which  would  increase 
the  security  of  the  premises  and  the  safety  of  those  using 
the  premises. 

To  the  citizen  who  is  planning  to  build  or  have  built  a 
structure  for  residency  or  business,  I  urge  you  to  contact 
our  crime -prevention  unit  in  reference  to  measures  of  se- 
curity that  can  be  built  into  the  structure  at  the  time  of  con- 
struction. The  additional  cost  for  added  security  would  be 
minimal  if  initiated  at  the  time  of  construction. 

Burglar  Alarms.  Again,  before  making  any  final  de- 
cision in  the  installation  of  a  burglar  alarm  system  on  your 
premises,  I  suggest  that  you  contact  your  Crime  Prevention 
Officer,  who  will  survey  your  premises  and  then  make  rec- 
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ommendations  as  to  what  type  or  types  of  alarm  systems 
would  be  best  suited  for  your  specific  needs. 

Section  25  of  Article  VI  of  the  Town  By-Laws: 

Section  25.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  install  a  mechanical 
protection  device  that  is  automatically  keyed  to  and/ or 
activates  the  telephone  (number)  lines  controlled  by  and/ 
or  listed  to  the  Bourne  Police  Department;  all  such  de- 
vices installed  before  the  effective  date  of  this  section 
shall  be  removed  within  60  days.  Mechanical  protection 
devices  shall  be  defined  as:  An  electrically  operated  in- 
strument composed  of  sensory  apparatus  and  related 
hardware  which  automatically  sends  over  regular  tele- 
phone lines,  by  direct  connection  or  otherwise,  a  pre- 
recorded voice  alarm  upon  receipt  of  a  stimulus  from  the 
sensory  apparatus  that  has  detected  a  physical  force 
or  condition  inherently  characteristic  of  a  fire  or  un- 
authorized intrusion. 

Rape  Awareness.  In  complying  with  Section  97B  of 
Chapter  41  M.G.L.,  which  reads  in  part  "There  shall  be  with- 
in the  police  department  of  every  city  and  town  or  grouping 
of  cities  and  towns  a  rape  reporting  and  prosecuting  unit 
which  shall  be  designed  to  improve  the  quality  of  rape  re- 
porting, counseling,  and  prosecution,"  a  Rape  Investigation 
Unit  was  formed  following  the  attendance  of  three  members 
of  the  department  at  two  rape  training  sessions  conducted 
by  the  Massachusetts  Criminal  Justice  Training  Council. 

On  May  28,  1975  a  Rape  Investigation  Policy  was  imple- 
mented, along  with  General  Order  75-48,  which  provides 
guidelines  for  the  procedure  to  follow  in  the  event  of  a  re- 
ported rape. 

The  Rape  Policy  of  the  Bourne  Police  Department  is  as 
follows: 

(1)  To  minimize  (by  educating  the  citizenry)  the  oppor- 
tunity for  rape  to  occur,  (2)  To  minimize  the  traumatic 
experience  suffered  by  the  victim  of  rape,  and  (3)  To 
assure  the  speedy  apprehension  and  conviction  of  the 
rapist. 

Rape  is  the  most  brutal  of  all  crimes  save  homicide.  Rape 
victims  need  sustain  no  physical  injury  to  suffer  severe 
and  lasting  pain.  No  crime  is  better  calculated  to  drive 
its  victims  mad.  In  short,  rape  is  the  ultimate  violation 
of  self. 
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The  Rape  Investigation  Unit,  independently  and/or  in 
conjunction  with  social  agencies,  hospital  personnel, 
and  other  interested  community  agencies,  shall  conduct 
seminars,  workshops,  etc.  for  the  purpose  of  educating 
the  citizenry  of  the  Town  of  Bourne  in  ways  to  minimize 
the  opportunity  for  the  crime  of  rape  to  occur  and  in 
the  role  of  the  police  in  the  Investigation  and  Prosecu- 
tion of  the  crime  of  rape. 

In  late  July,  your  police  department  implemented  a  pro- 
gram called  Citizen  Crime  Prevention  Contact. 

All  patrol  officers  are  required  (if  time  permits)  to  daily 
make  one  citizen  contact  by  going  to  a  business  establish- 
ment or  residency  and  spending  five  to  fifteen  minutes  brief- 
ly explaining  the  various  crime-prevention  programs  being 
offered  by  the  department.  The  officer  leaves  a  prepared 
packet  which  includes  printed  crime-prevention  material 
and  a  card  to  be  mailed  to  the  department  if  the  citizen  con- 
tacted wishes  further  information,  premise  survey,  speaking 
engagement,  etc.  From  July  29  through  December  31,  1975 
1,456  such  contacts  have  been  made. 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is  two-fold,  (1)  to  get  the 
citizen  involved  in  crime  prevention  and  detection,  and  (2) 
to  help  develop  a  closer  rapport  between  the  members  of  the 
department  and  you,  the  Citizens  of  the  Town. 

There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  that  the  overall  crime- 
prevention  effort  is  working.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  vast 
increase  in  reported  Part  II  Crimes  in  1973  versus  1974,  the 
increase  in  Miscellaneous  calls,  and  the  96.78  per  cent  in- 
crease in  calls  for  service  (1973  vs  1975).  However,  we  cannot 
stand  pat.  Instead,  we  must  move  ahead  to  try  and  improve 
the  criminal  climate  within  our  community. 

Operation  PACT.  The  most  recent  and  perhaps  the 
most  comprehensive  program  that  the  department  has  un- 
dertaken, with  the  cooperation  and  support  of  your  School 
Department,  is  Operation  PACT.  (Police  Officers  as  Class- 
room Teachers.)  The  basic  outline  for  visits,  Kindergarten 
through  Sixth  Grade,  is  as  follows:

The  response  to  the  program  by  the  students,  teachers, 
and  school  officials  has  been  most  rewarding.  At  this  writ- 
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ing,  I  am  contemplating  expanding  the  program  to  include 
Grade  Seven  in  the  76-77  School  Year  and  Grade  Eight  in  the 
77-78  School  Year. 

Training.  In  1975  we  had  five  new  officers  complete 
seventeen  weeks  of  recruit  training  before  being  assigned 
to  patrol  duty.  The  training,  which  is  done  in  three  phases, 
included  (1)  three  weeks  of  pre-service  classroom  training, 
(2)  four  weeks  of  field  training  (riding  along  with  one  spe- 
cific officer),  and  (3)  twelve  weeks  at  the  Regional  Police 
Academy  in  Fall  River. 

As  previously  stated,  three  officers  completed  the  most 
comprehensive  course  being  offered  in  the  Commonwealth  in 
the  investigation  and  prosecution  of  the  crime  of  rape. 

Three  officers  completed  a  two-week  drug-narcotic 
course  presented  by  the  Office  of  the  Attorney  General. 

Six  officers  completed  a  one-week  In-Service  Refresher 
Course  at  the  Regional  Police  Academy  in  Fall  River. 

Weekly,  interdepartment  training  sessions  are  conduct- 
ed on  all  aspects  of  law  enforcement.

Main  Street  in  Buzzards  Bay,  despite  being  the  most 
heavily  patrolled  street  in  Town  —  perhaps  at  a  ratio  of  more 
than  100-1  over  any  other  street  in  Town  (Police  Station  is 
located  on  Main  Street)  —  year  after  year  continues  to  have 
the  highest  number  of  motor  vehicle  and  pedestrian  acci- 
dents. 

The  By-Pass,  Routes  6  an<d  28,  in  Buzzards  Bay  keeps 
haunting  all  of  us  in  the  Town.  The  number  of  accidents  on 
that  road  decreased  from  26  in  1974  to  13  in  1975,  but  we  had 


147 


two  fatalities  in  1975  —  two  pedestrians.  The  reduction  in 
the  numbers  of  accidents  does  little  to  comfort  the  families 
and  friends  of  the  two  pedestrians  who  met  death  on  the 
By-Pass. 

Until  we,  the  Citizens  of  Bourne,  can  pressure  our  STATE 
OFFICIALS  to  complete  Route  25  from  East  Wareham  to  the 
Bourne  Bridge,  other  families  are  certain  to  suffer  the  same 
fate. 

Retirements 

Sergeant  Philip  Embrescia  retired  on  July  17,  1975  fol- 
lowing a  heart  attack.  Sergeant  Embrescia  was  appointed  to 
the  department  on  June  28,  1956  and  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  Sergeant  on  September  7,  1962. 

Sergeant  Leo  Gallerani  retired  on  December  31,  1975 
upon  reaching  the  mandatory  retirement  age  of  65.  Sergeant 
Gallerani  was  first  appointed  to  the  department  in  1942.  In 
1952  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant.  From  August 
1961  to  April  1962  he  served  as  Acting  Chief  of  Police  of  the 
Department. 

The  members  of  the  department  and,  I  am  sure,  the 
Citizens  of  Bourne,  wish  both  officers  a  long  and  happy  re- 
tirement.

The  calendar  year,  1975,  the  Town  of  Bourne  suffered 
its  greatest  forest  fire  loss  on  April  16,  1975,  when  approxi- 
mately one  thousand  (1000)  acres  of  woodlands  were  de- 
stroyed. The  Bourne  Town  Forest  was  almost  totally  de- 
stroyed. Three  hundred  (300)  fire  fighters  from  fourteen 
(14)  communities  fought  the  blaze  and  thirty  pieces  (30) 
of  apparatus  aided  in  bringing  the  fire  under  control.  At 
one  point,  fire  threatened  twelve  (12)  homes  in  the  Pocasset 
area  near  Portside  Drive  but  only  a  super  human  effort  by 
fire  fighters  beat  back  the  flames  and  not  one  (1)  home  was 
destroyed  or  damaged.  The  flames  at  one  point  reached  40 
or  50  feet  from  the  homes.  The  fire  was  reported  at  11:59 
A.M.  and  it  wasn't  contained  till  nearly  5  hours  later. 

The  Town  of  Bourne  lost  a  brush  breaker  in  this  fire 
when  it  became  trapped  and  the  fire  fighters  barely  able  to 
escape  with  their  lives.  The  vehicle  was  totally  destroyed 
with  an  estimated  loss  of  $25,000.00.  I  wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  all  departments  who  responded  to  my 
call  for  assistance  and  without  whose  help  this  fire  would 
have  caused  much  damage  and  destruction.  To  the  fire 
fighters  of  the  Town  of  Bourne,  both  Permanent  and  call, 
I  would  like  to  say  thank  you  for  your  untiring  efforts  to 
bring  this  fire  under  control.  It  was  a  job  well  done. 

On  January  1,  1975,  the  Pocasset  Branch  of  the  Cape  Cod 
Bank  &  Trust  was  nearly  destroyed  with  an  estimated  loss 
of  $150,000.00.  The  cause  of  the  fire  remains  as  undetermined. 

On  February  25,  1975,  the  former  Sagamore  Lodge  was 
destroyed  in  a  spectacular  fire  with  an  estimated  loss  of 
$175,000.00.  The  cause  of  the  fire  remains  as  undetermined. 

On  May  22,  1975,  the  Pizzaria  on  Rte.  28,  MacArthur  Blvd. 
was  badly  damaged  by  fire.  Estimated  loss  of  $40,000.00. 
Cause  of  the  fire  was  incendiary. 

On  July  10,  1975,  Complex  II  Night  Club  was  totally 
destroyed  by  fire.  Estimated  loss  of  $85,000.00  Cause  of  fire 
was  incendiary. 
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On  July  16,  1975,  the  Topaz  Restaurant  was  totally 
destroyed  by  fire.  Estimated  loss  of  $162,330.00.  Cause  of  the 
fire  was  listed  as  accidental. 

Building  loss  due  to  fires  is  placed  at  $538,730.00  and 
content  damage  is  placed  at  $225,000.00. 

The  department  has  nearly  completed  construction  of 
its  new  brush  breaker  to  replace  the  one  lost  in  the  forest 
fire  in  April.  This  will  be  ready  for  service  shortly.  This  was 
designed  and  constructed  with  the  assistance  of  a  committee 
of  permanent  men  and  call  men  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
town  and  at  a  savings  to  the  town  of  approximately  $30,000.00. 

The  modular  ambulance  should,  barring  unusual  occur- 
rences, be  available  in  March.  I  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  Fire  Fighters  Arthur  J.  Reidy  and 
Charles  W.  Klueber  for  their  efforts  to  raise  $7,200.00  for  the 
purchase  of  a  Life  Pac  4  unit  for  use  in  the  ambulance. 
Through  their  efforts  and  other  fire  fighters  we  now  have 
the  unit  in  service  in  the  ambulance.  I  might  add  this  unit 
has  been  used  on  a  patient  with  good  results. 

The  department  is  awaiting  the  results  of  the  latest  civil 
service  exam  to  bring  the  fire  department  up  to  full  com- 
plement. There  are  presently  twelve  (12)  provisional  ap- 
pointees awaiting  the  results. 

A  special  thanks  to  the  instructors  and  students  of  the 
Upper  Cape  Voke  School  who  painted  the  engine  room  ceil- 
ings and  walls.  They  did  an  excellent  job. 

I  wish  to  take  the  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  depart- 
ments of  the  Town  of  Bourne,  the  Permanent  Fire  Fighters 
and  Call  Fire  Fighters  for  their  co-operation  throughout  the 
year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  primary  workload  in  this  Department  has  been  in 
the  service  area  with  many  requests  for  assistance  in  filing 
applications  for  pensions,  compensations,  educational  bene- 
fits and  other  sundry  and  varied  requests  such  as  job  appli- 
cations, medical  assistance,  etc.  Veterans  recently  released 
from  the  service  are  briefed  on  the  VA  benefits  available  to 
them.  The  Davis  Park  VA  Hospital  in  Providence  is  currently 
providing  authorization  for  those  eligible  for  dental  treat- 
ment to  have  the  work  done  in  this  area.  This  is  due  to  the 
tremendous  workload  they  are  experiencing  at  their  own 
dental  facility.  This  Department  has  information  for  Vet- 
erans regarding  hospitalization  at  VA  hospitals  and  has 
assisted  numerous  veterans  in  the  past  year  to  avail  them- 
selves of  these  services.  The  VA  pension  rates  (non-service 
connected)  have  increased  this  year  and  where  one  may 
have  been  ineligible  in  the  past,  you  may  now  find  that  you 
are  eligible.  Check  with  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services. 

The  Town  will  now  have  the  honor  of  having  a  National 
Cemetery  situated  in  it.  It  is  scheduled  to  be  ready  some- 
time in  1977. 

There  have  been  very  few  changes  in  the  Veterans' 
Benefits  Program.  The  caseload  is  low  due  partly  to  the 
Federal  Extensions  that  have  been  granted  to  the  Unemploy- 
ment Compensation.  Jobs  are  at  a  premium  with  the  CETA 
Program  assuring  that  some  people  are  employed. 

The  Memorial  Plaque  was  installed  on  the  Memorial  in 
the  Veterans  Park  next  to  the  Town  Hall  for  the  Memorial 
Day  exercises. 

The  Selective  Service  registration  was  terminated  in  the 
year  1975  in  consideration  of  a  new  registration  system  to 
be  completed  in  1976.  All  18  year  old  males  must  register  for; 
selective  service.  A  planned  program  advertising  the  date 
of  registering  will  be  announced  sometime  in  1976.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Board  of  Health  herein  submits  its  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1975. 

Confusion  and  anxiety  abound  in  today's  world  due  to 
changes,  which  are  inevitable.  Our  Town  is  not  exempt  from 
these  changes,  or  the  resulting  confusion  and  anxiety.  The 
health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  have 
been  the  main  concern  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Regular  meetings  were  held  monthly  by  the  Bourne 
Board  of  Health  throughout  the  year;  special  meetings  and 
hearings  were  held  when  necessary.  The  Board  made  health 
regulations  to  improve  on  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  Article 
XI.  These  regulations  were  published  in  the  local  paper. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty  dogs  were  inoculated  at  the 
annual  rabies  clinic.  The  joint  effort  of  the  Board,  the  De- 
partment of  Natural  Resources,  and  the  Bourne  Fire  Depart- 
ment made  this  a  smoothly-run  and  successful  clinic. 

All  waters  of  the  Town,  including  shellfish  areas,  public 
beaches,  swimming  pools,  drinking  water,  and  wells  on  large 
projects,  such  as  apartments  and  condominiums,  were  tested 
on  a  regular  basis.  A  two-month  project  was  set  up  and  all 
waters  were  tested  weekly  for  pollution  in  the  Red  Brook 
Harbor  area.  Our  laboratory's  examinations  showed  no 
contamination  of  the  area.  Private  wells  were  tested  by  our 
Agent  upon  request. 

Our  Agent  worked  with  the  Food  &  Drug  on  products 
that  were  believed  to  be  contaminated,  and  reports  were 
made  and  sent  from  the  office.  Certain  types  of  food  were 
taken  to  the  Food  &  Drug  laboratory  for  analysis.  It  was 
found  that  one  type  was  contaminated;  the  remainder  was 
held  in  suspense  then  destroyed  by  the  Health  Agent. 

Under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Muriel  Cowell  of  the  Fal- 
mouth Nursing  Association  the  Bourne  "Well  Baby  Clinic" 
was  held  every  month  at  the  Community  Building. 

Over  1,000  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne  took  advantage 
of  the  flu  clinic  held  at  the  Out  Patient  Clinic  of  Barnstable 
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County  Hospital  in  Pocasset.  Due  to  the  fine  cooperation  of 
the  hospital  staff,  this  project  was  a  success. 

The  Health  Agent  inspected  and  tested  for  radiation 
three  microwave  ovens  to  be  sure  they  met  the  acceptable 
standards. 

There  was  a  great  deal  of  confusion  among  the  home 
owners  and  real  estate  agents  on  the  lead  poisoning  program 
put  out  by  the  State.  The  Board  explained  what  had  to  be 
done  according  to  the  law.  This  cleared  up  the  confusion. 
Although  the  Health  Agent  examined  12  homes,  only  one 
was  found  to  have  lead  paint  and  corrections  to  the  interior 
were  made. 

Ninety-six  house  inspections  were  made  by  the  Health 
Agent  to  bring  the  houses  up  to  the  standards  of  Article  n 
of  the  State  Sanitary  Code. 

Over  20  different  types  of  licenses  are  issued  by  the 
Board;  over  29  different  types  of  inspections  are  made  by 
the  Health  Agent.  Any  violations  found  during  the  inspec- 
tions were  subsequently  corrected. 

The  Board  of  Health  wishes,  at  this  time,  to  extend  its 
thanks  to  the  many  Town  Departments  and  to  the  Barn- 
stable County  Health  Department  for  their  excellent  co- 
operation during  1975.

A.  The  provision  of  leadership  and  technical  skills  is  one 
of  the  stated  purposes  of  the  Barnstable  County  Health  De- 
partment. This  report  demonstrates  the  efforts  of  the  staff 
to  improve  and  update  their  skills,  to  impart  these  skills  to 
health  workers,  and  to  develop  or  augment  local  program 
activities  based  on  staff  skills. 

We  have  agency  membership  in  the  Massachusetts  Pub- 
lic Health  Association,  the  Massachusetts  League  for  Nursing, 
Council  of  Public  Health  Agencies,  the  American  School 
Health  Association  and  the  Cape  Cod  Community  Council. 
This  provides  us  with  current  data  on  trends  in  public  health 
practice,  report  of  health  department  services  elsewhere,  in- 
formation about  new  resources  for  care. 

The  professional  staff  maintain  individual  memberships 
in  their  respective  professional  organizations  and  in  related 
organizations,  which  provides  access  to  a  widespread  source 
of  scientific  information.  This  is  not  a  one-way  flow  of  data, 
since  some  of  the  staff  hold  an  office  in  these  organizations 
or  are  members  of  the  Boards  of  Directors.  In  these  situations 
staff  contribute  to  others  from  their  own  experience  and 
knowledge  and  they  strengthen  their  abilties  in  leadership, 
group  dynamics  and  public  speaking.

B.    This  year  47  day-care  centers/pre-schools/nurseries  have 
been  recommended  for  licensure  to  the  Towns  Boards  of 
Health.  For  the  first  time  in  many  years  we  have  recommend- 
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ed  revocation  of  a  license  and  recommended  no-renewal  of 
a  license.  These  actions  were  based  on  the  strict  safety  re- 
quirements of  the  new  State  Building  Code,  and  have  led  to 
a  better  understanding  of  the  requirements,  better  working 
relationships  with  Day  Care  operators,  Fire  Chiefs  and  Build- 
ing Inspectors,  and  greater  protection  for  young  children. 
Both  situations  have  been  resolved  and  are  now  licensed. 

The  public  health  laboratory  has  been  expanded  in  size 
and  additional  equipment  obtained.  Although  the  construc- 
tion of  cabinets  is  not  complete  yet,  and  the  water  still,  water 
bath,  and  spectrophotometer  are  not  operable,  we  have  begun 
to  do  additional  water  samples  under  an  agreement  with  the 
"Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic  Development  Commission 
208  Waste,  Water  Study",  and  will  be  able  to  do  more  accurate 
and  involved  chemical  studies  for  towns  and  individuals  and 
will  have  space  to  do  more  salt-water  samples  next  year. 

The  offices  of  the  Handicapped  Childrens  Clinic  were 
moved  to  the  southwest  corner  of  the  lower  floor,  the  area 
was  remodelled  and  redecorated,  and  a  sizable  storage  area 
was  made  available  to  us. 

We  appreciate  the  support  and  confidence  placed  in  us 
by  the  County  Commissioners  and  the  other  County  and  Town 
Departments.

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Report  of  the  Couneil  on  Aging 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Council  on  Aging  actively  pursued  and  successfully 
implemented  transportation  for  the  elderly  and  the  handi- 
capped in  the  Town  of  Bourne.  In  the  best  interests  of  the 
Town,  the  transportation  budget  was  confined  to  a  minimum. 
The  amount  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee  covered 
the  purchase  of  the  vehicle,  insurance  and  partial  mainte- 
nance. Through  the  cooperation  of  concerned  seniors,  a  Mini 
Bus  Fund  has  been  set  up  to  defray  fuel  costs  and  accessories 
for  the  vehicle.  More  than  four  hundred  seniors,  a  number 
of  organizations  in  Bourne,  several  organizations  in  Ware- 
ham  and  Sandwich  have  voluntarily  donated  to  the  fund 
bringing  the  total  to  $3,114.17  to  date.  Transportation  is 
provided  without  charge  to  nutrition  sites,  shopping  centers, 
activities  at  the  Senior  Citizen  Center,  various  meetings, 
with  medical  appointments  taking  priority. 

Programs  were  expanded  to  involve  and  interest  more 
and  more  seniors.  Scheduled  through  the  week  are  two  art 
classes,  crafts  class,  old  time  dancing  and  a  choral  group. 
All  these  classes  cooperated  in  the  overwhelming  success 
of  the  Arts  and  Crafts  Exhibit  held  on  April  29,  1975  at  the 
Bourne  Memorial  Community  Building. 

Shopping  and  sightseeing  trips  during  the  year  provided 
recreation  and  a  change  of  scenery  for  the  more  mobile 
seniors.  Whist  parties  held  once  a  month  are  becoming  in- 
creasingly popular  enabling  seniors  to  exchange  amenities 
and  socialize. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1975,  the  school  lunch 
program  was  expanded  to  five  days  per  week  from  the 
original  three  days.  Since  school  nutritionists  must  plan 
menus  to  please  the  children,  there  are  days  when  the 
menus  are  not  attractive  to  the  elderly  because  of  dietary 
restrictions.  This  is  reflected  in  the  attendance  of  our  sen- 
iors at  the  school  lunches.  The  Council  on  Aging  has  become 
concerned  with  the  seniors  who,  through  apathy  or  lack  of 
mobility,  are  not  eating  properly.  This  is  a  problem  to  be 
resolved  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 
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Health  Counseling  program  is  held  on  the  first,  third 
and  fourth  Wednesday  of  every  month  with  two  nurses  in 
attendance.  Approximately  750  senior  citizens  participated 
in  this  program  during  1975. 

A  Telephone  Reassurance  Program  maintained  at  the 
Senior  Citizen  Center  keeps  in  touch  with  eight  seniors  five 
days  a  week.  This  is  one  of  several  programs  that  needs 
wider  participation.  The  office  staff  provides  referral  serv- 
ices as  well.  Our  staff  comprises  three  part  time  clerks 
appointed  by  the  town  and  two  part  time  Senior  Aides  from 
Cape-Islands  Home  Care,  Inc.  With  increased  activities,  ex- 
panded services,  the  editing  and  publishing  of  the  monthly 
newsletter,  volunteers  had  to  be  recruited  from  the  senior 
citizen  population  to  assist  the  office  staff. 

Although  the  members  of  the  Council  and  myself  are 
pleased  with  the  progress  made  this  past  year,  there  are 
still  many  areas  where  injustices  are  perpetrated  on  the 
elderly.  There  are  those  seniors,  too,  in  fear  of  losing  their 
self-esteem,  their  independence  or  ignorant  of  the  role  Coun- 
cil on  Aging  plays  in  the  town,  who  have  not  contacted  the 
Council  for  assistance  or  services. 

I  wish  to  thank  not  only  my  friends  and  associates  on 
the  Council,  but  also  the  senior  citizens  who  served  on  the 
Transportation  Committee  and  the  Bourne  Public  Library 
for  the  use  of  the  duplicator  in  printing  our  newsletters.  To 
the  office  staff,  the  dedicated  volunteers,  the  organizations 
who  have  backed  our  efforts  so  staunchly,  but  most  of  all, 
the  senior  citizens  who  have  worked  to  make  this  past  year 
so  successful,  my  gratitude.

This  past  year,  the  Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic 
Development  Commission  has  received  funds  for  two  feder- 
ally funded  programs  of  considerable  potential  impact  on 
the  Cape  as  a  region  —  the  208  Wastewater  Management 
Planning  Program  and  the  Coastal  Zone  Management  Pro- 
gram. The  Commission  has  stressed  the  importance  of  citizen 
participation  in  these  two  programs.  Other  far-reaching  pro- 
grams are  now  under  consideration  by  the  State  and  Federal 
government  geared  to  establishing  growth  policies  and  land 
use  planning  on  the  regional  and  local  level.  All  of  these  pro- 
grams are  seeking  a  local  consensus  that  will  determine  the 
future  growth  and  development  of  Cape  Cod. 

The  Amendments  to  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Act 
of  1972  provide  for  area-wide  planning  programs  designed  to 
broaden  the  approach  to  wastewater  management  problems 
from  a  local  to  a  regional  level.  At  the  present  time  water 
quality  problems  are  addressed  on  a  town-by-town  basis  on 
Cape  Cod.  With  the  designation  of  Cape  Cod  as  a  208  planning 
area  last  spring,  towns  agreed  to  cooperate  in  developing  an 
areawide  approach  to  the  Cape's  wastewater  management 
problems.  The  Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic  Development 
Commission  was  granted  $350,000  by  the  Environmental  Pro- 
tection Agency  in  June  and  the  two-year  planning  program 
is  now  in  its  beginning  stages. 

As  the  208  program  defines  existing  and  potential  water 
quality  problems,  it  must  explore  how  these  problems  should 
be  managed.  Alternative  methods  of  control  for  each  of  the 
defined  problems  will  be  presented  and  evaluated. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Bourne  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
Cape  Cod  Joint  Committee  on  Economic  Development  was 
formed.  The  Committee  is  made  up  of  various  Cape  Cod  busi- 
nessmen and  is  currently  developing  a  series  of  projects  in- 
cluding: 

an  inventory  of  land  zoned  for  light  industry  to  assist 
businessmen  considering  locating  on  Cape  Cod. 
an  off-Cape  business  sub-group  to  determine  means  of 
attracting  business  to  Cape  Cod. 
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a  transportation  sub-group  to  find  ways  of  insuring  ade- 
quate access  to  maintain  businesses  on  Cape  Cod. 
a  communication  sub-group  to  provide  information  to 
the  public  on  the  importance  of  economic  development 
and  what  it  can  mean  to  the  Cape. 
The  Commission  will  continue  to  provide  under  its  Eco- 
nomic Development  Administration  grant: 

technical  assistance  to  town  economic  development  com- 
mittees 

assistance  to  businessmen  in  marketing  and  expansion 
studies 

economic  data  maintained  for  public  use 

One  of  the  major  activities  of  the  Cape  Cod  Joint  Trans- 
portation Committee  and  transportation  planning  staff  this 
past  year  was  pursuing  means  of  maintaining  rail  freight 
service  to  Cape  Cod.  This  service  is  a  vital  factor  in  the  Cape's 
economy,  ease  and  safety  of  material  access  and  environ- 
ment. A  rail  use  survey  was  conducted  in  cooperation  with 
the  State  Office  of  Transportation  and  Construction  and 
the  information  obtained  was  helpful  in  illustrating  the 
Cape's  needs  to  the  General  Court  and  to  the  Governor.  In 
the  last  week  of  the  year,  the  General  Court  passed  a  Trans- 
portation Bond  Issue  which  insures  the  subsidy  of  the  Cape's 
rail  lines  for  two  years,  purchase  of  the  rail  rights  of  way 
and  upgrading  of  the  track  from  10  mph  currently  to  a  25  mph 
service  level. 

The  Commission  received  funds  from  the  State  Office  of 
Coastal  Zone  Management  to  provide  technical  planning  in- 
formation on  Cape  Cod  and  to  coordinate  public  participation 
in  the  development  of  the  State  management  plan.  A  CZM 
Advisory  Committee  made  up  of  representatives  from  each 
town  is  providing  guidance  to  the  Commission's  citizen  par- 
ticipation efforts. 

The  Commission  has  emphasized  the  importance  of  local 
participation  in  the  program  which  may  encompass  the  en- 
tire Cape  Cod  Area.  In  coordinating  this  participation,  the 
Commission  hopes,  in  particular,  to  encourage  State  respon- 
siveness to  the  special  needs  and  concerns  of  Cape  Cod  resi- 
dents. 

While  each  Cape  Cod  town  has  its  unique  problems  and 
assets,  there  are  considerable  opportunities  for  sharing  com- 
mon experience  and  developing  unified  approaches.  It  is

hoped  that  the  Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic  Develop- 
ment Commission  will  be  the  forum  for  this  process  and  it  will 
be  an  increasingly  effective  tool  for  community  and  regional 
problem  solving.  The  Commission  and  the  regional  concept 
can  open  new  opportunities  for  town  governments  and  for 
citizens  in  setting  the  course  of  Cape  Cod's  future.

The  Bourne  Recreation  Authority  hereby  submits  their 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1975. 

The  John  Gallo  Ice  Arena  celebrated  a  First  Anniversary 
a  few  months  ago  and  a  lot  of  experience  was  gained  by  the 
first  year,  which  perhaps  is  the  hardest  to  go  through,  where 
labor  had  to  be  trained  and  everyone  had  to  learn  the  best 
way  to  run  the  facility.  The  Authority  also  had  to  fight  cost 
increases  of  all  kinds.  We  realize  we  do  not  have  to  elaborate 
as  all  have  had  the  same  experience,  especially  electricity 
and  fuel  oil  costs  have  been  tremendous.  The  Bourne  Recrea- 
tion Authority  is  happy  to  see  so  many  persons  from  the 
Town  of  Bourne,  and  neighboring  communities,  enjoying  this 
facility. 

Bourne  Scenic  Park  had  a  successful  year,  as  always.  A 
lot  of  new  construction  is  being  done,  namely  four  new  com- 
fort stations  that  will  be  finished  by  early  Spring  that  the 
Corps  of  Engineers  and  the  Bourne  Recreation  Authority 
are  constructing  on  a  50/50  agreement  which  has  been  in 
the  making  for  five  years.  Also  being  constructed  is  an  elab- 
orate dumping  station  that  was  badly  needed.  We  are  in 
the  process  of  constructing  new  roads  for  new  camp  sites 
to  replace  a  few  sites  that  were  lost  with  construction  of  the 
new  comfort  stations.  A  very  bad  and  dangerous  hill  was 
taken  down  and  road  correction  made.  A  couple  of  thousand 
feet  of  new  six  inch  water  main  was  also  laid  to  supply  one 
comfort  station  and  the  dumping  stations  where  there  was 
no  water  to  be  had  at  all.  The  park  is  pretty  well  covered 
with  water  mains  and  very  many  services  with  faucets  were 
constructed  in  the  past  year.  The  washouts  on  the  bank  along 
the  canal  are  being  prepared  for  loam  and  seed  in  the  Spring. 

We  would  like  to  express  many  thanks  to  the  Corps  of 
Engineers  from  Waltham  and  the  Cape  Cod  Canal,  to  the 
Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  the  Highway  Surveyor,  and 
to  all  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne.

In  conformance  with  Chapter  820  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  an 
examination  has  been  made  of  the  accounts  of  the  Bourne 
Recreation  Authority  covering  the  period  from  June  1,  1974 
to  March  31,  1975.  This  audit  was  initiated  on  April  29,  1975. 

The  Authority  maintains  a  checkbook  for  each  project 
under  its  direction.  The  records  of  the  Bourne  Scenic  Park 
and  the  John  Gallo  Arena  are  subject  to  audit  by  this  Depart- 
ment. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

General:  The  minutes  of  the  meetings  were  read.  The 
insurance  policies  were  examined. 

Cash:  The  cash  was  balanced,  and  the  bank  accounts 
were  reconciled  as  of  March  31,  1975  and  April  29,  1975.  The 
bank  deposits  v/ere  checked  to  the  cashbook.  Cashbook  foot- 
ings were  tested. 

Income:  The  recorded  rental  income  for  the  Bourne 
Scenic  Park  and  the  John  M.  Gallo  Arena  was  traced  to  the 
checkbook.  An  inventory  was  taken  of  the  unused  receipts, 
and  the  used  receipts  were  checked  to  the  cashbook. 

Investments:  Investments  were  verified  by  correspon- 
dence with  the  depositories.  The  income  received  on  all  in- 
vestments owned  during  the  audit  period  was  checked. 
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Bonds  and  Contracts:  The  bond  issue  and  contract  a- 
wards  were  checked  lor  the  propriety  of  the  awards. 

Expenditures:  The  expenditures  were  test  checked  to 
the  canceled  checks  and  paid  invoices. 

Project  Visit:  The  projects  were  visited  during  the  pro- 
gress of  the  audit,  and  a  visual  inspection  was  made  of  the 
exterior  of  the  buildings  and  the  grounds. 

NOTES  AND  COMMENTS 

Audit  Review:  At  the  conclusion  of  the  audit,  a  draft 
of  this  report  was  reviewed  with  John  M.  Gallo,  Chairman, 
Frederick  H.  Comings,  Vice-Chairman,  Donald  M.  Morrissey, 
Clerk,  Russell  E.  Burns,  Member,  and  Alexander  S.  Consoni, 
Treasurer. 

Bourne  Scenic  Park: 

1.  Status  of  Park:  The  Authority  was  created  in  1970 
to  administer  the  recreation  facilities  of  Bourne  Scenic  Park. 
In  April  1971  the  Authority  took  over  the  operation  of  the 
Bourne  Scenic  Park  from  the  Town  of  Bourne.  This  park 
presently  consists  of  approximately  69  acres  of  land  which 
are  leased  from  the  Department  of  the  Army  and  9  acres 
provided  by  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

The  Authority  charges  $1.50  per  day  for  the  use  of  the 
picnic  areas  and  $3.50  per  night  for  camping  areas.  As  of  the 
audit  date,  the  park  consisted  of  353  campsites  and  56  picnic 
areas. 

2.  Lease  of  Park:  The  Authority,  upon  its  creation,  op- 
erated under  a  lease  that  existed  between  the  Town  of  Bourne 
and  the  Department  of  the  Army. 

A  new  lease  was  entered  into  between  the  Bourne  Rec- 
reation Authority  and  the  Department  of  the  Army  com- 
mencing on  May  1,  1972  and  ending  on  April  30,  1997  for  the 
use  of  approximately  103  acres  of  land.  This  area  is  to  be 
used  for  public  park  and  recreational  purposes. 

The  103  acres  of  leased  land  is  divided  into  two  parcels. 
A  total  of  69  acres  is  used  as  a  recreational  area  on  the  north 
side  of  the  canal,  and  the  remaining  34  acres  are  located  on 
the  south  side  of  Cape  Cod  Canal  and  they  are  the  location  of 
the  John  Gallo  Arena. 

3.  Sale  of  Firewood  The  prior  audit  report  stated  as 
follows: 
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"During  the  audit  period,  the  Authority  sold  firewood 
for  use  by  campers  and  picnickers.  The  Authority  re- 
ceived $285.25  through  the  audit  date.  There  is  no  record 
of  this  money  in  the  cashbook,  nor  has  any  deposit  been 
made  to  equal  this  sum. 

"It  is  recommended  that  all  receipts  of  cash  be  deposited 
and  recorded  on  a  current  basis." 

It  was  determined  that  $285.00  of  this  amount  was  de- 
posited during  the  current  audit  period  in  June  1974.  The 
balance  of  $.25  could  not  be  located  on  the  Authority's  rec- 
ords. 

4.  Checking  Account.  The  prior  audit  report  stated 
as  follows: 

"A  letter  from  the  bank  stated  that  the  cash  balance  in 
the  checking  account  of  Bourne  Scenic  Park  fund  was 
$35,508.82,  as  of  May  31,  1974.  The  oustanding  checks  as 
of  May  31,  1974  totaled  $2,636.34,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$32,872.48  as  of  this  date.  However,  a  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements analysis  made  from  the  checkbook  indicated 
a  balance  of  $32,006.76  as  of  May  31,  1974,  a  difference 
of  $865.72.  This  difference  was  unexplained." 

It  was  noted  that  during  the  current  audit  period  the 
checking  account  was  reconciled,  and  the  difference  was 
transferred  to  an  account  entitled  Surplus  Revenue. 

As  of  the  current  audit  date,  the  checking  account  agreed 
with  the  general  ledger  balance. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Authority  continue  to  recon- 
cile the  checking  account  on  a  current  basis. 

5.  Petty  Cash:  The  prior  audit  report  stated  that  the 
Authority  had  a  petty  cash  fund  of  $450.00  on  hand. 

The  count  of  cash  on  the  current  audit  date  amounted  to 
$213.87.  This  count  included  receipts  in  the  amount  of  $38.87. 
The  balance  of  the  fund,  $175.00,  was  set  up  as  petty  cash. 

The  $450.00  was  deposited  during  the  current  audit  per- 
iod. 

John  Gall©  Arena: 

1.  Status  of  Arena:  The  skating  rink  was  constructed 
by  the  Authority  on  the  south  side  of  the  Cape  Cod  Canal. 
This  rink  was  constructed  on  land  leased  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Army  under  a  blanket  lease  covering  103  acres. 
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The  arena  opened  on  August  5,  1974.  It  is  being  used  for 
public  skating,  hockey  schools,  figure  skating  schools,  and 
hockey  games. 

2.  Financing:  The  Bourne  Recreation  Authority,  act- 
ing through  the  Town  of  Bourne,  sold  $1,000,000.00  serial 
bonds  through  a  private  offering  at  a  rate  of  5.4%. 

The  interest  on  these  bonds  is  to  be  deposited  with  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Cape  Cod  semiannually,  and  repay- 
ment of  $50,000.00  of  the  principal  is  to  be  made  annually. 

The  final  payment  on  this  bond  issue  is  scheduled  to  be 
made  on  September  15,  1993. 

3.  Accounts  Receivable:  The  Authority  was  maintain- 
ing a  subsidiary  accounts  receivable  ledger  with  a  bal- 
ance of  $6,278.70.  This  amount  is  not  reflected  on  the  Au- 
thority's general  ledger. 

It  is  strongly  recommended  that  the  Authority  set  up 
and  maintain  a  control  account  in  the  general  ledger  and 
maintain  this  account  on  a  current  basis. 

4.  Admission  Tickets:  The  Authority  has  purchased 
a  quantity  of  tickets  to  be  used  when  a  customer  pays  for  ice 
time.  However,  these  tickets  are  not  being  used  consistently, 
are  used  out  of  sequence,  or  not  used  at  all. 

It  is  suggested  that  a  record  be  maintained  of  all  tickets 
used  and  that  a  ticket  be  issued  to  anyone  who  uses  the  ice. 
This  will  help  to  verify  the  receipt  of  income  from  public 
skating. 

5.  Petty  Cash:  The  Authority  maintains  a  petty  cash 
fund  for  various  functions  at  the  skating  rink  as  follows: 


This  money  is  used  to  make  change  for  customers  and 
also  provides  for  a  fund  for  the  office. 

As  of  the  audit  date,  the  general  ledger  showed  a  petty 
cash  fund  of  $27.00.  It  could  not  be  determined  how  the  re- 
maining funds  were  obtained. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Authority  record  all  petty 
cash  funds  in  the  general  ledger. 

6.  Construction  Work:  A  local  construction  company, 
owned  by  the  son  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Authority,  was  en-

gaged  by  the  Authority  to  do  work  at  the  Arena.  This  com- 
pany was  formerly  owned  by  the  Chairman,  who  relinquished 
control  of  the  company  on  July  1,  1974. 

This  company,  the  Gallo  Construction  Co.,  Inc.,  per- 
formed work  from  November  4,  1974  to  January  31,  1975  in 
the  amount  of  $1,470.55.  This  work  was  performed  and  paid 
for  as  follows:

7.  Bids  on  Contracts:  A  majority  of  bids  on  various 
contracts  awarded  during  the  audit  period  were  not  available 
for  examination,  except  for  those  awarded  to  the  low  bidders 
per  the  minutes  of  the  meetings. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Authority  maintain  a  per- 
manent file  on  all  bids  received  and  that  a  record  be  kept 
of  all  deposits  received  and  returned.

General: 

1.  Budgets:  The  prior  audit  report  suggested  that  the 
Authority  prepare  budgets  covering  the  operation  of  the 
recreation  facilities  on  an  annual  basis  and  that  these  bud- 
gets be  used  as  a  guide  in  the  operation  of  the  facilities. 

To  date,  the  Authority  has  not  prepared  any  operating 
budgets  due  to  the  inexperience  of  operating  the  ice  arena. 

2.  Cash:  During  the  audit  it  was  noted  that  all  cash 
was  combined  in  one  general  ledger  account.  This  consisted 
of  a  checking  account,  two  savings  accounts,  and  a  U.S. 
Treasury  bill.  It  is  recommended  that  a  separate  general  led- 
ger account  be  kept  for  each  of  these  items. 

3.  Cheek  Signatures:  The  Authority  is  presently  issu- 
ing checks  with  a  single  signature,  that  of  the  person  who 
maintains  the  books.  Check  number  2645,  dated  July  9,  1974, 
payable  to  Canal  Electrical,  Inc.  in  the  amount  of  $290.30 
was  not  signed.  This  check,  however,  was  honored  by  the 
Buzzards  Bay  National  Bank. 

It  is  suggested  that  two  signatures  be  required  on  all 
checks. 
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4.  Payroll:  The  prior  audit  report  noted  that  overtime 
was  not  being  paid  to  individuals  who  worked  as  many  as  50 
hours  a  week  for  a  month.  Also  it  was  noted  that  retirement 
or  social  security  was  not  being  deducted  from  the  salaries 
of  employees.  Both  of  these  conditions  have  been  corrected 
since  the  prior  audit. 

It  was  suggested  in  the  prior  audit  report  that  the 
Authority  install  a  time  clock  for  use  by  its  employees  to 
maintain  an  accurate  record  of  hours  worked.  A  time  clock 
has  been  installed  for  this  purpose. 

It  was  also  suggested  that  records  should  be  kept  for 
vacation,  sick  pay,  and  other  benefits  that  may  accrue  to 
employees.

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Report  of  the  Christmas  Lighting  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Christmas  Lighting  Committee  is  proud  to  submit 
this  report  of  its  activities  for  1975. 

It  is  most  appropriate  at  the  outset  to  express  our  deep 
appreciation  to  Louis  Pellegrini,  Highway  Surveyor,  and 
George  Sampson  and  Bruno  Borghi  of  the  Maintenance  and 
Repair  Department  who  so  efficiently  supervised  and  aided 
in  the  installation  and  removal  of  the  Christmas  lighting  dis- 
plays. We  also  wish  to  thank  the  students  of  the  Upper  Cape 
Cod  Vocational-Technical  School  and  George  Handy,  the 
Tree  Warden  who  performed  yeoman  work  in  erecting  the 
displays  on  the  five  traffic  circles. 

Stringers  of  lights  were  installed  the  length  of  Main 
Street  and  down  Perry  Avenue  to  the  lighted  and  decorated 
town  hall.  The  Vocational  School  students  refurbished  all 
of  the  signs  and  displays,  and  constructed  and  decorated  a 
new  sign.  Displays  were  erected  at  five  locations:  the  west 
end  traffic  circle  in  Buzzards  Bay;  the  Belmont  circle;  the 
Bourne  south  rotary;  the  Sagamore  north  circle,  and  the  tri- 
angle opposite  the  Coca-Cola  plant  in  South  Sagamore. 

More  than  200  parents  and  children  were  on  hand  on  a 
seasonably  warm,  snowless  December  10th  for  the  annual 
Christmas  lighting  ceremony.  Master  of  ceremonies  for  the 
event  was  Clayton  E.  Campbell,  former  Superintendant  of 
Schools  in  Bourne.  The  Reverend  Timothy  J.  Goldrick  of  St. 
Margarets  Church  opened  the  ceremonies  with  prayer  and 
gave  the  benediction.  Mr.  Campbell  introduced  the  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Jeremiah  Cahir,  who  welcomed 
the  spectators  and  delivered  a  Christmas  message.  Mr.  Cahir 
switched  on  the  lights  throughout  the  town. 

Music  at  the  Christmas  lighting  ceremony  was  provided 
by  the  Bourne  High  School  band  under  the  direction  of  John 
Salerno  and  the  Bourne  chorus  conducted  by  Robert  Frazier 
and  accompanied  by  Joan  Coggeshall.  Santa  Claus  arrived 
right  on  schedule  seated  high  atop  the  fire  department  pump- 
er. 
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We  are  most  pleased  and  gratified  by  the  response  our 
community  has  received  to  its  annual  Christmas  lighting 
display.  Numerous  letters,  newspaper  editorials,  and  com- 
ments have  praised  the  display.  Most  pleasing  are  the  com- 
ments we  have  received  from  a  number  of  out-of-state  resi- 
dents who  expressed  amazement  at  the  extent  of  Bourne's 
Christmas  lighting. 

Our  goal  this  year  was  to  provide  the  community  with  a 
quality  lighting  display  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  to  the  tax- 
payers. Not  all  of  the  comments  we  received  were  complimen- 
tary. The  Committee  did  receive  one  letter  criticizing  our 
overzealous  efforts  as  too  costly.  We  do  not  share,  the  writer's 
view.  The  Committee  has  a  very  low  budget  and  relies  almost 
exclusively  on  volunteer  assistance  in  erecting  and  dismantl- 
ing the  lights  and  displays.  This  year  the  Committee  was  able 
to  stay  within  its  minimal  budget  and  still  provide  the  same 
lighting  and  displays  it  has  in  previous  years. 

The  Committee  openly  solicits  citizen  comments,  be  they 
praise  or  criticism.  Hopefully,  with  this  type  of  input,  we 
will  be  better  able  to  provide  a  lighting  program  reflective 
of  our  community. 

Finally,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  numerous  individ- 
uals, and  departments  for  able  and  cooperative  assistance 
and  encouragement  in  making  the  1975  Christmas  lighting 
display  a  success.

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Report  of  the  Recreation  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

In  reviewing  the  year  1975,  the  Bourne  Recreation  Com- 
mittee takes  pleasure  in  presenting  its  annual  report. 

The  Committee  continues  to  see  an  upswing  in  the  num- 
ber of  participants  in  the  majority  of  programs  offered  to 
the  residents  of  the  town.  Some  changes  have  been  made  in 
order  to  provide  a  more  effective  program  and  a  more  equita- 
ble expenditure  of  available  funds.  In  this  regard,  the  Bourne 
Rifle  Club  was  reorganized  and  placed  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Sagamore  Rifle  Club,  Inc.,  a  senior  National  Rifle 
Association  Club.  This  change  has  allowed  the  rifle  club  to 
become  a  member  of  a  Junior  NRA  affiliated  activity.  The 
men's  basketball  program  which  involved  approximately  ten 
to  twelve  adults  was  eliminated  in  favor  of  a  volleyball  pro- 
gram which  involves  approximately  140  adult  residents  of 
the  town.  This  program  which  is  conducted  in  conjunction 
with  the  Director  of  the  Bourne  Memorial  Community  Build- 
ing will  continue  to  grow  and  become  available  to  all  inter- 
ested adults  in  the  town. 

Thanks  to  the  School  Department,  the  use  of  their  new 
tennis  courts  by  the  Recreation  Committee  has  greatly 
influenced  the  rapid  growth  of  tennis  in  this  town.  Without 
question,  tennis  continues  to  accelerate  in  growth  as  an 
activity  for  all  segments  of  our  population. 

Youth  Hockey,  Recreational  and  Figure  Skating,  Base- 
ball, Softball,  Kickball  and  our  annual  Fourth  of  July  Field 
Day,  round  out  the  activities  sponsored  by  the  Recre- 
ation Committee  and  all  are  operating  with  an  increase  in 
participation  as  noted  by  program  directors.  As  this  pro- 
gram participation  increases  so  does  the  need  of  additional 
volunteers,  a  perennial  problem  for  the  committee.  We  ask 
any  Bourne  resident  interested  in  volunteering  to  contact  a 
member  of  the  Recreation  Committee.

The  Trustees  of  the  Bourne  Memorial  Community  Build- 
ing are  pleased  to  submit  their  report  for  the  year  1975. 

Now  that  the  Council  on  Aging  has  its  office  in  the  Com- 
munity Building,  the  building  is  being  utilized  by  citizens  of 
all  ages  from  the  Town  of  Bourne.  Council  on  Aging  activi- 
ties in  the  building  include  Sing-Alongs,  art  classes,  crafts 
classes,  card  parties,  Health  Counseling,  Old  Tyme  Groupe 
Dancing,  and  the  Mini-Bus  program.  All  persons  wishing  to 
drop  into  the  Council  office  will  always  be  welcome. 

Organizations  presently  using  the  Community  Building 
for  their  meetings  are  Pocohontas,  Old  Colony  Women's  Club, 
Bourne  Mothers'  Club,  A.A.R.P.,  Girl  Scouts,  Bourne  Junior 
Women's  Club,  Bourne  Youth  Hockey,  Star  Club,  N.A.R.E.F., 
R.S.V.P.,  and  Council  on  Aging.

Report  of  the  Bourne  Housing  Authority 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Bourne  Housing  Authority  is  authorized  by  the  Ter- 
centenary Edition  of  the  General  Laws,  Chapter  121,  Section 
26K  as  amended. 

We  have  two  programs  at  this  time.  The  687-1  program 
for  the  elderly.  Eligibility  requirements  for  this  program 
briefly  are:  a  person  must  be  62  years  of  age,  cannot  own 
real  property,  be  in  good  physical  health,  be  in  need  of  low 
rent  housing,  be  of  low  income,  i.e.;  the  annual  income  of 
an  individual  must  not  exceed  $4,500.  and  the  annual  income 
of  a  couple  or  two  persons  cannot  exceed  $5,000.  After  one 
year's  occupancy  the  maximum  income  for  an  individual  is 
$5,850.  and  for  a  couple  or  two  persons  $6,500. 
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The  other  program  is  the  707  rental  assistance.  This 
helps  subsidize  the  rent  for  families,  couples  and  individuals 
of  low  income.  We  are  allotted  by  the  Department  of  Com- 
munity Affairs  a  certain  amount  to  run  this  rental  assistance 
program. 

The  following  projects  were  undertaken  and  completed 
this  past  year  on  667-1,  Continental  Apartments,  Housing  for 
the  Elderly: 

—  Boiler  room  modernization — new  boilers  installed, 
zone  valves,  thermostats,  etc. 

—  Painting  of  several  apartments. 

—  Touch-up  paint  jobs  done  on  outside  of  building. 

—  Minor  repairs  made  to  building  outside  and  in. 

—  Repairs  made  on  rubbish  shed. 

—  Storm  doors  replaced  as  necessary — screens  and 
panes  of  glass  replaced  when  necessary. 

—  Trash  cans  replaced. 

—  Housing  sign  repainted. 

—  Roof  repair. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Bourne  Mill  for  being  such  a  good 
neighbor,  John  MacDonald,  who  buses  the  people  once  a  week 
to  Cranberry  Plaza,  the  Highway  Surveyor,  Mr.  Pellegrini, 
the  Town  Police,  and  Terri  LeClair  of  Home  Care  Services, 
Inc.

Federally-aided  Housing  Projects 


There  are  no  Federally-aided  housing  projects  under 
the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Bourne  Housing  Authority. 

In  conformance  with  Section  29  of  Chapter  12 IB  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  amended,  an  examination  has  been  made 
of  the  accounts  of  the  Bourne  Housing  Authority  covering  the 
period  from  April  1,  1974  to  February  28,  1975.  This  audit  was 
initiated  on  March  24,  1975. 

The  Authority  maintains  a  complete  set  of  books  for  the 
one  project  and  the  Rental  Assistance  Program  under  its 
direction.  The  financial  records  of  both  are  subject  to  audit 
by  this  Department. 


General:  Trial  balances  were  taken  of  the  general  ledg- 
ers as  of  February  28,  1975.  The  financial  reports  sent  to  the 
Division  of  Community  Development  during  the  period  under 
audit  were  checked  to  the  Authority's  books.  The  minutes  of 
the  meetings  were  read.  The  insurance  policies  were  exam- 
ined and  listed. 

Cash:  The  cash  was  balanced,  and  the  bank  accounts 
were  reconciled  as  of  February  28,  1975  and  March  24,  1975. 
Cashbook  footings  were  tested.  Bank  deposit  slips  were  test 
checked  to  the  cashbooks. 

Project  Income:  A  trial  balance  was  taken  of  the  ten- 
ants' ledger  as  of  February  28,  1975  and  March  24,  1975.  The 
recorded  rental  income  was  test  checked  by  setting  up  the 
potential  income  from  the  number  of  units  available  for 
rental.  The  rent  charges  were  test  checked  to  the  tenants'

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leases,  and  the  total  charges  were  traced  to  the  control  ac- 
counts in  the  general  ledgers.  An  inventory  was  taken  of 
the  unused  rent  receipts;  the  used  rent  receipts  were  test 
checked  to  the  tenants'  ledger  and  the  cashbook. 

Investments:  Investments  were  verified  by  correspond- 
ence with  the  depository. 

Expenditures:  The  expenditures  were  test  checked  to 
canceled  checks  and  paid  invoices.  Authorizations  for  the 
employment  of  personnel  and  rates  of  pay  were  checked  to 
the  minutes  of  the  meetings. 

Security  Deposits:  A  trial  balance  was  taken  as  of  Feb- 
ruary 28,  1975  of  the  security  deposits  made  by  tenants  under 
the  Rental  Assistance  Program. 

NOTES  AND  COMMENTS 

Audit  Review:    At  the  conclusion  of  the  audit  a  draft  of 
this  report  was  reviewed  with  Mr.  Augustus  W.  Young,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Authority,  and  Mrs.  Marguerite  A.  Parady, 
the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Authority. 
Project  667-1: 

1.   Commonwealth  Contributions: 

a)  Debt  Service  Subsidy:  Chapter  667  of  the  Acts  of 
1954  was  enacted  by  the  General  Court  to  provide  housing 
for  elderly  persons  of  low  income. 

A  contract  for  financial  assistance  with  the  Common- 
wealth provides  that  the  Commonwealth  will  pay  annual 
contributions  to  the  housing  authority. 

The  current  maximum  Commonwealth  contribution,  as 
authorized  by  Section  41  of  Chapter  12 IB  of  the  General 
Laws,  as  amended,  is  $34,400.00,  which  is  8%  of  the  develop- 
ment cost  of  the  project. 

Annual  debt  service  contributions  by  the  Commonwealth 
toward  the  operations  of  the  Chapter  667  project  since  it 
acquired  management  status  in  1966  through  the  year  1974 
totaled  $125,067.38. 

b)  Operating  Subsidy:  Section  40  of  Chapter  121B  of 
the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  which  provides  for  an  operat- 
ing subsidy  contribution,  states,  in  part,  that  rentals  shall 
be  based  upon  25%  of  a  tenant's  income  if  utilities  are  sup- 
plied with  the  unit  and  20%  if  utilities  are  not  supplied.  Any 
deficiencies  caused  by  such  rental  charges  shall  be  reim- 
bursed to  a  housing  authority  by  the  Commonwealth. 
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As  of  the  date  of  audit,  no  operating  subsidy  had  been 
received. 

2.  Operating  Reserve:  The  balance  in  the  Operating 
Reserve  account  as  of  the  date  of  audit  was  $11,125.75.  Dur- 
ing the  audit  period,  $2,268.00  in  accruals  was  credited  to 
this  account  and  a  total  of  $1,850.62  was  charged.  These 
charges  are  described  as  follows: 

Repairs  to  west  end  porch  which  were 
required  by  the  Town  of  Bourne 
Building  Inspector  $1,015.42 

Conversion  of  recreation  room  on 


The  Authority  has  applied  for  reimbursement  for  these 
expenditures  under  the  Extraordinary  Maintenance  Reim- 
bursement Program. 

3.  Temporary  Financing:  The  Ninth  Series  Notes  de- 
scribed in  the  prior  audit  report  were  still  outstanding  on 
the  date  of  audit;  therefore  no  new  notes  were  issued  during 
this  audit  period.  Subsequently,  on  March  11,  1975,  the 
Authority  did  sell  its  Tenth  Series  Notes  in  the  principal 
amount  of  $372,000.00  for  an  interest  rate  of  4.43%  and  a 
premium  of  $14.00.  These  notes  expire  on  March  11,  1976  and 
were  sold  to  the  low  bidder,  the  Morgan  Guaranty  Trust  Com- 
pany and  Salomon  Brothers.  The  proceeds  from  this  sale 
and  funds  from  other  sources  were  applied  as  follows:

4.  Vacancies:  The  room  originally  designated  as  a  recre- 
ation area  was  unsuitable  because  of  its  location  on  the  third 
floor.  In  June  1974  a  one  room  efficiency  apartment  on  the 
first  floor  became  vacant.  This  unit  was  difficult  to  rent  be- 
cause of  its  small  size  and  inconvenient  facilities.  The  Au- 
thority, upon  request  of  the  tenant  council,  converted  its 
first  floor  room  to  a  recreation  area  and  the  third  floor  area 
to  an  apartment.  It  is  noted  that  the  conversion  of  the  third 
floor  area  took  considerable  time.  An  eight-month  period 
elapsed  before  the  new  unit  was  occupied  in  February  1975. 

5.  Accounts  Payable:  The  Authority  has  maintained  a 
liability  account  with  a  balance  of  $29.00  since  January  31, 
1974.  This  amount  represents  what  the  Authority  believes  is 
an  overpayment  to  them  by  the  Department  of  Public  Wel- 
fare for  a  direct  payment  of  rents.  It  is  recommended  that 
the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  be  informed  of  this  over- 
payment by  the  Authority  and,  if  substained,  it  should  be 
refunded  to  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

6.  Vouchers:  The  Authority  maintains  a  file  folder  for 
each  vendor  with  whom  it  deals.  The  folders  contain  the 
invoices  and  other  materials  which  describe  purchases.  Al- 
though this  system  has  advantages,  the  prescribed  procedure 
is  to  attach  these  materials  to  the  vouchers.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  supporting  documents  be  attached  to  the  vouch- 
ers, which  are  otherwise  being  properly  maintained. 

Rental  Assistance  Program: 

1.  Status  of  Program:  Sections  42  to  44A  of  Chapter 
12 IB  of  the  General  Laws  provide  for  subsidizing  housing  in 
privately-owned  structures. 

The  Division  of  Community  Development  allocates  such 
funds  that  are  appropriated  by  the  General  Court  to  the 
various  authorities  who  apply  to  the  Division.  The  author- 
ities contract  with  property  owners  to  rent  apartments  to 
persons  of  low  income  who  cannot  be  accommodated  in  a 
project.  The  authorities  pay  a  portion  of  the  rent,  and  the 
tenant  pays  according  to  his  means. 
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As  of  the  audit  date,  February  28,  1975,  there  were  ten 
active  leases  under  the  program. 

Commonwealth  funds  for  this  program  were  initially 
received  in  July  1971,  but  the  program  was  not  activated 
until  May  1,  1972. 

The  Authority  entered  into  a  twenty-one  month  contract 
with  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  financial  as- 
sistance. The  contract  was  signed  on  July  1,  1974,  and  it 
provides  for  a  maximum  annual  contribution  of  $15,422.00. 

2.  Accounting:  On  July  1,  1974,  the  Authority  imple- 
mented guidelines  for  accounting  as  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Community  Affairs.  At  that  time,  the  amounts 
expended  for  rental  assistance  were  netted  against  the  Com- 
monwealth subsidy  for  that  purpose.  Administration  costs 
and  subsidies  were  also  netted.  The  result  was  a  surplus  of 
$1,100.15  in  rental  assistance  and  a  deficit  of  $152.90  in  ad- 
ministration. These  figures  were  transferred  to  accounts 
corresponding  to  those  outlined  by  the  new  guidelines.  Since 
then  some  accounting  errors  have  been  made.  The  Authority 
was  able  to  make  appropriate  adjustments  while  this  audit 
was  in  progress.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Authority 
periodically  verify  accounts  receivable  and  accounts  payable 
with  trial  balances.  The  State  Share  Unallotted  account 
should  be  reconciled  with  the  quarterly  requests  to  the  Com- 
monwealth for  funds. 

3.  Financing:  The  Authority's  quarterly  requests  for 
rental  assistance  funds  are  based  upon  the  projected  State's 
share  of  rental  costs  for  that  quarter.  Significant  increases 
in  the  State's  share  of  costs  require  an  amended  request  for 
additional  funds.  Surpluses  resulting  from  a  reduction  of 
the  State's  costs  are  applied  in  the  following  period.  The 
Authority  then  requests  less  funds  accordingly.  Administra- 
tive costs  are  subsidized  on  either  a  budget  basis  or  on  a 
percentage  of  the  State's  cost  basis.  Since  rental  costs  equal 
rental  subsidy  over  the  long  run,  the  cash  on  hand  at  the 
end  of  a  quarter  should  approximately  equal  only  the  excess 
of  the  administration  subsidy  over  administration  costs. 
However,  due  to  the  $1,100.15  surplus  noted  in  the  previous 
comment,  the  project  will  have  a  cash  balance  in  excess  of 
$1,000.00  on  March  31,  1975,  even  though  administrative  ex- 
penses have  exceeded  administrative  income  by  $482.60. 
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Therefore,  the  following  recommendations  are  presented: 

1.  The  Authority  should  request  permission  from 
the  Department  of  Community  Affairs  to  charge 
the  administrative  deficit  against  the  surplus  now 
in  the  State  Share  Unallotted  account. 

2.  Subsequently,  thereafter,  the  quarterly  requests 
for  the  rental  assistance  subsidy  should  be  re- 
duced by  the  excess  remaining  in  the  State  Share 
Unallotted  account  at  the  end  of  each  quarter. 

3.  The  Authority  should  refrain  from  incurring  ad- 
ministration expenses  in  excess  of  the  administra- 
tive subsidy  being  received. 

Other  Projects: 

1.  Modernization:  Chapter  694  of  the  Acts  of  1970  pro- 
vides for  the  modernization  and  renovation  of  existing  State- 
aided  housing  developed  under  Chapter  121B  of  the  General 
Laws.  Subsequent  to  the  date  of  audit,  but  prior  to  the 
initiation  of  this  audit,  the  Authority  executed  a  contract  for 
financial  assistance  with  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts on  March  7,  1975.  This  contract  provides  for  a  develop- 
ment cost  of  $46,000.00.  When  funds  are  received  the  existing 
central  heating  boiler  will  be  replaced. 

General : 

1.  Legal  Services:  It  is  noted  that  the  Authority  re- 
newed its  arrangement  with  the  legal  counsel  by  the  pay- 
ment of  a  retainer  fee  of  $600.00  for  services  from  September 
1,  1974  to  August  30,  1975.  Project  707  paid  $200.00  of  this  fee.

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Report  of  Bourne  Public  Library 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Jonathan  Bourne  Public  Library  has  seen  1975  as  a 
year  of  service,  of  progress  and  of  change.  All  of  these  are 
necessary  to  the  success  of  any  institution. 

Collection  development  has  been  emphasized  during  this 
year  with  accent  on  building  the  non-fiction  books.  This 
action  was  taken  as  a  result  of  a  previous  evaluation  done 
by  the  staff,  in  conjunction  with  people's  information  re- 
quest, to  determine  gaps  in  the  collection.  Now  with  less 
areas  to  be  filled,  the  emphasis  shifts  to  updating  and  ex- 
panding the  materials  in  the  children's  room. 

With  the  addition  of  more  and  larger  books,  more  shelf 
space  has  been  needed.  Where  do  all  the  books  go?  It  be- 
comes physically  impossible  to  add  new  books  where  there 
is  no  shelf  room.  Thus,  two  new  book  cases  were  built  to 
accommodate  the  collection.  With  these  —  comes  the  annual 
moving  of  books.  Once  again  people  must  ask  if  they  can't 
locate  their  favorites. 

The  books  written  about  Cape  Cod  have  been  assembled 
and  placed  on  the  front  bookcases  in  the  reading  room.  The 
encyclopedias  have  moved  to  the  front  and  the  large  print 
books  are  back  in  the  stacks. 

Because  in  the  past,  the  branch  libraries  had  more  space, 
we  used  to  send  the  overflow  books  to  them.  Now,  they  too 
are  bursting  at  the  seams. 

1975  was  the  year  of  change  in  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
The  former  board  of  three  members  was  supplemented  by 
three  more  individuals,  bringing  the  total  to  6.  William 
Sullivan,  Clayton  E.  Campbell  and  Josephine  Fletcher  were 
elected  to  serve  and  have  proved  to  be  assets  to  their 
colleagues. 

The  building  has  had  an  aesthetically  pleasing  redwood 
sign  placed  over  the  front  door.  In  addition,  the  Vocational 
School  constructed  and  painted  a  sign  for  the  front  lawn 
of  the  building.  Book  drop  bins  were  built  and  placed  in 
front  of  the  buildings  to  facilitate  returning  library  materials 
when  the  libraries  are  closed. 
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Many  thanks  to  the  highway  department  crew  who  have 
been  most  helpful  in  maintaining  the  lawns.  The  circular 
garden  around  the  flagpole  has  been  a  beautiful  collage  of 
flowers  during  the  spring,  summer  and  early  fall  months. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs. 
William  Farrell,  President  for  1975-76,  once  again  sponsored 
their  2nd  Annual  Book  Sale  in  August.  Donations  of  books, 
records,  and  magazines  were  sold  and  the  money  gained  from 
this  sale  is  used  by  the  Friends  to  purchase  extra  items  not 
already  in  the  annual  library  budget. 

In  addition,  March  saw  a  most  successful  2nd  Annual 
International  Wine  and  Cheese  Tasting  Party  held  at  the 
Pocasset  Country  Club.  Of  course,  this  group  is  still  seeking 
new  members  and  anyone  who  has  an  interest  in  library 
activities  and  is  concerned  with  our  progress  would  be  wel- 
comed to  their  meetings. 

Service  has  been  the  key  to  the  library  movement  during 
the  past  year.  The  library  continues  to  handle  many  requests 
for  information  and  books  not  available  in  our  system,  and 
is  able  to  acquire  such  from  other  libraries  in  the  state. 
Thus,  the  public  has  access  to  many  more  materials  than 
we  have  within  our  system. 

Film  usage  has  increased  with  the  schools,  public  serv- 
ice organizations,  and  nursing  homes  are  using  our  services. 
Contrary  to  public  opinion,  we  do  not  own  or  store  films  with- 
in our  facilities.  However,  we  have  access  to  those  from 
Boston  Public  Library  and  borrow  these  upon  request.  At 
least  2y2  weeks  in  advance  of  their  need.  Holiday  films  re- 
quire almost  9  months  advanced  booking. 

Besides  the  usual  books,  records,  magazines,  newspapers 
and  cassettes,  we  now  circulate  a  pass  for  the  Boston  Mu- 
seum of  Science  which  allows  a  family  free  admission  to  the 
museum.  However,  the  pass  does  expire  in  June  1976.  We 
urge  all  interested  residents  of  the  Town  of  Bourne  to  take 
advantage  of  this  free  service  while  it  is  available.  Call  us 
at  759-3172  or  visit  the  main  library  on  Keene  St.  in  Bourne 
Village  to  learn  details  and  make  a  reservation  for  its  use. 

A  welcome  addition  to  the  children's  room  at  the  main 
library  has  been  a  sea-life  aquarium.  Under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Gail  Girouard,  the  Bourne  4-H  Club  gathered  sand,  kelp, 
seaweed  and  sea  water  to  form  a  natural  setting.  The  display 
of  the  life  cycle  and  simulated  natural  balance  has  provided 
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the  library  with  a  unique  educational  experience  for  the 
children  who  visit  as  well  as  the  staff  members. 

Children's  programming  and  service  reflect  the  growing 
usage  of  all  the  branch  libraries.  Story  hour  for  the  pre- 
schools  has  been  continued  each  Tuesday  morning  during  the 
school  year.  Elizabeth  Ellis  from  the  Sagamore  Branch 
doubles  as  the  staff  storyteller.  Here  the  children  respond 
to  games,  crafts,  stories  and  movies.  The  last  meeting  in  the 
spring  took  the  children  to  the  Leary  property  off  County 
Rd.,  where  the  4-H  displayed  their  work  of  conservation  and 
the  children  planted  a  tree. 

Over  the  year,  besides  the  weekly  scheduled  children's 
programs,  the  "Little  Red  Wagon",  consisted  of  4  college 
students  performed  a  program  of  puppetry,  story  and  involve- 
ment theater.  Ben  Thacher,  also  known  as  "Benny  the 
Great"  brought  his  show  of  magic  which  was  held  during 
the  annual  book  sale.  The  Mimsey  Puppets  presented  a  full 
program  of  puppets  and  skits,  in  February  and  November. 
Harold  Crocker,  a  ventriloquist  from  Falmouth,  entertained 
in  July.  Several  film  programs  were  shown  for  the  older 
children. 

The  usual  summer  reading  game  had  a  new  twist  to 
celebrate  the  Bicentennial,  adding  an  historical  theme.  The 
prize,  for  all  children  who  read  twenty  books  or  more  during 
their  summer  vacation  was  a  chaperoned  tour  of  Heritage 
Plantation  in  Sandwich.  Top  award  went  to  Ellen  Nam,  age 
7,  who  read  84  books.  She  received  a  $5  gift  certificate  for 
Heritage  Plantation  from  the  Friends  of  the  Library. 

The  adults  were  not  to  be  left  out  of  the  activities.  Adult 
programs  held  during  the  story  hour  included  a  variety  of 
topics.  Flower  gardening,  house  plants,  Christmas  stocking 
construction,  children's  day  care  in  Bourne,  breadmaking, 
transcendental  meditation,  world  travel,  making  and  pro- 
bating a  will,  and  bell  collecting  were  but  a  few  of  the  weekly 
offerings. 

The  library  has  also  offered  evening  programs  on  U.S. 
coinage,  Sandwich  glass,  antiques  and  Cape  Cod  Canal  his- 
tory, plus  several  special  movies.  A  special  thank  you  goes 
to  Reverend  J.  Kenneth  Pearson  for  allowing  us  to  use  Crain 
Hall  for  many  of  our  programs. 

The  Sagamore  branch  has  run  a  series  of  highly  success- 
ful Friday  night  free  films.  Mrs.  Ellis  also  runs  a  book  dis-

cussion  group  monthly  which  is  open  to  all  those  who  enjoy 
discussing  the  books  they  read. 

The  Buzzards  Bay  branch  with  Mrs.  Alice  Gibbs  con- 
ducted the  annual  Easter  egg  decorating  contest.  The  stu- 
dents who  use  the  library  there  completed  a  2'  by  15'  mural 
depicting  Betsy  Ross  and  nine  of  the  American  flags  from 
1776  to  the  present.  At  Christmas,  this  was  replaced  by  an- 
other mural  showing  the  twelve  days  of  Christmas. 

The  Homebound  Services  Program,  started  in  January 
1972,  has  grown  and  expanded  its  outreach.  Briefly,  this 
service  provides  books  (many  with  large  print)  illuminated 
magnifiers,  electric  page  turners,  Library  of  Congress  Talking 
Book  Service,  recordings,  and  most  important,  personalized 
delivery  service  to  those  physically  unable  to  leave  their  own 
homes.  Residents  of  Cape  Cod  Nursing  Home,  High  Tower 
Nursing  Home  and  patients  at  Barnstable  County  Hospital 
are  also  served.  To  date  more  than  13,000  volumes  have 
reached  homebound  patrons  since  the  program's  inception, 
and  within  this  year  alone,  over  5,000  books  have  been  circu- 
lated under  this  program. 

Mrs.  Leslie  Morrissey,  the  Homebound  Services  librarian, 
in  addition  to  her  weekly  travel  schedule,  has  been  active  in 
speaking  at  various  community  meetings  and  workshops.  She 
ran  2  workshops  to  introduce  teachers  to  special  materials 
available  through  the  public  library  for  the  disabled,  blind 
and  perceptually  handicapped.  She  has  spoken  at  the  request 
of  the  Library  of  Congress  on  services  offered  by  Bourne  to 
the  blind  and  physically  handicapped.  She  also  testified, 
by  invitation,  before  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  in 
Springfield  on  the  LSCA  Title  I  funding  for  use  of  program 
development. 

This  year  the  Library  experienced  a  first  —  celebrating 
National  Library  Week,  in  April  with  a  period  called  "Am- 
nesty Week."  The  library  and  its  branches  accepted  all 
over-due  books,  magazines,  puzzles  and  records  with  no 
questions  asked  and  no  postage  fine  imposed.  Many  library 
"treasures"  were  returned  to  us. 

The  library  was  fortunate  to  receive  federally  funded 
CETA  workers  within  this  year.  These  people  have  aug- 
mented our  clerical  staff  and  we  are  most  grateful  for  their 
assistance. 
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On  August  12,  the  library  honored  Mr.  Harold  Macdonald 
by  dedicating  and  naming  the  large  front  room  the  Harold 
R.  Macdonald  Reading  Room.  Mr.  Macdonald  has  served  as 
trustee  of  the  library  for  nearly  30  years  and  more  than  23 
of  which  he  spent  as  chairman. 

A  plaque  designating  the  name  of  the  room  has  been 
placed  on  the  edge  of  the  marble  mantlepiece.  Mounted  on 
a  nearby  wall  is  a  new  portrait  of  Mr.  Macdonald  done  by 
Sandwich  artist  Benjamin  Neill.  At  an  informal  ceremony 
conducted  by  the  Friends  of  the  Bourne  Library,  Jane  (Mac- 
donald) Nam  unveiled  her  father's  portrait.

September  third  marked  the  beginning  of  our  seventh 
year  at  the  Upper  Cape  Cod  Regional  Vocational-Technical 
School  with  an  enrollment  of  603.  Since  this  school  was  not 
built  to  handle  this  number  of  students,  we  have  been  able 
to  provide  extra  teaching  stations  by  having  the  various 
shops  remodel  the  interior  of  some  areas  of  the  school  which 
has  allowed  us  to  open  new  programs. 

The  students  continue  to  expand  their  services  to  the 
communities  and  residents  of  the  five-sending  towns.  The 
remodeling  of  various  areas  of  the  Barnstable  County  Hos- 
pital and  the  completion  in  June  of  a  new  parsonage  for 
the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Pocasset  are  two  large  projects 
that  were  accomplished.  Presently,  the  students  are  build- 
ing an  extensive  recreation  complex  at  Wakeby  Pond  for  the 
Sandwich  Conservation  Committee. 
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As  for  future  projects,  a  new  parsonage  and  activity 
building  for  the  Swift  Memorial  Church  in  Sagamore  are 
being  planned.  We  continue  to  welcome  community  projects 
like  these  because  of  the  excellent  learning  experience. 

Of  the  many  projects  going  on  in  the  school,  two  major 
ones  stand  out.  One  is  the  construction  of  a  classroom  which 
is  being  used  for  our  new  Health  Careers  Program  and  the 
other  is  the  construction  of  an  80  x  16  brick  storage  area  to 
be  used  to  house  gym  and  masonry  equipment.  The  con- 
struction of  additional  facilities  here  at  the  school  not  only 
provides  excellent  opportunities  for  on-the-job  training  but 
the  material  used  in  the  teaching  process  becomes  part  of 
the  permanent  school  property. 

In  March  1975,  a  team  from  the  New  England  Associ- 
ation of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges  conducted  a  three- 
day  evaluation  of  our  school  in  order  to  determine  whether 
or  not  we  met  the  criteria  set  down  by  the  Association  to 
become  a  member.  In  September  of  1975,  we  received  word 
that  we  had  not  only  met  their  standards  for  full  accred- 
itation but  that  we  were  awarded  a  certificate  for  ten  years 
until  1985.  This  accomplishment  can  only  be  achieved  when 
there  is  a  total  effort  and  dedication  by  all  of  the  employees 
of  the  school  and  by  the  direct  support  and  foresight  on  the 
part  of  the  School  Committee  and  the  taxpayers  of  the  five 
towns. 

The  Regional  School  District,  in  the  way  of  financial 
assistance  in  1975,  received  $426,797.00  representing  the  50 
percent  reimbursement  of  net  operating  expense  for  1973- 
1974  and  $45,139.00  which  was  the  remainder  of  1972-1973 
operating  reimbursement.  Also  received  was  $81,606.00  for 
transportation  reimbursement  for  1973-1974;  $6,977.16,  the 
remainder  for  1972-1973  transportation;  a  library  grant  of 
$607.84;  and  $11,273.00  under  PL  81-874  for  federally  con- 
nected pupils. 

Due  to  a  change  in  regional  school  aid  payments  under 
Chapter  71,  Section  16D,  additional  aid  for  belonging  to  a 
regional  school  district  is  now  based  on  the  amount  each 
town  contributes  to  the  district  and  is  to  be  paid  directly  to 
the  district.  Formerly  the  towns  received  15  percent  of  their 
own  school  aid  entitlement  under  Chapter  70,  which  last 
year  amounted  to  approximately  $267,336.  This  year,  using 
the  new  formula,  the  regional  school  district  is  to  receive 
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$69,407  which  is  considerably  less  than  the  towns  received 
under  their  own  formulas.  At  the  present  time  it  is  expected 
that  this  aid  will  be  distributed  at  a  proration  of  95.8  percent. 

I  wish  to  once  again  thank  all  the  town  officials  and 
school  personnel  in  our  district  for  their  excellent  co- 
operation. Thanks  and  sincere  appreciation  should  be  ex- 
tended to  all  personnel  who  are  employed  by  the  school 
district  and  to  my  fellow  school  committee  and  advisory 
board  members  for  their  interest,  concern,  and  support.  The 
success  of  our  school  is  due  to  the  help  and  cooperation  of 
all  of  these  people.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

Roland  T.  Brown 


This  past  year  witnessed  the  retirement  of  several  in- 
dividuals who  made  significant  contributions  to  this  school 
system  during  their  years  of  service.  Mrs.  Ruth  Kiniry 
retired  after  26  years  as  a  teacher  in  Bourne  High  School; 
the  quality  of  professional  excellence  that  she  brought  to 
her  work  will  always  serve  as  a  model  for  all  of  us  to  seek 
to  emulate.  Mrs.  Betty  Burton  retired  after  16  years  as  a 
teacher  in  our  schools  on  Otis  Air  Force  Base.  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Works  retired  after  20  years  of  service  as  a  secretary  in  the 
Superintendent's  Office.  There  were  two  other  resignations 
from  our  secretarial  staff:  Mrs.  Louise  Hood  who  served  for 
18  years  as  a  secretary  in  various  town  schools,  and  Miss 
Olive  Phetteplace,  secretary  at  the  Hoxie  School.  Finally, 
our  school  physician,  Dr.  Abram  Krakower,  retired  after  23 
years  of  invaluable  service  to  this  school  system  and  to  its 
students.  Our  heartfelt  thanks  to  all  of  these  individuals; 
may  they  all  have  many  happy  years  of  retirement. 

Mr.  Louis  Fougere  retired  from  the  Bourne  School  Com- 
mittee after  serving  six  years  on  that  committee.  This  town 
is  deeply  indebted  to  him  for  the  contribution  that  he  made 
to  this  school  system  during  the  years  that  he  was  a  member 
of  the  School  Committee.  At  the  last  town  election,  Mr. 
Phillip  Burgess  was  reelected  to  the  School  Committee  for  a 
three  year  term.  New  members  elected  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee were  Mrs.  Eleanor  Hutchinson  and  Mr.  Clayton  E. 
Campbell  for  three  year  terms  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Ellis  for 
a  two  year  term.  This  brings  the  School  Committee  to  its 
full  membership  of  9  members,  an  increase  over  the  pre- 
vious 5  member  committee  that  was  voted  at  the  1973  town 
meeting. 

This  past  year  saw  the  successful  culmination  of  our 
efforts  in  the  acquisition  of  the  four  school  buildings  on  Otis 
Air  Force  Base.  On  November  21,  Mr.  Paul  Govoni,  on  behalf 
of  the  Bourne  School  Committee,  signed  the  deed  transfer- 
ring the  ownership  of  those  school  buildings  from  the  federal 
government  to  the  town  of  Bourne.  Mr.  Robert  Watmough 
and  Mr.  Phillip  Burgess  also  signed  these  deeds  as  authorized 
witnesses  of  the  School  Committee  to  this  transaction. 
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Our  acquisition  of  these  schools  began  when  the  Bourne 
School  Committee  and  the  Bourne  School  Building  Needs 
Committee  voted  to  approve  the  submission  of  our  applica- 
tion to  HEW  for  transferring  the  ownership  of  these  four 
school  buildings  from  the  federal  government  to  the  Town 
of  Bourne.  It  was  then  necessary  to  acquire  the  approval 
for  our  application  of  the  Otis  Task  Force  whose  member- 
ship comes  from  the  towns  of  Bourne,  Sandwich,  Mashpee 
and  Falmouth.  We  are  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  Task 
Force  who  represent  our  neighboring  towns  for  their  ap- 
proval of  our  application. 

A  formal  vote  of  approval  by  the  town  to  acquire  these 
school  buildings  was  required  by  HEW  and  at  the  Town 
Meeting  of  May  13,  1974,  the  town  voted  unanimously  to 
approve  application  for  the  acquisition  of  these  schools. 
Finally,  it  became  necessary  for  the  town  to  acquire  the  51 
acres  of  the  school  land  site  from  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
before  HEW  could  transfer  the  ownership  of  these  schools  to 
the  Town  of  Bourne.  This  required  the  passage  of  a  special 
act  through  our  state  legislature  and  Mr.  Jerry  Cahir,  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  other  members  of 
that  board  were  instrumental  in  getting  our  state  legislature 
to  pass  a  special  bill  for  this  purpose.  The  deed  signing  on 
November  21  transferring  the  ownership  of  these  buildings 
to  the  Town  of  Bourne  was  the  successful  climax  of  months 
of  work  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  School  Committee, 
the  School  Building  Needs  Committee  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  This  town  is  and  will  be  indebted  to  these  in- 
dividuals for  years  to  come  for  their  efforts. 

In  acquiring  these  school  buildings,  the  town  obtained 
ownership  to  some  $6,000,000  worth  of  capital  value  in  build- 
ings and  equipment  at  no  cost  to  the  town.  When  we  add 
to  this  dollar  figure  the  interest  costs  for  such  capital  ac- 
quisition, we  have  a  fuller  appreciation  of  the  value  of  this 
transaction  to  the  Town  of  Bourne.  The  significance  of  our 
acquiring  these  school  buildings  for  the  town  cannot  be 
overstressed.  At  the  present  time,  we  have  493  town  students 
housed  in  the  schools  on  Otis  Air  Force  Base  because  of  the 
lack  of  classrooms  within  the  town  schools.  Administrative 
offices  are  also  housed  in  these  school  buildings  because  of 
the  lack  of  space  within  our  town  facilities.  If  the  classroom 
space  on  Otis  Air  Force  Base  were  not  available  to  us,  we 
would  be  faced  with  the  need  for  another  school  building 
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within  the  town  tomorrow  with  a  probable  cost  to  the  town 
of  some  $3,000,000.  We  would  also  have  to  begin  work  on  the 
construction  of  a  second  school  building  in  the  immediate 
future. 

In  August  of  1975,  we  received  approval  for  an  application 
we  had  submitted  under  Section  4A  of  P.L.  874  for  a  sum  of 
$324,177.  At  this  writing,  we  have  already  received  a  partial 
payment  for  $243,132  of  this  entitlement.  In  previous  years, 
we  were  able  to  obtain  $436,065  under  Section  3E  of  P.L. 
874.  Thus,  a  total  of  $679,197  has  been  received  in  874  funds 
over  the  past  three  years  beyond  our  regular,  normal  entitle- 
ments which  are  based  on  the  number  of  federal  children 
enrolled  within  our  schools  during  each  year.  The  approval 
of  our  initial  4A  application  was  most  significant  in  that  we 
are  now  eligible  to  file  another  application  for  the  succeed- 
ing fiscal  year  which  could  result  in  additional  federal  funds 
for  this  town. 

The  situation  on  Otis  Air  Force  Base  in  regards  to  stu- 
dent enrolments  remains  in  an  inconclusive  status.  In 
September  1974  we  had  418  students  residing  on  Otis  Air 
Force  Base;  in  September  of  1975  we  had  465  students  living 
on  the  Base.  Since  that  time,  the  Navy  has  taken  over  44 
additional  housing  units  which  will  have  a  greater  impact 
on  our  student  enrolments.  The  establishment  of  the  Na- 
tional Cemetery  and  a  Radar  Station  on  Otis  Air  Force  Base 
will  bring  out  a  stability  to  the  Base  which  has  heretofore 
been  lacking  and  may  eventually  result  in  greater  student 
enrolments  within  our  schools.  The  status  of  Otis  Air  Force 
Base  with  its  accompanying  effect  on  our  school  system  con- 
tinues to  remain  in  its  normal  uncertain  state. 

The  past  year  witnessed  our  first  utilization  of  the  tennis 
courts  and  track  facilities  approved  for  construction  by  a 
previous  town  meeting.  These  facilities  are  utilized  fully  by 
our  physical  education  department  and  athletic  department 
for  all  the  students  in  Bourne  High  School.  These  facilities 
have  provided  the  opportunity  for  many  of  our  students  to 
participate  in  physical  education  and  athletic  activities 
which  they  previously  could  not  participate  in  because  of 
our  lack  of  the  necessary  facilities.  During  non-school  hours 
and  in  the  summer  months,  the  tennis  courts  were  in  con- 
stant use  by  the  residents  of  our  town. 
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Our  new  Coady  Junior  High  School  field  has  been  com- 
pleted and  will  be  ready  for  use  by  the  students  in  this 
school  and  the  various  town  recreational  activities  by  the 
spring  of  1976.  We  are  deeply  indebted  to  all  the  members 
of  the  School  Committee  and  the  School  Building  Needs 
Committee  for  the  endless  effort  and  time  that  they  put 
forth  in  the  successful  construction  of  these  facilities  for 
the  youth  within  the  town  of  Bourne.  A  very  special  note  of 
thanks  is  due  to  Mr.  Louis  Pellegrini,  Highway  Surveyor  for 
the  Town  of  Bourne,  for  his  invaluable  assistance  and  co- 
operation in  the  construction  of  the  tennis  courts  and  the 
Coady  Junior  High  School  field.  Without  his  support,  these 
facilities  would  not  have  been  successfully  completed  and  be 
available  to  our  youth  and  to  our  town. 

A  new  science  program  was  adopted  for  grades  five  and 
six  during  the  current  school  year;  it  is  planned  to  extend 
this  program  into  the  fourth  grade  in  the  next  school  year. 
Dissatisfaction  existed  with  the  previous  science  program 
as  it  was  excessively  reading  oriented  and  too  frequently 
measured  a  student's  reading  achievement  rather  than  his 
ability  to  master  scientific  facts  and  learnings.  A  commit- 
tee of  teachers  under  the  leaderships  of  Mr.  George  Tomlin- 
son  and  Mr.  Robert  Sherman  was  organized  to  review  and 
analyze  this  problem  and  to  submit  their  recommendations. 
The  result  was  that  the  SCIS  Program,  a  different  approach 
to  the  teaching  of  science  in  the  elementary  grades  was 
approved  and  adopted  by  the  School  Committee. 

In  our  new  program,  the  student  learns  the  scientific 
principles  and  knowledges  by  performing  laboratory  experi- 
ments rather  than  memorizing  from  a  text  book.  All  stu- 
dents are  totally  involved  throughout  the  classroom  period 
which  results  in  a  high  degree  of  instructional  efficiency. 
The  subject  of  science  itself  becomes  much  more  alive  and 
vital  to  the  students  through  this  laboratory  approach.  The 
reaction  from  our  classroom  teachers  has  been  very  favor- 
able to  this  new  program. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Bourne  Police  Department,  an 
innovative  community  oriented  program  was  initiated  in  the 
elementary  grades  during  the  current  school  year.  In  this 
program,  Officer  Charles  Noyes  will  visit  each  elementary 
classroom  3  or  4  times  during  the  school  year.  The  objectives 
of  this  program  are  twofold:  to  establish  a  positive  image 
of  a  police  department  in  the  eyes  of  the  youth  in  the  com- 
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munity  and  to  combat  the  prevailing  youth  oriented  societal 
problems  of  vandalism,  drugs  and  alcohol.  The  need  to  com- 
bat the  problems  of  vandalism,  drugs  and  alcohol  while  our 
youth  are  still  in  their  formative  years  cannot  be  over- 
emphasized. 

In  our  society  today,  a  youth's  first  encounter  with  a 
police  officer  is  usually  in  a  crisis  intervention  situation 
where  the  police  officer  has  too  frequently  been  placed  in 
an  adversarial  position  because  of  the  previous  indoctrina- 
tion of  the  youth.  The  attempt  in  this  program  is  to  present 
the  police  officer  as  a  human  being,  no  different  a  person 
than  their  father  or  the  neighbor  next  door,  and  the  in- 
dividual whose  responsibility  it  is  to  uphold  the  laws  of  this 
society  and  the  values  to  which  we  all  subscribe.  If  we  are 
successful  in  this  endeavor,  our  youth  will  benefit  immeasur- 
ably and  the  town  will  profit  accordingly.  Our  thanks  to  our 
Police  Chief,  Henry  Maiolini,  and  the  Bourne  Police  Depart- 
ment for  initially  proposing  this  program  and  to  Officer 
Noyes  for  successfully  carrying  out  its  implementation. 

Our  school  system  continues  to  emphasize  the  teaching 
of  the  basic  skills  in  reading  and  arithmetic  and  the  develop- 
ment of  effective  competency  levels  in  the  utilization  of  oral 
and  written  language  on  the  part  of  all  our  students.  This 
is,  and  shall  remain,  the  primary  objective  of  this  school 
system.  Our  emphasis  continues  on  the  prevention  of  fail- 
ure in  the  early  grades.  To  this  end,  we  retain  small  class 
sizes  in  our  elementary  grades  and  transitional  classes  in 
our  primary  grades  for  children  who  are  experiencing  diffi- 
culty in  their  studies.  In  addition  there  are  various  ancillary 
services  available  for  our  students:  remedial  reading  teach- 
ers and  supervisors,  special  needs  teachers,  speech  thera- 
pists, adjustment  counselors,  school  psychologist  and  19 
teacher  aides  who  work  under  the  direction  of  our  classroom 
teachers  to  provide  individual  assistance  for  our  students. 

The  problems  of  children  experiencing  academic  diffi- 
culty are  usually  most  complex  and  cannot  be  resolved  by 
a  single  therapeutic  process.  They  require  a  multiplicity  of 
specialized  coordinated  services  to  deal  with  them.  We  are 
presently  making  a  substantial  effort  to  provide  the  neces- 
sary services  for  these  children;  we  shall  continue  to  do  so 
in  the  future.

Annual  Report  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools/ 
Director  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services  Department,  Frederick  J. 
Dunbury 

The  contents  of  this  report  will  focus  on  two  areas:  (1) 
Chapter  766,  a  state  law  requiring  public  school  systems  to 
provide  equal  and  adequate  educational  programs  for  all 
children  with  special  needs  between  the  ages  of  3  to  21  and 
(2)  Title  I  programs  funded  by  the  federal  government  to 
provide  additional  educational  services  for  educationally  de- 
prived children. 

CHAPTER  766 

Since  September  of  1974,  the  time  that  public  school 
systems  were  required  to  implement  Chapter  766  in  accord- 
ance with  the  regulations  developed  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education,  a  great  deal  has  been  accomplished  in  the  way 
of  providing  special  educational  services  for  children  living 
in  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

Outside  Regular  School  Programs 

There  are  15  children  from  the  Town  of  Bourne  who  are 
in  specialized  programs  outside  the  public  schools  because 
of  their  substantial  handicaps.  Since  September  1974  these 
children  have  been  evaluated  by  core  evaluation  teams  made 
up  of  representatives  from  the  Pupil  Personnel  Services  De- 
partment. An  individual  educational  plan  has  been  developed 
for  each  child.  A  program  placement  has  been  decided  and 
agreed  upon  by  their  parents  and  the  program  has  been 
implemented.  The  tuition  and  transportation  costs  for  each 
of  these  children  is  paid  for  by  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

There  are  7  profoundly  handicapped  children  presently 
institutionalized.  Evaluations  for  each  of  these  children  are 
now  in  progress  and  before  the  end  of  this  school  year,  an 
educational  plan  will  be  developed  for  each  child.  The  im- 
plementation of  each  child's  program  will  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Bourne  School  Department. 

In  Regular  School  Programs 

Since  September  of  this  school  year  286  evaluations  have 
been  completed  on  children  with  special  needs  requiring 
special  educational  services.  There  are  as  of  this  date  21 
additional  evaluations  in  the  process  of  being  completed. 

The  resource  room  approach  to  providing  special  services 
for  children  is  being  developed  at  the  primary,  intermediate 
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and  junior  high  school  levels.  A  great  deal  of  progress  has 
been  made  in  this  direction  since  September.  By  the  end  of 
this  school  year,  these  programs  will  be  developed  to  a  point 
where  a  larger  number  of  children  in  our  schools  will  be  able 
to  participate  in  the  specialized  services  provided  within 
each  program.  The  resource  room  approach  will  begin  to  be 
developed  at  the  high  school  level  in  September  1976. 

Since  September  1974,  the  special  education  staff  has 
been  increased  by  4  special  education  teachers,  1  adjustment 
counselor,  1  school  psychologist,  2  speech  therapists  and  1 
special  needs  tutor.  Further  additions  to  this  staff  will  be 
made  in  September  1976. 

In  School  Screening  Process 

Chapter  766  mandates  a  specific  evaluation  process  that 
is  outlined  in  the  regulations.  Beginning  in  September  of 
this  school  year  a  screening  committee  process  was  initiated 
in  each  school  building.  Any  number  of  committees  can  be 
working  in  a  given  building  at  one  time.  Basically  a  com- 
mittee could  include  the  participation  of  any  number  of  the 
following  personnel  assigned  to  that  building:  principal, 
classroom  teachers  and  supportive  staff,  school  nurses, 
school  psychologist,  adjustment  counselors,  reading  special- 
ists, speech  therapist,  guidance  counselors. 

This  process  includes  a  referral  to  the  building  principal. 
He  assigns  the  referral  to  the  team  made  up  of  all  or  a  num- 
ber of  the  personnel  listed  above.  Specialists  from  outside 
the  school  system  may  be  asked  to  participate  in  the  process 
if  it  is  deemed  necessary. 

The  team  reviews  all  the  information  available  on  the 
child  and  decides  on  the  best  educational  program  to  meet 
that  child's  needs. 

The  parents  of  the  child  are  informed  of  the  evaluation 
and  the  process  involved  and  are  encouraged  to  participate 
in  the  process.  A  final  educational  plan  is  developed  by  the 
team  and  agreed  upon  by  the  parents  and  then  implemented. 

The  screening  committee  and  evaluation  process  briefly 
described  above  has  greatly  facilitated  the  identification  of 
special  need  children  and  the  provision  of  programs  to  meet 
their  needs.  As  more  school  personnel  become  involved  in 
this  process,  more  children's  special  needs  will  be  serviced. 
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TITLE  I 

Since  January  of  1965  the  Bourne  School  Department 
has  operated  Title  I  school  year  and  summer  school  projects. 
Title  I  funds  are  allocated  to  local  towns  and  cities  in  Massa- 
chusetts by  the  federal  government.  An  amount  for  each 
state  is  determined  in  Washington  by  a  formula  based  upon 
the  amount  of  low  income  residents  of  each  state.  The 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  allocates  these  to 
the  cities  and  towns  based  upon  the  number  of  low  income 
residents  in  the  town  or  city. 

Bourne's  1975  summer  program  was  funded  for  $21,560.00. 
This  program  provided  educational  services  for  95  children 
in  kindergarten  through  grade  three.  The  components  of 
the  program  included  reading  instruction,  speech  therapy, 
library  services  and  a  physical  education  coordination  and 
motor  development  program. 

The  staff  for  this  program  included  a  director,  fourteen 
teachers,  fourteen  teacher  aides,  a  librarian,  a  speech  thera- 
pist and  a  physical  education  specialist. 

Our  year  round  program  was  funded  for  over  $110,000.00. 
This  program  is  presently  providing  services  for  164  children 
in  our  elementary  schools.  The  staff  for  this  project  includes 
four  reading  specialists,  a  speech  therapist,  five  certified 
teaching  assistants  and  nine  teacher  aides.

Annual  Report  of  the  Coordinator  of  Curriculum  (K-8), 
Eleanor  M.  Priestley 
PACT  Program: 

When  one  reads  ""Our  Nation's  School  —  A  Report  Card; 
'A'  in  Violence  and  Vandalism"  —  by  Senator  Birch  Bayh, 
one  can  see  the  importance  of  such  a  program  as  PACT, 
which  was  initiated  in  kindergarten  through  grade  six  in 
Bourne  Schools  in  September. 

"I-.    Preliminary  Report  of  the  Subcommittee  to  Investigate  Juvenile  Delinquency , 
based  on  investigations  1971-1975. 
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This  program,  in  which  a  police  officer  instructs  the 
youngsters  in  safety  practices  in  many  areas,  has  been 
enthusiastically  received  by  children  and  school  personnel. 

We  believe  that  the  ultimate  goals  of  PACT,  of  bringing 
about  positive  images,  values,  and  behavioral  patterns,  will 
be  realized  over  a  period  of  time,  as  the  program  is  continued. 

Chapter  622: 

The  enforcement  of  Chapter  622,  prohibiting  sex  dis- 
crimination in  education,  is  making  changes  in  many  tradi- 
tional courses,  and  in  opportunities  that  prior  to  622  were 
non  existent  for  the  feminine  portion  of  the  school  population. 

Girls,  with  the  interest  in  and  potential  for  it,  should 
be  encouraged  to  prepare  for  such  roles  as  doctors,  veter- 
inarians, engineers,  architects,  or  other  roles  usually  con- 
sidered solely  masculine  areas. 

Conversely,  boys  should  be  able  to  and  now  can  enroll 
in  courses  formerly  considered  to  be  for  girls  only. 

The  subtle  ways  of  discrimination,  often  unrecognized 
as  such,  which  made  the  women  in  our  society  "a  passive 
majority  of  second  class  citizens"  are  being  raised  to  the 
level  of  consciousness  and,  hopefully,  needed  changes  will  be 
made  which  should  prove  helpful  to  society  as  a  whole. 

It  was  Plato  who  expressed  the  following: 

Nothing  can  be  more  absurd  than  the  practice 
which  prevails  in  our  own  country,  of  men  and 
women  not  following  the  same  pursuits  with  all  their 
strength  and  with  one  mind,  for  thus  the  state,  in- 
stead of  being  a  whole,  is  reduced  to  a  half  

In  our  own  country  it  is  regrettable,  but  inevitable,  that 
extremists,  who  are  necessary  to  create  change,  often  at- 
tempt to  carry  their  ideas  so  far  that  adverse  reaction 
counteracts  the  good  that  was  intended. 

However,  more  will  be  heard  of  Chapter  622  and  its  role 
in  bringing  about  equal  opportunity  for  all,  regardless  of 
sex,  race,  or  religion. 

Social  Studies: 

During  this  year  the  revised  social  studies  course  for 
grade  three  was  completed.  The  third  grade  teachers  worked 
together,  with  the  Curriculum  Coordinator,  to  produce  an 
excellent  course  of  four  units,  which  are  now  in  use  in  all 
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third  grades.  The  units  are  entitled:  History  of  Cape  Cod, 
Geography  of  Cape  Cod,  Industries  of  Cape  Cod,  and  Ecology 
of  Cape  Cod. 

Math: 

In  math  there  has  been  much  checking  on  basic  facts 
and  processes.  This  has  been  achieved  by  various  means. 

One  of  these  has  been  a  series  of  tests  given  to  date  to 
grades  four  through  eight. 

An  item  analysis  is  made  for  each  set  of  tests,  so  the 
teacher  in  each  case  can  see  any  weak  areas  on  the  part  of 
individual  children,  and  can  determine  which  problems  or 
processes  need  more  attention. 

As  mentioned  in  a  previous  report,  the  metric  system  will 
be  the  sole  system  of  measurement  in  this  country  sometime 
in  the  future.  Current  thought  is  that  we  will  be  using  the 
metric  system  (SI  —  International  System  of  Measurement) 
in  ten  years. 

In  the  meantime  we  are  presenting  parts  of  the  system 
in  some  classes.  A  course  of  study  for  each  level  will  be  pro- 
duced when  areas,  now  rather  nebulous,  have  been  clarified. 

Language  Arts: 

In  the  junior  highs  the  Language  Arts  Course  of  Study, 
prepared  more  than  a  year  ago,  was  revised  during  the  sum- 
mer, to  make  some  parts  more  specific  and  to  add  pertinent 
materials. 

History: 

The  junior  high  history  teachers  met  to  select  a  new 
text  to  meet  the  needs  of  some  youngsters  in  their  classes. 
Several  texts  were  checked  for  reading  levels  by  the  com- 
mittee, before  one  was  unanimously  selected  by  the  group. 

Bicentennial  Book: 

The  Curriculum  Coordinator  worked  on  a  statewide  com- 
mittee of  ASCD  (Association  for  Supervision  and  Curriculum 
Development)  in  developing  a  Bicentennial  book  of  students' 
original  work,  entitled:  America  Was  Promises,  America  Is 
Promises. 

Contributions  to  the  booklet  were  made  by  schools 
throughout  the  state.  Several  Bourne  schools  contributedj 
and  many  of  the  selections  by  Bourne  youngsters  were  used 
in  the  book. 

Many  thanks  to  all  who  contributed. 
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Patriotic  Materials: 

In  this  Bicentennial  time  it  is  encouraging  to  note  a 
positive  change,  however  small,  toward  patriotism. 

Patriotic  materials  have  been  lacking  in  textbooks  for 
some  time,  and  they  are  often  difficult  to  find.  Therefore, 
the  Curriculum  Office  has  produced  a  booklet  of  patriotic 
materials  for  use  by  teachers  at  all  levels.  Several  teachers 
were  helpful  in  this  endeavor  by  submitting  materials  to  be 
included. 

I  should  like  to  conclude  this  report  with  a  quotation 
from  a  great  American  —  Abraham  Lincoln: 

2"I  view  education  as  the  most  important  subject 
we  as  a  people  can  be  engaged  in." 

Annual  Report  of  the  Coordinator  of  Reading, 
Raymond  L.  Matthews 

The  Town  of  Bourne  is  participating  in  the  Massachu- 
setts Right-to-Read  Effort  for  the  second  year,  1975-1976. 
The  Reading  Coordinator  for  the  Bourne  Schools  is  serving 
as  the  local  Right-to-Read  Director  and  is  assisting  Super- 
intendent Roland  T.  Brown  in  coordinating  the  project  ac- 
tivities. The  Right-to-Read  Effort  has  affected  each  of  us 
by  providing  specific  criteria  for  excellence  by  which  partici- 
pating school  systems  will  be  able  to  achieve  the  national 
goal  of  the  Right-to-Read  Effort:  namely  by  1980  (1)  ninety- 
nine  percent  of  all  people  under  sixteen  years  of  age  will  be 
able  to  read  to  their  full  potential,  and  (2)  ninety  percent 
of  all  those  over  sixteen  will  possess  and  use  literacy  skills. 
These  skills  have  been  defined  as  being  able  to  read  materials 
written  at  or  above  the  sixth  grade  reading  level. 

Each  of  the  schools  in  our  system  evaluated  its  reading 
programs  in  terms  of  the  five  "Criteria  of  Excellence"  as 
listed  by  the  New  England  Consortium  for  the  Right-to-Read 
Effort.  These  criteria  encompass: 

1.  Community  and  School  Climate 

2.  Organizing  and  Managing  a  Reading  Program 

3.  Staffing  A  Reading  Program 

4.  Selecting  and  Utilizing  Materials 

5.  Fostering  Reading  Interests 

These  criteria  have  been  weighed  in  light  of  our  present 
reading  programs,  future  plans,  and  Bourne's  commitment 

2.   It's  Older  than  the  Constitution,  National  Education  Association,  Washington,  D.C. 
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to  the  goals  of  the  Right-to-Read  Effort.  This  appraisal  has 
resulted  in  differing  priorities  among  the  various  schools  in 
our  system. 

In  general  the  following  six  areas  of  need  have  been 
given  top  priority  for  this  past  year: 

1.  Coordination  of  a  kindergarten  readiness  program 
for  Kindergarten  and  Grade  1.  Systemwide  and 
grade  level  meetings  were  conducted  to  which 
kindergarten  and  grade  one  teachers  attended  with 
their  building  principals.  As  a  result  of  these  meet- 
ings, the  Distar  Language  Readiness  Program  was 
adopted  for  the  system. 

2.  Provision  of  inservice  workshops  for  primary  teach- 
ers to  strengthen  and  expand  the  use  of  the  struc- 
tural decoding  program  into  Grade  3.  Each  year, 
beginning  with  Grade  1,  the  next  grade  level  is 
instructed  in  this  technique  for  teaching  beginning 
reading  skills.  A  series  of  third  grade  level  meet- 
ings were  conducted  by  the  reading  department 
staff  with  the  free  consultant  services  from  the 
publisher.  This  service  will  continue  throughout 
the  next  year. 

3.  Assistance  to  intermediate  classroom  teachers  (4- 
6)  in  improving  the  continuous  progress  process  in 
their  classrooms.  The  teachers  are  learning  how 
to  use  criterion  referenced  testing  in  order  to  en- 
sure that  all  pupils  are  working  on  skills  that  they 
need  to  learn  and  that  those  skills  taught  really 
are  learned.  Teachers  are  using  techniques  for 
classroom  management  which  will  enable  them  to 
better  use  individualized  instruction  in  their  class- 
rooms. 

4.  Assistance  to  secondary  teachers  (7-12)  in  class- 
room management  techniques  so  that  they  might 
organize  their  classrooms  for  more  individual  in- 
struction. A  series  of  meetings  and  inservice  were 
held  at  the  junior  high  schools  where  effort  is 
being  made  to  integrate  language  arts  and  reading 
by  the  implementation  of  specific  steps  for  the  use 
of  multi-level,  multi-skill,  self-directing,  self- 
correcting  reading  materials. 

5.  Provision  that  all  content  area  teachers  be  in- 
structed in  the  use  of  reading  and  learning  skills  in 
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order  that  students  will  reap  the  greatest  benefits 
from  the  text,  lectures,  note-taking,  test  taking 
and  other  study  skills.  A  release  systemwide  in- 
service  workshop  for  all  content  teachers  was  con- 
ducted by  Dr.  Olive  Niles,  nationally  known  author 
and  authority  on  reading  in  the  content  area.  Fol- 
low up  meetings  in  each  school  is  continuing  for 
each  subject  area. 

Communication  within  the  schools,  between  schools 
and  with  the  community  must  be  improved.  Several 
meetings  and  workshops  were  held  with  groups  of 
administrators  and  a  group  of  teachers  to  develop 
a  "Needs  Assessment  Instrument"  which  deter- 
mined how  well  this  school  system  is  currently 
meeting  the  Criteria  of  Excellence  in  reading.  This 
instrument  was  devised  by  the  system-wide  Task 
Force  of  Bourne  teachers  who  volunteered  to  serve 
as  the  Right-to-Read  representatives  from  their 
assigned  schools.  The  Task  Force  was  made  up  of 
teachers  from  all  grade  levels.  This  Needs  Assess- 
ment was  administered,  with  the  help  of  the  system- 
wide  and  building  Task  Forces,  to  all  the  profes- 
sion staff,  administrators,  and  a  few  representative 
non-professional  personnel  working  in  the  Bourne 
School  System.  The  Task  Force  assisted  in  admin- 
istering, collecting,  and  organizing  the  materials 
which  were  then  sent  to  Boston  College  for  com- 
pilation by  a  Right-to-Read  team  of  evaluators  who 
returned  the  computerized  results  to  the  school  sys- 
tem to  use  in  setting  a  priority  of  needs.  The 
results  of  the  assessment  then  helped  the  Task 
Force  to  determine  the  strengths  of  the  existing 
programs  which  have  been  verified  by  the  positive 
results  of  systemwide,  standardized  test  results.  The 
results  also  depicted  those  areas  of  the  total  read- 
ing program,  Kindergarten  through  Grade  12,  that 
needed  to  be  improved.  From  this  effort  by  the 
Right-to-Read  Task  Force  has  come  a  staff  develop- 
ment program  to  upgrade  the  teachers'  skills  for 
providing  more  effective  instruction  where  neces- 
sary for  successful  implementation  of  the  Right-to- 
Read  plan  of  action  during  phase  two  which  began 
in  Sept.  1975. 
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A  Local  Advisory  Council  was  established  in  April, 
1975,  as  a  group  of  citizens  from  the  Town  of  Bourne 
approved  by  the  School  Committee  who  are  inter- 
ested in  promoting  the  Right- to-Read  Effort  in  the 
School  and  in  the  Community.  They  have  monthly 
meetings  and  have  established  three  ongoing  pro- 
jects: 

a.  Volunteers  in  the  Schools  —  procurement, 
training  and  mechanics  involving  volunteers  are 
areas  the  Council  has  considered  and  on  which  they 
are  working. 

b.  Library  —  support  for  the  school  library  pro- 
gram through  volunteer  aides,  book  fairs,  open 
libraries  as  well  as  set  hours,  weekend  programs  at 
the  public  library,  and  senior  citizens  in  the  library 
are  all  projects  of  the  Council. 

c.  Publicity  and  Communications  —  informing 
the  community  about  reading  and  the  Right-to- 
Read  has  involved  the  manning  of  publicity  tables 
at  school  open  house  nights.  The  Council  has  spoken 
to  local  organizations  and  has  many  projects  deal- 
ing with  better  communication  still  to  be  imple- 
mented. 

This  past  year  has  been  the  most  rewarding  year  of 
many  rewarding  years  for  the  Bourne  Reading  Department, 
especially  the  Reading  Coordinator.  We  look  forward  to  the 
third  phase  of  the  Right-to-Read  Effort  next  year,  namely 
evaluation,  continued  staff  development,  and  greater  school 
and  community  involvement. 

The  members  of  the  Reading  Department  gratefully 
express  their  appreciation  for  the  support  and  assistance 
given  to  the  Right-to-Read  Effort  by  the  administrators, 
teachers,  other  school  personnel  and  community  volunteers. 
I  would  like  to  give  special  thanks  to  the  representatives  of 
the  systemwide  Task  Force  and  the  officers  and  members  of 
the  Local  Advisory  Council. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  Athletics, 
Phillip  A.  Norton,  Sr. 

The  1975  calendar  year  has  been  a  busy  and  productive 
year  for  the  Athletic  Program  of  the  Bourne  Public  Schools. 
Perhaps  it  should  be  remembered  as  the  year  of  expansion, 
especially  as  it  relates  to  new  facilities  and  new  teams. 
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The  Athletic  Department  is  particularly  grateful  to  the 
members  of  several  town  committees  for  their  long,  hard, 
and  successful  efforts  that  culminated  in  some  major  changes 
in  the  athletic  program.  The  cooperative  efforts  of  the  School 
Building  Needs  Committee  and  the  School  Committee  eventu- 
ally secured  voter  approval  for  the  funding  of  several  new 
facilities  on  school  sites.  In  addition  the  Bourne  Recreation 
Authority  opened  its  new  Ice  Arena  for  use  as  the  school 
year  got  underway.  The  additional  facilities  gave  several  of 
our  teams  their  first  opportunity  to  play  home  games  and 
aided  in  the  creation  of  several  new  teams. 

The  opening  of  the  Gallo  Ice  Arena  gave  our  hockey 
team  a  "home"  after  many  years  of  having  to  play  our 
games,  and  holding  all  practices,  out  of  town.  The  new 
rink  is  an  excellent  facility  with  ample  seating  for  spectators 
whose  vision  is  not  impaired  in  any  way.  The  rink  is  at- 
tractive and  maintained  beautifully.  It  is  well  lit  and  seems 
to  be  warmer  than  many  other  rinks  we  visit.  Our  team 
has  the  use  of  well  kept  locker  rooms  and  we  now  can  pur- 
chase an  adequate  amount  of  ice  time  to  satisfy  our  daily 
needs.  In  past  years  we  were  only  able  to  purchase  a  limited 
amount  of  ice  time  and  this  severely  hampered  the  develop- 
ment of  the  high  school  hockey  program.  The  additional  ice 
time  now  available  will  help  upgrade  the  program  and  the 
effects  of  this  increased  ice  time  should  begin  to  show  up 
in  our  team  very  shortly.  All  of  us  connected  with  the 
hockey  program  are  very  appreciative  of  having  our  own 
"home"  rink  and  all  the  advantages  that  go  with  it.  We 
are  no  longer  "gypsies"  and  we  thank  the  Recreation  Au- 
thority and  the  citizens  of  Bourne  for  providing  a  first  class 
facility  in  which  we  can  carry  on  our  program. 

The  tennis  program  benefitted  from  a  new  facility  built 
at  the  high  school.  Pour  new  tennis  courts  were  opened  at 
the  high  school  in  September  of  1974  and  were  used  in  the 
fall  months.  The  spring  of  1975  provided  the  first  oppor- 
tunity for  the  Athletic  Department  to  put  the  new  courts  to 
use.  The  Administration  had  approved  the  formation  of  a 
new  interscholastic  tennis  team.  The  original  intention  was 
that  it  would  be  a  girls'  team.  When  the  call  for  candidates 
went  out,  our  new  coach,  Peter  Stephen,  was  inundated.  In 
all,  34  girls  and  22  boys  answered  the  call  for  tryouts.  It 
was  decided  to  sponsor  both  boys  and  girls  teams  and  each 
group  played  15  matches  with  other  schools.  Both  groups 
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performed  creditably  and  had  several  standout  individual 
performers.  These  teams  have  been  accepted  for  inter- 
scholastic  competition  by  the  Southeastern  Mass.  Conference 
and  will  enter  into  full  league  play  for  the  1976  season. 
Recently  the  courts  were  painted  so  that  the  interior  of  the 
court  area  is  green  and  the  area  surrounding  the  court  is 
maroon.  These  newly  painted  surfaces  improves  play,  causes 
less  doubt  about  where  the  ball  lands  and  the  paint  serves 
as  a  sealer  and  protective  agent  for  the  surfaces  itself.  We 
are  happy  that  these  courts  are  also  being  used  extensively 
by  the  members  of  the  community  during  non-school  hours 
and  non-school  days. 

The  third  new  facility  put  to  use  during  the  1975  year 
is  our  all  weather  track  at  Jackson  Field.  This  facility  was 
built  during  the  summer  of  1974  but  the  high  school  Athletic 
Department's  first  use  was  the  competitive  spring  season  of 
1975.  Previously  the  girls  had  competed  on  the  boys'  track 
team  but  now  they  also  have  their  own  team  and  competed 
in  the  Southeastern  Mass.  Conference.  This  new  track  is 
one  of  the  finest  high  school  facilities  in  Southeastern 
Massachusetts.  The  setting  is  magnificent  in  the  natural 
bowl  of  Jackson  Field  and  the  running  surface  itself  is  better 
than  we  hoped  for.  Many  of  our  visiting  opponents  were 
highly  impressed  with  the  facility  and  were  very  compli- 
mentary regarding  its  overall  attractiveness.  Our  track  teams 
now  have  a  surface  on  which  to  compete  and  practice  where- 
as in  the  past  they  practiced  on  grass  and  all  our  meets  had 
to  be  held  away  from  home.  The  benefits  of  this  home 
facility  started  to  show  up  immediately  in  improved  per- 
formances by  many  of  our  athletes.  We  hope  to  hold  a 
multiple  school  meet  at  our  track  during  the  1976  season 
and  would  extend  use  of  the  facility  to  organized  community 
groups  for  meets. 

The  last  new  facility  built  was  a  baseball  diamond  and 
multi  purpose  field  at  Coady  Junior  High  School.  This  field 
was  completed  in  the  fall  of  1975  and  will  be  put  to  use  dur- 
ing the  spring  of  1976.  The  field  will  eliminate  the  necessity 
of  the  Coady  Junior  High  School's  baseball  team  travelling 
to  Sagamore's  Keith  Field  for  games  and  practices  every  day. 
This  field  will  also  be  used  during  the  day  for  the  school's 
physical  education  program. 

The  new  teams  in  tennis  and  girls  track  have  already 
been  mentioned.  One  other  new  team  was  started  at  the 
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high  school  during  1975.  A  Cross  Country  team  was  initiated 
and  both  boys  and  girls  competed  on  this  team  with  out- 
standing success  for  a  new  venture. 

All  in  all,  these  new  facilities  and  teams  will  provide 
greater  opportunities  for  all  of  our  students  to  participate 
whether  for  their  own  individual  satisfaction  or  as  perform- 
ers on  our  interscholastic  teams.  A  side  effect  of  having  the 
additional  facilities  is  in  community  use.  The  tennis  courts 
were  put  to  extensive  use  by  the  Town  Recreational  Program 
during  the  summer.  On  week  nights  and  weekends  the 
courts  received  heavy  play  from  individuals  right  through  the 
late  fall.  The  track  has  been  used  by  many  joggers  and 
runners  in  their  spare  time  and  the  new  field  will  be  made 
available  to  the  youth  league  program  during  the  non-school 
hours. 

The  Athletic  Department  extends  sincere  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  committee  whose  hard  work  and  persever- 
ance made  the  year  of  expansion  possible.  Without  them  it 
may  never  have  come  to  be.

In  the  area  of  financial  aid  the  members  of  the  Class  of 
1975  received  $43,520  in  grants,  $6,500  in  loans,  and  $7,650 
in  job  opportunities  on  campus.  The  one  year  grants,  plus 
the  four  year  renewable  grants,  totaled  $118,367.  Of  the  total 
amount  received  $10,825  came  from  clubs  organizations  and 
businesses  in  the  Town  of  Bourne  and  $4,100  from  other 
sources  on  Cape  Cod. 

More  than  one  million  students  from  over  17,000  high 
schools  entered  the  1976  Merit  Program  by  taking  the  1975 
Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test/National  Merit  Scholar- 
ship Qualifying  Test.  From  this  number  15,000  qualified  as 
semifinalists  and  presently  are  being  considered  for  about 
3,800  Merit  Scholarships  to  be  awarded  in  the  spring  of  1976. 
Among  this  very  select  group  were  three  students  from  the 
Class  of  1976.  Two  other  members  of  the  class  received 
Letters  of  Commendation  for  their  fine  performance  on  the 
test. 

In  the  fall  of  1975  there  were  80  seniors  participating  in 
the  Work  Study  Program  while  25  other  students  were  em- 
ployed under  the  CETA  program. 

During  the  school  year  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each 
month,  the  Guidance  offices  in  the  junior  high  schools  as 
well  as  the  high  school  were  open  from  7:00  to  9:00  p.m.  On 
these  nights  the  counselors  made  their  services  available  to 
those  parents  who  were  unable  to  come  to  school  during  the 
day.  In  addition  to  this  service,  guidance  personnel  con- 
ducted three  other  programs:  one  to  acquaint  the  parents 
of  eighth  graders  with  the  high  school  curricula,  another  to 
familiarize  parents  of  seniors  and  juniors  with  the  proce- 
dures to  be  followed  in  applying  to  college  and  in  seeking 
financial  aid,  and  the  third  to  present  to  the  members  of  the 
Central  Scholarship  Committee  the  applications  and  statis- 
tical data  of  those  seniors  who  apply  for  financial  aid.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Prineipal  of  Bourne  High  School, 
William  A.  Cook 

Bourne  High  School  continues  to  provide  the  students  of 
our  town  with  a  very  solid  academic  program.  I  am  con- 
vinced that  our  program  will  equip  students  who  are  willing 
to  work  with  the  skills  and  knowledge  needed  to  insure  their 
ability  to  succeed  in  life.  The  secret  is  to  motivate  a  larger 
percentage  of  our  youngsters  to  see  the  need  for  putting 
forth  their  best  efforts.  It  is  the  development  of  good  atti- 
tudes coupled  with  the  development  of  good  study  habits 
that  is  needed  to  reverse  what  is  a  nationwide  trend  toward 
lower  academic  achievement.  The  Bourne  School  Depart- 
ment has  been  working  toward  this  reversal  by  emphasizing 
the  need  to  teach  basic  skills.  At  the  high  school  we  are 
trying  to  re-teach  and  assist  students  with  problems  in  the 
basics  as  much  as  possible. 

I  am  encouraged  by  the  work  of  a  committee  of  our 
faculty,  working  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Bullock-Wilson 
and  others  of  the  Falmouth  FOCUS  Program,  which  is  at- 
tempting to  develop  a  new  program  for  some  of  our  general 
students.  At  this  writing  the  thinking  is  leaning  toward  the 
possible  introduction  of  a  "team  teaching"  approach  to  try 
to  make  the  educational  experience  for  these  students  more 
cohesive  and  meaningful. 

The  faculty  has  been  working  hard  for  the  past  year  in 
preparation  for  the  upcoming  evaluation  by  the  New  Eng- 
land Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  During  this  period 
of  self-evaluation  we  have  uncovered  areas  that  need  im- 
provement and  have  generally  been  pleased  to  find  that  in 
most  of  our  reports  we  feel  there  is  much  to  be  proud  of  in 
our  academic  program. 

I  would  like  to  reiterate  in  this  report  the  need  for 
additional  facilities  at  Bourne  High  School.  I  expect  that  the 
visiting  committee  of  the  NEASC  will  recommend  additional 
space  for  guidance,  music,  physical  education,  library,  and 
storage,  as  well  as  an  auditorium  where  students  may  per- 
form and  where  assembly  programs  may  be  presented  regu- 
larly. 

Throughout  the  nation  vandalism,  drug  and  alcohol 
abuse,  and  lack  of  respect  for  the  rights  of  others  has  been 
a  problem  in  schools.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  Bourne 
School  Committee  has  provided  us  with  the  assistance  needed 
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by  hiring  monitors  who  have  helped  tremendously  in  reduc- 
ing the  incidence  of  the  first  two  of  these  problems  at  Bourne 
High.  However,  the  solution  to  the  latter  problem  involves 
a  number  of  intangibles  which  the  school  will  continue  to 
work  on  but  which  involves  factors  over  which  the  school 
has  little  control. 

Perhaps  the  area  where,  as  an  administrator,  I  feel  the 
need  to  try  to  improve  the  most  is  what  seems  to  be  a  lack 
of  "school  spirit"  and  a  general  apathy  toward  school  stu- 
dent government.  It  is  easy  to  blame  the  times  or  the  stu- 
dents for  this  condition;  however,  the  fact  is  that  the 
administration  and  faculty  must  share  the  responsibility. 
In  that  respect  I  plan  to  initiate  an  ad  hoc  committee  made 
up  of  a  cross  section  of  the  student  body  to  discuss  steps  to 
be  taken  to  try  to  develop  a  good  spirit  within  the  school. 

We  are  beginning  to  feel  the  impact  of  Chapter  766 
under  which  we  try  to  provide  an  adequate  program  for  all 
students  with  a  special  need.  We  seem  to  be  encountering 
a  larger  percentage  of  students  with  special  problems  than 
ever  before.  In  addition,  the  complexity  of  their  problems 
challenges  our  ingenuity  and  our  resources  in  attempting 
to  develop  suitable  programs.  In  my  opinion  we  will  need 
additional  personnel  to  carry  out  effectively  the  intent  of 
this  law  as,  in  most  cases,  the  ratio  of  teachers  to  students 
must  be  low  if  any  measure  of  success  is  to  be  obtained. 

In  the  area  of  Chapter  622  which  concerns  itself  with 
the  avoidance  of  discrimination  in  the  school  because  of  sex, 
race,  religion,  color,  or  national  origin,  I  feel  we  have  taken 
steps  to  eliminate  any  weaknesses  in  this  regard.  We  no 
longer  have  classes  limited  to  one  sex  and  have  made  recom- 
mendations in  regard  to  hiring  staff  for  girls'  athletics  in 
order  to  promote  equal  opportunities  for  girls  interested  in 
sports. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Kempton  J.  Coady 
Junior  High  School,  Frederick  H.  Comings 
The  Kempton  J.  Coady  Junior  High  School  opened  on 
September  3,  1975,  with  a  total  enrollment  of  295  students  in 
grade  seven  and  eight. 

Many  fine  improvements  have  taken  place  at  our  school 
this  past  year  in  the  form  of  a  new  Physical  Education  and 
Athletic  Field.  All  of  the  classrooms  have  been  painted  and 
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refurbished  and  new  electrical  outlets  installed  in  every 
classroom.  The  air  shafts  have  been  rebuilt  and  the  attic 
completely  insulated.  With  the  advent  of  Chapter  766, 
we  now  have  a  full  time  learning  disabilities  teacher  and  a 
completely  refurbished  learning  center  for  our  young  people. 

The  most  important  goal  of  the  Junior  High  School 
curriculum  is  the  teaching  of  all  communication  skills.  All 
classes  are  involved  with  the  teaching  of  reading,  writing, 
spelling,  composition  and  grammar.  We  do  not  read  with 
enthusiasm,  simply  for  the  sake  of  improving  our  reading 
skills.  We  do  not  usually  sit  around  the  house  at  night  work- 
ing math  problems,  unless  they  relate  to  an  income  tax 
report  or  a  family  budget  problem.  We  read  with  enthusiasm 
when  we  are  anxious  to  gain  information  which  will  satisfy 
a  personal  goal,  whatever  it  might  be.  We  know  that  this 
is  true,  yet  we  expect  twelve  (12)  and  thirteen  (13)  year 
olds  to  think  in  a  more  abstract  way  in  our  so-called  basic- 
skills  courses.  There  is  no  valid  reason  why  skill  develop- 
ment and  application  cannot  be  tied  together  in  creative 
activities  related  to  exploratory  science,  art,  politics,  social 
problems,  industrial  arts,  music  or  whatever  really  excites 
the  curiosity  and  imagination  of  the  student. 

The  Junior  High  School  should  realistically  correlate 
social  sciences  and  basic  skills.  First  we  should  recognize 
that  enthusiasm  must  be  nurtured  if  it  is  to  survive.  Young- 
sters who  identify  in  a  positive  way  with  the  purposes  of  the 
school  seem  to  maintain  a  high  level  of  enthusiasm.  The 
young  people  who  quickly  become  disillusioned  with  the 
school  are  those  who  see  no  relationship  with  their  own  per- 
sonal goals  and  the  school  program. 

The  Junior  High  School  program  can  help  develop  civic 
competence  through  student  participation  in  school  affairs,  j 
It  can  develop  commitment  to  a  democratic  school  society. 
Boyd  Dode,  educational  philosopher,  once  said,  that  educa- 
tion was  the  process  through  which  democracy  becomes 
self-conscious. 

Among  the  outstanding  highlights  of  the  year  was  the 
field  trip  to  the  Barnstable  County  Court  House  by  the  grade 
seven  social  studies  classes.  All  of  the  grade  eight  boys  and  | 
girls  visited  the  science  museum  and  aquarium  in  Boston. 
All  grade  seven  students  visited  the  Leary  Property  in  Bourne 
Village  in  conjunction  with  the  science  and  social  studies  | 
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classes.  The  Coady  Junior  High  School  is  very  proud  of  its 
assembly  program.  Outstanding  among  those  programs  was 
our  Christmas  assembly,  talent  show  in  the  spring,  and  our 
own  national  honor  society  inductions.  We  plan  to  have  at 
least  one  assembly  each  month  of  the  school  year  with 
teacher  supervision  and  student  participation. 

Physical  examinations  were  given  to  283  seventh  grade 
and  eighth  grade  boys  and  girls.  Thirty  three  of  these  stu- 
dents were  referred  and  went  to  their  family  doctors  for 
further  treatment.  Visual  screening  tests  were  done  on  all 
students  and  eight  (8)  were  referred  for  more  complete 
examinations  and  treatment. 

The  curriculum  at  the  Coady  Junior  High  School  is  de- 
signed to  meet  the  needs  of  all  of  the  students.  The  new 
Language  Arts  curriculum  guide  is  in  its  second  year  of  use. 
The  guide  has  brought  more  structure  to  the  department 
and  more  individual  organization  for  the  teacher.  The  ob- 
jectives and  methods  for  the  seventh  grade  curriculum  are 
as  follows:  (1)  To  help  the  child  speak  forcefully,  clearly 
and  correctly  by  use  of  oral  reading,  small  discussion  groups, 
and  oral  reports  on  a  variety  of  topics.  (2)  Extend  vocabu- 
lary and  express  thoughts  vividly  by  use  of  creative  writing, 
vocabulary  and  dictionary  work  and  compositions  on  specific 
topic  sentences.  (3)  Develop  interest  and  taste  in  reading 
by  sustained  and  recreational  reading.  (4)  Lastly,  gain  a 
sound  understanding  of  the  basic  elements  of  English  gram- 
mar by  daily  assignments  and  quizes  on  parts  of  speech, 
spelling,  punctuation,  syntax  and  a  study  of  the  nature  of 
our  language. 

The  library  at  Kempton  J.  Coady  Junior  High  School 
has  developed  into  a  vital  resource  and  learning  center  for 
both  the  faculty  and  the  students.  The  collection,  which 
contains  reference  tools,  periodicals,  and  pamphlets,  as  well 
as  new  fiction  library  is  open  for  use  during  the  school  day 
by  teachers  and  their  classes  to  work  on  special  research 
projects  and  utilize  the  reference  works  available. 

The  programs  at  the  Junior  High  School  are  very  limited 
due  to  the  facilities.  The  present  structure  is  not  conducive 
to  meet  the  essential  needs  of  our  student  population.  Our 
school  should  provide  the  student  with  more  opportunities 
and  diversified  programs.  Among  the  outstanding  programs 
at  the  junior  high  is  the  Exploration  of  Careers,  and  Inter- 
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est  Area,  planned  by  our  Guidance  Counselor,  Mr.  John 
McPIugh.  The  program  is  carried  on  through  the  cooperative 
effort  of  the  grade  eight  teachers  and  the  Guidance  Depart- 
ment. A  survey  was  conducted  of  the  things  students  like 
and  dislike  through  the  "Kuder  General  Interest  Survey 
Test".  All  of  the  students  computed  their  own  results  and 
were  free  to  discuss  their  interests.  Lists  were  prepared  of 
hundreds  of  occupations,  from  which  each  student  would 
choose  three  occupations.  Oral  reports  were  given  on  their 
favorite  choice. 

We  hope  that  most  of  the  students  have  begun  to  think 
about  careers  and  things  that  interest  them.  Perhaps  many 
will  change  their  minds  several  times,  but  they  have  become 
involved  in  planning  and  exploring  their  interests  as  stu- 
dents at  Bourne  Junior  High  School. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Frances  S.  Stowell 
School,  Donald  M.  Morrissey 
The  Frances  S.  Stowell  School  continues  to  house  chil- 
dren in  grades  five  and  six  from  the  villages  of  Buzzards  Bay, 
Bourne,  Gray  Gables  and  Monument  Beach  north  of  Clay 
Pond  Road.  When  school  reconvened  for  the  new  school 
year,  there  were  three  fifth  grades  and  four  sixth  grades  in 
attendance.  However,  as  the  new  year  progressed,  it  became 
apparent  that  another  fifth  grade  was  needed  due  to  the 
influx  of  new  students  moving  into  our  attendance  area. 
This  was  accomplished  and  a  new  staff  member,  Mrs.  Jean 
Murad,  transferred  from  the  Hoxie  School  to  the  Stowell 
School  thus  bringing  us  up  to  a  full  complement  of  classes  in 
the  building. 

Many  of  the  past  activities  that  have  been  an  integral 
part  of  school  life  at  the  Stowell  School  are  presently  being 
maintained  and  evaluated  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  incoming 
students.  Field  trips,  extra-activity  programs,  choruses,  band, 
instrumental  lessons,  assemblies,  audio-visual  and  library 
resources,  counseling  services,  in-service  programs  and  an 
ever  increasing  awareness  of  the  changes  taking  place  in 
education  particularly  in  curricular  areas  are  planned  with 
an  objective  towards  creating  an  environment  conducive  to 
meeting  those  needs. 

The  school  staff  provides  the  "humanistic  factor"  through 
their  daily  contact  with  the  student  in  the  classroom.  It  is 
this  contact  which  paves  the  way  for  a  happy  co-existence 
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for  the  student  in  a  school  society  and  provides  positive 
experiences  to  be  shared  both  at  school  and  at  home.  For 
example,  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Selfridge,  a  grade  six  teacher  and 
resident  photographer,  can  be  seen  snapping  pictures  for 
all  occasions.  The  results  are  posted  for  all  to  see  at  the 
entrance  to  the  building.  As  was  noted  by  Dr.  M.  Dale  Baugh- 
man,  Professor  of  Education  and  Editor  of  Contemporary 
Education  at  Indiana  State  University,  "A  sense  of  humor  is 
a  valuable  quality  and  an  asset  in  helping  one  to  understand 
the  incongrous.  More  than  that,  this  sixth  sense,  humor, 
helps  one  to  face  his  problems  clearly.  It  makes  living  more 
enjoyable  and  adds  zip  and  zest  to  human  experience."  This 
is  our  intent. 

Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  new  school  year,  a  commit- 
tee of  teachers  and  administrators  formed  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools,  Mr.  Roland  T.  Brown,  re-evaluated  our 
science  program.  As  a  result  of  this  evaluation,  and  the 
results  of  a  pilot  program  in  use  at  both  the  Frances  S. 
Stowell  School  and  Stone  School,  and  the  primary  effort  of 
teachers,  Messrs.  George  Tomlinson  and  Robert  Sherman,  a 
new  program  was  recommended  and  adopted  by  the  Bourne 
School  Committee  for  use  in  grades  five  and  six.  This  pro- 
gram, the  Science  Curriculum  Improvement  Study,  was  de- 
veloped by  a  team  of  Scientists  and  Educators  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  and  funded  by  the  National  Science 
Foundation.  Our  students  now  have  the  opportunity  to  be 
involved  in  a  "hands  on"  approach  to  science  which  allows 
them  to  explore,  invent,  discover  and  to  make  well-reasoned 
inferences  based  on  actual  classroom  observations  and 
experiences. 

Our  school  library  continues  to  grow  under  the  tutelage 
of  Mrs.  Vesta  Braley,  volunteer  librarian.  Her  time  and 
efforts  not  to  mention  vast  experience  as  a  town  librarian 
for  many  years,  has  allowed  us  to  expand  our  program  to 
include  not  only  the  dispensing  of  books,  but  also  to  involve 
students  in  learning  all  aspects  concerning  the  operation  of 
a  library.  Needless  to  say  both  staff  and  students  are  ex- 
tremely grateful  to  Mrs.  Braley. 

Mr.  William  Sullivan,  Audio-Visual  Coordinator  for  the 
school,  provides  up-dated  material  in  the  form  of  filmstrips 
and  films  which  are  available  from  both  government  and 
private  sources  on  a  free  loan  basis.  He  has  also  been  in- 
strumental in  training  both  teachers  and  students  in  the 
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use  of  our  varied  equipment  and  has  been  the  prime  mover 
in  regards  to  our  participation  in  the  "Classroom  21"  Pro- 
gram. Television  is  a  way  of  life  for  our  present  generation 
of  students  and  through  our  involvement  in  this  program 
we  are  able  to  keep  our  students  abreast  of  happenings  any- 
where in  the  world  almost  as  soon  as  they  happen. 

Our  extra-activity  program  which  stresses  the  intra- 
mural aspect  of  athletics  continues  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  George  Tomlinson,  a  sixth  grade  teacher.  The  new  Law 
622  may  be  a  problem  to  some  but  at  the  Stowell  School 
equal  opportunity  is  provided  both  boys  and  girls  in  regard 
to  this  program. 

The  reading  and  math  teams  led  by  the  team  leader, 
Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Riley  and  Mrs.  Brenda  Hutchings  provide  the 
"nuts  and  bolts"  to  our  curriculum.  By  stressing  basic  skills 
our  students  are  developing  a  firm  foundation  to  become 
confident  in  all  other  endeavors.  It  is  our  intention  not  to 
lose  sight  of  this  fact  and  to  keep  the  idea  that  without  the 
basics,  school  can  become  a  frustrating  experience  for 
children. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments 
of  our  town  for  their  programs  stressing  safety  and  concern 
for  others.  Children  at  this  age  level  are  quite  receptive  to 
what  is  being  said  to  them  and  as  they  become  more  aware 
of  the  message  being  provided  by  these  programs,  hopefully, 
there  will  be  less  violence  by  the  time  they  reach  their  adult 
world. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  James  F.  Peebles 
School,  George  E.  Rose 
The  James  F.  Peebles  Elementary  School  opened  in 
September  with  514  students.  There  are  six  classrooms  per 
grade  in  each  of  the  first  four  grades. 

At  the  opening  of  school  in  September  of  1974,  Mr.  Brown 
expressed  his  concern  for  the  teaching  of  basic  skills.  He 
was  concerned  that  not  only  should  the  child  learn  to  read 
successfully  and  be  able  to  perform  basic  mathematic  skills, 
but  also  that  the  child  should  be  able  to  express  himself 
effectively  in  written  as  well  as  oral  language.  The  weight 
of  this  concern  was  of  major  importance  to  the  elementary 
schools. 

Throughout  the  remainder  of  1974  and  all  of  1975,  teach- 
ers and  administrators  have  worked  to  implement  the  policy. 
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In-Service  time  and  after  school  workshops  have  been  used 
to  define  priority  needs  and  prepare  materials.  The  Reading 
Department  personnel  were  always  available  and  helpful  in 
providing  materials  and  leadership  in  answering  individual 
as  well  as  group  needs.  The  teachers  have  prepared  a  list 
of  math  skill  priorities  for  each  grade  and  are  giving  extra 
attention  to  being  certain  that  individuals  are  gaining  a 
solid  base  in  all  math  skills. 

The  work  with  basic  skills  has  served  to  make  teachers 
more  aware  of  individuals;  and  thus  the  school  policy  of 
teaching  children  and  not  just  teaching  programs  is  being 
implemented  even  more  than  ever  before. 

In  the  Spring  of  1974,  it  was  decided  that  it  would  be 
of  interest  to  parents  and  others  to  see,  as  far  as  possible, 
the  entire  school  program  for  the  year.  In  the  past,  parents 
have  attended  the  annual  Fall  Open  House  and  have  seen 
some  academic  work  on  display.  This  is  only  a  part  of  our 
program.  We  arranged  to  have  a  program  to  display  music, 
art,  teaching  devices,  materials  and  samples  of  pupil  work 
showing  the  year's  progress. 

The  Art  Department  personnel  arranged  to  display  in 
each  grade  area  a  minimum  of  three  art  works  for  each 
child.  These  tried  to  show  the  various  media  each  grade 
uses  in  Art  classes. 

The  Vocal  Music  teacher  presented  a  demonstration 
group  from  each  grade  level.  They  were  able  to  show  folk 
dancing,  group  singing  and  rounds,  as  well  as  simple 
harmony. 

The  Tonette  and  Violin  teachers  demonstrated  groups 
of  their  students. 

In  the  cafeteria,  teachers  were  able  to  talk  to  parents; 
and  because  materials  were  arranged  by  subjects,  Grades  I 
through  IV,  they  were  able  to  show  progression  of  skills  and 
techniques. 

There  were  more  than  600  parents  in  attendance  and  all 
agreed  with  the  idea  and  expressed  a  desire  to  have  it 
repeated. 

This  year,  under  the  766  Law,  some  new  staff  members 
have  been  added  and  thus  we  have  added  to  the  time  allotted 
for  Speech  Therapy.  This  has  certainly  increased  the  num- 
ber of  children  who  may  be  helped  in  this  area.  Also  under 
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the  766  program,  a  Resource  Teacher  is  assigned  to  Peebles 
School  3  days  per  week.  Her  function  is  to  work  in  con- 
junction with  the  classroom  teacher  to  tutor  children  with 
special  needs  in  a  subject  area.  By  continually  up-grading 
needs  and  priorities,  and  with  the  addition  of  new  staff,  we 
sincerely  hope  to  provide  for  every  child  an  education  which 
meets  his  full  potential. 

The  school  is  being  used  more  and  more  by  community 
groups.  The  Senior  Citizens  are  now  served  lunch  every 
school  day.  The  Special  Workshop  Opportunities  Program 
meets  weekly  and  many  other  Town  committees  avail  them- 
selves of  the  building. 

The  extra  use  of  the  building  adds  to  the  work  of  the 
non-professional  staff.  The  custodians,  secretary,  cafeteria 
staff,  and  maintenance  men  work  many  long  hours  to  make 
certain  that  the  building,  grounds,  and  all  parts  of  the  gen- 
eral operation  are  ready  to  be  used  at  all  times.  We  are 
fortunate  to  have  dedicated  people  in  these  positions. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Brown  and  his  office  for  the  professional  leadership  he  has 
given  throughout  the  year. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Ella  F.  Hoxie  School, 
Don  Lonergan 

The  American  people  are  realizing  more  than  ever  before 
that  the  nation's  stake  in  the  future  depends  upon  the 
education  its  children  receive.  We  hope  that  schools  through- 
out the  country  are  working  hard  to  meet  this  challenge. 

In  the  following  Town  Report,  we  at  the  Ella  F.  Hoxie 
School  would  like  to  relate  how  we  feel  we  are  meeting  this 
challenge. 

The  Ella  F.  Hoxie  School  opened  its  doors  on  Wednesday, 
September  3,  1975  for  the  school  year  1975-76  with  an  enrol- 
ment of  241  children.  There  have  been  some  changes  this 
year  in  that  we  now  house  children  from  the  Sagamore  area 
from  grades  1  through  5.  We  are  pleased  this  year  to  be 
able  to  include  the  children  and  parents  from  the  Canalside 
Apartments  into  the  Hoxie  Family.  Ten  classrooms  are  be- 
ing utilized  (2  for  each  of  the  5  levels).  Library,  gymnasium, 
cafeteria  and  reading  areas  are  also  being  used.  The  educa- 
tional team  consists  of  10  teachers,  5  Title  I  aides,  1  Title  I 
reading  tutor  and  a  half-time  reading  teacher  and  consul- 
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tant.  To  complement  our  most  able  staff,  we  have  special 
services  in  the  areas  of  music,  art,  physical  education,  speech 
counseling  as  well  as  special  testing  and  psychological 
services. 

School-Home-Community  are  three  key  words  if  any 
school  is  to  progress  successfully.  The  third  partner,  the 
community,  has  played  a  very  vital  role  in  this  area  this 
year. 

The  Bourne  Fire  Department  offered  the  children  an 
interesting  program  consisting  of  a  brief  introduction  by 
Deputy  Chief  Eldridge  and  two  excellent  films.  Later  the 
children  were  able  to  view  and  examine  the  fire  apparatus 
under  the  guidance  of  Firefighters  Berry,  Dunn,  and  Drouin. 
Police  Chief  Maiolini  has  sent  a  most  able  representative, 
Officer  Charles  Noyes,  to  the  Hoxie  School  to  develop  greater 
understanding  of  the  function  and  operation  of  the  police 
department.  Officer  Noyes  has  spoken  to  each  class  covering 
a  variety  of  topics  (depending  on  age  of  students)  from 
simple  bicycle  and  highway  safety  to  vandalism,  theft,  shop- 
lifting and  drug  problems.  Three  meetings  for  each  grade 
level  have  been  scheduled  for  the  year.  These  are  two  excel- 
lent examples  of  involvement  of  school  and  community. 

A  pilot  program  has  been  established  at  the  fourth  and 
fifth  grade  level  in  the  areas  of  reading  and  arithmetic. 
There  are  60  children  in  the  fourth  grade  and  40  children 
at  the  fifth  grade  level.  A  study  of  this  situation  was  begun 
last  spring  and  continued  during  the  summer.  The  members 
of  our  fourth  and  fifth  grade  team  in  conjunction  with  the 
reading  department  personnel  carefully  reviewed  the  records 
of  all  the  children  to  determine  the  best  way  to  approach 
these  children.  After  reviewing  all  the  educational  data  on 
each  child  it  was  determined  that  the  best  manner  of  work- 
ing with  these  children  would  be  through  a  skills  approach 
in  the  areas  of  reading  and  arithmetic.  Using  this  approach 
the  groups  were  set  up  in  a  much  more  equitable  fashion. 
Children,  therefore,  are  grouped  by  their  strengths  and 
weaknesses  in  these  skill  areas  regardless  of  the  grade  level 
they  are  in.  At  this  writing  certain  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  original  groupings  so  as  to  benefit  the  children 
but  we  are  most  pleased  with  the  progress  at  this  time.  This 
allows  us  to  individualize  the  instruction  for  them  to  a 
greater  degree.  We  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Brown  and  the  Bourne 
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School  Committee  for  granting  permission  to  carry  out  this 
pilot  program. 

This  year  an  Open  House  was  held  on  October  30th  which 
was  one  of  our  most  successful  with  about  80  to  90%  of  our 
parents  attending.  Miss  Ella  Hoxie  was  on  hand  to  meet 
and  greet  some  of  her  former  students. 

The  children  at  the  Hoxie  School  will  take  part  in  three 
events  in  observance  of  the  Bicentennial  year  —  an  art  con- 
test (poster  for  primary  grades  and  diaramas  for  inter- 
mediate grades),  an  essay  contest  and  our  annual  spring 
program,  the  theme  this  year  will  be  "America  the  Beautiful". 

Another  form  of  school/community  relations  was  in  the 
form  of  an  appropriate  Bicentennial  Flag  donated  by  the 
V.F.W.  Post  #5988  in  Bourne. 

Physical  examinations  were  given  to  all  children  in 
grade  4  and  all  new  students.  Eye  and  ear  tests  were  ad- 
ministered by  our  nurse,  Mrs.  Matland.  We  wish  to  thank 
Dr.  Krakower  for  his  many  years  of  service  to  the  children 
at  the  Hoxie  School.  Much  happiness  in  your  leisure  years, 

The  Hoxie  School  has  many  functions  as  well  as  edu- 
cating our  youth.  The  feeding  (daily  this  year)  of  our  senior 
citizens  we  consider  to  be  an  extreme  pleasure.  Mrs.  Valen- 
tini  and  her  most  able  crew  bring  smiles  to  their  faces  and 
pleasure  to  their  digestive  systems  with  their  daily  prepara- 
tions. Having  the  children  witness  this  happening  is  a  great 
fringe  benefit  for  them.  A  smile  here,  a  pat  on  the  head,  or 
a  friendly  greeting  is  always  noted  by  our  youngsters. 

There's  another  plus  for  community/school  relationships. 
With  this  tremendous  spirit  of  cooperation  between  school, 
home  and  community,  how  can  we  not  help  but  have  an 
educationally  rich  year. 

We  at  the  Ella  F.  Hoxie  School  are  constantly  working 
on  the  philosophy  of  the  Frederico  Fellini  quotation  — 
"Accept  me  as  I  am  —  only  then  will  we  discover  each  other". 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  Lyle  Junior  High  School, 
Paul  F.  Innis 

Lyle  Junior  High  opened  in  September  with  a  student 
body  consisting  of  youngsters  from  Cataumet,  Pocasset, 
Monument  Beach,  Otis  and  Mashpee.  Enrollment  consisted  I 
of  140  students  in  grade  seven,  and  152  students  in  grade 
eight  for  a  total  of  292.

A  most  significant  event  occurred  on  November  21,  1975, 
with  the  signing  of  the  deed  which  officially  transferred 
ownership  of  the  base  schools  and  land  to  the  Town  of 
Bourne.  This  accomplishment  was  the  culmination  of  years 
of  effort  by  school  and  town  officials. 

The  school  joins  the  nation-wide  effort  to  commemorate 
the  200th  anniversary  of  this  country.  Plans  have  been  on- 
going to  integrate  bi-centennial  activities  into  the  regular 
school  program.  Two  full-length  movies  with  bi-centennial 
themes  have  been  shown.  Teachers  of  history,  social  studies 
and  other  subjects  have  been  and  continue  to  be  emphasizing 
the  significance  of  this  anniversary.  Participation  in  com- 
munity bi-centennial  activities  has  also  been  promoted  and 
encouraged. 

Because  of  the  inflationary  cost  of  textbooks  and  sup- 
plies, a  unified  effort  to  conserve  paper  and  other  school 
supplies  has  resulted  in  a  substantial  amount  of  material 
savings  in  these  areas.  Budget  requests  for  textbooks  and 
supplies  for  the  coming  school  year  reflect  this  conservation 
effort  and  savings.  Fuel  and  electrical  conservation  measures 
have  also  been  implemented  in  the  past  year.  The  result  has 
been  a  significant  savings  in  energy  consumption,  but  any 
monetary  savings  have  been  offset  by  fuel  adjustment 
charges. 

We  are  presently  in  the  second  year  of  implementation 
of  Chapter  766,  legislation  designed  to  provide  for  children 
with  special  needs.  This  year,  with  a  full-time  instructor  in 
the  building,  we  are  realistically  serving  youngsters  with 
special  needs  in  a  learning  center,  and  in  the  various  classes. 
Classroom  teachers,  with  the  assistance  of  the  special  needs 
instructor,  have  responded  to  the  challenge  of  this  new 
legislation  by  developing  improved  instructional  techniques 
which  provide  for  the  individual  differences  of  these  young- 
sters within  their  classes. 

Chapter  622,  another  recent  legislative  enactment,  has 
prompted  us  to  examine  all  aspects  of  our  school  program 
for  the  purpose  of  insuring  that  all  educational  opportunities 
are  available  to  boys  and  girls  on  an  equal  basis. 

The  acquisition  of  functional  knowledge  remains  the 
primary  objective  of  the  school  and  its  program.  Our  course 
of  studies  at  this  level  includes  language  arts,  mathematics, 
history,  social  studies,  science,  conversational  French  and 
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Spanish,  physical  education,  music,  art,  home  economics, 
and  industrial  arts.  Instructional  emphasis  in  the  subject 
areas  continues  to  be  placed  on  the  basics  of  learning.  Skills 
such  as  grammar,  composition,  handwriting,  spelling,  oral 
expression,  and  creative  writing  are  practiced  and  strength- 
ened in  all  subject  areas. 

The  faculty  and  the  school  program  also  attempt  to 
promote  critical  thinking,  emotional  maturity,  self-discipline, 
and  the  development  of  a  positive  self-image. 

The  school  also  provides  for  youngsters  in  need  of  serv- 
ices in  a  specialized  area.  A  guidance  counselor  is  available 
on  a  full-time  basis.  In  addition,  services  are  provided  by  a 
special  needs  instructor,  an  adjustment  counselor,  a  school 
psychologist,  and  a  speech  therapist. 

The  California  Aptitude  and  Achievement  Test  is  used 
by  the  Bourne  School  System  as  a  standard  evaluative  and 
diagnostic  device.  Copies  of  individual  test  results  are  dis- 
tributed to  parents.  One  excellent  feature  of  this  test  is  that 
it  indicates  to  parents  not  only  the  actual  score  of  the  stu- 
dent's achievement,  but  also  the  score  that  each  student  is 
expected  or  capable  of  achieving. 

In  addition  to  the  subject  areas,  the  school  program 
acknowledges  and  provides  for  enrichment  activities.  Read- 
ing for  enjoyment  is  a  major  supplement  to  the  language 
arts  program;  field  trips,  assemblies,  vocal  and  instrumental 
music,  intramural  and  interscholastic  sports,  and  a  library 
program  are  among  the  activities  that  assist  in  developing 
skills  and  in  establishing  in  youngsters  a  positive  attitude 
toward  school. 

Evaluation  of  the  school  program  is  continual.  We  in  the 
teaching  profession  must  constantly  ask  ourselves  if  we  are 
realistically  meeting  the  academic  and  social  needs  of  our 
students.  Changes  continuously  take  place  in  education; 
however  there  is  no  substitute  for  an  energetic,  enthusiastic 
teacher.  The  faculty  of  this  school  strives  to  meet  not  only 
the  academic  needs  of  each  youngster,  but  also  the  human 
needs.  Concern  for  each  individual  student  is  active  and 
genuine. 

In  addition  to  our  faculty,  we  are  most  fortunate  to  have 
an  outstanding  secretarial,  custodial,  and  cafeteria  staff. 
Their  contributions  to  the  overall  functioning  of  the  school 
are  of  utmost  importance. 
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Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Edward  C.  Stone  School, 
Charles  B.  Lindberg 

The  Edward  C.  Stone  School  began  the  1975-76  school 
year  with  an  enrollment  of  three  hundred  and  forty-nine 
students,  an  increase  of  forty-five  students  over  the  1974-75 
figures  for  the  same  date.  These  students  were  housed  in 
two  third  classes,  two  fourth  grade  classes,  four  fifth  grade 
classes,  and  six,  sixth  grade  classes. 

The  increased  enrollment  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that 
sixth  grade  students  from  the  Ella  F.  Hoxie  School  have  been 
transferred  to  the  Stone  School.  In  anticipation  of  this  move, 
a  special  visitation  day  was  held  in  June.  New  sixth  graders 
were  bussed  to  the  Stone  School  and  were  given  tours  of  the 
school  by  our  students.  Invitations  were  sent  to  all  parents 
of  these  students  and  several  parents  took  the  opportunity 
to  tour  our  facilities.  In  order  to  make  the  school  transition 
a  smooth  one,  an  Open  House  was  held  on  Monday,  Septem- 
ber 8.  A  very  large  turnout  of  parents  had  the  opportunity 
to  be  introduced  to  the  staff,  the  SCIS  program,  the  grouping 
policies  of  the  school,  and  to  tour  the  school.  This  was  the 
earliest  Open  House  program  this  principal  remembers,  but 
the  results  were  so  beneficial  that  we  anticipate  making  this 
an  annual  event. 

As  in  past  years  the  results  of  the  California  Achieve- 
ment Tests  are  being  shared  with  interested  parents.  Since 
January  of  1975,  a  large  number  of  parents  have  taken  time, 
about  forty-five  minutes,  to  review  the  results.  This  practice 
is  continuing  and  the  results  of  the  1975  CAT'S  are  now 
available  for  such  discussion. 

The  parents  of  the  Stone  School's  students  organized  the 
second  annual  Fun  Fair,  which  was  held  in  early  May.  The 
proceeds  from  this  fair  were  used  for  such  items  as  the 
school  picnic,  which  was  a  part  of  our  Annual  Junior  Olym- 
pics program,  the  awards  for  this  program  and  for  the  pur- 
chase of  rental  films  for  use  during  the  school  year.  It  is 
our  hope  to  have  a  third  Fair  during  the  Spring  of  1976. 

Extra  curricula  activities  are  very  important  to  our 
students  and  there  is  enthusiastic  participation  in  the  pro- 
gram by  girls  and  boys.  Kickball,  football,  basketball,  street 
hockey,  and  ping  pong  are  all  featured  during  the  year. 
These  couple  with  the  Junior  Olympics  Day,  to  produce 
hundreds  of  award  winners,  all  of  whom  are  recognized  in 
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our  year-end  awards  assembly.  Additional  awards  are  spon- 
sored by  our  student  council;  Sportsmanship  Awards  for 
boys  and  girls,  citizenship  and  academics  for  girls  and  boys. 
The  overall  effect  of  this  program  is  an  increase  in  mutual 
respect  coupled  with  a  lively  school  spirit. 

We  are  very  happy  that  the  CETA  Program  has  provided 
us  with  an  elementary  librarian.  Mrs.  Muriel  Pappas  has 
effectively  established  library  procedures.  The  distribution 
of  books,  and  the  number  of  students  participating  in  the 
library  program  statistically  proves  the  value  of  a  full  time 
librarian.  From  September,  1975  to  December  5,  1975,  3,735 
books  were  checked  out  of  the  school  library.  This  is  an 
important  contribution  to  our  Silent  Sustained  Reading  pro- 
gram. Each  Monday  and  Friday,  one-half  hour  is  devoted 
to  reading  for  enjoyment;  all  students  and  teachers  read 
for  the  enjoyment  of  it  and  for  no  other  reason.  In  addition 
to  the  library  distribution,  each  homeroom  has  a  classroom 
library  which  provides  books  of  all  types  for  the  same 
purposes. 

The  status  of  Chapter  766  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  will  be  the  subject  of  the 
report  from  the  Pupil  Personnel  Services  Department.  How- 
ever, the  effect  of  this  law  is  felt  within  every  school  and 
every  classroom  in  our  system.  A  great  deal  of  time  and 
energy  goes  into  the  evaluation  processes,  the  observational 
processes,  and  the  program  making  sessions  required  by  this 
law.  We  wish  to  thank  the  Special  Services  Staff  and  their 
director,  Mr.  Dunbury,  for  their  assistance  in  providing  spe- 
cial help  for  those  students  in  need. 

The  value  of  the  in-service  programs  to  our  school  sys- 
tem is  tied  closely  to  such  areas  as  covered  by  Special  Needs 
Staff.  The  ability  of  our  teachers  to  meet  the  individual 
needs  of  our  students,  requires  on-going  education  geared  to 
the  specific  needs  of  our  teachers  and  our  students.  With 
this  in  mind  our  in-service  programs  have  exposed  our 
teachers  to  the  expertise  of  school  psychologists,  reading 
specialists,  resource  teachers,  speech  therapists,  and  the  ad- 
justed techniques  necessary  to  meet  the  daily  needs  of  our 
students.  If  there  is  any  complaint  with  the  in-service 
programming,  it  is  that  the  two  hours  allocated,  does  not 
allow  enough  time  to  hit  all  the  areas  needing  attention. 
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Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Otis  Memorial  School, 
Donald  M.  Morrissey 

The  Otis  Memorial  Elementary  School  opened  its  doors 
for  the  new  school  year  on  September  3,  1975  with  a  total 
enrolment  of  324  students.  This  has  since  increased  to  337 
students  in  attendance  at  the  present  time. 

All  kindergarten  classes  are  housed  in  the  Otis  Memorial 
School.  There  are  also  two  first  grades  and  two  second  grades 
from  Otis  Air  Force  Base  in  attendance  as  well  as  a  class  of 
multi-handicapped  children  who  belong  to  a  collaborative 
program  involving  Bourne,  Wareham,  Barnstable,  Falmouth 
and  Dennis-Yarmouth. 

Since  state  law  mandated  kindergarten  classes  in  1974, 
one  could  hear  a  familiar  statement: 

Kindergarten!  Ready  or  not,  here  we  come!  This  did 
not  pose  a  problem  to  the  Town  of  Bourne  as  we  have  been 
in  operation  since  the  1950's.  Therefore,  having  conducted  a 
program  on  the  base  from  1958  and  from  the  town  in  1965, 
we  are  quite  experienced  in  the  field. 

The  prime  consideration  for  many  of  the  towns  through- 
out the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  who  have  had  to 
implement  a  program  has  been  the  need  for  facilities  and 
experienced  staff.  For  any  kindergarten  program,  it  is  of 
prime  importance  that  the  facilities  and  equipment  provide 
a  positive  physical  environment  for  the  students  as  this 
environment  not  only  determines  the  objectives  and  goals  of 
a  kindergarten  program,  but  also  what  the  child  learns  and 
how  the  child  learns.  Space  within  the  room  and  equipment 
comprise  this  environment.  The  Otis  Memorial  Elementary 
School  is  quite  proud  of  their  facilities  as  they  more  than 
meet  the  needs  of  our  student  population.  The  interior  space 
and  design  permits  flexibility  and  supervisability  of  our  chil- 
dren and  equipment.  There  is  adequate  heating,  lighting  and 
storage  areas,  not  to  mention  child-sized  lavatories  plus 
playgrounds  and  storage  areas,  not  to  mention  child-sized 
lavatories  plus  playgrounds  both  paved  and  unpaved.  When 
one  includes  an  experienced  staff  with  the  services  of  ex- 
perienced teacher  aides  assigned  to  each  class,  we  can 
proudly  say  that  each  and  every  youngster  in  the  Town  of 
Bourne  is  provided  a  firm  foundation  as  he  begins  his  aca- 
demic career. 

Communication  is  also  an  important  aspect  to  be  con- 
sidered during  a  youngster's  school  life.  In  this  regard,  "Open 
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Houses"  have  been  conducted,  not  only  to  discuss  an  in- 
dividual's progress  in  school,  but  also  to  provide  the  parents 
with  an  awareness  of  the  programs  that  are  in  effect  at  the 
school.  In  conjunction  with  this,  the  school  encourages  in- 
dividual parent/teacher  conferences  which  have  proven  to 
be  a  sure-fire  ingredient  for  improving  a  students'  progress 
both  socially  and  academically. 

Assemblies  and  special  programs  such  as  those  provided 
by  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  contribute  much  towards 
the  safety  and  well  being  of  our  students.  We  are  particularly 
grateful  to  Bourne  Police  Officer,  Charles  Noyes,  who  is 
presently  conducting  the  PACT  Program,  Police  and  Com- 
munity Together,  at  our  school.  I  would  also  be  remiss  for 
not  mentioning  the  United  States  Coast  Guard.  We  were  for- 
tunate in  having  Lt.  Frank  Cole  present  a  safety  program  to 
our  students  whose  fathers  are  very  much  involved  in  the 
services.  Not  to  be  omitted  is  the  special  Christmas  Program 
presented  by  our  own  students  to  their  parents,  Cheer  Up, 
Mr.  Santa  Claus. 

After  all  is  said  and  done,  it  is  the  teaching  of  the  basic 
skills  which  will  provide  all  of  our  students  with  the  neces- 
sary tools  to  progress  in  an  academic  society.  We  are  fully 
aware  that  children  are  individuals  and  need  to  be  treated 
as  such.  Therefore,  by  stressing  basic  skills  at  the  proper 
time  of  development,  we  will  be  realizing  one  of  our  obli- 
gations. It  should  also  be  mentioned  that  creative  experi- 
ences need  to  be  part  and  parcel  of  any  academic  progress. 
Supervisors  in  music,  physical  education  and  art  provide 
activities  that  not  only  make  a  classroom  exciting  and  moti- 
vating, but  also  generate  many  kinds  of  diverse  experiences 
for  children  which  allows  the  student  to  apply  those  often 
mentioned  basic  skills  learned  in  our  "bread  and  butter" 
subjects. 

Our  In-Service  Programs  continue  to  provide  us  with  the 
necessary  time  to  evaluate  and  improve  our  curriculum  pro- 
grams which  ultimately  benefit  the  students  in  the  classroom. 
In  this  regard,  a  language  program  is  in  effect  in  the  kinder- 
garten classes  which  prepares  students  to  think  logically, 
engage  in  discussions  and  use  language  as  a  tool  for  thought. 
Through  the  resources  of  the  in-service  program,  workshops 
have  been  scheduled  to  provide  the  teachers  with  the  neces- 
sary data  and  experience  to  present  the  program  in  its 
proper  sequence.

The  school  library  is  back  in  business  thanks  to  the 
efforts  of  volunteers  Mrs.  Vesta  Braley,  Mrs.  Charles  Smith 
and  Mrs.  Ernest  Shaw.  The  addition  of  new  books  to  our 
present  collection  are  all  geared  to  the  age  levels  and  abilities 
of  our  students.  Our  objective  is  to  stress  the  fact  that  read- 
ing is  an  enjoyable  experience. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  the  Art  Department, 
Jerry  Lyon 

The  structure  of  the  art  department  is  essentially  the 
same  as  that  reported  in  depth  in  last  year's  Town  Report. 
Two  supervisors  cover  all  of  the  elementary  classes  weekly. 
A  follow-up  art  class  planned  by  the  art  supervisor  with  the 
help  of  the  classroom  teacher  is  taught  by  the  classroom 
teachers  each  week.  This  follow-up  class  is  related  to  the 
class  that  the  art  supervisor  has  taught  previously.  The 
above  enables  the  students  to  have  art  twice  a  week  for  a 
total  of  60  to  90  minutes. 

Both  junior  high  schools  have  full  time  art  teachers. 
The  amount  of  time  each  student  receives  art  will  vary 
greatly  from  none  during  one  semester  to  maybe  three  times 
per  week  in  another  semester.  The  reason  for  the  great 
variation  is  due  to  other  offerings  and  the  students'  choice 
of  art  or  other  courses. 

The  High  School  offers  20  classes  daily  under  five  in- 
structors. One  of  these  instructors  is  Ms.  Karen  Black  who 
teaches  either  leather  or  fabrics  each  morning  between  8:00 
and  8:45;  she  then  goes  on  to  the  Peebles  and  Stowell  Schools 
for  the  rest  of  the  day. 

There  have  been  some  changes  in  the  High  School  art 
curriculum  starting  this  last  September.  Art  History  was 
elected  by  enough  students  to  be  offered  again.  Sculpture  is 
one  section  this  year.  Advanced  Art  (III  &  IV)  is  also  a  one 
period  class.  There  are  nine  craft  classes,  all  of  which  are 
crowded  at  present.  Two  Art  I  classes  are  also  at  full  ca- 
pacity. Four  photography  classes  this  year,  or  a  gain  of  one 
over  last  year.  For  the  first  time  there  are  now  two  Art  II 
classes,  this  is  in  part  due  to  the  excellent  junior  high  art 
students  who  have  elected  art  the  last  two  years  —  this  in 
turn  is  due  to  the  excellent  junior  high  programs  given  by 
Ms.  Corbitt  and  Mr.  Carson. 

The  craft  classes  divide  their  year  into  four  quarters  — 
one  each  of  jewelry,  ceramics,  leather  and  enameling  and 
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fabrics.  Fabrics  is  the  only  section  to  have  experienced  much 
change  this  fall.  Less  emphasis  is  being  given  to  macrame 
and  more  to  the  block  printing  of  textiles. 

Last  winter  Bourne  High  School  had  three  seniors  that 
had  work  accepted  in  the  Boston  Globe  Scholastic  Awards 
Exhibition  in  Boston.  Karen  Gardner,  Michael  Kosharek, 
and  Linda  Tate.  Patti  Ochab,  a  junior,  exhibited  a  small 
stone  sculpture;  this  piece  was  lost  along  with  one  junior 
high  school  piece.  This  is  one  of  the  hazards  of  submitting 
work  to  a  large  exhibition. 

A  "Right  to  Read"  contest  sponsored  by  the  reading  de- 
partment in  conjunction  with  the  art  classes  was  retitled 
"Bourne  with  the  Right  to  Read".  The  winners  of  the  contest 
were:  John  Migliaccio,  first  place,  and  Diane  Handy  who  won 
second  place.  A  tie  for  third  place  involved  Elizabeth  Abram- 
avage  and  Martha  Bowman.  The  posters  were  displayed  in 
the  foyer  before  the  book  sale  in  May.  They  have  also  been 
exhibited  several  times  since  then  by  the  reading  department. 

Last  spring  was  the  first  time  that  the  elementary  schools 
held  their  art  exhibits  separate  from  the  secondary  school 
exhibit.  These  exhibits  were  held  under  Mrs.  Smith  and  Ms. 
Black  at  the  Hoxie,  Stowell,  and  Peebles  Schools.  In  addition 
a  single  base  exhibit  was  held  at  the  Otis  Memorial  School  — 
this  included  the  Stone  classes. 

The  two-day  Junior-Senior  High  School  show  was  again 
held  in  the  High  School  gymnasium.  The  junior  high  section 
was  better  than  ever.  This  was  to  be  expected  as  many  of 
the  students  coming  out  of  these  two  schools  are  very  much 
involved  in  art,  and  have  exhibited  such  talent  when  they 
enter  Art  I  and  Craft  I  classes  in  the  High  School. 

A  new  section  was  included  last  spring  —  a  display  of 
work  by  the  members  of  the  art  department  faculty.  This 
section  showed  a  cross-section  of  all  the  painting,  drawing 
and  craft  courses,  as  well  as  photography. 

Having  the  show  earlier  in  the  year  cut  down  somewhat  j 
on  the  number  of  exhibits,  but  did  provide  greater  stimulus 
to  many  students  for  late  year  projects.  The  earlier  ex-  j 
hibition  time  did  not  improve  the  attendance  by  the  public,  i 
This  exhibit  is  basically  for  the  students,  who  look  forward 
to  it  both  as  participants  and  spectators.  The  public  of  the 
Bourne  area  is  missing  an  outstanding  exhibition.  These 
exhibits  cover  a  wide  range,  show  good  workmanship  and 
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are  quite  creative.  With  less  grades  being  shown,  the  space 
is  sufficient  in  which  to  create  a  well  hung  exhibit.  The 
department  again  wishes  to  express  our  thanks  to  Mr.  Ba- 
chand  and  his  school  physical  education  department  for  their 
cooperation;  Mr.  Chick  Burns  and  his  maintenance  crew  as 
well  as  the  custodians  under  Mr.  Red  Burns  and  Mr.  Walter 
Day. 

The  elementary  exhibits  gained  the  most  by  being  held 
iif  their  respective  schools  as  a  great  deal  more  work  could 
be  exhibited,  not  only  in  art  but  in  other  subject  matter 
fields. 

Mr.  Emile  Roberge  and  his  woodworking  classes  have 
made  a  great  number  of  items  for  the  department,  including 
divider  strips  for  the  enlargers,  bench  hooks  for  linoleum 
cutting,  and  a  light  case  for  viewing  negatives.  Miss  Debbie 
Blanchard  and  her  sewing  class  made  two  dozen  aprons  for 
the  craft  classes,  while  Sandy  Wood  has  done  many  dupli- 
cating jobs  for  us.  All  of  this  is  greatly  appreciated. 

The  following  students  received  art  scholarships  of  vary- 
ing amounts:  Tammy  Roark  and  Holly  Mercier  divided  the 
Bourne-Wareham  Art  Association  Scholarships.  Holly  also 
received  one  from  the  Sandwich  Arts  and  Crafts  Association. 
Lynda  Landry  was  awarded  the  Harry  A.  and  M.  Irene  Walker 
Trust  Scholarship.  Lynda  is  going  to  Southeastern  Massa- 
chusetts University.  Holly,  who  is  attending  Cape  Cod  Com- 
munity College  and  plans  to  later  go  on  to  SMU,  also  received 
the  Onset  Bay  Art  Gallery  Association  Scholarship.  Tammy 
is  attending  Butera  School  of  Art  in  Boston. 

Some  of  seniors  and  juniors  took  a  November  trip  to 
visit  the  Massachusetts  State  College  of  Art  and  the  Museum 
School  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston.  We  were 
escorted  around  the  latter  by  three  students,  one  of  whom 
was  Bourne's  Mark  Fuller.  The  admissions  director  is  Paula 
Bowers  who  also  graduated  from  Bourne  High  School. 

Last  spring  Mr.  Hendry  and  the  Upper  Cape  Cod  Regional 
Vocational  School  came  to  our  aid  and  constructed  a  most 
serviceable,  rugged,  kick  wheel  for  our  pottery  classes.  With 
the  sizes  of  these  classes,  an  extra  wheel  was  much  in  need. 

This  fall  found  David  Duberger  designing  a  most  attrac- 
tive cover  for  the  Bourne  High  School  Activities  Folder. 
David  and  Patti  Ochab  produced  outstanding  designs  for  the 
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coming  yearbook.  Keith  Fretschl  lettered  the  beautiful  ap- 
preciation scroll  for  Dr.  Krakower's  testimonial  in  November. 
Keith  is  one  of  a  number  of  seniors  who  plan  to  go  on  with 
art  after  graduation.  Besides  those  planning  to  follow  art 
careers  there  are  several  who  are  going  on  with  photography 
—  this  is  a  real  plug  for  this  new  art  offering  which  has 
been  offered  for  only  2y2  years.  Mrs.  Wanda  Brown  of  the 
department  attended  a  summer  photography  seminar  in  New 
Hampshire,  and  then  had  her  dreams  answered  by  attending 
a  week's  workshop  conducted  in  Arizona  by  Ancel  Adams, 
the  dean  of  American  photographers.  Mrs.  Mary  Lou  Mon- 
tagna  finished  her  Masters  Degree  in  Art  Education  this  past 
summer. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  Music,  Robert  Frazier 

The  music  department  of  Bourne  Schools  consists  of 
Robert  Frazier,  director  of  music  and  teacher  of  music  theory 
and  chorus  at  Bourne  High;  John  Salerno,  bands  director  at 
Bourne  High  and  teacher  of  general  music  at  Lyle  Junior 
High;  Karl  Dunakin,  teacher  of  general  music  and  instru- 
mental lessons  at  Coady  Junior  High;  Mrs.  Marjorie  Dolby, 
elementary  vocal  music  and  choral  accompanist;  Stephen 
Hertling,  instrumental  instructor  in  grades  four  through  six; 
Miss  Bonnie  Bearse,  string  instructor  intermediate  to  ad-  I 
vanced  levels;  Miss  Patricia  Dotter,  string  instructor  begin- 
ning  levels  and  elementary  vocal  instructor;  and,  Mrs.  Myrna  ; 
O'Hara,  elementary  vocal  teacher  and  beginning  instrumen- 
tal lessons  teacher.  Miss  Bevery  Bruce  has  served  as  accom- 
panist at  Bourne  High,  Stone,  Hoxie,  and  Stowell  schools 
since  September. 

The  department  is  extremely  grateful  to  the  school  com- 
mittee for  its  preliminary  approval  of  the  N.D.E.A.  Title  III 
project  submitted  by  the  music  department  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  for  federal  matching  funds  to  purchase 
lower  string  instruments  to  make  our  goal  of  a  string 
orchestra  a  reality.  The  decision  of  approval  or  rejection  of 
the  submitted  project  will  be  announced  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Education  by  March  15,  1976.  Approval 
and  implementation  of  this  project  will  speed  the  develop- 
ment of  an  orchestra  in  Bourne  from  two  to  four  years. 

The  program  is  continuing  to  produce  capable  and  inter- 
ested instrumental  students.  Our  program  begins  in  grade 
five  with  group  lessons  offered  on  flute,  clarinet,  saxophone, 
trumpet,  French  horn,  and  trombone.  We  need  more  staff 
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to  adequately  teach  percussion  players  and  to  make  the 
groups  smaller  and  more  effective  on  the  other  instruments 
mentioned  above. 

Our  elementary  vocal  music  program  has  had  a  boost 
from  the  addition  of  some  Orff  musical  instruments  for  use 
at  Hoxie,  Stowell,  and  Stone  schools.  We  are  very  grateful 
to  Mr.  Roland  Brown,  superintendent  of  schools,  for  his  per- 
mission and  approval  to  order  these  instruments  for  our 
program.  This  beginning  group  of  instruments  is  proving  to 

j  be  very  successful  with  the  elementary  children  and  the 
music  staff  in  developing  music  skills  and  high  student  inter- 
est. We  hope  to  add  instruments  over  a  period  of  time  so 
that  each  school  above,  plus  the  Peebles  School,  will  have  a 
full  set  of  Orff  equipment  for  maximum  effectiveness  of  the 

|  Orff-Schulwerk,  the  name  of  the  music  education  approach 
which  our  department  hopes  to  implement  completely  in 
Bourne  Schools. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Dunakin  and  Mr.  Salerno,  our 
junior  high  general  music  program  is  becoming  more  effective 
at  Coady  and  Lyle  junior  highs.  The  addition  of  some  per- 
cussion instruments  has  been  very  meaningful  at  Coady 
Junior  High.  Lyle  is  hampered  by  a  lack  of  equipment  and 
more  importantly,  by  scheduling  which  has  both  seventh 
and  eighth  grade  students  in  the  same  classes.  This  prevents 

I  a  sequential  program  from  being  developed  by  Mr.  Salerno. 
This  fact  also  hampers  development  of  our  choral  program 
at  Lyle.  We  have  made  significant  gains  at  Lyle  in  the  past 
two  years  in  spite  of  the  limitations  mentioned  above.  Both 
Mr.  Comings  and  Mr.  Innis  have  been  very  supportive  of  our 
choral  and  instrumental  efforts  at  their  schools.  We  sincerely 
thank  them  for  their  recognition  of  the  role  of  music  per- 
formance in  the  lives  of  their  pupils  as  both  performers 
and/or  audience  members.  We  hope  to  continue  to  develop 
this  important  area  of  our  program  along  with  the  general 

:  music  offerings. 

After-school  musical  events  occupied  the  time  of  the 
interested  and  greater  skilled  music  students  at  Bourne  High 
throughout  the  year.  Four  students  represented  Bourne  High 
at  the  Mass.  Southeast  District  Music  Festival  at  Attleboro. 
In  February,  eight  orchestra,  seven  chorus,  and  seven  band 
,  students  represented  Bourne  High  at  the  All-Cape  and 
Islands  Music  Festival  at  Harwich.  In  March,  five  students 
represented  the  school  music  department  at  the  New  Eng- 
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land  Music  Festival  on  the  Barrington  College  campus  in 
Barrington,  Rhode  Island.  April  involved  the  band  and 
chorus,  eighty-two  Bourne  students,  in  the  1975  exchange 
program  with  Mohawk  Trail  Regional  High  of  Shelburne 
Falls,  Mass.  Both  band  and  chorus  participated  in  the  South- 
east District  Auditions  Festival  in  May  at  Mansfield,  Mass. 
Our  stage  band  also  participated  in  this  event.  Since  Sep- 
tember, we  have  had  talented  singers  and  instrumentalists 
participate  in  auditions  for  the  1976  All-Cape  and  Islands 
Music  Festival,  the  Southeast  District  Festival,  and  the  New 
England  Music  Festival.  All  the  events  above  and  their 
preparation  are  done  outside  of  school  time. 

The  Winter  Concert  was  a  tremendous  success  in  1975 
with  groups  from  Hoxie,  Stowell,  Stone,  Coady,  Lyle,  and 
Bourne  High  Schools  participating.  The  Bourne  High  Band 
played  in  three  Santa  parades:  Hyannis,  Falmouth,  and 
Bourne.  Our  annual  Spring  Concert  was  also  very  successful 
with  band,  orchestra,  and  choruses  from  the  above  schools 
participating.  Many  assemblies  and  concerts  throughout  the 
school  system  were  presented  by  the  music  department  or 
with  music  department  staff  assistance  and  participation. 
Our  program  of  band  concerts  by  the  Bourne  High  Band  at 
all  elementary  schools  was  very  successful  throughout  the 
year. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  Physical  Education, 
Lucien  L.  Bachand 
In  planning  a  physical  education  program  for  any  grade 
level,  three  questions  must  always  come  to  mind.  What  are 
the  basic  aims,  what  activities  must  be  offered  and  did  we 
reach  the  desired  goals?  The  aims  and  objectives  of  physical 
education  are  universal  but  the  selection  of  activities  to  be 
offered  are  many  and  varied.  In  the  physical  education  pro- 
gram for  the  Bourne  Schools,  every  effort  is  made  to  provide 
activities  geared  to  physical  fitness,  learning  of  leisure-time 
sports  activities  and  team  sports  skills. 

Many  of  the  activities  at  the  senior  high  school  level 
are  co-educational.  They  enable  boys  and  girls  to  learn 
together  and  compete  together  —  not  against  each  other. 
Our  co-educational  program  was  in  operation  long  before  it 
became  fashionable  or  a  matter  of  law.  We  have  found 
that  activities  such  as  volleyball,  tennis,  archery,  self- 
defense,  badminton,  gymnastics  and  softball  are  excellent 
activities  for  providing  social  values.  Getting  along  together, 
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competing  against  each  other  on  a  friendly  basis  and  learn- 
ing to  adjust  to  one  another  are  important  rules  of  behavior 
that  can  be  taught  through  physical  education.  With  all  of 
this  there  is  still  room  and  time  to  conduct  traditional  sports 
activities  such  as  flag  football,  speed-ball,  field  hockey,  wrest- 
ling, boxing  and  track. 

Junior  high  activities,  though  similar  in  nature  to  those 
offered  by  the  high  school,  are  more  basic.  It  is  here  that 
the  skills  are  to  be  broken  down  so  they  may  be  more  easily 
learned.  Health  and  physical  fitness  goals  are  reached 
through  programs  in  weight  lifting,  circuit  training  and  the 
President's  Physical  Fitness  program. 

The  biggest  change  in  our  physical  education  program 
has  come  at  the  elementary  level.  The  needs  of  the  elemen- 
tary child  have  changed  and  the  games  and  relay  races  that 
were  used  in  the  past  no  longer  fill  those  needs.  Neuro- 
muscular problems  are  becoming  more  evident  in  the  stu- 
dents from  kindergarten  through  the  fourth  grade  level. 
Problems  in  moving  from  place  to  place  and  the  lack  of  body 
balance  are  becoming  more  noticeable  in  today's  youngster. 
Lack  of  co-ordination  in  the  skills  of  catching,  throwing  and 
kicking  are  the  easily  visible  symptoms  of  neuro-muscular 
problems.  These  are  not  severe  problems  in  most  cases; 
maturity  and  the  learning  of  proper  skills  will  take  care  of 
the  majority  of  students. 

The  elementary  school  program  is  attempting  to  over- 
come these  motor  coordination  problems  by  offering  ac- 
tivities involving  special  movement  skills.  How  to  get  from 
place  to  place  and  the  ways  to  get  there,  speeds  of  movement, 
level  of  heights  and  the  shapes  to  take,  eye  and  hand  co- 
ordination, eye  and  foot  coordination  and  development  of 
body  balance.  We  make  every  attempt  to  provide  each  class 
member  with  the  necessary  equipment  so  that  they  may 
all  participate  at  the  same  time  —  there  is  no  waiting  in  line 
for  a  turn  at  bouncing  a  ball. 

Unfortunately,  there  are  between  3-4%  of  our  elemen- 
tary school  students  who  have  severe  neuro-muscular  prob- 
lems. We  have  established  remedial  classes  for  these  young- 
sters in  addition  to  their  regularly  scheduled  physical  educa- 
tion classes.  This  is  an  area  of  concern  in  which  only  the 
surface  has  been  scratched  and  much  more  will  have  to  be 
done.  Since  I  have  been  teaching  this  type  of  youngster,  I 
have  received  a  great  deal  of  personal  pleasure  in  watching 
them  grow  and  develop. 
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Our  observations  at  the  elementary  level  have  also 
brought  about  the  realization  that  students  in  grades  K-4 
need  more  than  one  period  of  physical  education  per  week. 
If  we  are  to  adhere  to  the  philosophy  of  educating  the  whole 
child,  then  the  goals  of  having  a  sound  body  and  healthy 
mind  can  best  find  its  foundations  at  this  level.  This  is 
where  it  can  all  begin! 

Physical  education  has  other  goals  then  those  directly 
relating  to  sports  activities.  The  need  for  establishing  pat- 
terns of  discipline,  following  directions,  concern  for  others 
and  the  spirit  of  cooperation  are  acceptable  patterns  of 
behavior  that  can  be  easily  integrated  with  our  everyday 
lesson  plans.  The  majority  of  the  school  population  looks 
forward  to  their  gym  classes  and  we  have  the  ideal  teaching 
situation. 

The  attitudes  of  the  average  junior  high  and  high  school 
student  towards  physical  education  present  a  much  greater 
challenge.  This  is  the  type  of  youngster  that  is  socially  and 
emotionally  betwixt  and  between.  We  try  to  present  activities 
that  are  informative,  fun  and  have  carry-over  value.  Skills 
that  provide  sports  skills  to  be  used  in  later  life,  as  a  par- 
ticipant or  spectator,  are  a  very  important  part  of  a  progres- 
sive physical  education  program. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Health  Department, 
Joselyn  D.  Enos,  R.N.,  Coordinator 

Members  of  the  School  Health  Department  are  Dr.  Abram 
Krakower,  School  Physician,  Joselyn  D.  Enos,  R.N.,  Coordi- 
nator, Dawn  Matland,  R.N.,  elementary  school  nurse,  and 
Claire  Labretto  and  Barbara  Weston,  health  aides. 

The  transitory  nature  of  our  school  population  due  to 
changes  at  Otis  Air  Force  Base  and  a  substantial  increase 
in  new  families  residing  in  Bourne  also  add  to  our  work  load. 
Due  to  new  laws  governing  record  releases  more  time  is  spent 
transferring  records  to  new  schools  and  completing  health 
records  on  new  students. 

In  October  we  did  a  state  immunization  survey  for  all 
kindergarten  students.  This  survey  determined  the  number 
of  students  lacking  mandatory  immunizations:  DPT,  polio, 
and  regular  measles,  plus  German  measles  and  mumps  for 
which  immunization  is  strongly  recommended.  The  reason 
for  these  yearly  surveys  is  a  continued  rise  in  childhood 
diseases  in  recent  years. 
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Again  this  year  we  offered  a  special  program  to  our  fifth 
and  sixth  grade  girls  consisting  of  a  film,  "It's  Naturally  A 
Girl."  Mothers  of  the  girls  were  invited  to  attend  the  pro- 
gram with  their  daughters.  The  program  was  well  received 
and  was  followed  by  a  general  discussion  at  all  three  show- 
ings. The  girls  in  grade  6  seemed  more  impressed  with  the 
program,  perhaps  because  it  is  the  second  time  they  see  it. 

Each  year  every  student  in  the  school  system  has  a  vision 
and  hearing  screening  test.  Parents  are  notified  when  stu- 
dents need  further  medical  attention.  Teachers  are  also 
made  aware  of  the  doctor's  recommendations  via  the  impair- 
ment list  in  each  school.  This  year  the  department  did  3,299 
vision  screening  tests.  Ninety-two  of  these  students  were 
referred  for  further  evaluation  and  85  received  treatment. 
Audio  screening  tests  were  given  to  3,150  students.  Forty  of 
these  students  were  referred  for  further  evaluation  and  39 
received  treatment. 

Dr.  Krakower  gave  physical  examinations  to  students  in 
Grades  K,  4,  7,  8,  and  10,  new  students,  and  students  engaged 
in  competitive  sports.  This  year  1,599  students  were  ex- 
amined, 83  were  referred  to  their  private  doctors  for  more 
complete  evaluation,  and  74  of  these  were  completed. 

The  school  health  program  also  includes  a  booster 
immunization  program.  In  April  108  first  grade  students 
received  DT  and  polio  booster  immunizations,  and  106  10th 
grade  students  received  TD  boosters.  Only  grade  1  and  grade 
10  students  with  parental  consent  received  these  immuni- 
zations. 

In  November  and  December,  122  employees  of  the  Bourne 
Public  Schools  received  Mantoux  (TB)  tests.  These  tests 
are  required  by  law  every  three  years  and  must  be  done  by 
the  health  department.  Only  positive  reactors  are  still  tested 
by  X-ray  at  Barnstable  County  Hospital.  Records  must  be 
kept  and  updated  on  all  school  employees. 

In  October,  85  employees  received  Fluogen  (influenza  A 
and  B)  booster  immunizations.  These  are  done  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Massachsetts  Department  of  Public  Health. 

A  health  record  is  kept  up-to-date  for  each  student. 
Teachers  are  informed  of  all  impairments  and  an  attempt 
is  made  to  modify  the  school  program  to  the  individual  stu- 
dent's need. 
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Chapter  766  has  increased  the  work  load  on  the  health 
department.  Much  time  is  spent  on  team  evaluations,  home 
visits,  and  consultations  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  stu- 
dents with  special  needs. 

The  Bourne  School  Health  Department  members  attend 
frequent  meetings  and  lectures  provided  by  the  Barnstable 
County  Health  Department  and  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  at  Lakeville  Hospital  in  order  to  keep 
informed  of  current  procedures  and  practices. 

In  conclusion,  the  Health  Department  pays  tribute  to  Dr. 
Abram  Krakower,  School  Physician  in  the  Bourne  Public 
Schools  since  1952,  who,  in  November,  retired  from  practice. 
The  school  health  staff  will  miss  him  and  his  concern  for 
the  health  of  our  students.  We  wish  him  many  happy  years 
of  retirement.

As  you  have  been  reading  in  the  daily  press,  the  reliance 
on  the  property  tax  as  the  sole  income  producer  has  been 
magnified  and  brought  to  the  front  as  a  paramount  issue 
facing  local  governments  in  1976.  Costs  continue  to  increase 
for  the  basic  services  required  by  the  taxpayers,  yet  revenues 
from  outside  sources  continue  to  drop.  For  example;  in  1976 
the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Program  was  not  continued 
until  after  the  budget  was  submitted,  therefore,  one-quarter 
of  the  Revenue  Sharing  monies  (approximately  $90,000)  was 
not  available  to  offset  costs  in  Bourne. 

Additionally,  although  the  total  amount  of  monies  re- 
ceived on  the  state  commitment  sheet  (Cherry  Sheet)  were 
approximately  the  same,  some  of  the  programs  mandated  by 
the  state  were  expanding  and  the  increased  cost  had  to  be 
picked  up  by  the  local  taxpayer  through  his  property  tax. 

Although  prudent  management  on  the  local  level  was 
attempted,  services  must  be  delivered  and  as  the  cost  in- 
creases, real  estate  taxes  spiral. 

The  Selectmen  have  been  working  through  the  Massa- 
chusetts League  of  Cities  and  Towns,  Senator  John  A.  Aylmer 
and  Representative  Richard  E.  Kendall  to  revamp  the  state 
reimbursements  to  the  cities  and  towns  thereby  decreasing 
the  reliance  on  the  property  taxes.  Although  success  in  this 
area  has  not  been  achieved,  the  cities  and  towns  have  picked 
up  two  substantial  supporters  in  their  efforts  namely;  the 
Senate  President  and  the  Speaker  of  the  Massachusetts 
House.  We  are  looking  forward  to  some  tax  reform  in  1977. 

A  great  deal  of  the  Selectmen's  time  in  1976  was  con- 
sumed in  labor  negotiations  with  the  different  unions  that 
represent  the  Town  Employees.  There  are  now  presently  5 
different  union  groups,  exclusive  of  schools,  with  which  the 
Selectmen  have  to  negotiate.  Additionally,  there  are  approxi- 
mately 40  non-union  employees  employed  on  a  regular  basis 
in  the  Town. 

During  the  summer  of  1976,  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works  conducted  an  experimental  traffic  program  at 
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the  Sagamore  Rotary.  The  Selectmen  participated  in  that 
experimental  program  for  11  consecutive  Saturdays,  and  we 
were  successful  in  convincing  the  Department  to  abandon 
their  original  plan  to  block  the  cross-traffic  at  the  rotary. 
This  plan  made  it  necessary  for  Bourne  residents  desiring  to 
leave  or  enter  the  North  Sagamore  Area  to  go  all  the  way  up 
Route  3  to  the  White  Cliffs  turnoff.  This  was  a  great  incon- 
venience not  only  to  the  residents,  but  to  the  business  com- 
plexes in  the  North  Sagamore  Area. 

One  pleasant  piece  of  news  in  1976  was  that  the  Selectmen 
were  successful  in  getting  a  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
Block  Grant  in  the  amount  of  $75,000  for  the  construction  of 
a  multipurpose  recreational  and  park  area  in  North  Saga- 
more. Construction  has  started  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Pellegrini,  the  Highway  Surveyor,  and  will  be  completed  in 
1977. 

The  Comprehensive  Employment  Training  Act  Program 
(CETA)  was  continued  through  1976;  however,  on  a  reduced 
scale.  At  the  close  of  year,  we  had  9  CETA  Employees  work- 
ing in  different  capacities  throughout  the  Town.  It  is  our 
understanding  that  this  program  will  be  continued  and 
expanded  in  1977. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  very  best  wishes  to  Walter 
F.  Gatchell,  Jean  Hemmerly,  Wallace  J.  Perry,  Jr.,  Alice  M. 
Gibbs  and  Paul  J.  Paquette  on  their  retirement  and  to  thank 
them  for  their  loyal  and  dedicated  service  to  the  Town. 

We  regret  the  loss  of  Timothy  J.  O'Neil,  James  E.  O'Toole, 
Edna  P.  Johnson,  Mary  R.  Gannett,  Frederick  V.  Nugent, 
Thelma  M.  Lewis,  Harold  F.  Washburn,  Norman  F.  Smith, 
and  John  G.  Morrill,  Jr. 

The  unexpected  and  untimely  death  of  Mrs.  Thelma  Lewis 
was  a  sad  moment  indeed  for  the  Selectmen.  Thelma  had 
worked  closely  with  the  Selectmen  as  Town  Accountant  and 
her  loss  is  deeply  felt  not  only  by  the  Selectmen,  but  all  of 
the  Town  Departments  for  she  was  a  friend  to  all  who  walked 
in  the  door  and  she  will  be  remembered. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wish  to  extend  a  personal  thanks 
to  all  elected  officials,  town  employees,  civic  groups  and  to 
all  of  the  unpaid  town  committees  who  have  given  of  their 
time  to  make  Bourne  a  better  place  to  live.

The  completion  of  the  Buttermilk  Bay  dredging  project 
and  the  Barlows  Landing  and  Hen  Cove  boat  launching 
ramps  was  of  great  satisfaction  to  us;  but  more  especially  to 
you,  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Bourne,  who  are  the  bene- 
factors. The  new  and  wider  ramps  were  especially  of  great 
value  during  the  hurricane  alert  in  which  hundreds  of 
boats  were  hauled  in  in  a  very  short  time,  in  order  to  avoid 
possible  loss  and  damage. 

Our  new  priority  maintenance  dredging  project  in  the 
southern  channel  to  Red  Brook  Harbor,  has  been  approved 
by  the  proper  authorities  and  hopefully  will  be  completed 
sometime  this  year.

Assessors'  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  United  Appraisal  Company  of  Hartford  Connecticut 
is  presently  in  the  final  stages  of  the  townwide  re-evaluation 
project  of  all  real  and  personal  property.  Each  parcel  with 
all  its  buildings  has  been  physically  listed,  measured  and 
photographs  taken.  Once  new  valuations  have  been  deter- 
mined for  each  parcel  and  its  buildings,  we  will  be  sending 
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each  property  owner  a  notice  of  the  100%  appraised  value 
and  except  to  be  holding  our  hearings  on  these  new  valu- 
ations during  the  upcoming  months  of  July  and  August. 
These  new  valuations  will  take  effect  on  January  1,  1978  and 
will  be  reflected  in  the  fall  1978  tax  bills. 

A  total  of  470  exemptions  for  disabled  Veterans,  Widows, 
Blind  and  Elderly  over  70  were  granted  for  Fiscal  Year  1977. 
All  of  the  applications  for  valuation  abatements  on  both  Real 
and  Personal  property  were  reviewed  and  acted  upon  by  all 
Board  members  with  each  applicant  being  properly  notified. 

This  year  the  Building  Inspector  has  reported  that  443 
permits  were  issued  with  the  main  concentration  being  for 
additions  and/or  alterations  to  dwellings.  Even  though  a 
slight  valuation  increase  is  expected,  it  certainly  will  be  a 
great  deal  lower  than  what  we  have  experienced  in  recent 
years. 

We  have  again  re-designed  and  simplified  the  Form  of 
List  that  is  sent  to  all  boat  owners.  The  Form  of  List  must 
be  returned  to  the  Assessors  Office  to  insure  proper  assess- 
ment. 

Following  the  vote  of  town  meeting,  a  Burroughs  B-700 
Mini-Computer  was  purchased.  We  no  longer  have  to  con- 
tract with  outside  computer  firms  to  print  the  tax  bills  and 
commitment  sheets. 

We  wish  to  remind  you  that  the  recapitulation  sheet 
giving  the  statistical  information  relative  to  the  tax  rate 
is  available  for  inspection  in  the  Assessors'  Office  at  any 
time. 

Presently  there  are  9,048  parcels  of  taxable  property  with 
an  assessed  valuation  of  $119,946,080.  Personal  Property 
within  the  town  has  an  assessed  valuation  of  $10,401,158  for 
a  total  tax  base  of  $130,347,238.

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Report  of  Tree  Warden  and  Superintendent 
of  Insect  Pest  Control 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

Last  Spring  tent  caterpillars  were  sprayed  along  the 
canal  and  Sagamore  areas.  The  insects  are  very  hard  to  con- 
trol and  require  several  sprays,  both  with  the  mist  blower 
along  the  roads  and  back  tanks  in  other  areas.  Besides  spray- 
ing some  were  creasoted  and  other  nests  cut  and  removed 
from  the  trees.  These  nests  are  usually  on  wild  cherry,  apple 
and  other  flowering  trees. 

This  insect  over  winters  for  nine  months  as  an  egg.  Eggs 
are  laid  in  masses  encircling  small  twigs.  These  masses  are 
up  to  19  millimeters  long  and  contain  150  -  350  eggs.  The  lar- 
vae hatch  from  the  eggs  in  the  spring  at  about  the  time  the 
wild  cherry  leaves  start  to  enfold.  The  newly  hatched  cater- 
pillars gather  at  a  branch  fork  or  crotch  and  begin  to  build 
a  web  from  which  they  emerge  from  to  feed  on  newly  opened 
leaves.  Damage  can  be  reduced  on  small  trees  by  getting  rid 
of  the  egg  masses  during  this  winter  or  by  chopping  and  des- 
troying the  tents  while  they  are  still  small. 

The  Nantucket  Pine  Tip  Moth  is  still  causing  severe  dam- 
age to  our  pine  trees.  This  is  a  very  hard  insect  to  control  as 
three  sprays  at  a  proper  time  are  required.  Some  trees  just 
barely  survive  for  a  few  years  and  then  die  from  attacks  of 
this  insect  combined  with  other  causes,  such  as  dry  winters 
and  summers,  diseases  and  other  insect  problems.  The  main 
problem  areas  of  this  insect  are  along  the  western  shoreline 
areas  of  Bourne. 

Another  insect  doing  damage  to  our  cedar  trees  is  the 
spider  mite.  Cedar  trees  should  be  sprayed  several  times  dur- 
ing the  season  with  a  good  all  purpose  spray  containing  the 
Miticide  Kelthane.  Dead  cedars  should  be  removed  and  either 
burned  or  taken  to  the  disposal  area. 

During  late  summer  and  early  fall,  the  fall  webworm 
emerges.  These  worms  form  a  web  and  defoliate  the  leaves 
inside.  We  have  found  the  most  effective  means  of  control- 
ling this  is  by  cutting  the  infected  branch  off. 
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This  winter  all  the  men  in  the  Tree  Department  have 
taken  the  new  state  pesticides  exam  for  the  use  of  restricted 
pesticides. 

There  are  about  ninety  elm  trees  left  as  of  this  winter, 
some  large  and  a  few  smaller  ones.  In  the  spring  I  shall  try 
to  experiment  with  the  new  pesticide,  Lignasum.  This  will 
be  injected  into  the  trees,  with  equipment  borrowed  from  an- 
other town.  We  shall  inject  as  many  trees  as  the  budget 
allows.  This  is  still  in  the  experimental  stage. 

The  Tree  Department  is  constantly  trimming  roadside 
trees  for  clearance  and  safety.  Trees  are  planted  in  the  spring 
and  watered  during  the  summer.  We  are  always  on  call  for 
accident  and  storm  damage.  Last  summer's  near  hurricane 
kept  us  or*  the  alert  all  night,  but  the  damage  was  light.  At 
this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  all  other  town  departments, 
CB  radio  operators  and  Sagamore  Tree  Service  for  their  offers 
of  assistance.

We  have  been  engaged  since  Town  Meeting  in  our  con- 
tinued work  on  the  Master  Plan  and  our  overhaul  of  the 
existing  Zoning  By-law  to  bring  it  into  conformance  with  the 
present  State  Law. 

In  this  work  we  have  been  immeasurably  assisted  by 
many  residents  who  worked  energetically  and  ably  on  the 
various  Village  Study  Groups.  We  earnestly  hope  that  all  of 
this  work  will  come  to  function  in  the  1977  Annual  Town 
Meeting.

Public  transportation  program  for  the  elderly  and  handi- 
capped funded  by  a  $368,000  federal  grant  to  Barnstable 
County  .  .  . 

Creation  of  a  Cape  Cod  Business  Development  Corpora- 
tion that  can  financially  assist  businesses  to  locate  or  expand 
businesses  on  the  Cape  .  .  . 

Creation  of  a  Cape  Cod  Regional  Transportation  Author- 
ity that  can  receive  50%  reimbursements  from  the  State  for 
operating  public  transportation  services  .  .  . 

Approval  of  a  Five  Year  Transportation  Plan  that  pro- 
vides 80%  federal  share  of  capital  equipment  purchases  for 
local  and  regional  public  transportation. 

Use  of  Local  Growth  Policy  Statements  to  develop  a  Re- 
gional Growth  Policy  Statement  for  Cape  Cod. 

These  are  some  of  the  major  accomplishments  and  in- 
volvements that  marked  the  work  of  the  Cape  Cod  Planning 
and  Economic  Development  Comission  in  1976. 

Wastewater  Management 

The  protection  of  the  Cape's  groundwater  and  recre- 
ational waters  and  the  prevention  of  future  water  quality 
problems  is  the  broad  task  of  the  208  Planning  Program. 
This  two-year  program  is  now  entering  its  final  phases  after 
extensive  research,  data  gathering  and  analysis  of  the  Cape's 
existing  and  potential  water  quality  problems  and  what  can 
can  be  done  about  them.  The  development  of  alternative 
approaches,  the  selective  ranking  of  alternatives  and  formu- 
lation of  the  final  plan  are  the  tasks  ahead. 

Economic  Development 

Business  and  community  leaders  from  each  of  the  15 
Cape  towns  joined  together  this  past  year  through  the  action- 
oriented  Joint  Committee  on  Economic  Development.  Estab- 
lished by  CCPEDC  at  the  request  of  the  Barnstable  County 
Commissioners  and  the  Barnstable  County  Selectman's  Asso- 
ciation, the  Joint  Committee  has  developed  a  series  of  action 
recommendations  and  has  already  taken  some  significant 
steps  toward  improving  the  Cape's  economy. 
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Three  major  recommendations  have  been  made  by  the 
Joint  Committee: 

1.  Environmentally  compatible  businesses  must  be  attract- 
ed to  Cape  Cod  through  a  "Business  Recruitment  Pro- 
gram." 

2.  An  aggressive  program  to  extend  the  Cape's  tourist 
season  must  be  launched  on  all  fronts  in  conjunction 
with  the  Cape  Cod  Chamber  of  Commerce  through  a 
Regional  Tourism  Board. 

3.  Expansion  of  the  Cape's  fishing  industry  must  be  ac- 
tively encouraged  and  supported  as  an  economically 
viable  native  industry. 

Coastal  Zone  Management 

In  November,  the  State  completed  the  CZM  Preview,  a 
draft  of  the  final  plan  for  local  review.  The  State  CZM  Pre- 
view includes  the  following  areas:  (1)  Marine  Environment; 
(2)  Coastal  Hazards;  (3)  Visual  Environment;  (4)  Ponds  and 
Harbors;  (5)  Recreation;  (6)  Energy  and;  (7)  Management. 
The  CZM  Advisory  Committee  has  been  meeting  on  a  bi- 
monthly basis  to  review  each  chapter  in  detail.  The  com- 
ments of  interested  citizens  and  groups  that  have  attended 
these  meetings  as  well  as  local  meetings  will  assist  the  Com- 
mittee in  drafting  the  Cape  Cod  Regional  Chapter  which 
will  be  included  in  the  final  State  CZM  Plan.  The  Committee 
will  also  hold  public  meetings  on  the  draft  Regional  Chapter 
prior  to  submission  to  the  State  in  the  Spring.  Continued 
local  citizen  involvement  in  the  development  of  the  Cape's 
Regional  Chapter  will  strengthen  its  usefulness  and  impact 
on  the  State  Plan  as  it  is  completed  and  implemented. 

Transportation 

Progress  toward  providing  improved  public  transporta- 
tion for  Cape  Cod  citizens  was  made  this  past  year  with  the 
culmination  of  major  transportation  planning  projects.  In 
July,  the  Federal  Highway  Administration  awarded  a  grant 
of  $368,000  to  Barnstable  County  to  support  a  two-year  Rural 
Public  Transportation  Demonstration  Program.  The  Pro- 
ject will  allow  the  County  to  purchase  ten  vehicles  that  will 
be  used  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  providing  multi- 
purpose dial-a-ride  transportation  service  on  a  county-wide 
basis.  The  service  will  be  geared  primarily  to  satisfying  the 
travel  needs  of  the  elderly  and  handicapped.

Approval  of  the  Five-Year  Public  Transportation  Pro- 
gram for  Barnstable  County  by  the  Urban  Mass  Transporta- 
tion Administration  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Transporta- 
tion has  now  qualified  Cape  Cod  for  80%  federal  funding  for 
capital  equipment  identified  in  the  plan.  The  first  phase  of 
the  Five-Year  Plan  addresses  the  implementation  of  the  Rural 
Public  Transportation  Demonstration  Program.  The  second 
phase  of  the  program  outlines  specific  recommendations  for 
the  improvement  of  fixed  route  service  offered  by  Cape  Cod 
Bus  Lines,  Almeida  Bus  Lines  and  the  Woods  Hole,  Martha's 
Vineyard  and  Nantucket  Steamship  Authority.  To  carry  out 
the  proposed  improvements,  the  Five-Year  Plan  recommends 
the  creation  of  a  Cape  Cod  Regional  Transportation  Author- 
ity. In  October,  the  Cape  Boards  of  Selectmen  joined  together 
and  voted  to  form  a  Regional  Transportation  Authority 
(RTA)  which  has  already  assumed  the  responsibility  for  ad- 
vising the  County  Commissioners  in  the  administration  of 
the  Public  Transportation  Demonstration  Program. 

Regional  Growth  Policy 

At  the  end  of  1975  the  General  Court  passed  the  Massa- 
chusetts Growth  Policy  Development  Act  seeking  the  develop- 
ment of  Local  and  Regional  Growth  Policy  Statements  that 
could  be  used  in  formulating  future  State  policies  affecting 
growth  and  development.  The  Act  called  for  the  creation  of 
Local  Growth  Policy  Committees  that  would  be  asked  to 
complete  a  questionnaire  prepared  by  the  Office  of  State 
Planning. 

During  the  fall  the  CCPEDC  staff  reviewed  the  Local 
Growth  Statements  and  drafted  a  Regional  Growth  Policy 
Statement.  Revision  of  the  Draft  Regional  Statement  fol- 
lowed a  Public  Hearing  on  October  28  and  both  written  and 
verbal  comments  received  during  the  review  period.  In  No- 
vember the  CCPEDC  approved  the  Regional  Growth  Policy 
Statement  for  Cape  Cod  and  submitted  it  to  the  Office  of 
State  Planning.  The  Regional  Growth  Policy  Statement  in- 
cludes general  recommendations  to  the  State,  an  interpre- 
tation and  analysis  of  local  statements  and  a  review  of 
regional  issues  and  policies.  The  strongest  message  of  the 
local  and  regional  statements  is  that  State  programs  and 
policies  should  strengthen  the  problem  solving  capability  of 
local  and  county  government.  Problems  should  be  solved  on 
the  local  level  without  State  interference.  In  approving  the 
Regional  Statement  the  CCPEDC  stressed  hope  that  the 
Statement  would  be  used  by  the  towns  and  the  Commission 
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as  a  working  document  that  can  be  revised  to  reflect  chang- 
ing priorities  and  policies. 

Local  Assistance 

An  increasing  function  of  the  Commission's  staff  is  re- 
sponding to  requests  for  assistance  from  town  officials.  Re- 
cently the  duties  of  one  full-time  staff  person  (Local  Assist- 
ance Coordinator)  have  been  devoted  to  this  program  which 
is  supplemented  by  other  specialized  staff  members.  A  major 
portion  of  staff  effort  in  technical  assistance  has  been  in 
helping  towns  apply  for  federal  and  state  grants. 

The  Commission's  extensive  information  resources  con- 
tinue to  be  widely  utilized  by  local  officials,  students,  con- 
sulting firms,  business  interests,  local  organizations  and 
individual  citizens.  Up-to-date  demographic  and  economic 
statistics,  planning  studies  and  reports  and  other  research 
materials  are  maintained  for  public  use  at  the  Commission's 
office.

Report  of  the  Gas  Inspector 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Gas  Division  of  the  Inspection  Department  has  made 
three  hundred  seventy  four  inspections  (374)  the  past  year. 
This  amounts  to  approximately  80%  of  the  inspections  per- 
formed in  the  previous  year. 

Permit  fees  amounting  to  twelve  hundred  fifty  dollars 
($1250.00)  have  been  turned  into  the  Town  Clerk  and  Trea- 
surer's Office. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  remind  all  that  bottled  gas 
containers  of  any  size  are  not  permitted  within  a  building 
and  that  any  of  these  containers  that  are  seen  abandoned 
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should  be  reported  to  the  Gas  Inspection  Department.  Gas, 
like  any  other  fuel,  when  misused,  can  cause  injury.  Some  un- 
suspecting child  playing  with  just  such  an  abandoned  gas 
container  could  be  seriously  injured  or  burned. 

All  persons  should  be  made  aware  that  only  licensed  gas 
fitters  or  licensed  plumbers  are  permitted  to  work  on  gas 
piping  within  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Gas  Inspection  Division  is  established  for  the  safety 
and  protection  of  one  and  all.  Do  not  hesitate  to  ask  for  its 
assistance  at  any  time.  The  Gas  Inspector's  office  is  open 
from  8:30  a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.  daily  at  the  Town  Hall.  The 
phone  number  is  759-5350.  The  inspector  may  also  be  reach- 
ed, in  an  emergency,  through  the  Fire  Department. 


Bourne  Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  following  report  is  submitted  by  the  Conservation 
Commission  covering  its  activities  from  January  1,  1976 
through  December  31,  1976. 

Acting  under  regulations  of  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act, 
G.L.  Chapter  131,  Section  40,  the  Conservation  Commission 
received  and  acted  on  76  "Requests  for  Determination  of  Ap- 
plicability" of  the  Act.  Commission  members  made  on-site 
inspections  prior  to  determining  whether  the  proposed  pro- 
jects would  have  a  significant  impact  on  the  environment 
and  would  therefore  require  the  filing  of  a  Notice  of  Intent. 
Nineteen  projects  were  declared  significant  to  the  interests 
described  in  the  Act,  resulting  in  nine  public  hearings  being 
held.  Regulatory  Orders  of  Conditions  were  issued  on  these 
proposed  wetlands  alterations.  Eleven  violations  of  the  Wet- 
lands Protection  Act  were  investigated. 

This  year  the  Commission  voted  to  require  that  a  Notice 
of  Intent  filing  include  plans  drawn  by  a  registered  profes-

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sional  engineer.  We  feel  that  this  will  give  us  more  accurate 
data  on  which  to  base  our  decisions  and  will  help  insure  that 
work  is  completed  in  compliance  with  Orders  of  Conditions. 

Recently  the  Conservation  Commission  accepted  a  gift 
of  land  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  Greene.  Located  on  Island 
Drive,  Pocasset  (parcel  41  and  a  portion  of  parcel  48)  it  is  ad- 
jacent to  another  parcel  of  town-owned  land  and  is  to  remain 
in  its  natural  state. 

As  in  past  years,  the  Commission  made  it  possible  for  two 
young  men  to  attend  the  Massachusetts  Junior  Conservation 
Camp  during  the  summer.  The  enthusiasm  expressed  by 
these  young  people  and  those  who  have  attended  the  camp 
in  the  past,  annually  reassures  us  that  this  is  indeed  a  worth- 
while endeavor. 

In  closing  the  Commission  would  like  to  express  its  ap- 
preciation to  the  Selectmen,  the  other  Town  boards  and  the 
people  of  the  Town  of  Bourne  for  their  continued  support  of 
our  efforts  to  plan  for  an  environmentally  sound  future  for 
the  Town.

Report  of  the  Recreation  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

In  reviewing  the  year  1976,  the  Bourne  Recreation  Com- 
mittee takes  pleasure  in  presenting  its  annual  report. 

The  Committee  has  endeavored  to  maintain  within  the 
limits  of  our  established  budget  a  viable  program  in  lieu  of 
rising  costs  and  increases  in  the  number  of  participants  in 
all  program  areas.  This  endeavor  covers  the  areas  of  Baseball, 
Softball,  Kickball,  Volleyball,  Youth  Hockey,  Recreational  and 
Figure  Skating,  Tennis,  and  our  annual  Fourth  of  July  Cele- 
bration. We  have  also  been  able  to  introduce  a  Summer  Bas- 
ketball Program  and  a  Halloween  Activity  designed  to  provide 
a  positive  outlet  for  children  on  a  day  infamous  for  its  many 
and  varied  problems.

The  Board  of  Health  herein  submits  its  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1976. 

The  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  is  still  the  main  concern  of  the  Board  of  Health.

The  Bourne  Board  of  Health  held  regular  meetings 
monthly  throughout  the  year.  Six  special  meetings  were  called 
to  take  care  of  emergency  health  matters.  All  health  regu- 
lations proposed  and  approved  by  the  Board  were  published 
in  the  local  paper. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy-one  dogs  were  inoculated 
during  the  annual  rabies  clinic.  The  efforts  of  the  Bourne 
Lion's  Club,  Bourne  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  Bourne 
Fire  Department  and  the  Board  of  Health  made  this  a  well- 
organized  and  successfully-run  clinic. 

The  Falmouth  Nursing  Association  continued  to  hold  its 
"Well  Baby  Clinic"  monthly  at  the  Community  Building  for 
families  in  Bourne. 

The  Health  Agent  handled  the  follow-up  on  the  glau- 
coma eye  clinic  which  the  Bourne  Lion's  Club  sponsored. 

With  the  help  of  Mrs.  Janet  Negus,  R.N.,  Flu  Coordinator 
for  Barnstable  County,  three  clinics  were  held;  and  over  1,700 
citizens  of  the  Town  were  inoculated  with  the  combined  flu 
vaccine. 

There  were  nine  cases  of  communicable  diseases  reported 
to  the  Board  of  Health  this  year.  This  was  a  decrease  of  20% 
from  the  previous  year.  All  cases  were  reported  to  the  State 
Health  Department  and  were  followed  up  by  this  office. 

There  have  been  167  general  complaints  reported  to  this 
office  which  were  investigated  by  the  Health  Agent  and  re- 
solved. There  was  a  decrease  in  refuse  and  garbage  com- 
plaints. 

Fewer  re-inspections  of  food  establishments  were  made 
during  1976  than  in  1975.  This  indicated  that  the  restaurants 
are  correcting  the  few,  minor  violations  found  during  previ- 
ous inspections  faster  than  they  did  in  the  past. 

With  the  summer  help  a  water  program  was  initiated 
throughout  the  Town  which  included  water  samples  taken 
from  beaches,  fishing  areas,  and  wells  on  a  weekly  basis.  A 
report  was  made  comparing  these  tests.  Any  increase  within 
the  week,  other  samples  were  taken.  The  report  showed  that 
throughout  the  Town  we  kept  within  the  limits  of  State 
requirements. 

In  May  the  Board  members  and  Agent  attended  a  course 
on  the  responsibilities  of  the  local  Board  of  Health  sponsored 
by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  held  in 
Lakeville,  Massachusetts.  We  found  this  very  enlightening, 
and  many  questions  were  answered.  This  will  help  us  oper- 
ate a  more  efficient  Board  of  Health  to  handle  the  many 
health  matters  of  the  Town. 
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There  were  more  septic  system  permits  for  new  homes 
issued  in  1976  than  in  1975;  therefore,  more  percolation  tests 
were  performed. 

Fifty-five  house  inspections  were  made  by  the  Health 
Agent  to  bring  the  homes  up  to  the  standards  of  Article  II 
of  the  State  Sanitary  Code.  This  was  a  decrease  in  number 
from  last  year. 

Over  25  different  types  of  licenses  are  issued  by  the 
Board;  over  29  different  types  of  inspections  are  made  by  the 
Health  Agent.  Any  violations  found  during  the  inspections 
are  subsequently  corrected. 

The  Health  Agent  attended  a  professional  workshop  on 
sewage  disposal  in  unsewered  areas  held  at  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  University  in  North  Dartmouth  commencing 
on  November  9  and  ending  December  14.  He  has  received 
certification  as  the  result  of  this  participation.  The  material 
learned  will  be  a  great  help  to  the  Board  when  in  the  next 
couple  of  months  the  Board's  responsibility  will  increase  from 
2,000  gallons  to  15,000  gallons  per  day  of  sewage  waste. 

The  Board  of  Health  wishes,  at  this  time,  to  extend  its 
thanks  to  the  citizens  of  Bourne,  the  many  Town  depart- 
ments, and  to  the  Barnstable  County  Health  Department  for 
their  excellent  cooperation  and  substantial  contributions 
during  1976.

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Reporl  of  the  Council  on  Aging 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

Top  priorities  of  the  Bourne  Council  on  Aging  for  this 
past  year  were  the  implementation  of  new  programs  and 
expansion  of  services.  An  urgently  needed  program  was  the 
delivery  of  meals  to  the  homebound  either  for  a  short  span 
of  time  or  a  lengthier  period  in  an  endeavor  to  keep  the 
senior  from  unnecessary  institutionalization.  A  pilot  pro- 
gram, Meals-on-Wheels,  was  initiated  June,  1976  funded  by 
a  $2,000  grant  from  the  Department  of  Elder  Affairs  and 
restricted  to  ten  meals  per  day,  three  days  per  week.  The 
program  gained  momentum  and  at  the  present  time,  meals 
are  being  delivered  to  fifteen  seniors  with  a  number  of  meals 
wholly  or  partially  subsidized.  Although  the  steering  com- 
mittee predicts  a  demand  of  twenty  to  thirty  meals  per  day 
in  the  not  too  distant  future,  the  many  problems  to  be  sur- 
mounted will  adversely  affect  expansion. 

The  minibus  with  volunteer  drivers  transported  1,237 
seniors  travelling  a  total  of  11,617  miles  at  a  cost  of  $1,479.54 
for  the  year.  The  van  is  maintained  and  operated  through 
donations  to  the  Minibus  Fund.  Privately  owned  cars  pro- 
vided transportation  to  84  seniors  on  occasions  when  the  bus 
was  not  available  or  when  the  senior  was  unable  for  health 
reasons  to  negotiate  the  steps  of  the  bus. 

Programs  have  expanded  with  more  and  more  seniors 
participating.  Arts  classes  reflected  a  total  of  265  in  attend- 
ance and  the  crafts  class,  345.  These  classes  displayed  their 
accomplishments  before  a  capacity  crowd  at  the  annual 
Arts  and  Crafts  Exhibit  held  on  April  27,  1976. 

The  Choral  Group  recorded  an  attendance  of  1,220  sen- 
iors. A  popular  group,  they  were  invited  to  entertain  at 
various  functions.  In  December  1976,  the  group  held  their 
first  musical,  "Cabaret",  under  the  auspices  of  the  Bourne 
Senior  Citizens  Association,  Inc.  The  Minibus  Fund  was  en- 
riched by  $300  from  the  proceeds  of  this  very  successful 
production.  The  Old  Tyme  Dance  Group  listed  a  total  of 
411  and  they,  too,  have  performed  to  interested  audiences. 

An  unofficial  census  on  senior  citizens  residing  in  Bourne 
reflected  a  total  of  2,088.  This  figure  does  not  include  nursing 
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home  residents  or  summer  population.  The  census  revealed 
592  women  versus  330  men  live  alone  and  maintain  their 
own  homes.  Reassurance  calls  have  increased  to  the  pres- 
ent level  of  26  calls  daily.  These  reassurance  calls  enables 
the  council  staff  to  maintain  touch  with  the  more  vulnerable 
elderly. 

In  honor  and  appreciation  of  the  many  services  per- 
formed by  volunteers,  Certificates  of  Appreciation  were  pre- 
sented on  behalf  of  the  Council  on  Aging  at  the  Bourne 
Senior  Citizens  Association,  Inc.  combined  business  meeting 
and  sandwich  luncheon  held  on  December  8,  1976  at  Crain 
Hall,  Bourne.  Selectmen  Jerry  Cahir  made  the  presentations 
to  69  volunteers  before  approximately  200  guests  and  mem- 
bers. The  council  members,  staff,  seniors  of  Bourne  and 
myself  are  truly  indebted  to  these  dedicated,  hard  working 
volunteers  who  so  willingly  give  of  their  time  and  effort  to 
help  the  elders. 

Goals  for  the  coming  year  are  focused  on  new  programs 
such  as  Friendly  Visits,  Outreach,  expansion  of  meals  on 
wheels  program  and  the  acquisition  of  a  van  equipped  with 
hydraulic  lift  for  the  more  fragile  elders  and  the  handi- 
capped who  are  unable  to  use  the  regular  van.

The  Bourne  Personnel  Board  had  eleven  (11)  meetings 
during  1976. 

The  Bourne  Personnel  Board  is  glad  to  report  that  a 
great  deal  of  progress  has  been  realized  within  the  depart- 
ment during  this  past  year,  despite  some  resignations,  and 
the  sudden  passing  of  Mr.  Timothy  O'Neil,  who  had  proved 
to  be  a  most  active  and  valued  member  of  the  Board. 

The  Personnel  Board  accepted  with  regret  the  resig- 
nation of  Dr.  Ricker,  Mrs.  Lita  Gasper,  and  Chairman,  Mr. 
Dean  Kenney,  all  had  given  of  their  busy  time  and  effort 
toward  establishing  a  firmer  reconstruction  of  the  Bourne 
Personnel  Office,  helping  to  instigate  changes  in  procedures 
which  have  proved  to  be  of  benefit  to  Town  of  Bourne  em- 
ployees, as  well  as  to  the  Personnel  Board. 

The  Personnel  Board  is  pleased  to  welcome  the  new  mem- 
bers appointed  during  the  past  months,  all  of  whom  are  of 
a  highly  qualified  background.  They  are  Mr.  Charles  Jolliffe, 
of  Little  Bay,  Mr.  Edwin  Miller  of  Pocasset,  Mr.  Larry  Gray 
of  Buzzards  Bay,  Col.  Edward  Nunn  of  Pocasset. 

Mr.  John  Hickey  of  Hickey  Electric  Company,  Buzzards 
Bay,  was  elected  to  be  the  new  Chairman  of  the  Board,  and 
Mr.  Edwin  Miller,  Vice-Chairman. 

Many  employee  requests  presented  to  the  Board  this  past 
year  were  considered,  and  many  resolved  to  the  satisfaction 
of  all,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Selectmen  and  their 
recommendations  during  scheduled  meetings.  Some  of  the 
requested  action  was  a  6%  raise  on  base  salary  requested 
by  the  Employees'  Association  which  was  granted.

Report  of  the 
Bourne  Bicentennial  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Bourne  Bicentennial  Commission  hereby  submits 
their  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1976. 

The  major  event  of  this  town's  bicentennial  celebration 
was  the  'Bicentennial  Week',  which  ran  from  Saturday, 
March  27  through  Sunday,  April  4.  During  this  week,  which 
was  set  aside  to  commemorate  the  separation  of  the  town 
of  Bourne  from  the  town  of  Sandwich,  there  was  active 
participation  from  the  schools,  libraries,  churches,  and  vari- 
ous town  organizations.  The  Community  Building  became 
headquarters  of  this  Commission,  and  made  available  vari- 
ous displays  of  local  history  and  bicentennial  events.  The 
Bourne  Council  on  Aging  actively  participated  in  events 
held  during  the  week,  while  at  the  same  time  teachers  in  all 
of  the  schools  spent  a  good  deal  of  time  on  local  history  and 
folklore.  This  week-long  celebration  came  to  a  conclusion 
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with  a  Bicentennial  Parade  which  attracted  18th  century 
units  from  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut  as  well  as  Massa- 
chusetts. These  participants  were  given  a  box  lunch  at  the 
Scenic  Park,  which  was  supplied  by  this  commission,  and 
abley  distributed  by  the  Bourne  Civil  Defense  unit.  It  was 
a  memorable  week  for  this  town's  contribution  to  the  nation's 
celebration. 

The  town  has  been  represented  by  a  member  of  this 
commission  at  all  bicentennial  functions  that  took  place 
throughout  the  Cape.  Members  have  actively  participated 
in  an  18th  century  fashion  show  which  was  extremely  suc- 
cessful in  Bourne,  Sandwich,  Barnstable,  Osterville,  Yar- 
mouth and  Wareham. 

The  commission  presented  the  high  school  with  a  series 
of  booklets  explaining  the  functions  of  each  of  the  branches 
of  government.  The  Coady  Jr.  High  and  Lyle  Jr.  High  were 
presented  with  a  supplemental  text  for  their  history  depart- 
ments. The  remaining  bicentennial  dolls  were  donated  at 
Christmas  time  to  St.  Mary's  orphange  in  New  Bedford. 

The  year  1976  has  been  one  of  tireless  effort  from  each 
of  the  members  of  this  commission  who  deserve  a  special 
'thank  you'  for  their  individual  contributions  to  Bourne's 
celebration  of  this  nation's  200th  birthday  party.

Report  of  the  Director  of  Civil  Defense 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Director  of  Civil  Defense  would  like  to  thank  the 
Selectmen,  the  town  hall  staff,  the  Supervisors  of  the  Police 
Department,  Fire  Department,  the  Department  of  Natural 
Resources,  the  Highway  Department,  Tree  Department  and 
the  men  of  these  Departments  for  their  part  in  making 
Civil  Defense  an  asset  to  the  Town  of  Bourne. 
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We  are  thankful  that  we  had  no  life  taking  disasters. 
We  were  on  duty  the  night  of  Hurricane  Belle  and  had 
refugees  in  the  Community  Building,  the  Armory,  and  also 
housed  at  Otis  Air  Force  Base.  These  people  were  fed  by  the 
canteen  of  the  Canal  Standbys,  a  unit  of  Civil  Defense.  The 
Canteen  also  answered  two  mutual  aid  calls. 

The  Underwater  Recovery  Unit  proved  its  worth  by  as- 
sisting the  Police  Department  in  an  assignment.  They  also 
assisted  the  Coast  Guard  by  diving  on  the  scene  of  the  Tug 
"Eileen  C"  in  search  of  the  missing  crewman. 

The  Civil  Defense  amphibious  vehicle  answered  two  calls 
to  evacuate  people  on  the  low  lying  shores  during  plus  tides 
and  coastal  storms. 

Civil  Defense  assisted  the  State  Police  at  the  time  of  the 
heat  problem  on  Route  3  by  supplying  water  to  stranded 
motorists. 

The  Surplus  Property  received  this  year  consisted  of  a 
2y2  ton  truck  and  a  500  gallon  water  trailer.  The  trailer  is 
now  assigned  to  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources.  In 
addition  to  the  truck  and  trailer,  we  have  a  10  K.W.  gener- 
ator on  standby  at  the  Fire  Station;  a  10  K.W.  generator 
trailer  mounted,  located  at  the  Civil  Defense  shed  with  the 
D.U.K.  and  a  high  pressure  steam  jenny  for  equipment  main- 
tenance assigned  to  the  Highway  Department. 

We  were  able  to  partly  change  our  emergency  operating 
center  over  to  F.M.  radio  from  the  present  A.M.  which  is 
being  phased  out.

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Report  of  the  Historic  Commission 


This  Commission  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  of  the 
Town  of  Bourne  in  accordance  with  the  State  Law  and  has 
been  working  toward  that  goal  of  historic  preservation;  the 
raising  of  funds  and  grants  of  monies  from  federal,  state 
or  other  governmental  bodies,  with  the  ultimate  goal  of  a 
permanent  museum  in  Bourne.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Com- 
mission to  work  in  co-operation  with  other  groups  historic- 
ally oriented  in  achieving  this  goal,  and  also  to  publish  his- 
torical works  of  significant  intent  to  our  area  and  it's  history. 

Our  main  project  for  1976  was  reprinting  of  an  old  book, 
first  printed  in  1903,  by  Ezra  Perry,  "A  Trip  Around  Buzzards 
Bay  Shores".  Mr.  Perry  lived  in  Monument  Beach,  he  was 
the  author  of  two  other  books.  He  was  also  in  the  real  estate 
business,  having  an  office  on  State  Street  in  Boston.  Perry's 
book  is  sort  of  a  tour  through  New  Bedford,  Fairhaven,  Mat- 
tapoisett,  Marion,  Wareham,  Bourne  and  it's  several  villages, 
Falmouth  and  Woods  Hole.  The  historical  reference  where 
possible  has  been  up-dated  as  much  as  possible. 

The  book  was  published  by  William  Sullwold  of  Taunton, 
contains  384  pages  with  over  400  pictures.  The  printing  of 
the  book  was  delayed.  It  was  the  last  of  August  before  the 
Commission  received  the  books  and  by  that  time  many  of 
our  summer  visitors  were  thinking  about  going  hack  to  the 
city.  However,  over  500  books  have  been  sold. 

Bourne  applied  for  Federal  Funds  to  convert  the  Old 
Legion  Building  into  a  School  administration  building,  which 
included  a  fire  proof  room  for  the  Commission.  However, 
this  application  was  denied. 

The  Commission  has  a  large  collection  of  old  pictures  on 
slides,  this  includes  all  the  villages  in  our  town.  We  also 
have  a  good  collection  of  canal  pictures.  These  can  be  made 
available  to  interested  groups.

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Report  of  Bourne  Public  Library 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 
1976  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Jonathan  Bourne  Public 
Library  System.  Patrons,  more  than  ever,  are  aware  of  the 
fact  that  the  Library  is  not  only  a  place  where  all  types  of 
literature  may  be  obtained,  but  is  also  a  depository  for  ma- 
terials for  the  visually  handicapped,  films  for  organizations 
and  schools,  and  a  place  where  many  varied  and  interesting 
programs  are  presented. 

LIBRARY  PROGRAMS: 

Early  in  the  year  a  sewing  pattern  and  shopping  coupon 
exchange  was  started.  Patrons  bring  in  sewing  patterns  and 
shopping  coupons  that  they  do  not  wish  to  use  and  exchange 
them  for  those  available  at  the  Main  Library. 

During  the  spring  school  vacation,  a  trip  to  the  Chil- 
dren's Museum  in  Boston  was  sponsored  by  the  Library.  Two 
bus  loads  of  children  accompanied  by  adult  chaperones  rode 
to  Boston  for  a  tour  of  the  Museum  and  later  ate  lunch  at  a 
local  park  overlooking  the  scenic  Boston  skyline.  This  was 
one  of  the  most  successful  programs  of  the  year  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  another  spring  sojourn  will  be  organized  in 
1977. 

The  "Little  Red  Wagon"  (a  children's  theater  group) 
paid  a  summer  visit  and  presented  a  program  of  song,  pup- 
petry, and  skits  for  our  younger  patrons.  A  good  time  was 
had  by  all  and  the  group  is  expected  back. 

In  keeping  with  the  Bicentennial  spirit,  the  Friends  of 
the  Library  sponsored  the  Library's  annual  booksale  on  the 
front  lawn  of  the  Main  Library.  While  patrons  browsed 
freely  among  the  selection  of  used  books,  they  were  able  to 
view  the  "tall  ships"  as  they  made  their  way  up  the  canal. 
The  Buzzards  Bay  Branch  Library  also  held  a  birthday  party 
in  honor  of  Jonathan  Bourne.  Local  residents  displayed  relics 
of  Bourne's  past  and  refreshments  were  served  by  the  Li- 
brary staff. 

Participants  in  the  summer  reading  game  were  treated 
to  a  production  of  the  "Wizard  of  Oz"  at  the  Cape  Cod  Melody 
Tent  in  Hyannis.  The  summer  reading  game  continues  to  be 
our  most  successful  summer  program  and  insures  that  the 
Library's  children's  room  collection  is  heavily  used  during 
the  summer  months. 
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The  Christmas  Season  brought  with  it  a  return  of  the 
"Mimsy  Puppets"  and,  as  in  the  past,  an  excellent  time  was 
had  by  all  those  who  braved  our  first  snow  storm  of  the 
year  to  view  and  participate  in  an  afternoon  of  puppetry. 

The  Tuesday  morning  Adult  Roundtable  Program  and 
Children's  Story  Hour  continued  to  attract  many  to  the  Li- 
brary. Have  you  ever  wanted  to  learn  more  about  first  aid, 
houseplants,  interior  decorating,  gardening,  etc  .  .  .  ?  You 
can  at  your  Public  Library.  Under  the  able  direction  of 
Mrs.  Mary  E.  Ellis  and  now  Mrs.  Susan  Cobb,  you  can  by 
coming  to  any  one  of  the  Tuesday  morning  programs. 

BRANCHES: 

The  Branch  Libraries  had  a  very  active  year.  The  spon- 
sored book  sales,  programs,  and  many  other  activities.  Some 
of  the  highlights  were: 

Branch  Librarian  Mrs.  Alice  M.  Gibbs  retired  after  over 
fourteen  years  of  dedicated  library  service  in  Buzzards  Bay. 
A  reception  was  held  in  her  honor  at  which  representatives 
from  other  Town  departments  and  patrons  of  the  Branch 
presented  Mrs.  Gibbs  with  tokens  of  their  appreciation.  She 
will  be  missed  by  all.  She  has  been  replaced  by  another 
experienced  librarian  who  is  currently  doing  well  at  this, 
our  busiest  branch.  She  is  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Ellis,  formerly  Refer- 
ence Assistant  and  Publicist  at  the  Main  Library.  She  has 
been  replaced  by  another  well  qualified  librarian.  Mrs.  Susan 
Cobb,  a  former  Library  CETA  worker,  brings  with  her  many 
years  of  professional  library  experience. 

The  Sagamore  Branch  Library  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  M.  Elizabeth  Ellis  conducted  a  very  successful  summer 
arts  &  crafts  program  for  youngsters.  Mrs.  Mabel  Rigazio 
and  Mrs.  Ruth  Sobelewski  were  the  instructors  and  a  special 
thanks  goes  out  to  them  for  volunteering  their  time.  An 
open  house  was  held  during  the  spring  at  which  participants 
were  given  a  history  of  Sagamore  written  by  the  late  Mrs. 
Geneva  Eldridge  of  Sagamore  and  had  a  chance  to  get  to 
know  the  Library  and  each  other  a  bit  more. 

The  Pocasset  Branch,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Doris 
W.  Landers,  sponsored  a  testimonial  in  honor  of  the  late 
Mr.  Fred  Alexander,  a  well  known  resident  of  Pocasset.  At 
this  ceremony  Mr.  Leo  Dauwer  presented  an  autographed 
copy  of  his  new  book  I  Remember  Southie  to  Mrs.  Landers 
in  memory  of  Mr.  Alexander.  Mr.  Dauwer  was  appreciative 
of  the  help  that  Mr.  Alexander  had  given  him  while  doing 
research  for  the  book. 
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HOMEBOUND  PROGRAM: 

The  Homebound  Program,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Leslie  Morrissey,  continued  to  expand.  This  service  provides 
materials  to  physically  handicapped  people  of  all  ages.  Page 
turners,  talking  book  machines,  and  magnifiers  are  among 
some  of  the  equipment  available  to  patrons.  Books  and  other 
Library  materials  are  also  delivered  to  nursing  homes,  and 
the  residences  of  people  who  are  unable  to  travel  to  any  of 
the  Library  facilities.  A  special  thank  you  goes  out  to  the 
Bourne  Lion's  Club  and  Bourne  Junior  Women's  Club  for 
their  generous  donations  for  the  purchase  of  large  print 
books.  These  are  books  printed  in  large  type  for  people 
with  vision  problems  and  continue  to  be  the  single  most 
appreciated  item  in  the  Homebound  Program.  It  is  antici- 
pated that  the  Library  may  receive  more  federal  financial 
assistance  in  support  of  this  vital  service. 

TRUSTEES: 

Mr.  Harold  R.  MacDonald  completed  his  tenth  consecu- 
tive term  as  Library  Trustee  and  is  now  retired  from  the 
Board.  His  valuable  assistance  and  sincere  interest  in  the 
Library  has  kept  it  in  tune  with  the  times  and  his  absence 
will  be  noticed  by  all. 

As  the  year  comes  to  an  end,  the  most  important  ques- 
tion facing  the  Library  is  how  to  expand  for  the  future?  It 
is  expected  that  the  Library  will  run  out  of  shelf  space  at 
the  end  of  the  summer  of  1977.  At  this  time,  great  quantities 
of  books  are  returned  by  summer  patrons.  These  items  in 
conjunction  with  ones  newly  acquired  to  meet  the  demands 
of  an  ever  increasing  clientele,  will  completely  fill  the  shelves. 
Since  the  Library  first  opened  its  doors  in  1896,  there  has 
been  no  allowance  for  future  growth.  The  Library  has  in- 
creased services  to  patrons  over  the  years,  but  has  not  in- 
creased its  capacity  to  house  these  services.  1977  must  be  a 
year  to  plan  for  the  future.  Concrete  proposals  must  be 
formulated  and  acted  upon  if  the  Library  is  to  keep  pace 
with  what  its  patrons  expect  of  it. 

In  conclusion,  a  special  thank  you  is  extended  to  all 
Library  personnel,  town  officials,  and  patrons  for  making 
this  year  a  fruitful  and  productive  one.

The  Council  on  Aging  continue  to  utilize  the  Building 
for  their  Headquarters.  This  helps  to  make  the  building  a 
place  that  is  utilized  by  all  citizens  in  the  Town  of  Bourne, 
regardless  of  age.  Activities  sponsored  by  the  Council  on 
Aging  include,  Sing-a-Longs,  Art  Classes,  Craft  Classes,  Card 
Parties,  Health  Counseling,  Old  Tyme  Group  Dancing,  the 
Mini-Bus,  and  the  Meals  on  Wheels  program.  All  persons 
wishing  to  drop  into  the  Council  Office  are  always  welcome. 

Organizations  presently  using  the  Community  Building 
for  meeting  purposes  are:  Pocohontas,  Bourne  Mother's  Club, 
A.A.R.P.,  Girl  Scouts,  Plymouth  Council  Girl  Scout  Leaders, 
Bourne  Youth  Hockey,  N.A.R.F.E.,  R.S.V.P.,  Council  on  Aging, 
Bourne  Citizens  Advisory  Group,  Bourne  Little  League,  and 
Bourne  Pony  League. 

Community  Service  Programs  using  the  facilities  are: 
Transcendental  Meditation,  Well  Baby  Clinic,  Christmas  Pa- 
rade, Social  Security  Information,  and  Social  Security  Re- 
view Board. 

Activities  held  at  the  building  this  year  are:  Rug  Hook- 
ing Classes,  Men's  Volley  Ball,  Line  Dancing  Classes,  Whist 
Parties  every  Saturday  evening,  Bourne-Wareham  Art  Show, 
and  the  Christmas  Bazaar.

Report  of  the  Christmas  Lighting  Committee

The  Christmas  Lighting  Committee  is  pleased  to  submit 
this  report  of  its  activities  for  1976. 

In  this  bicentennial  year  the  Committee  did  its  utmost 
to  assure  the  best  Christmas  Lighting  display  possible  for 
our  citizens  and  out  of  town  visitors.  We  feel  we  were  suc- 
cessful in  attaining  this  goal. 

The  Christmas  lighting  ceremony  was  held  as  scheduled 
on  December  9  at  the  town  hall.  Mr.  Clayton  Campbell, 
former  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  present  school  com- 
mittee member,  served  as  Master  of  Ceremonies.  The  Rever- 
end Calvin  Harris  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Pocasset 
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expressed  the  true  spirit  of  Christmas  with  his  invocation 
and  benediction.  The  annual  Christmas  message  was  de- 
livered by  Jeremiah  Cahir,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. Mary  Consoni,  homecoming  queen,  with  all  of  the 
pomp  and  circumstance  of  a  true  queen,  had  the  honor  of 
officially  lighting  the  Christmas  lights  throughout  the  town. 

Musical  accompaniment  for  the  lighting  ceremony  was 
provided  by  the  Bourne  High  School  Band  under  the  direc- 
tion of  John  Salerno.  The  Bourne  Chorus  were  cheerful 
carolers  under  the  direction  of  Robert  Frazier,  accompanied 
by  Joan  Coggeshall.  Santa  Claus  himself  was  quite  busy,  so 
he  sent  his  helper,  Robert  Swift  of  Sagamore  Beach,  but 
don't  tell  the  kids! 

The  committee  extends  its  deepest  appreciation  to  Louis 
Pellegrini,  Highway  Surveyor,  who  so  ably  budgeted  the  time 
of  his  personnel  to  aid  in  the  installation  of  the  Christmas 
lights  and  displays.  Without  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Pellegrini  and 
his  department  the  installation  and  removal  of  the  lights 
and  displays  would  be  much  more  costly  to  the  town.  Special 
thanks  and  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  students  at  the 
Upper  Cape  Cod  Vocational-Technical  School  for  their  con- 
tributions to  the  lighting  program,  and  to  George  Handy, 
Tree  Warden.

Because  of  good  foresight  and  planning  in  the  past,  the 
present  lighting  display  is  worth  in  excess  of  $10,000  by  our 
estimate.  This  year  we  were  confronted  with  an  unexpected 
25%  increase  in  the  cost  of  lightbulbs.  The  cost  of  electric 
service  has  increased  substantially.  In  order  to  continue  the 
same  quality  of  Christmas  lighting  in  the  future,  a  budget 
increase  will  be  necessary  and  unavoidable.  However,  we 
shall  continue  to  provide  the  town  with  the  highest  quality 
lighting  display  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  to  the  taxpayers. 

Finally,  we  would  like  to  extend  our  warmest  appreci- 
ation to  the  many  individuals  and  departments  who  worked 
so  diligently  to  make  the  1976  Christmas  lighting  display  a 
success.

Since  January,  1976,  students  at  the  Upper  Cape  Cod  Re- 
gional School  have  been  busy  as  usual  working  on  numerous 
community  and  church  projects  throughout  the  five-town  dis- 
trict. This  is  excellent  work  not  only  because  of  the  actual 
job  experience  but  because  of  the  fact  that  the  materials  used 
for  this  training  are  paid  for  by  others  which  helps  to  lower 
cost  of  instructional  materials  used  by  the  school. 

These  projects  included  Bourne  Police  and  Fire  Stations; 
Aptucxet  Trading  Post;  North  Falmouth  Congregational 
Church;  East  End  Meeting  House  Parsonage,  Hatchville; 
Wareham  Water  Department;  Barnstable  County  Hospital; 
building  of  aluminum  siren  towers  for  the  Sandwich  Fire 
Department;  recreation  complex  at  Wakeby  Pond,  Sandwich; 
to  name  but  a  few.  In  September  work  started  on  the  build- 
ing of  a  new  parsonage  for  the  Swift  Memorial  Church  in 
Sagamore. 

Within  the  school,  students  cook  and  serve  meals  three 
days  a  week  to  senior  citizens  from  Bourne,  Falmouth,  Sand- 
wich, and  Wareham  on  a  rotating  schedule.  The  students 
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have  completed  the  gym  equipment  storage  addition  and  are 
building  a  new  classrooom  within  the  Electronics  laboratory 
to  be  used  as  a  related  classroom.  The  former  Electronics 
related  classroom  will  become  an  academic  classroom.  In  the 
spring  students  will  begin  the  installation  of  piping  to  ex- 
pand our  irrigation  system  to  the  front  and  left  side  of  the 
building.  All  playing  fields  are  now  covered  by  this  irrigation 
systems  which  is  fed  by  our  own  well.  Our  students  also  do 
all  major  building  repairs  on  our  physical  plant  and  the  com- 
plete maintenance  on  four  school  buses,  three  station  wagons, 
a  van,  three  pick-up  trucks,  one  large  combination  sander- 
snow  plow,  and  two  tractors  used  for  grounds  maintenance.  All 
of  the  trucks  except  the  snow  plow  were  obtained  at  differ- 
ent times  from  the  Federal  Government  and  were  recon- 
ditioned in  our  shops. 

Of  the  118  students  graduating  in  June,  1976,  81  are 
working  in  their  trade  or  related  fields;  15  are  in  the  service; 
11  are  attending  colleges  or  advanced  technical  schools;  and 
11  are  unavailable  for  employment.  A  few  years  ago  a  scho- 
larship fund  was  started  through  coutributions  from  in- 
terested persons  and  organizations  and  fund-raising  pro- 
jects such  as  an  annual  auction.  This  fund  provides  a  scho- 
larship for  each  student  going  on  to  school  and  an  award  in 
the  form  of  tools  of  the  trade  to  the  top  student  in  each  shop 
area. 

In  August,  1976,  twenty-one  students  were  graduated 
from  the  48-week  practical  nursing  program.  These  students 
are  presently  working  in  the  area  hospitals  and  nursing 
homes. 

The  Regional  School  District,  in  the  way  of  financial 
assistance  in  1976,  received  $498,307.00  representing  the  50 
percent  reimbursement  of  net  operating  expense  for  1974- 
1975.  Also  received  was  $94,217.00  for  transportation  reim- 
bursement for  1974-1975;  a  library  grant  of  $424.15;  and 
$15,718.21  under  PL  81-874  for  federally  connected  pupils. 

Additional  aid  under  Chapter  71,  Section  16D,  is  now 
based  on  the  amount  each  town  contributes  to  the  district 
and  is  paid  directly  to  the  district.  This  year  the  regional 
school  district  is  entitled  to  receive  $81,587.00.  At  the  present 
time  this  aid  will  be  distributed  at  a  proportion  of  79.56  per- 
cent, and  it  is  not  expected  that  an  additional  appropriation 
will  be  funded  for  this  deficiency. 
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We  are  grateful  to  Tobey  Hospital,  Jordan  Hospital, 
Falmouth  Hospital,  the  Cape  Cod  Nursing  Home,  and  the 
Plymouth  Community  Nurse  Association  for  providing  the 
externship  for  our  Practical  Nursing  and  Health  Careers 
programs.  I  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  and 
thanks  to  all  the  town  officials  and  school  personnel  in  our 
district,  to  my  fellow  school  district  committee  and  advisory 
board  members,  and  to  our  own  school  staff  and  faculty  for 
their  interest,  cooperation,  and  help  during  1976.

SHELLFISH  PROPAGATION  AND  MANAGEMENT 
Quahogs: 

Built  and  placed  three  10'  x  12'  rafts  into  Eel  Pond  for 
raising  seed  quahogs.  The  rafts  were  stocked  with  150,000 
seed  quahogs  purchased  from  hatcheries.  The  young  seed, 
at  the  time  of  purchase  were  Ye-1/*  inch  in  size  and  are  con-

Department  of  Natural  Resources 
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tained  in  the  rafts  until  they  grow  to  1  inch  at  which  time 
they  are  transplanted  into  towns  shellfish  areas  to  supple- 
ment the  natural  stock.  One  raft  containing  50,000  seed  were 
transplanted  this  fall  to  Little  Bay,  Monument  Beach.  The 
seed  in  the  remaining  two  rafts  has  not  grown  to  the  re- 
quired 1  inch  and  therefore  will  not  be  transplanted  until  the 
fall  of  1977.  Additional  rafts  will  be  built  and  stocked  this 
spring. 

Oysters: 

350  bushel  of  oysters  were  purchased  and  transplanted 
to  the  three  oyster  beds.  The  beds  were  opened  for  harvesting 
on  the  1st  Sunday  of  November  and  closed  on  December  26th 
at  which  time  they  will  be  restocked  for  next  year.  Approxi- 
mately 20,00  cultch  strings  made  up  with  scallop  shells  and 
old  garden  hose  were  placed  at  Amrita  Island.  In  addition 
to  the  strings,  several  cultch  bags  made  with  nylon  netting 
and  filled  with  shells  were  placed  at  Amrita  and  Barlows 
River.  The  strings  caught  a  good  set  of  oyster  spat  but  the 
nylon  bags  were  not  so  successful.  The  spat  that  is  caught 
on  the  strings  is  transferred  to  the  oyster  farm  at  Barlows 
River  to  build  up  the  brood  stock  that  will  eventually  produce 
increased  spawning. 

Soft  Shell  Clams: 

Most  of  the  Clam  Flats  were  opened  on  November  3,  after 
a  two  year  closure.  Although  the  benefits  derived  from  the 
closure  were  not  spectacular  as  I  had  hoped,  the  overall  clam 
population  has  definitely  improved  over  the  two  year  closure. 
Several  areas  now  have  good  sets  of  seed  clams  that  were  not 
evident  when  the  flats  were  closed,  therefore;  the  future  of 
the  soft  shells  now  looks  more  promising  than  it  did  two 
years  ago.  Lewis  Point,  at  Buttermilk  Bay,  will  remain  closed 
for  the  purpose  of  protecting  an  abundance  of  seed.  We  have 
120  one  inch  clams  per  square  foot  on  the  point  and  have 
transplanted  some  of  this  stock  to  other  areas.  This  trans- 
planting program  will  continue  early  this  spring  when  wea- 
ther conditions  permit.  The  Canadian  Geese  continue  to  be 
a  problem  on  the  flats  and  in  an  attempt  to  keep  them  off 
the  seed  areas,  we  have  placed  several  hundred  stakes  with 
nylon  fishing  line. 

Status  of  Oil  Spill: 

The  damaging  effect  of  the  oil  spill  that  occurred  on 
October  10, 1974  is  still  very  evident.  Our  most  popular  family 
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shellfish  area  of  Winsor  Cove  remains  closed  to  the  taking  of 
all  shellfish,  except  scallops  during  the  open  season.  The  west 
side  of  Bassetts  Island  is  also  still  closed.  The  oil  at  Winsor 
is  still  very  evident  in  the  roots  of  the  thick  sedge  grass  and 
it  does  not  appear  to  be  flushing  out  with  the  change  of  tides. 
The  State  Public  Health  Agents  tell  me  that  as  long  as  oil  is 
evident  in  the  area,  that  it  must  remain  closed.  My  obser- 
vations are  that  there  is  as  much  oil  in  the  area  now  as  there 
was  two  years  ago,  and  therefore,  it  looks  as  though  it  will 
remain  closed  for  an  extended  period. 

Shellfish  Management: 

The  amount  of  shellfish  to  be  harvested  is  dictated  by 
the  availability  of  the  standing  crop  and  must  be  regulated 
accordingly.  Therefore,  when  the  Clam  Flats  were  opened 
this  year,  we  stipulated  that  the  weekly  bag  limit  would  be 
cut  down  to  1  peck  per  week  and  clams  to  be  harvested  on 
Sat.  -  Sun.  -  Wed.  only.  Previous  to  the  closure,  the  limit  was 
1  bushel  per  week  and  they  could  be  taken  4  days  a  week. 
The  purpose  of  the  more  strenuous  regulations  is  to  relieve 
the  over  digging  pressures.  When  the  regulations  are  set  for 
next  April,  it  is  my  intent  to  recommend  the  same  limitations 
for  quahogs  that  has  been  established  for  soft  shell  clams.

HARBOR  MASTER 


The  patrol  boat  was  manned  throughout  the  summer  10 
hours  per  day,  7  days  per  week.  Numerous  problems  were 
encountered  with  the  boats  running  aground  at  south  end 
of  Bassetts  Island.  Plans  for  dredging  the  channel  were  com- 
pleted and  applications  for  permits  to  numerous  agencies 
were  submitted.  As  of  this  writing,  we  have  received  permit 
approval  from  all  agencies  except  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of 
Engineers  and  this  permit  is  expected  in  the  next  few  weeks. 
The  State  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Wildlife  has  stipulated 
a  condition  that  prohibits  the  dredging  operation  during  the 
waterfowl  nesting  period,  namely  March  1  thru  June  30.  Due 
to  the  restriction  and  the  lateness  of  receipt  of  the  necessary 
permits,  it  appears  that  we  will  not  be  able  to  commence  the 
project  until  July  or  August  and  of  course  this  will  depend  on 
the  ability  of  the  contractor,  once  we  obtain  a  successful  bid.

Nine  of  the  requests  were  denied  with  forty  two  requests 
granted  and  nine  requests  were  withdrawn  without  prejudice 
and  one  decision  is  pending. 

Twenty  four  of  the  decisions  granted  were  subject  to 
conditions  and/or  restrictions  and  nine  were  subject  to  the 
Conservation  Commission.  In  some  cases  the  conditions  were 
the  result  of  suggestions  by  those  attending  the  hearings  or 
by  Board  members. 

The  Board  reviewed  several  Special  Permits  and  a  vari- 
ance which  were  granted  several  years  ago  where  conditions 
imposed  by  the  Board  were  not  being  complied  with.  Before 
these  permits  are  revoked  the  petitioners  are  given  an  op- 
portunity to  correct  the  conditions  to  the  Boards  satisfaction. 

Many  requests  for  information  were  answered  and  the 
Board  of  Appeals  "Rules  and  Procedure"  distributed.  These 
booklets  may  be  obtained  upon  request  from  the  Appeal 
Board  clerk,  Town  Clerk  or  the  Building  Inspector  by  anyone 
in  need  of  filing  for  a  hearing  with  the  Board  of  Appeals.

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Report  of  the  Overall  Economic  Development 
Program  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  Overall  Economic  Develop- 
ment Program  Committee  (OEDP)  is  to  increase  employment 
and  business  opportunities  for  Bourne  residents.  Accordingly 
at  its  monthly  meetings,  the  Committee  has  examined  a 
variety  of  proposals  for  improving  economic  conditions  in 
Bourne.  In  considering  these  proposals,  the  Committee  was 
always  aware  of  the  general  desire  to  avoid  developments 
that  would  make  Bourne  a  less  attractive  place  to  live  in. 

After  careful  study  the  Committee  placed  an  article  in 
the  Warrant  for  the  1976  Annual  Town  Meeting  proposing 
that  Bourne  establish  an  Industrial  Development  Financing 
Authority  (IDFA).  The  proposal  was  approved  by  the  Town 
Meeting  and  Bourne  is  now  able  to  provide  qualified  busi- 
nesses with  assistance  in  financing  expansion.  In  the  wide- 
spread competition  for  more  light  industry,  the  existence  of 
this  IDFA  provides  Bourne  with  an  advantage  over  towns 
that  have  not  established  an  IDFA. 

The  status  of  the  Bourne  OEPD  Committee  has  changed. 
Until  this  year  only  two  towns  on  Cape  Cod  had  qualified  for 
the  financing  of  projects  through  the  Economic  Development 
Administration  (EDA).  Now  all  Barnstable  County  has  been 
designated  as  a  redevelopment  area  by  EDA  and  the  CCPEDC 
acts  as  an  OEDP  for  the  County  as  a  whole.  The  Bourne 
OEDP  committee  will  continue  to  function  in  behalf  of  local 
economic  development.

Department  of  Veterans'  Services 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 


The  present  Massachusetts  Laws  relating  to  the  Veterans 
and  their  dependents  administered  by  the  State,  Local  and 
District  Department  of  Veterans'  Services,  provide  for  two

major  programs.  One  pertains  to  "services",  the  other  to  fi- 
nancial aid  and  assistance  under  "Veterans  Benefits."  The 
purpose  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  is  to  furnish 
such  information,  advice  and  assistance  to  Veterans  and  their 
dependents  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  them  to  procure  the 
benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled  relative  to  employment, 
vocational  and  other  educational  opportunities,  hospitaliza- 
tion, medical  care,  pensions,  and  other  Veterans  benefits.  The 
types  of  benefits  and  services  in  the  field  of  Veterans  Affairs 
is  complex  and  broad  in  scope  and  nature.  These  types  cover 
from  Bonus  matters  to  dental,  pensions,  education,  employ- 
ment, medical,  retirement,  etc.  This  Department  is  involved 
each  year  with  many  of  these  types  of  services.  In  addition 
the  Department  is  fully  involved  in  the  Benefits  program, 
which  is  created  by  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws  as 
amended.  The  greatest  percent  of  time  was  expended  in  the 
services  program.  Changes  in  VA  pensions  this  past  year  and 
suspension  of  the  educational  benefits  for  those  Veterans  who 
have  been  discharged  for  more  than  ten  years  helped  to 
create  a  greater  workload.  The  "benefits"  program  was  low 
again  this  year  due  partly  to  the  Federal  programs  that  are 
available  for  assistance  to  many  applicants. 

Memorial  Day  was  observed  by  conducting  ceremonies 
at  the  various  memorials  throughout  the  township.  This  was 
done  to  help  alleviate  the  tremendous  schedule  that  had 
been  placed  on  the  marching  units  due  to  the  bicentennial 
activities.  It  is  anticipated  that  we  will  go  back  to  a  parade 
this  next  year  to  mark  the  Memorial  Day  exercises. 

A  word  about  the  Selective  Service  System.  The  require- 
ment for  registering  for  Selective  Service  was  completely 
terminated  this  year.  There  is  no  requirement  for  18  year  old 
males  to  register  for  Selective  Service. 

The  Town  of  Bourne  was  honored  this  past  year  by  the 
dedication  of  the  Massachusetts  National  Cemetery  which 
is  located  at  Otis  Air  Force  Base  in  the  Town.  Opening  of 
this  National  Cemetery  is  tentatively  scheduled  for  sometime 
in  1978.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  following  report  is  hereby  submitted  for  this  Depart- 
ment for  the  Calendar  year  1976. 

Manpower 

The  Fire  Department  achieved  its  highest  complement  of 
full  time  Civil  Service  personnel  in  the  year  1976.  It  now 
has  33  full  time  Civil  Service  appointees  assigned.  This  is 
the  highest  number  of  full  time  employees  this  Department 
has  had  in  the  history  of  the  Department.  A  manning  break- 
down of  the  Department  is  as  follows:  one  Fire  Chief,  two 
Deputy  Fire  Chiefs,  four  Lieutenants  and  twenty-six  Fire 
Fighters. 

The  work  schedule  for  all  personnel  except  for  the  Fire 
Chief,  is  a  42  hour  week,  4  days  on,  4  days  off  on  a  rotating 
shift.  These  personnel  are  utilized  on  a  24  hour  day  manning 
of  the  Main  Street  Station  in  Buzzards  Bay  and  at  the  satel- 
lite station  in  Pocasset  and  Sagamore. 

Additionally,  this  Department  is  augmented  by  60  Call 
Firemen.  These  volunters  are  a  dedicated,  highly  trained, 
experienced  group  who  are  an  outstanding  asset  to  the  De- 
partment and  the  Town.  Grateful  thanks  are  extended  to- 
ward each  and  every  call  Fire  Fighter  for  your  untiring 
efforts  in  this  past  year.

The  Department  has  a  study  currently  underway  to 
determine  the  existing  equipment  needs  of  the  Department 
in  hopes  of  forecasting  the  replacement  of  and  updating  of 
equipment. 

New  Program 

In  order  to  place  more  emphasis  on  the  Fire  Prevention 
programs  one  Officer  was  assigned  prime  responsibility  for 
the  Fire  Prevention  Division.  This  man  is  responsible  for 
inspecting  all  schools,  houses  and  industrial  buildings  in  the 
town  as  well  as  most  town-owned  buildings.  A  large  percent 
of  these  inspections  were  completed  in  1976.  In  addition,  all 
officer  personnel  are  being  trained  in  the  proper  inspection 
techniques  as  established  by  the  National  Fire  Protection 
Association.  It  must  be  realized  by  all  concerned  that  the 
best  means  of  fighting  fires  is  with  a  stringent  effective  Fire 
Prevention  program. 

The  Bourne  Fire  Department  also  established  a  Fire 
Arson  Investigation  position  this  past  year.  The  purpose  of 
this  position  is  to  allow  the  Arson  Investigator  to  work  with 
other  investigative  departments  on  all  fires  that  are  of  un- 
determined origin. 

Training 

Training  within  the  Department  is  an  ongoing  require- 
ment which  must  be  recognized  as  an  integral  part  of  an 
efficient  Fire  Department.  The  best  equipment  available 
for  fighting  fires  is  no  good  to  anyone  if  they  are  not  prop- 
erly trained  personnel  to  operate  it.  Consequently  this  de- 
partment has  been  placing  more  emphasis  on  training  of 
personnel.  We  are  required  to  conduct  Fire  drills  and  Emer- 
gency Medical  Training  for  both  permanent  and  call  fire 
fighters.  State  Laws  call  for  refresher  courses  each  year 
for  all  EMT's  (Emergency  Medical  Technicians)  and  it  can 
be  anticipated  that  more  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  training 
program  of  this  nature  in  the  future. 

The  newly  acquired  brush  breaker  was  placed  in  service 
this  year  and  has  lived  up  to  all  expectations.  A  second 
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brushbreaker  was  obtained  through  Otis  Air  Force  Base  and 
is  currently  being  refurbished  by  the  Fire  Fighters  at  mini- 
mal expense  to  the  Town. 

A  new  contract  was  negotiated  this  year  between  the 
Town  and  I.A.F.F.  which  resulted  in  a  two  year  contract 
effective  July  1,  1976.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Highway  Surveyor 
for  the  Town  of  Bourne  for  the  year  1976. 

The  year  started  with  a  long  period  of  cold  and  very 
slippery  weather  that  required  the  roads  to  be  repeatedly 
sanded  to  keep  them  safe  and  passable.  Towards  the  middle 
of  March  we  had  some  warm,  dry  weather  that  lured  us  into 
believing  spring  was  just  around  the  corner,  so  we  started 
sweeping  up  the  excess  sand  from  the  roads  in  an  effort  to 
get  an  advance  start  on  our  general  spring  cleanup.  How- 
ever, Mother  Nature  was  having  one  of  her  little  jokes  at 
our  expense,  because  we  had  just  begun  to  sweep  up  the 
excess  sand  when  she  decided  to  send  us  several  small  snow 
storms  that  required  more  sanding. 

When  spring  finally  did  arrive  we  really  put  forth  a 
concentrated  effort  to  clean  and  spruce  up  the  appearance 
of  our  town  to  make  ready  for  the  visitors  we  expected  due 
to  the  many  programs  planned  to  celebrate  our  nation's  bi- 
centennial year.  We  were  well  rewarded  by  the  success  of  the 
festivities  planned  in  Bourne  and  I  am  sure  none  of  us  will 
ever  forget  the  overwhelming  crowd  attending  the  event  of 
the  Tall  Ships  passing  through  the  Cape  Cod  Canal.  In  spite 
of  the  enormous  number  of  people  attending  we  were  pleas- 
antly surprised  by  the  absence  of  litter  left  along  our  road- 
sides after  this  event.

Report  of  the  Highway  Surveyor 
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We  were  also  pleased  at  the  many  compliments  received 
by  the  Park  Department  and  our  Maintenance  Department 
who  joined  forces  in  planting  and  caring  for  many  beauty 
spots  in  town.  The  flowers  and  shrubs  were  in  bloom  during 
the  whole  season  from  planting  until  the  frost  and  certainly 
added  to  the  appearance  of  the  town. 

During  the  first  week  of  April  we  had  several  requests 
to  put  up  the  nets  at  the  tennis  courts  in  town,  it  is  very 
gratifying  to  know  that  these  areas  are  appreciated  and 
utilized  extensively  by  the  townspeople.  There  is  only  one 
real  problem  and  that  concerns  vandalism.  Whether  it  is 
deliberately  ripped  or  stolen  tennis  nets;  deliberately  man- 
gled or  stolen  street  signs;  deliberately  damaged  or  stolen 
playground  equipment;  or  the  deliberate  driving  of  cars  and 
motorbikes  over  baseball  or  football  fields,  the  result  is  still 
the  same  —  added  expense  to  you,  the  taxpayer. 

New  sidewalks  were  constructed  this  year  on  Shore  Road, 
Monument  Beach  from  the  railroad  station  to  Emmons  Road 
as  a  safety  measure  for  people  walking  to  the  town  beach. 
A  new  mix-in-place  surface  was  constructed  the  entire  length 
of  Old  Dam  Road  from  Shore  Road  at  Gray  Gables  to  County 
Road. 

The  Highway  and  Maintenance  crews  constructed  a  new 
baseball-football  field  behind  the  High  School  for  the  School 
Department.  These  same  crews  erected  and  dismantled  the 
Christmas  decorations  all  over  town  including  the  displays 
at  the  four  rotary  circles. 

During  the  school  summer  vacation  months  the  High- 
way and  Maintenance  Departments  again  had  a  group  of 
twelve  youths,  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  eighteen 
years  of  age,  working  along  with  them  under  the  C.E.T.A. 
program.  We  also  had  a  sixteen  year  old  girl  employed  as  a 
junior  clerk  in  the  Highway  Office  under  the  same  program. 

The  Sanitation  Department  continues  to  make  a  twice  a 
week  pickup  over  the  entire  town.  This  year,  as  in  the  past, 
we  had  two  Cleanup  Weeks  —  one  late  in  June  and  the  sec- 
ond late  in  September.  We  feel  this  has  been  instrumental 
in  helping  to  keep  our  town  neat  as  it  gives  people  a  chance 
to  dispose  of  items  usually  too  large  to  be  handled  by  the 
weekly  pickup.  We  plan  to  continue  this  practice  in  the 
future. 
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It  is  once  again  my  privilege  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all 
the  citizens  of  Bourne,  all  Town  Department  Heads  and  their 
employees  who  have  given  me  their  support  over  the  years; 
and  a  very  special  thanks  to  all  the  employees  under  my 
supervision  for  their  unfailing  support  and  cooperation  in 
our  continuing  efforts  to  make  Bourne  an  especially  nice 
place  both  to  visit  and  to  live.

Report  of  the 
Regional  Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Committee 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  Moderator,  and 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Committee  is 
pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  for  1976. 

Although  the  problem  of  disposing  of  this  solid  waste  has 
been  plaguing  man  since  his  appearance  on  the  earth  eons 
ago,  man  is  today  closer  than  ever  before  to  solving  this 
problem. 

Sanitary  landfill  has  provided  a  temporary  solution. 
This  committee  does  not  feel  that  sanitary  landfill  is  the 
final  answer;  however,  a  sanitary  landfill  operation  is,  as 
a  general  rule,  an  expensive  and  ineffective  means  of  solid 
waste  disposal.  Necessary  land  acquisition  alone  may  be  a 
hefty  burden  for  the  property  taxpayer  to  shoulder  in  many 
communities. 

We  in  Bourne  have  been  uncharacteristically  fortunate 
with  respect  to  our  sanitary  landfill  operation.  Late  in  De- 
cember this  committee  participated  in  a  joint  meeting  with 
the  Board  of  Health  and  Board  of  Selectmen.  Present  at 
this  meeting  was  a  representative  of  the  State  Department 
of  Environmental  Quality  Affairs.  We  were  most  pleased  to 
hear  that  the  Bourne  sanitary  landfill  site  90%  complied 
with  all  state  requirements.  On  the  other  hand,  many  of 
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our  Cape  neighbors  and  other  communities  in  the  Common- 
wealth are  now  confronted  with  serious  circumstances  result- 
ing from  improper  landfill  operations. 

As  a  result  of  this  joint  December  meeting,  steps  are 
now  being  taken  to  engage  an  engineering  firm  to  complete 
site  plans  for  the  Bourne  landfill  area  and  an  implementa- 
tion schedule,  both  of  which  will  be  submitted  to  the  Com- 
monwealth for  its  approval. 

Upon  completion  of  the  engineering  study,  one  important 
question  will  be  answered:  How  many  more  years  of  opera- 
tion can  Bourne  reasonably  expect  from  its  present  landfill 
area?  The  present  conservative  estimate  is  about  fifteen 
years. 

During  the  year,  the  committee  actively  studied  a  num- 
ber of  solid  waste  reclamation  projects,  both  proposed  and 
presently  in  operation.  One  operation  in  particular  is  located 
off  Route  495  in  Plainville,  Massachusetts.  This  will  be  a 
regionalized  operation  of  solid  waste  reclamation.  We  pro- 
pose to  watch  this  project  closely  and  gather  further  data 
about  its  operation. 

The  committee  will  continue  to  study  alternatives  to 
sanitary  landfill  and  proposals  for  the  regionalization  of 
solid  waste  disposal  and  management.

Report  of  the  Recreation  Authority 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1976 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Bourne  Recreation  Authority  hereby  submits  their 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1976. 

The  Bourne  Scenic  Park  had  one  of  the  most  successful 
years  it  has  ever  had  and  much  credit  is  due  to  our  new 
Park  Manager,  Andy  Oliva,  who  has  done  an  excellent  job 
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for  us  this  past  year.  Four  new  comfort  stations  were  put 
into  operation  in  1976,  and  these  units,  together  with  a  new 
and  larger  dumping  station  are  a  great  asset  to  the  park. 
They  were  designed  and  built  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers. 
Many  new  sites,  plus  other  services  that  were  added  to  the 
park,  enable  us  to  greatly  increase  our  revenue  which  is 
imperative  so  the  park  can  carry  the  load  providing  the 
money  to  pay  off  the  Bond  Issue  which  built  the  John  Gallo 
Ice  Arena.  We  are  striving  to  give  the  best  we  can  at  the 
park,  yet  keep  our  cost  of  operation  down,  and  we  will  con- 
tinue to  make  improvements  as  we  are  able  to  afford  them. 

At  the  John  Gallo  Ice  Arena  we  are  going  along  fine  but 
the  Authority  is  finding  great  difficulty  in  keeping  up  with 
the  skyrocketing  costs  of  operation,  and  in  the  summer  of 
1976  saw  fit  to  close  for  two  months  rather  than  open  and 
lose  money.  The  high  cost  of  fuel  and  electricity  has  been 
more  than  we  could  imagine.  The  Authority  urges  all  those 
who  wanted  a  rink  in  Bourne  to  support  it  as  much  as  they 
can  in  order  to  make  the  load  a  little  lighter  so  that  one  of 
the  finest  arena's  in  the  area  may  continue  in  operation. 

The  Authority  was  saddened  greatly  this  past  year  with 
the  serious  illness  of  our  Chairman,  John  Gallo,  who  took  a 
leave  of  absence  and  appointed  Bernie  Gilmetti  to  fill  in  for 
him.  To  John  we  wish  a  speedy  recovery.  The  death  of  our 
Rink  Manager,  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  was  a  shock  to  us  and 
Jack  Morrill  will  be  missed  by  us  all.  He  had  been  with  the 
rink  from  the  beginning  and  had  worked  hard  to  make  the 
John  Gallo  Ice  Arena  the  finest  arena  in  the  area. 

We  would  like  to  express  many  thanks  to  the  Corps  of 
Engineers,  from  Waltham  and  the  Cape  Cod  Canal,  to  the 
Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  the  Highway  Surveyor,  and 
to  all  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne.

In  conformance  with  Chapter  820  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  an 
examination  has  been  made  of  the  accounts  of  the  Bourne 
Recreation  Authority  covering  the  period  from  April  1,  1975 
to  May  31,  1976.  This  audit  was  initiated  on  June  11,  1976. 

The  Authority  maintains  a  checkbook  for  each  project 
under  its  direction.  The  records  of  the  Bourne  Scenic  Park 
and  the  John  Gallo  Arena  are  subject  to  audit  by  this 
Department. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

General:  The  minutes  of  the  meetings  were  read.  The 
insurance  policies  were  examined. 

Cash:  The  cash  was  balanced,  and  the  bank  accounts 
were  reconciled  as  of  May  31,  1976  and  June  11,  1976.  The 
bank  deposits  were  checked  to  the  cashbook.  Cashbook 
footings  were  tested. 
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Income:  The  recorded  rental  income  for  the  Bourne 
Scenic  Park  and  the  John  M.  Gallo  Arena  was  traced  to  the 
checkbook.  An  inventory  was  taken  of  the  unused  receipts, 
and  the  used  receipts  were  checked  to  the  cashbook. 

Bonds  and  Contracts:    The  bond  issue  and  contract 

awards  were  checked  for  the  propriety  of  the  awards. 

Expenditures:  The  expenditures  were  test  checked  to 
the  canceled  checks  and  paid  invoices. 

Project  Visit:  The  projects  were  visited  during  the  pro- 
gress of  the  audit,  and  a  visual  inspection  was  made  of  the 
exterior  of  the  buildings  and  the  grounds. 

NOTES  AND  COMMENTS 

Audit  Review:  At  the  conclusion  of  the  audit  a  draft 
of  this  report  was  reviewed  with  Donald  M.  Morrissey,  Clerk; 
Alexander  S.  Consoni,  Treasurer;  John  J.  McDonald,  State 
Appointee;  and  Bernard  Gilmetti,  member. 

Status  of  Park:  The  Authority  was  created  in  1970  to 
administer  the  recreation  facilities  of  Bourne  Scenic  Park. 
In  April  1971  the  Authority  took  over  the  operation  of  Bourne 
Scenic  Park  from  the  Town  of  Bourne.  This  park  presently 
consists  of  approximately  69  acres  of  land  which  are  leased 
from  the  Department  of  the  Army  and  9  acres  deeded  to  the 
Authority  by  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

The  Authority  charges  $1.50  per  day  for  the  use  of  the 
picnic  areas  and  $4.50  per  night  for  camping  areas.  As  of  the 
audit  date,  the  park  consisted  of  410  campsites  and  48  picnic 
areas. 

Lease  of  Park:  A  new  lease  was  entered  into  between 
the  Bourne  Recreation  Authority  and  the  Department  of  the 
Army,  commencing  on  June  24,  1975  and  ending  on  June  23, 
2025,  for  the  use  of  approximately  103  acres  of  land  for  public 
park  and  recreational  purposes. 

The  103  acres  of  leased  land  is  divided  into  two  parcels. 
A  total  of  69  acres  is  used  as  a  recreational  area  on  the  north 
side  of  the  canal,  and  the  remaining  34  acres,  located  on  the 
south  side  of  Cape  Cod  Canal,  are  the  location  of  the  John 
Gallo  Arena. 

Contract  for  Recreation  Development:    The  Authority 

entered  into  a  contract  with  the  Department  of  the  Army  on 
June  23,  1975  for  the  construction  of  water  supply  lines  and 
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comfort  stations  on  land  leased  from  the  Army  within  the 
Bourne  Scenic  Park. 

This  construction  is  estimated  to  cost  $380,000.00,  and 
each  party  will  pay  or  contribute  in  kind  50%  of  this  amount. 
The  Authority's  obligation  of  $190,000.00  shall  be  paid  to 
the  Government  with  interest  at  4.371  percent  on  the  unpaid 
balance  within  thirty-eight  years  after  the  facilities  are  first 
available  for  operation.  Any  cash  expenditures  made  by  the 
Authority  towards  project  costs  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
Authority's  share. 

Status  of  Arena:  The  skating  rink  was  constructed  by 
the  Authority  on  the  south  side  of  the  Cape  Cod  Canal.  This 
rink  was  constructed  on  land  leased  from  the  Department  of 
the  Army  under  a  blanket  lease  covering  103  acres. 

The  Arena  opened  on  August  5,  1974.  It  is  being  used  for 
public  skating,  hockey  schools,  figure  skating  schools  and 
hockey  games. 

Financing:  The  Bourne  Recreation  Authority,  acting 
through  the  Town  of  Bourne,  sold  $1,000,000.00  of  serial  bonds 
through  a  private  offering  at  a  rate  of  5.45%. 

The  interest  on  these  bonds  is  to  be  deposited  with  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Cape  Cod  semiannually,  and  repay- 
ment of  $50,000.00  of  the  principal  is  to  be  made  annually. 

The  final  payment  on  this  bond  issue  is  scheduled  to  be 
made  on  September  15,  1993. 

Accounts  Receivable:  The  previous  audit  report  noted 
that  there  was  no  Accounts  Receivable  Control  account  in 
the  general  ledger. 

This  account  has  now  been  established,  and  it  had  a 
balance  of  $5,274.06  on  May  31,  1976.  Of  this  balance,  all  but 
$300.00  had  been  collected  by  June  17,  1976. 

Admission  Tickets:  The  previous  audit  report  noted  that 
tickets  sold  for  ice  time  were  being  used  out  of  sequence  or 
not  being  used  at  all.  The  report  suggested  that  a  ticket  be 
issued  to  anyone  who  uses  the  ice  and  that  a  record  be  main- 
tained of  all  tickets  used. 

As  of  the  current  audit  date  records  are  being  kept  of 
the  beginning  and  ending  numbers  of  tickets  for  public  skat- 
ing issued  to  cashiers.  The  cashiers  account  for  the  number 
of  tickets  they  sell  and  the  cash  collected. 
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Skaters  signing  up  for  a  skating  school  plan  are  given  a 
receipt. 

Construction  Work:  The  previous  audit  report  com- 
mented that  a  local  construction  company  owned  by  the 
son  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Authority  was  engaged  by  the 
Authority  to  do  the  work  at  the  Arena.  The  company  was 
formerly  owned  by  the  Chairman  who  relinquished  control 
of  the  company  on  July  1,  1974. 

The  cost  of  this  work  was  $1,470.55. 

The  minutes  of  the  Authority's  meetings  during  the  cur- 
rent audit  period  show  that  the  Chairman  refrained  from 
discussion,  or  voting,  on  any  building  projects  within  the 
park. 

On  January  27,  1976,  the  Chairman,  because  of  ill  health, 
appointed  an  individual  to  serve  in  his  place,  as  provided  by 
Section  2,  Chapter  820  of  the  Acts  of  1970. 

Construction  Contract:  The  original  contract  for  con- 
struction of  the  Arena  in  the  amount  of  $782,000.00  was  in- 
creased by  a  total  of  sixteen  change  orders  amounting  to 
$11,289.10. 

A  final  payment  of  $6,664.45  on  the  contract  is  being 
withheld  by  the  Authority  until  the  contractor  repairs  roof 
leaks,  cracks  in  the  floors,  and  roof  girders  which  were  bolted 
rather  than  welded. 

The  Authority  has  hired  an  architectural  engineer  to 
inspect  these  problems,  and,  in  addition,  to  inspect  one  wall 
of  the  Arena  which  had  moved  during  the  high  winds  of  a 
winter  storm.  The  wall  was  checked  by  the  Town  of  Bourne's 
building  inspector,  who  found  that  no  major  safety  problem 
existed. 

The  engineer  has  not  yet  submitted  a  report  of  his  in- 
vestigation to  the  Authority. 

Accounting  Practices:  Certain  recommendations  in  the 
previous  audit  report  concerning  accounting  practices  of  the 
Authority  have  been  complied  with,  as  follows: 

1.  An  operating  budget  has  been  prepared  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1976. 

2.  Separate  general  ledger  accounts  have  been  es- 
tablished for  the  various  checking,  savings  and 
petty  cash  funds. 
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3.  The  Authority  has  a  formal  benefit  program  for 
its  employees  and  keeps  records  of  vacation  and 
sick  leave. 

4.  The  Authority  members  approve  bills  for  payment 
under  a  warrant  system,  such  as  that  used  by  the 
Town  of  Bourne.  A  majority  of  the  board  mem- 
bers must  sign  the  warrant  before  the  Authority 
treasurer  pays  the  bills.  The  Authority  also  fol- 
lows Town  procedure  by  requiring  only  the  signa- 
ture of  its  treasurer  on  its  checks. 

Depreciation:  The  Authority  prepares  profit  and  loss 
statements  for  its  fiscal  years  ending  on  December  31. 

These  statements  do  not  contain  any  charges  for  de- 
preciation on  its  buildings  and  equipment.  As  of  the  end  of 
the  latest  fiscal  year,  December  31,  1975,  the  value  of  build- 
ings and  equipment  was  $1,026,222.15. 

Depreciation  charges  on  this  valuation  will  have  a  sub- 
stantial effect  on  profit  or  loss,  and  it  is  therefore  recom- 
mended that  the  Authority  consider  this  expense  in  its 
operations. 

The  value  of  the  buildings  and  equipment  include  lease- 
hold improvements  made  at  the  park,  and  it  is  recommended 
that  these  improvements  be  kept  in  a  separate  account  in 
the  general  ledger.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Bourne  Housing  Authority  is  authorized  by  the  Ter- 
centenary Edition  of  the  General  Laws,  Chapter  121,  Section 
26K  as  amended. 

Two  programs  are  handled  by  our  Authority  at  this  time. 
The  667-1  program  for  the  elderly  and  the  707  rental  assist- 
ance program.  To  be  eligible  for  the  667  program  a  person 
must  be  65  years  of  age,  cannot  own  real  property,  be  in 
need  of  low  rent  housing,  be  of  low  income,  i.e.;  the  annual 
income  of  an  individual  must  not  exceed  $6,000.  and  the 
annual  income  of  a  couple  or  two  persons  cannot  exceed 
$6,300.  After  one  year's  occupancy  the  maximum  income  for 
an  individual  is  $7,800.  and  for  a  couple  or  two  persons  $8,190. 

The  707  rental  assistance  program  helps  to  subsidize 
rent  for  families,  couples  and  individuals  of  low  income. 

We  have  an  extensive  modernization  program  underway 
to  repair  the  porches,  re-shingle  three  roofs  and  replace  the 
outside  stairways. 

We  wish  to  thank  John  McDonald,  who  buses  our  tenants 
once  a  week  to  the  Cranberry  Plaza,  Hamilton  Whiting,  who 
buses  our  tenants  to  vote  on  election  day  and  on  other 
occasions,  and  the  Highway  Surveyor,  Mr.  Pellegrini.

In  conformance  with  Section  29  of  Chapter  12 IB  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  amended,  an  examination  has  been  made 
of  the  accounts  of  the  Bourne  Housing  Authority  covering 
the  period  from  March  1,  1975  to  February  29,  1976.  This 
audit  was  initiated  on  March  16,  1976. 

The  Authority  maintains  a  complete  set  of  books  for  the 
one  project,  the  Rental  Assistance  Program  and  the  Modern- 
ization Program  under  its  direction.  The  financial  records  of 
each  are  subject  to  audit  by  the  Department  of  the  State 
Auditor. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

General:  Trial  balances  were  taken  of  the  general  ledg- 
ers as  of  February  29,  1976.  The  financial  reports  sent  to  the 
Division  of  Community  Development  during  the  period  under 
audit  were  checked  to  the  Authority's  books.  The  minutes 
of  the  meetings  were  read.  The  insurance  policies  were  ex- 
amined and  listed. 

Cash:  The  cash  was  balanced,  and  the  bank  accounts 
were  reconciled  as  of  February  29,  1976  and  March  16,  1976. 
Cashbook  footings  were  tested.  Bank  deposit  slips  were  test 
checked  to  the  cashbooks. 

Project  Income:  A  trial  balance  was  taken  of  the  ten- 
ants' ledger  as  of  February  29,  1976  and  March  16,  1976.  The 
recorded  rental  income  was  test  checked  by  setting  up  the 
potential  income  from  the  number  of  units  available  for 
rental.  The  rent  charges  were  test  checked  to  the  tenants' 
leases,  and  the  total  charges  were  traced  to  the  control 
accounts  in  the  general  ledgers.  An  inventory  was  taken  of 
the  unused  rent  receipts;  the  used  rent  receipts  were  test 
checked  to  the  tenants'  ledger  and  the  cashbook. 

Investments:  Investments  were  verified  by  correspond- 
ence with  the  depository. 

Expenditures:  The  expenditures  were  test  checked  to 
canceled  checks  and  paid  invoices.  Authorizations  for  the 
employment  of  personnel  and  rates  of  pay  were  checked  to 
the  minutes  of  the  meetings. 

Security  Deposits:  A  trial  balance  was  taken  as  of  Feb- 
ruary 29,  1976  of  the  security  deposits  made  by  tenants  under 
the  Rental  Assistance  Program. 
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NOTES  AND  COMMENTS 

Audit  Review:  At  the  conclusion  of  the  audit  a  draft 
of  this  report  was  reviewed  with  Mr.  Augustus  W.  Young, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Authority,  Mr.  Alexander  Forni,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Authority,  and  Mrs.  Marguerite  A.  Parady, 
the  Executive  Director  of  the  Authority. 

Project  667-1: 

1.  Commonwealth  Contributions: 

a)  Debt  Service  Subsidy:  Chapter  667  of  the  Acts  of 
1954  was  enacted  by  the  General  Court  to  provide  housing 
for  elderly  persons  of  low  income. 

A  contract  for  financial  assistance  with  the  Common- 
wealth provides  that  the  Commonwealth  will  pay  annual 
contributions  to  the  housing  authority. 

The  current  maximum  Commonwealth  contribution,  as 
authorized  by  Section  41  of  Chapter  121B  of  the  General 
Laws,  as  amended,  is  $34,400.00,  which  is  8%  of  the  develop- 
ment cost  of  the  project. 

Annual  debt  service  contributions  by  the  Commonwealth 
toward  the  operations  of  the  Chapter  667  project  since  it 
acquired  management  status  in  1966  through  the  year  1975 
totaled  $149,640.30. 

b)  Operating  Subsidy:  Section  40  of  Chapter  121B 
of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  which  provides  for  an 
operating  subsidy  contribution,  states,  in  part,  that  rentals 
shall  be  based  upon  25%  of  a  tenant's  income  if  utilities  are 
supplied  with  the  unit  and  20%  if  utilities  are  not  supplied. 
Any  deficiencies  caused  by  such  rental  charges  shall  be  re- 
imbursed to  a  housing  authority  by  the  Commonwealth. 

As  of  the  date  of  audit,  $4,336.00  has  been  received. 

2.  Operating  Reserve:  The  balance  in  the  Operating 
Reserve  account  as  of  the  date  of  audit  was  $8,576.15.  During 
the  audit  period  $7,360.00  was  credited  to  this  account  as 
follows:

It  was  noted  that  these  charges  were  made  without  the 
prior  approval  of  the  Division  of  Community  Development. 

It  is  recommended  that  in  the  future  all  charges  to  the 
Operating  Reserve  account  receive  prior  approval  of  the 
Division  of  Community  Development  in  order  to  conform 
with  the  Manual  of  Instructions,  Accounting  Procedure  for 
Housing  Authorities. 

3.  Temporary  Financing:  The  Tenth  Series  Notes  in 
the  amount  of  $372,000.00  were  purchased  by  the  Morgan 
Guaranty  Trust  Company  and  Salomon  Brothers,  with  a  low 
bid  of  4.43%  interest  and  a  $14.00  premium.  These  notes  are 
dated  March  11,  1975  and  expire  on  March  11,  1976.  The 
proceeds  from  this  sale  and  funds  from  other  sources  were 
applied  as  follows:

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4.  Accounts  Payable:  The  prior  audit  report  contained 
the  following  comment: 

"The  Authority  has  maintained  a  liability  ac- 
count with  a  balance  of  $29.00  since  January  31, 
1974.  This  amount  represents  what  the  Author- 
ity believes  is  an  overpayment  to  them  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  a  direct  pay- 
ment of  rents.  It  is  recommended  that  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Welfare  be  informed  of  this 
overpayment  by  the  Authority  and,  if  substan- 
tiated, it  should  be  refunded  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Welfare." 

During  the  audit  period  this  amount  of  $29.00  was  re- 
funded to  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

5.  Vouchers:  The  previous  audit  report  commented  as 
follows: 

"The  Authority  maintains  a  file  folder  for  each 
vendor  with  whom  it  deals.  The  folders  contain 
the  invoices  and  other  materials  which  describe 
purchases.  Although  this  system  has  advantages, 
the  prescribed  procedure  is  to  attach  these  ma- 
terials to  the  vouchers.  It  is  recommended  that 
supporting  documents  be  attached  to  the  vouch- 
ers, which  are  otherwise  being  properly  main- 
tained." 

The  Authority  is  now  attaching  supporting  documents  to 
the  vouchers  as  recommended. 
Rental  Assistance  Program: 

1.  Status  of  Program:  Sections  42  to  44 A  of  Chapter 
121B  of  the  General  Laws  provide  for  subsidizing  rentals  in 
privately-owned  structures. 

The  Division  of  Community  Development  allocates  such 
funds  that  are  appropriated  by  the  General  Court  to  the  vari- 
ous authorities  who  apply  to  the  Division.  The  authorities 
contract  with  property  owners  to  rent  apartments  to  persons 
of  low  income  who  cannot  be  accommodated  in  a  project. 
The  authorities  pay  a  portion  of  the  rent,  and  the  tenant 
pays  according  to  his  means. 

As  of  the  audit  date,  February  29,  1976,  there  were  eight 
active  leases  under  the  program. 
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Commonwealth  funds  for  this  program  were  initially 
received  in  July  1971,  but  the  program  was  not  activated 
until  May  1,  1972. 

The  Authority  entered  into  a  twenty-one  month  contract 
with  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  financial  as- 
sistance. The  contract  was  signed  on  July  1,  1974,  and  it 
provides  for  a  maximum  annual  contribution  of  $15,422.00. 

2.  Accounting:    The  prior  audit  stated  as  follows: 
"On  July  1,  1974,  the  Authority  implemented 

guidelines  for  accounting  as  issued  by  the  De- 
partment of  Community  Affairs.  At  that  time, 
the  amounts  expended  for  rental  assistance  were 
netted  against  the  Commonwealth  subsidy  for 
that  purpose.  Administration  costs  and  subsidies 
were  also  netted.  The  result  was  a  surplus  of 
$1,100.15  in  rental  assistance  and  a  deficit  of 
$152.90  in  administration.  These  figures  were 
transferred  to  accounts  corresponding  to  those 
outlined  by  the  new  guidelines.  Since  then  some 
accounting  errors  have  been  made.  The  Author- 
ity was  able  to  make  appropriate  adjustments 
while  this  audit  was  in  progress.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  the  Authority  periodically  verify 
accounts  receivable  and  accounts  payable  with 
trial  balances.  The  State  Share  Unallotted  ac- 
count should  be  reconciled  with  the  quarterly 
requests  to  the  Commonwealth  for  funds." 

The  above  recommendations  have  not  yet  been  com- 
pletely acted  upon  by  the  Authority.  It  is  again  recommended 
that  proper  adjustments  be  made  in  order  to  comply  with 
the  Accounting  Procedure  Manual. 

During  the  course  of  the  audit  some  of  the  necessary 
corrections  had  been  made.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  general 
ledger  will  reflect  the  true  balances  within  a  short  period  of 
time. 

3.  Financing:  The  prior  audit  report  contained  the 
following  comment: 

"The  Authority's  quarterly  requests  for  rental 
assistance  funds  are  based  upon  the  projected 
State's  share  of  rental  costs  for  that  quarter. 
Significant  increases  in  the  State's  share  of  costs 
require  an  amended  request  for  additional  funds. 
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Surpluses  resulting  from  a  reduction  of  the 
State's  costs  are  applied  in  the  following  period. 
The  Authority  then  requests  less  funds  accord- 
ingly. Administrative  costs  are  subsidized  on 
either  a  budget  basis  or  on  a  percentage  of  the 
State's  cost  basis.  Since  rental  costs  equal  rental 
subsidy  over  the  long  run,  the  cash  on  hand  at 
the  end  of  a  quarter  should  approximately  equal 
only  the  excess  of  the  administration  subsidy 
over  administration  costs.  However,  due  to  the 
$1,100.15  surplus  noted  in  the  previous  comment, 
the  project  will  have  a  cash  balance  in  excess 
of  $1,000.00  on  March  31,  1975,  even  though  ad- 
ministrative expenses  have  exceeded  administra- 
tive income  by  $482.60.  Therefore,  the  following 
recommendations  are  presented: 

1.  The  Authority  should  request  permission  from 
the  Department  of  Community  Affairs  to 
charge  the  administrative  deficit  against  the 
surplus  now  in  the  State  Share  Unallotted 
account. 

2.  Subsequently,  thereafter,  the  quarterly  re- 
quests for  the  rental  assistance  subsidy  should 
be  reduced  by  the  excess  remaining  in  the 
State  Share  Unallotted  account  at  the  end  of 
each  quarter. 

3.  The  Authority  should  refrain  from  incurring 
administration  expenses  in  excess  of  the  ad- 
ministrative subsidy  being  received." 

These  recommendations  were  acted  upon  as  follows: 

1.  The  Authority  did  not  request  approval  from 
the  Division  of  Community  Development  to 
charge  the  administrative  deficit  against  the 
surplus  in  the  State  Share  Unallotted  ac- 
count. However,  because  administrative  in- 
come exceeded  administrative  expenses  dur- 
ing the  audit  period  in  the  amount  of  $323.98, 
the  deficit  has  been  reduced  from  $482.60  to 
$158.62. 

2.  Upon  examining  the  quarterly  requests  for 
the  rental  assistance  subsidy  it  was  learned 
that  the  surplus  or  deficits  resulting  from  ac- 
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tivity  during  the  previous  quarters  were  prop- 
erly recorded  in  these  requests.  However, 
these  surplus  or  deficits  did  not  agree  with 
the  balance  in  the  State  Share  Unallotted 
account  in  the  general  ledger. 

3.  As  stated  above  the  administrative  income 
exceeded  the  administrative  expenses  during 
the  audit  period. 

Modernization  Program: 

1.  Status:  Chapter  694  of  the  Acts  of  1970  provides  for 
the  modernization  and  renovation  of  existing  State-aided 
housing  developed  under  Chapter  12 IB  of  the  General  Laws. 
The  Authority  executed  a  contract  for  financial  assistance 
with  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  on  March  7,  1975. 
This  contract  provides  for  a  development  cost  of  $46,000.00. 
The  purpose  of  this  contract  is  to  replace  the  existing  central 
heating  boiler  in  Project  667-1. 

As  of  the  audit  date  the  amount  of  $37,733.43  has  been 
expended  in  the  following  manner:

I  am  pleased  to  announce  that  the  crime  rate  in  Bourne 
for  1976  shows  a  significant  reduction. 

Part  I  Crimes  show  a  decrease  of  7.89  per  cent.  Part  II 
Crimes  show  a  decrease  of  30.17  per  cent.  However,  violent 
crimes — Rape,  Robbery,  and  Aggravated  Assault — although 
small  in  numbers  continue  to  increase. 

The  most  encouraging  sign  was  the  decrease  of  21.77  per 
cent  in  the  numbers  of  burglaries,  the  lowest  number  of 
burglaries  (273)  since  1971  when  we  had  262. 

What  is  the  reduction  attributed  to?  No  one  can  truth- 
fully give  any  specific  explanation.  However,  I  like  to  think 
that  it  was  the  combined  efforts  of  the  various  police  units — 
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Patrol,  Investigation,  and  the  Crime  Prevention  Unit — along 
with  the  concerted  efforts  of  the  citizens  of  the  community 
who  care  and  are  concerned  enough  to  act  as  the  eyes  and 
ears  of  the  police  and  then  report  crime  in  progress,  suspi- 
cious activity,  and  pass  on  information  to  the  police  which 
often  leads  to  deterring  a  crime  and/or  the  apprehension  of 
perpetrators  of  crime,  citizens  who  participate  in  the  various 
Crime  Prevention  Programs  such  as  Operation  Identification, 
Neighborhood  Watch,  Borrowed  Time,  Lock  It  and  Pocket  the 
Key,  Premise  Surveys,  and  the  distribution  of  over  85,000 
pieces  of  Crime  Prevention  literature. 

This  total  effort  has  increased  the  number  of  suspicious 
activity  calls  made  to  the  police  department  by  over  900 
per  cent  since  1972. 

Operation  PACT — Police  Officers  as  Classroom  Teachers 
—in  its  second  school  year  of  operation  has  been  expanded 
to  include  Grade  7.  Grade  8  will  be  included  in  the  program 
during  the  1977-78  School  Year.  Although  it  is  too  soon  to 
evaluate  the  benefits  of  the  program,  I  believe  that  it  will 
have  a  very  beneficial  and  lasting  impact  on  the  future  social 
climate  of  our  community. 

Detective  Paul  J.  Paquette,  a  member  of  the  department 
since  July  1962,  retired  on  December  31,  1976  as  a  result  of  a 
heart  problem.  Paquette  served  as  the  department's  Crime 
Prevention  Officer  since  the  spring  of  1973.  He  was  one  of 
the  first  police  officers  in  the  United  States  to  attend  the 
National  Crime  Prevention  Institute  in  Louisville,  Kentucky, 
and  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  foremost  authorities  in  Crime 
Prevention  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

A  more  dedicated  police  officer  than  Paul  Paquette  I 
have  yet  to  meet.  He  is  and  will  be  missed  by  me  and  the 
other  members  of  the  department. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly  thank  retiring 
Selectman  Jeremiah  F.  Cahir  for  his  cooperation  and  assist- 
ance to  me  and  my  department  during  his  tenure  of  office. 
To  Selectmen  Ernest  Forni  and  Barry  Johnson,  the  Bourne 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Bourne  Rotarians,  the  Bourne  Jr. 
Women's  Club,  the  various  Town  Departments,  the  Citizens 
of  the  Town,  and,  in  particular,  the  members  and  employees 
of  the  Police  Department,  I  say  "Thank  you  for  your  co- 
operation and  assistance  during  1976."

FOR  SIX  MONTHS  ENDING 
JUNE  30,  1976 

The  staff  has  been  finding  it  difficult  to  carry  on  existing 
programs,  and  keep  up  with  the  impact  of  health  planning 
agencies,  local  human  services  committees,  grant  proposals 
from  community  interests  relating  to  health,  requests  for 
consultation  and  for  committee  participation. 

Specialized  instruction  in  the  performance  of  additional 
tests  in  water  chemistry,  learning  to  use  the  new  laboratory 
equipment,  and  sharing  in  conferences  with  the  "208"  waste 
water  study  have  taken  much  time  and  effort.  The  position 
of  sanitary  inspector  funded  by  CETA  (Comprehensive  Em- 
ployment Training  Act)  was  terminated  in  May.  We  were 
fortunate  in  hiring  a  registered  sanitarian  to  succeed  him 
immediately,  and  who  could  work  through  the  summer  period. 
Occasional  workshops  have  been  held  with  the  town  health 
agents  and  this  department.  Environmental  health  protec- 
tion continues  to  be  a  major  service. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse  Directors  have  provided  super- 
vision to  seven  Home  Health  Agencies,  attending  quarterly 
record  reviews,  serving  ex-officio  on  their  professional  ad- 
visory committees,  attending  the  one  day  and  two  day  surveys 
for  re-certification  under  Medicare.  They  assisted  in  the 
selection  and  orientation  of  new  community  nurses  in  two 
towns  and  in  one  school.  A  continuing  education  course 
"The  Community  Nurse  is  the  Leader  —  Her  Role  and  Re- 
sponsibility in  the  Home  Visit"  was  well  attended,  33  nurses 
received  credit  for  1.4  Continuing  Education  Units  from  the 
Massachusetts  Nurses  Association.  One  nurse  director  has 
served  on  the  Continuing  Care  Committee  of  Cape  Cod  Hos- 
pital, the  Heart  Association  professional  education  commit- 
tee, the  Cape  Cod  Community  College  Medical  Advisory  Com- 
mittee, and  the  College  Geriatric  Aide  Course  Advisory 
Committee.  Lectures  have  been  given  on  communicable  di- 
seases and  personal  care  in  the  orientation  course  for  the 
Cape  Cod  Homemaker-Home  Health  Aide  Service.  One  di- 
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rector  served  on  a  town  government  study  committee,  and 
completed  a  course  at  the  Harvard  School  of  Public  Health 
in  nurse  leadership  and  management  with  particular  refer- 
ence to  school  health  services.  Responsibility  for  the  epi- 
demiological aspects  of  the  state  tuberculosis  clinic  and  for 
all  communicable  diseases  is  a  continued  one  and  to  some 
extent,  is  jointly  shared  with  the  registered  sanitarians.  One 
public  health  nurse  director  continues  to  direct  a  five  member 
staff  and  coordinate  the  management  of  the  State  Handi- 
capped Childrens  Clinic  in  this  area,  and  coordinates  the 
group  day  care  center  inspection  activities. 

Medical  Social  Services  are  provided,  directly  to  the 
Handicapped  Childrens  Clinic  families  on  a  continued  basis, 
and  also  to  any  person  or  family  on  request.  Consultation 
and  conferences  with  other  agencies  in  the  county  and  else- 
where have  led  to  the  fulfillment  of  several  requests,  such  as 
approval  for  admission  to  special  schools  and  services,  funds 
for  homemakers  and  specialized  care  at  home.  Joint  plan- 
ning continues  on  a  regular  basis  with  day  care  operators, 
school  special  needs  counsellors,  the  collaborative  staff,  school 
nurses  and  psychologists. 

Dental  Hygiene  services  are  still  focussed  on  the  young 
child  of  pre-school  and  elementary  age.  As  requested  by 
individual  schools  and  pre-schools,  direct  services  of  screen- 
ing, topical  fluoride  application,  and  education  are  provided. 
An  affiliation  experience  for  the  dental  hygiene  students  at 
Cape  Cod  Community  College  is  now  available  here,  with 
instruction  and  supervision  provided  on  a  weekly  basis,  how- 
ever this  is  dependent  on  the  approval  of  each  school  system 
involved. 

The  Handicapped  Childrens  Clinic  is  held  twice  each 
month,  at  Barnstable  County  Hospital  in  Pocasset,  with  a 
caseload  of  over  330  children,  ages  from  birth  to  21  years. 
Because  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  referrals,  and  the 
complexity  and  seriousness  of  most  diagnoses,  additional  clinic 
sessions  are  being  scheduled.  The  medical  staff  includes:

A  public  health  physical  therapist,  medical  social  worker, 
and  three  secretaries  complete  the  team.  The  position  of 
occupational  therapist,  funded  by  CETA  was  terminated  in 
May,  there  has  been  no  provision  for  a  replacement.  The 
team  has  access  to  other  services  and  staff  assistance,  through 
the  Division  of  Family  Health  Services  of  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health. 

The  responsibility  for  recommending  licensure  for  Group 
Day  Care  Centers  continues  to  increase.  The  State  Office  for 
Children  is  re-writing  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  opera- 
tion of  such  centers,  and  a  final  draft  will  soon  be  completed 
and  interpreted  to  the  day  care  center  operators.  In  addition 
to  stricter  standards  by  the  State  Building  Code  there  is 
greater  parent  involvement  and  consumer  interest.  Because 
of  our  wide  involvement  in  many  children's  services,  we  feel 
that  it  is  important  for  us  to  continue  in  this  field. 

We  also  continue  to  provide  "promotion  of  health"  and 
"prevention  of  disease"  and  the  "public  health  viewpoint" 
through  consultation  services,  board  membership  and  com- 
mittee participation,  such  as,  with  Elder  Services  of  Cape  & 
Islands,  with  the  Area  Hospital  Council,  the  Nurse  Directors 
Committee,  the  Associated  Boards  of  Health,  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Mental  Health  and  Mental  Health  Association, 
Family  and  Children's  Services,  the  local  Office  for  Children 
and  Child  Development  Program  Inc.,  the  Cape  Cod  Com- 
munity Council,  the  Cape  Cod  Community  College,  and  the 
Comprehensive  Health  Planning  Agency.  We  endeavor  to 
support  the  medical  community  and  to  prepare  for  the  most 
efficient,  economical,  compassionate  provision  and  system  for 
the  delivery  of  health  services.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

Roland  T.  Brown 

During  the  past  year,  four  of  our  teachers  retired  after 
long  and  meritorious  service  to  this  school  system.  Mrs. 
Bertha  Mayhew  retired  after  22  years  as  a  teacher  in  various 
schools  within  our  system  concluding  her  career  as  a  teacher 
in  Bourne  High  School.  Mrs.  Mary  Thompson,  Mr.  Robert 
Nichols  and  Mr.  John  Legan  concluded  their  careers  as 
teachers  in  Coady  Junior  High  School  after  14,  16,  and  18 
years  of  service  respectively.  We  were  all  saddened  by  the 
untimely  death  of  Mr.  Nichols  this  past  July.  Mrs.  Jean 
Hemmerly  retired  after  serving  15  years  as  the  secretary  in 
the  James  F.  Peebles  School.  Mr.  Wallace  Perry  retired  after 
14  years  of  employment  in  our  Maintenance  Department. 
We  are  most  grateful  to  all  of  these  individuals  for  the  con- 
tribution that  they  made  to  this  school  system  during  the 
many  years  that  they  were  our  co-workers.  May  they  enjoy 
many  happy  and  rewarding  years  of  retirement. 

This  past  year  witnessed  the  tragic  death  of  Frederick 
Dunbury,  Jr.,  a  student  in  Bourne  High  School  and  the  son 
of  our  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools.  His  death  was 
a  heart  rending  experience  for  all  of  us  in  this  school  system 
and  for  everyone  throughout  this  community  who  knew  him. 
Our  deepest  heartfelt  sympathy  is  extended  to  Mr.  Dunbury 
and  his  family  on  their  loss.  May  God  grant  them  the 
strength  and  endurance  to  persevere  in  the  days  ahead. 

Another  tragic  loss  occurred  last  June  with  the  death 
of  Mr.  Roy  Caliri,  our  track  and  cross  country  coach.  Mr. 
Caliri  was  25  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  passing.  He  was 
as  fine  a  young  man  as  I  have  ever  known. 

The  situation  regarding  Otis  Air  Force  Base  continues  in 
its  eternal  state  of  constant  flux.  Some  five  years  ago  when 
the  Air  Force  announced  its  withdrawal  from  the  base  most 
of  the  land  area  was  to  be  declared  excess  and  turned  back 
to  the  state;  the  housing  was  to  be  evacuated.  At  this  writ- 
ing, largely  attributable  to  the  efforts  of  the  local  Otis  Task 
Force,  it  now  appears  that  all  of  the  base  will  remain  federal 
property.  A  new  radar  installation  is  being  constructed  on 
the  base;  a  National  Cemetery  will  be  located  within  its 
perimeters.  There  is  increased  federal  activity  throughout 
the  base.  The  base  payroll  and  employment  levels  already 
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approach  those  levels  attained  at  the  peak  of  Air  Force 
activity.  All  present  evidence  indicates  that  federal  activity 
on  Otis  Air  Force  Base  will  increase  in  the  future. 

At  the  present  time,  there  are  449  housing  units  occupied 
by  federal  families  on  the  base;  744  housing  units  are  un- 
occupied. The  Coast  Guard  and  the  Navy  have  applied  for 
160  of  these  unoccupied  units;  they  have  stated  that  they 
anticipate  approval  of  their  request.  Most  of  these  units  will 
be  occupied  prior  to  September  of  the  next  school  year;  the 
remainder  will  be  occupied  shortly  thereafter.  The  occu- 
pancy of  these  additional  housing  units  will  result  in  an 
increase  of  some  200  students  within  our  school  system.  We 
should  be  able  to  house  these  additional  students  within  the 
three  schools  presently  open  on  Otis  Air  Force  Base.  There 
will  be  a  problem  regarding  space  for  administrative  offices 
which  are  presently  housed  in  the  three  base  schools  that 
are  now  in  operation. 

If  the  current  trend  towards  increased  federal  activity 
on  the  base  continues  and  more  housing  units  are  opened, 
we  will  be  faced  with  the  necessity  of  opening  the  fourth 
school  on  the  base.  There  will  be  a  substantial  cost  to  the 
town  when  this  occurs.  We  have  taken  large  amounts  of 
furniture,  equipment  and  materials  from  the  base  schools 
to  be  used  within  our  town  schools.  These  were  items  that 
were  needed  in  the  town  schools.  It  was  obviously  fiscally 
unreasonable  to  ask  the  town  to  raise  funds  to  purchase 
these  items  when  at  the  time  they  were  sitting  unused  in 
the  base  schools  and  apparently  would  never  be  needed  there 
again. 

A  final  note  regarding  the  base  situation  and  its  future. 
At  the  present  time  there  are  some  466  students  from  the 
town  of  Bourne  who  are  housed  in  the  schools  on  Otis  Air 
Force  Base.  If  more  housing  units  on  the  base  are  occupied 
by  federal  families  and  we  finally  arrive  at  a  time  when  all 
of  the  housing  units  on  base  are  again  occupied,  there  will  be 
no  space  available  in  the  base  schools  for  housing  our  town 
students.  The  town  will  then  be  faced  with  the  immediate 
need  for  a  new  school  building.  In  view  of  the  developments 
on  the  base  during  the  last  year,  it  would  appear  that  the 
town  may  well  be  faced  with  meeting  this  need  in  the  not 
too  distant  future. 
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School  budgets  everywhere,  just  like  our  own  family 
budgets,  continue  to  increase  during  these  difficult  economic 
times.  The  price  of  every  book,  every  piece  of  equipment 
and  every  supply  or  material  item  that  we  purchase  has 
escalated  during  these  last  few  years.  Every  labor  cost  that 
we  must  purchase  has  increased.  Salaries  for  our  own  em- 
ployees, like  employees  everywhere,  have  risen. 

The  cost  of  state  mandated  programs  has  descended 
upon  local  school  systems.  In  1973,  we  spent  $80,287  for  spe- 
cial needs  students;  as  a  result  of  the  state  mandated  766, 
we  are  now  spending  $388,164  during  the  current  year  for 
these  students.  We  have  not  reached  the  apex  of  the  require- 
ments of  this  law  yet;  its  cost  will  increase  further  in  the 
years  ahead.  While  no  one  questions  the  philosophy  of  the 
intent  of  such  legislation,  it  should  be  clearly  understood 
that  the  cost  for  such  programs  results  in  an  increased 
budgetary  dollar  amount  that  we  must  request  the  town  to 
appropriate.  There  are  no  state  funds  forthcoming  to  offset 
the  cost  of  these  programs. 

Our  local  school  budget  will  also  increase  further  as  more 
students  reside  in  the  housing  units  on  Otis  Air  Force  Base. 
While  additional  federal  funds  will  be  available,  there  will  be 
a  substantial  increase  in  the  total  budget  figure. 

During  the  past  school  year,  Bourne  High  School  was 
evaluated  by  a  Committee  from  the  New  England  Association 
of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining our  continued  accreditation  by  the  Association.  The 
Committee  conducted  an  intensive  three  day  evaluative  study 
of  our  high  school.  As  a  result  of  this  evaluation,  the  Associ- 
ation approved  our  continued  accreditation  for  the  next  five 
years.  This  is  the  current  standard  period  of  time  for  which 
accreditations  are  granted. 

While  our  extended  accreditation  by  the  NEASS&C 
signifies  that  we  continue  to  meet  the  educational  standards 
established  by  this  Association,  the  evaluating  committee 
submitted  a  lengthy  list  of  recommendations  for  improving 
our  services  to  the  students  in  Bourne  High  School.  These 
recommendations  have  been  and  are  still  being  studied  and 
evaluated.  Some  have  been  implemented  already;  we  shall 
be  acting  upon  other  recommendations  over  the  next  few 
years. 
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The  visiting  committee  particularly  noted  the  present 
problems  of  lack  of  space  within  Bourne  High  School  for 
many  of  our  educational  programs  and  activities.  This  prob- 
lem has  developed  because  of  our  increased  enrolment  at  the 
high  school  level  and  the  need  for  additional  space  for  man- 
dated educational  programs  for  small  groups  of  students. 
With  any  substantial  further  increase  in  high  school  enrol- 
ments, which  may  well  occur  as  a  result  of  the  occupancy  of 
the  additional  160  housing  units  on  Otis  Air  Force  Base,  we 
will  be  faced  with  the  need  for  additional  facilities  for  our 
high  school  students. 

The  School  Committee  has  initiated  the  periodic  publica- 
tion of  a  newsletter  to  the  citizens  within  the  town.  The 
intent  of  this  publication  is  to  better  inform  the  townspeople 
of  the  activities  and  workings  of  the  School  Committee  and 
the  school  system  itself.  It  also  seeks  to  increase  the  partici- 
pation and  involvement  of  the  public  in  the  operation  of 
our  school  system.  This  has  always  been  a  priority  objective 
of  the  School  Committee.  This  newsletter  has  been  success- 
ful in  opening  the  lines  of  communication  to  the  public 
which  is  attested  to  by  the  increased  public  attendance  at 
the  meetings  of  the  School  Committee.  I  would  like  to  ac- 
knowledge the  contribution  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Ellis,  a  member 
and  secretary  of  the  Bourne  School  Committee,  who  has 
assumed  the  task  and  responsibility  for  the  publication  of 
this  newsletter.  The  success  this  newsletter  has  enjoyed  is 
due  to  her  efforts. 

In  the  current  school  year,  the  physical  education  and 
athletic  field  recently  constructed  at  the  Coady  Junior  High 
School  became  available  for  the  use  of  the  students  in  that 
school.  Prior  to  this  field  being  constructed,  there  was  no 
outdoor  field  available  for  the  physical  education  and  athletic 
programs  at  this  school.  Having  this  field  available  im- 
measurably enhances  the  quality  of  the  physical  education 
program  that  we  are  able  to  offer  these  students.  It  also 
ameliorates  the  previously  existing  congestion  surrounding 
the  utilization  of  our  athletic  fields  for  all  of  our  in-town 
schools.  Students  from  the  Coady  Junior  High  School  pre- 
viously had  to  be  transported  to  Sagamore  for  their  spring 
sports  programs.  We  are  most  grateful  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee and  the  School  Building  Needs  Committee  for  the 
provision  of  this  field.  A  special  vote  of  thanks  is  also  due 
to  Mr.  Louis  Pellegrini  and  the  Bourne  Highway  Department 
for  their  instrumental  role  in  the  construction  of  this  facility. 
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During  the  past  summer,  our  annual  curriculum  work- 
shop was  devoted  to  the  construction  of  a  curriculum  guide 
for  our  kindergarten  classes.  Our  previous  curriculum  guide 
had  been  developed  many  years  ago  and  no  longer  was  cur- 
rent with  our  present  kindergarten  programs.  A  new  kinder- 
garten curriculum  guide  was  constructed  by  three  of  our 
staff  teachers.  Mrs.  Norma  Mannion,  Mrs.  Beverly  Manning 
and  Miss  Maire  Sheehy  worked  on  this  project  with  Mrs. 
Mannion  serving  as  the  director.  The  new  curriculum  guide 
that  they  constructed  is  much  more  voluminous  and  detailed 
and  is  now  in  concert  with  our  current  kindergarten  offer- 
ings. The  value  of  the  product  of  their  efforts  for  our  kinder- 
garten students  became  immediately  apparent  this  past  Sep- 
tember and  it  will  continue  to  benefit  our  future  kinder- 
garten classes. 

While  occupied  in  the  above  described  endeavor,  these 
teachers  became  aware  of  the  need  for  an  Orientation  Book- 
let for  parents  to  answer  the  myriad  questions  that  parents 
encounter  upon  their  child's  first  experience  in  a  formal 
school  situation.  Recognizing  this  need,  these  teachers  went 
on  beyond  their  assigned  responsibility  to  construct  such 
an  informational  booklet.  All  of  the  parents  of  our  present 
kindergarten  students  will  attest  to  the  value  of  their  efforts. 
For  my  own  part,  I  would  simply  like  to  express  my  appre- 
ciation to  these  teachers  for  their  efforts  and  their  obvious 
dedicated  commitment  to  their  profession. 

Our  PACT  program,  in  which  a  member  of  our  local 
police  force  regularly  visits  and  conducts  an  educational 
program  within  our  classrooms,  continues  to  operate  for  the 
second  school  year.  Last  year  the  program  was  offered  to  all 
classes  in  grades  kindergarten  through  six;  this  year  the 
program  has  been  extended  to  include  the  seventh  grade. 
The  program  teaches  safety  practices  to  our  children  and 
deals  with  the  current  societal  youth  problems  of  vandalism, 
drugs  and  alcohol.  More  importantly,  perhaps,  it  seeks  to 
present  the  image  of  a  police  officer  as  a  human  being,  no 
different  than  their  father  or  neighbor,  and  not  the  adver- 
sarial figure  that  our  youth  sometimes  imagine  him  to 
necessarily  be. 

This  program  is  well  organized,  it  has  great  merit  and 
it  is  excellently  conducted.  Our  community  will  benefit  from 
this  program  immeasurably  in  the  years  ahead.  My  thanks 
to  Mr.  Henry  Maiolini,  Chief  of  Police,  for  initiating  this 
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program  and  to  officers  Charles  Noyes  and  Howard  Zibbell 
for  their  successful  implementation  of  this  program  within 
our  classrooms. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  single  out  one  individual 
for  the  special  contribution  that  she  has  made  to  this  school 
system  over  the  past  four  years.  I  refer  to  Mrs.  Vesta  Braley. 
During  this  period  of  time,  she  has  provided  her  volunteer 
services  on  virtually  a  full  time  basis  to  initiate  a  library 
program  within  the  Stowell  School.  As  a  result  of  her  efforts 
the  students  in  that  school  have  a  fully  operational  library 
program. 

Mrs.  Braley  has  also  initiated  the  development  of  a 
similar  library  program  for  the  students  in  the  Otis  Memorial 
School  where  all  of  our  town  kindergarten  students  are 
housed.  In  terms  of  the  value  of  such  library  services,  I 
would  point  out  that  all  research  clearly  indicates  that  where 
an  effective  library  program  is  in  operation,  the  academic 
learning  of  the  students  is  significantly  enhanced.  The  stu- 
dents in  both  of  these  schools  are  now  benefiting  from  her 
contribution.  I  personally  salute  and  honor  her  for  what 
she  has  done  and  continues  to  do  for  the  students  in  this 
school  system. 


Annual  Report  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools/ 
Director  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services  Department,  Frederick  J. 
Dunbury 

:  The  focus  of  my  responsibilities  again  this  year  continues 
to  be  in  the  area  of  special  education.  Serving  as  the  Special 
Education  Administrator  for  the  Bourne  School  Department 
for  the  past  three  years  has  been  a  rewarding  experience. 
It  has  provided  me  with  the  opportunity  to  work  more  closely 
with  building  principals  and  their  staffs  than  in  previous 
years  and  has  served  to  reinforce  my  convictions  that  provid- 
ing for  the  individual  needs  of  the  children  in  our  schools 
has  long  been  the  focal  point  of  our  curriculum. 

Chapter  766  has  served  to  give  added  attention  to  the 
educational  needs  of  children  in  a  way  that  has  been  ex- 
tremely demanding  of  the  public  schools.  Since  September 
of  1974  the  Special  Services  staff  in  our  schools  has  been 
increased  from  six  to  eighteen  full  time  members.  The  ex- 
penditures of  our  special  education  program  have  increased 
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over  three  hundred  percent  in  the  same  amount  of  time. 
At  this  time  approximately  14%  of  our  student  population 
is  receiving  special  services  in  addition  to  their  regular  school 
program.  This  figure  does  not  include  a  large  number  of 
children  being  provided  services  in  our  elementary  Title  I 
program  nor  does  it  include  other  school  programs  that  are 
not  considered  special  education  but  do  provide  additional 
services  for  students  in  all  of  our  schools. 

This  clearly  indicates  the  commitment  of  Bourne  to 
providing  for  the  individual  needs  of  the  children  in  its 
schools. 

The  range  of  our  educational  and  financial  responsi- 
bilities now  include  children  between  the  ages  of  three  to 
twenty  one  that  are  in  various  types  of  programs  outside  of 
the  regular  public  school.  Presently  there  are  thirty-seven 
children  that  fall  into  this  category.  These  children,  due  to 
their  very  sensitive  problems,  are  in  special  programs  lo- 
cated on  the  Cape  or  in  other  towns  in  the  eastern  part  of 
Massachusetts. 

Since  the  regulations  of  Chapter  766  require  an  extensive 
and  complex  system  of  referrals,  evaluations  and  program- 
ming components,  assistance  has  been  provided  this  year  at 
the  elementary  level  to  bring  about  stronger  coordination  of 
this  process. 

At  this  time  the  process  has  reached  a  point  of  effective- 
ness that  is  impressive.  The  involvement  of  teachers,  ad- 
ministrators and  special  needs  staff  has  been  substantial 
and  the  process  now  is  ongoing  in  all  of  our  elementary 
schools.  Considerable  time  and  effort  have  been  given  to  all 
aspects  of  this  process  with  the  goal  being  the  best  possible 
program  for  each  child  concerned.  Those  that  have  partici- 
pated in  this  project  are  to  be  commended  for  their  work. 

At  the  junior  and  senior  high  school  levels  our  special 
needs  programs  serve  over  one  hundred  students  in  reading, 
math  and  other  related  curriculum  areas.  Considerable  time 
has  been  given  to  updating  each  child's  program  using  the 
new  educational  plan  form  that  the  State  Department  of 
Education  is  requiring  all  school  departments  to  use  during 
this  school  year.  The  addition  of  a  full  time  school  psycholo- 
gist to  provide  a  stronger  evaluative  and  counseling  com- 
ponent had  added  significantly  to  the  delivery  of  special 
services  at  these  levels. 
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As  we  enter  the  remaining  half  of  this  school  year  I  am 
optomistic  that  continued  support  of  our  efforts  in  the  area 
of  special  education  will  lead  to  a  more  effective  educational 
program  for  all  children.  Working  with  Chapter  766  has  been 
a  learning  experience  for  the  school,  the  home  and  the  com- 
munity; and  experience  that  should  make  the  bond  between 
those  three  elements  stronger  than  it  has  been  in  the  past. 
Each  has  an  important  contribution  to  make  to  the  educa- 
tion of  children  and  through  an  understanding  and  co- 
operative effort  the  child  will  become  the  central  point  of  all 
concerned. 


Annual  Report  of  the  Coordinator  of  Curriculum  (K-8), 
Eleanor  M.  Priestley 

SEMLA: 

In  the  spring  Bourne  Schools  piloted  a  smoking  educa- 
tion program  in  conjunction  with  the  Southeastern  Massa- 
chusetts Lung  Association.  SEMLA  provided  a  thoracic  sur- 
geon, Dr.  Allen  J.  Togut,  to  talk  to  teaching  personnel  at  an 
in-service  program.  Joan  Kopeski  and  Cesar  Aleman,  from 
SEMLA,  provided  exhibits,  materials,  and  assistance  to  the 
schools.  Teachers  carried  on  follow-up  sessions  with  their 
classes. 

For  maximal  success  this  very  positive  program  should 
be  stressed  at  the  elementary  level,  starting  in  kindergarten. 

We  hope  to  continue  working  with  SEMLA  in  this  most 
important  area,  and  are  grateful  to  them  and  to  the  school 
principals  who  helped  further  the  program. 

Metric  System: 

The  metric  system  of  measurement  will  replace  our  cur- 
rent sytem  within  ten  years,  according  to  experts  in  the 
field. 

The  change-over  will  be  most  difficult  for  adults,  since 
we  have  used  the  "English"  system  all  our  lives.  Children 
should  have  no  problem,  as  the  system  is  a  decimal  system, 
like  our  monetary  system. 

Math  Team  Leaders  and  the  Curriculum  Coordinator  are 
currently  working  on  courses  of  study  to  be  used  by  elemen- 
tary teachers.  We  now  have  meter  sticks  and  metric  rulers 
for  all  classes,  as  well  as  Metric  Survival  Kits,  scales,  ther- 
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mometers,  and  other  materials  for  use  in  kindergarten 
through  grade  six. 

Soon  all  children  will  be  using  the  metric  system.  Prior 
to  that  time,  meetings  will  be  necessary  to  help  teachers 
work  with  the  "new"  system. 

Pact  Program: 

Because  the  Pact  Program  (Police  As  Classroom  Teach- 
ers), was  felt  to  be  very  successful  in  kindergarten  through 
grade  six  last  school  year,  it  has  been  extended  to  seventh 
grade,  where  it  is  being  used  in  Social  Studies  in  conjunction 
with  the  unit  on  crime. 

Foreign  Language  Program  in  the  Junior  High: 

The  foreign  language  program  in  the  junior  high  schools 
was  evaluated  this  year  by  means  of  student  questionnaires 
administered  to  high  school  students  in  French,  Spanish, 
and  German  classes,  and  by  a  committee  made  up  of  the 
junior  high  principals,  the  foreign  language  department 
head,  the  junior  high  foreign  language  teacher,  and  the 
curriculum  coordinator. 

The  questionnaires  were  strong  in  their  support  of  the 
program. 

Chapter  622  and  Title  IX: 

Both  of  these  laws,  Title  IX,  (federal)  pertaining  to 
elimination  of  sex  bias,  and  Chapter  622,  (state)  pertaining 
to  elimination  of  national,  racial,  religious  and/or  sex  bias, 
have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  all  school  personnel, 
students,  and  parents,  by  means  of  notices  and  newspaper 
articles 

Evaluation  of  school  practices  and  programs,  to  deter- 
mine and  correct  any  non-compliant  areas,  was  started  dur- 
ing an  in-service  meeting  and  continued  to  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Any  areas  not  in  compliance  with  either  law  will  require 
affirmative  action. 

The  Title  IX  evaluation  must  be  kept  on  file  for  three 
years.  Chapter  622,  involving  texts  and  materials,  must  be 
evaluated  every  year,  according  to  statute  guidelines. 

The  selection  of  all  new  texts  and  materials  must  take 
into  consideration  the  question  of  bias.  These  laws,  while 
adding  to  the  work  load  of  administrators  and  teaching 
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personnel,  have  caused  us  all  to  look  critically  and  take  note 
of  the  subtle  ways  unintentional  sex-stereotyping  occurs.

Bicentennial : 

The  Bicentennial  has  ended.  In  retrospect  —  it  happened 
when  most  needed  in  our  land,  and  helped  in  a  small  way, 
at  least,  to  rekindle  a  feeling  of  love  for  our  flag  and  country. 
Sentiments,  lost  for  some  time  from  texts,  materials,  and 
procedures,  are  seen  again. 

The  Adams  Chronicles,  the  Bicentennial  Minutes,  and 
other  fine  television  programs  have  given  us  insights  into 
our  history,  and  how  we  became  the  great  country  we  are  — 
have  helped  renew  our  respect  for  our  land  —  hopefully, 
have  given  a  boost  to  history  courses  in  our  schools. 

The  Bicentennial  has  ended;  let  us  hope  the  Bicentennial 
Spirit  never  ends. 


Annual  Report  of  the  Coordinator  of  Reading, 
Raymond  L.  Matthews 

Thanks  to  the  Right  to  Read  program  and  the  support 
of  Mr.  Brown  and  the  School  Committee,  the  opportunity  to 
ask  for  community  support  and  to  organize  the  Right  to 
Read  Local  Advisory  Council  was  made  possible  in  April  1975. 

In  1974,  the  Bourne  Public  Schools  was  invited  to  parti- 
cipate in  the  State  Right  to  Read  Program.  This  invitation 
was  accepted  by  the  School  Committee  wherein  a  local  di- 
rector and  a  local  advisory  council  were  appointed.  The  local 
advisory  council  of  town  members  and  a  system-wide  task 
force  of  school  officials  and  teachers  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Matthews  met  monthly  to  discuss  the  goals  of  the  Right 
to  Read  program  and  their  implementation. 

Through  the  work  of  the  task  force  and  the  council,  a 
long  range  plan  of  action  was  devised  to  involve  the  com- 
munity in  a  volunteer  program.  This  plan  included  three 
projects: 

1.  Volunteers  in  the  schools 

2.  Library  Aides  —  to  support  an  expanded  and 
enriched  program 
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3.  Publicity  and  Communication  —  to  inform  the 
community  about  reading  and  the  Right  to 
Read  effort. 

The  Coordinator  is  especially  thankful  to  the  Local  Ad- 
visory Council  members  and  officers  whose  efforts  have  made 
the  volunteer  program  a  visible  community  effort.  These 
members  include:  Chairperson  Mrs.  Leslie  Morrissey,  Co- 
ordinator Mrs.  Lynn  Rivet,  Secretary  Mrs.  Cynthia  Berna- 
gozzi,  Publicity  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Riley,  Newsletter  Miss  Joanne 
Kenney,  and  Mrs.  Patricia  Moll,  our  representative  on  the 
State  Advisory  Council. 

This  report  is  a  summary  of  activities  on  this  year's 
Right  to  Read  Community  and  School  effort  to  carry  out 
these  projects. 

On  September  28  and  29,  1976,  a  two  day  orientation 
program  was  arranged  by  the  Local  Advisory  Council  under 
Mrs.  Leslie  Morrissey  and  Mrs.  Lynn  Rivet.  The  orientation 
sessions  were  hosted  by  Mr.  Donald  Morrissey  and  Mr.  Fred- 
erick Comings  at  their  respective  schools  and  the  Reading 
Department  under  Mrs.  Rose  Merritt.  At  the  first  workshop 
at  Otis  Memorial  School,  Mrs.  Beatrice  Williams  led  a  work- 
shop for  the  home  volunteers.  Under  her  expert  instruction, 
the  women  were  guided  through  manuscript  lettering,  which 
is  used  by  teachers  in  the  classrooms.  The  second  workshop, 
held  at  Coady,  was  led  by  the  school  librarians,  Mr.  Hoffman, 
Mrs.  Gruner,  Miss  Smith  and  the  volunteer  professional  li- 
brarians Mrs.  Roark  and  Mrs.  Braley. 

Volunteers  in  the  Schools 

In  the  fall  of  1976  there  were  41  in-school  volunteers 
and  four  substitute  volunteers;  and  for  the  Home  Volunteer 
program  there  were  37  participants  and  three  neighborhood 
leaders  for  a  total  of  85  community  volunteers. 

High  School  —  On  November  30,  Mr.  Cook  attended  a 
council  meeting.  He  assured  the  members  that  Mrs.  Grunner 
is  pleased  with  the  help  she  is  receiving  from  the  two  women 
who  work  two  and  a  half  hours  each  week. 

On  December  14  through  16,  with  the  help  of  21  women 
who  offered  three  hours  of  their  time,  the  high  school  held 
a  book  fair.  Mrs.  Lloyd,  a  Right  to  Read  volunteer  designed 
a  book  marker  to  be  given  out  with  the  books  purchased. 
Mr.  Shaw  continues  in  his  second  year  as  a  reading  tutor 
twice  a  week.

Junior  Higrh  —  At  Lyle  and  Coady,  Mr.  Hoffman  has  been 
assisted  by  four  volunteers  who  spent  two  hours  each  per 
week  in  the  library.  Under  his  direction,  the  women  typed, 
shelved,  catalogued,  and  organized  the  books. 

Hoxie  and  Peebles  —  On  October  19  and  November  4, 
Miss  Smith,  the  librarian,  held  an  orientation  for  the  ten 
volunteers.  She  outlined  the  steps  used  in  the  operation  of 
the  facilities.  Miss  Smith  then  discussed  the  areas  in  which 
initial  help  would  be  most  useful.  The  volunteers  who  spent 
one  and  a  half  hours  each  a  week,  are  becoming  familiar 
with  children's  literature  through  "shelf  reading". 

Ginny  Dexter,  Lorna  Christopolous  and  Barbara  Faulk- 
ner have  been  working  at  the  Peebles  School  weekly  with 
Miss  Kenney  of  the  Reading  Department.  These  women 
have  provided  service  to  organize  and  set  up  a  resource 
center,  a  concept  which  will  benefit  members  of  the  com- 
munity. These  women  also  are  a  focal  point  for  kits  and 
materials  that  are  prepared  by  home  volunteers.  Mr.  Rose 
has  initiated  the  use  of  volunteers  in  a  library  enrichment 
program  for  students. 

Stone  School  —  Mrs.  Roark,  a  professionally  trained  li- 
brarian and  a  volunteer  trained  the  10  volunteers  working 
in  the  school  library.  The  two  to  three  hours  each  week 
given  by  these  women  enable  the  children  to  enjoy  the  daily 
use  of  the  library. 

Otis  Memorial  and  Stowell  Schools  —  The  library  pro- 
grams at  Stowell  and  Otis  Memorial  have  benefited  from  the 
interest  of  Mrs.  Vesta  Braley.  A  retired  town  librarian,  and 
a  volunteer  herself,  Mrs.  Braley  prepared  the  eleven  volun- 
teers for  the  library  work  at  these  two  schools.  With  these 
two  teams  of  volunteers,  the  libraries  remain  open  daily. 

A  story  hour  was  implemented  at  the  Otis  Memorial 
School.  This  successful  activity  was  arranged  by  Mr.  Morris- 
sey,  Mrs.  Braley,  Mrs.  Rivet  and  the  volunteers. 

Substitute  Volunteers  —  An  asset  to  the  library  programs 
is  the  flexible  time  schedule  offered  by  several  women  who 
act  as  volunteer  substitutes.  They  are  called  on  often  at  the 
last  minute  to  fill  volunteer  slots  in  any  school  in  the  town. 
Of  course,  more  volunteer  candidates  are  needed  in  this 
particular  project  even  though  the  number  of  volunteer 
"subs"  needed  per  building  has  averaged  only  one  or  two 
per  week. 
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Home  Volunteers  —  A  vital  source  of  service  and  support 
is  the  home  volunteer.  These  women  spend  many  hours  in 
the  home  working  on  special  projects.  Bourne  is  divided  into 
five  villages  and  for  each  neighborhood,  one  woman  serves 
as  a  neighborhood  leader.  It  is  her  function  to  serve  as  a 
liaison  person  between  the  school  and  the  home  workers. 
Every  two  weeks,  Bernie  Sacchetti,  Kathy  Hagstrom  and 
Stacey  Duggan  appear  at  school  to  pick  up  the  "homework" 
for  the  volunteers.  To  date,  the  home  volunteers  have  been 
of  great  service  to  many  of  the  elementary  teachers  by  past- 
ing and  colating  teacher  made  kits,  printing  flashcards,  and 
typing.  Mrs.  Lynn  Rivet,  the  coordinator  of  the  volunteers, 
deserves  special  recognition  for  her  professional  organization 
of  the  volunteers,  especially  the  implementation  of  the  Home 
Volunteer  Project  and  the  substitute  program. 

Commentary  on  Progress 

On  November  5,  a  meeting  was  held  by  Mrs.  Rivet  at  the 
Johnathan  Bourne  Library  for  the  school  volunteers  to  assess 
the  progress  of  the  volunteer  program  in  each  school.  There 
was  a  positive  response  from  the  women  on  the  time  they 
spent  in  the  schools.  The  hope  expressed,  however,  is  that 
eventually  the  volunteers  will  be  able  to  provide  even  more 
of  a  direct  service  to  the  pupil. 

For  next  year,  the  Bourne  Right  to  Read  effort  will  con- 
centrate its  activities  on  continuing  to  improve  and  to  ex- 
pand upon  our  volunteer  program  and  on  beginning  to  imple- 
ment our  training  programs  in  the  area  of  staff  development. 
The  reading  coordinator  and  the  members  of  the  reading 
department  gratefully  express  their  appreciation  for  the 
genuine  interest  and  commitment  given  to  the  Right  to  Read 
effort  by  the  administrators,  teachers  and,  of  course,  all  our 
community  volunteers. 


Annual  Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Physical  Education  and 
Athletics,  Phillip  A.  Norton 

The  theme  of  my  1975  report  was  of  expansion.  We  were 
able  to  expand  the  programs  by  adding  new  sports  such  as 
cross  country,  tennis,  and  girls  track.  The  expansion  also 
included  the  development  of  new  facilities  such  as  the  track, 
tennis  courts,  new  fields  at  Coady  Junior  High  School  and 
the  High  School. 
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If  expansion  characterized  the  year  1975,  perhaps  the 
best  word  to  characterize  1976  would  be  change. 

The  most  significant  change  to  take  place  was  the  re- 
organization of  the  administrative  functions  of  the  physical 
education  and  athletic  departments.  Previously  they  were 
separate  and  distinct  entities;  two  different  departments 
operating  independently  of  each  other.  The  reorganization 
brought  both  departments  under  single  supervision  and  Is 
now  titled  the  Department  of  Physical  Education  and  Ath- 
letics. This  should  prove  to  be  beneficial  in  the  areas  of 
scheduling,  purchasing,  inventory,  facility  use,  etc.  The  re- 
organization has  brought  about  a  reevaluation  of  philosophy 
and  the  direction  in  which  the  programs  are  headed. 

The  revised  concepts  of  the  department  places  prime 
emphasis  on  the  physical  education  program  and  the  develop- 
ment of  curriculum  that  will  serve  as  the  foundation  upon 
which  all  students  in  the  Bourne  Schools  can  build.  The 
Curriculum  will  be  geared  to  promote  physical  fitness  habits 
that  can  be  carried  on  by  all  students  throughout  their 
life  time.  Students  will  also  get  exposure  to  life  time  sports 
and  activities  as  well  as  some  team  sports.  Those  students 
who  have  particular  interests  will  be  able  to  participate  in 
a  variety  of  intramural  activities  that  will  include  running, 
jogging,  gymnastics,  basketball,  floor  hockey,  broom  hockey, 
weight  training,  tennis,  golf,  etc.  The  interscholastic  pro- 
gram will  take  care  of  the  needs  of  those  students  with 
special  aptitudes.  It  is  the  goal  of  the  intramural  and  inter- 
scholastic programs  to  be  diverse  enough  to  offer  activities 
that  will  have  the  potential  to  be  of  interest  to  each  and 
every  student.  I  wish  to  emphasize  once  again  that  the 
basis  of  the  whole  program  is  the  physical  education  curricu- 
lum. Each  student  must  participate  in  the  program  as  a 
regular  classroom  project.  Hopefully,  the  program  presented 
will  be  creative  and  challenging  enough  to  stir  the  interest 
of  the  students  so  that  they  will  participate  in  the  intra- 
mural and  interscholastic  activities  offered  at  their  school. 
We  will  also  encourage  them  to  pursue  some  of  these  activ- 
ities outside  the  school  setting  in  developing  desirable  life 
time  fitness  habits. 

Along  with  the  change  in  organization  and  philosophy 
there  has  been  a  change  in  people.  While  no  new  faces  have 
been  added  to  the  physical  education  instructors  group  many 
have  had  a  change  in  assignment  and  levels  of  teaching. 
There  are  many  new  faces  in  the  coaching  ranks. 
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At  the  High  School  in  boys'  basketball  we  have  a  new 
head  coach  in  Mark  Southworth  with  two  new  assistants  in 
Len  Desautels  and  Peter  Stephen.  For  girls'  basketball  Nancy 
Lindberg,  a  young  veteran,  has  added  Bruce  Gendron  as 
Assistant  Coach.  The  hockey  program  sees  two  new  mentors 
taking  charge  in  the  person  of  Gerry  Dineen  as  head  man 
and  Harry  Kamataris  as  his  assistant.  The  football  staff  is 
headed  by  Bob  Desaulniers  with  newcomers  Bill  Benson,  Len 
Desautels,  Mike  Rainnie  added  to  holdover  Gerry  Czarnetzki. 
In  baseball  Ray  LeBrun  is  assisted  by  Bruce  Gendron.  Mike 
Bigelow  directed  our  cross  country  team,  while  Nancy  Lind- 
berg aided  by  Judy  Cox  coached  the  field  hockey  players. 

Golf  is  handled  by  Vern  Costa  while  Peter  Stephen  and 
Mark  Southworth  serve  the  racqueteers.  Marge  Goward 
coached  girls  softball  and  the  late  Roy  Caliri  was  head  track 
coach. 

The  junior  high  sports  at  Coady  were  handled  by  Alan 
Moore  in  football  and  baseball;  Bob  Howard  worked  as  as- 
sistant football  coach.  Vern  Costa  directed  the  girls'  basket- 
ball program  and  Peter  Stephen  the  boys.  Ken  Carson 
coached  girls'  softball. 

At  Lyle  Junior  High  School  Ray  LeBrun  and  Dick  Butler 
coached  football;  LeBrun  also  had  the  boys'  basketball  team. 
Mike  Ryan  handled  girls'  basketball.  Tim  Shay  was  a  new- 
comer to  boys'  baseball. 

It  is  perhaps  significant  that  there  are  only  four  people 
in  the  entire  group  listed  above  who  are  over  30.  The  average 
age  of  the  entire  staff  is  26,  a  good  mixture  of  youth  and 
experience  because  most  of  them  have  had  several  years 
coaching  experience  in  spite  of  their  youth. 

I  am  confident  that  the  year  of  change  has  been  a  bene- 
ficial one  for  our  department  and  I  am  now  looking  forward 
to  a  year  in  which  to  evaluate  the  results  of  the  changes.

In  the  area  of  financial  aid,  the  members  of  the  Class  of 
1976  received  $50,591  in  grants,  $9,550  in  loans,  and  $7,350 
from  work-study  programs.  The  one  year  grants  plus  the 
four  year  renewable  grants  totaled  $117,464.00.  Of  the  total 
amount  received  $11,965  came  from  clubs  and  organizations 
in  the  Town  of  Bourne  and  $9,050  from  other  sources  on  Cape 
Cod. 

More  than  one  million  students  from  over  17,000  high 
schools  entered  the  1977  National  Merit  Scholarship  Program 
by  taking  the  1975  Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test/ 
National  Merit  Qualifying  Test.  Of  this  number  15,000  quali- 
fied as  semifinalists  and  presently  are  being  considered  for 
about  3800  Merit  Scholarships  to  be  awarded  in  the  spring 
of  1977.  Among  this  very  select  group  was  one  student  from 
the  Class  of  1977.  Two  other  members  of  the  class,  although 
they  did  not  qualify  for  semifinalist  status,  did  earn  Letters 
of  Commendation  for  their  outstanding  performance  on  the 
test. 

During  the  school  year  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each 
month,  the  guidance  offices  in  the  high  school  as  well  as 
the  two  junior  high  schools,  were  open  from  7:00  p.m.  to 
9:00  p.m.  On  these  nights  the  counselors  made  their  services 
available  to  those  parents  who  were  unable  to  come  to  school 
during  the  school  day.  In  addition  to  this  service,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  guidance  department  conducted  three  other  eve- 
ning programs:  one  to  acquaint  the  parents  of  eighth 
graders  with  the  high  school  curricula,  another  to  familiar- 
ize parents  of  seniors  and  juniors  in  particular  with  the 
procedures  to  be  followed  in  applying  to  college  and  in  seek- 
ing financial  aid,  and  the  third  to  assist  the  members  of  the 
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Central  Scholarship  Committee  in  reviewing  the  applications 
and  the  statistical  data  of  those  students  who  applied  to  the 
CSC  for  financial  aid. 

Finally,  on  behalf  of  the  guidance  staff,  I  would  like  to 
express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  who  helped  in  any 
way  to  make  our  program  successful. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  Bourne  High  School, 
William  A.  Cook 

The  year  1976  has  provided  Bourne  High  School  with  an 
opportunity  to  study  and  to  begin  to  react  to  the  evaluation 
of  our  school  in  the  early  spring.  Out  of  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges'  report  came  a  myriad  of 
recommendations  which  will  require  much  analysis,  plan- 
ning, and  implementation.  We  will  be  devoting  much  of  our 
energy  in  the  next  few  years  toward  making  many  of  the 
improvements  suggested  by  this  report. 

Bourne  High  School  is  also  continuing  to  experience  a 
steady  enrollment  growth  which  is  certainly  something  of  a 
local  phenomenon  considering  that  in  most  communities  in 
this  state  and  across  the  nation  the  secondary  enrollments 
are  steadily  dropping.  This  appears  to  reflect  a  growing 
activity  at  Otis  Air  Force  Base  as  well  as  some  growth  in  the 
town.  At  this  writing  we  have  825  students  at  Bourne  High 
School  compared  to  793  at  the  close  of  school  in  June. 

As  a  consequence  we  are  encountering  problems  with 
lack  of  space.  In  only  the  last  two  periods  during  the  day 
do  we  have  a  single  unused  room.  This  results  in  the  neces- 
sity of  such  things  as  holding  reading  and  music  classes  in 
the  home  economics  area,  utilizing  the  library  for  meetings 
with  college  representatives  and  other  special  groups  which 
precludes  its  use  during  this  time  for  its  primary  educational 
function,  and  the  use  of  language  laboratory  and  science 
laboratories  for  classes  other  than  in  those  specialized  sub- 
jects. While  this  maximum  use  of  space  may  seem  efficient, 
it  does  not  promote  the  best  educational  setting  and  prevents 
science  teachers  from  preparing  for  laboratory  periods  dur- 
ing their  unassigned  periods. 

This  crowding,  in  juxtaposition  with  the  need  that  I  have 
mentioned  in  previous  reports  for  more  adequate  facilities 
in  guidance,  music,  physical  education  and  athletics,  library 
(media  center),  auditorium,  and  storage,  indicates  some  con- 
sideration should  be  made  soon  for  planning  for  an  addition 
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to  the  present  high  school  building.  The  New  England  Asso- 
ciation in  its  report  states,  "The  physical  plant  is  crowded 
and  does  not  provide  some  of  the  specialized  areas  one  would 
hope  to  find  in  a  modern,  comprehensive  high  school.  It 
would  be  possible  to  alleviate  this  problem  by  building  an 
addition  to  the  present  building  or  moving  some  of  the  stu- 
dents to  unused  classrooms  in  other  parts  of  the  town."  The 
only  unused  classrooms  at  the  present  time  are  located  at 
Otis  Air  Force  Base.  It  seems  implausible  that  this  alterna- 
tive is  practical  so  that  an  addition  to  the  present  building 
appears  to  be  the  logical  solution. 

We  are  making  steady  progress  under  Chapter  766.  The 
availability  of  a  school  psychologist  at  the  secondary  level 
has  done  much  to  alleviate  some  of  the  problems  we  have 
had  in  implementing  the  program. 

We  have  taken  some  steps  to  try  to  improve  the  involve- 
ment of  students  in  student  government  and  to  provide  a 
broader-based  activity  program.  A  new  drama  club,  a  team 
entered  in  the  Southeastern  Conference  Math  League,  and 
an  increased  enrollment  in  our  intramural  program  are  ex- 
amples of  these  efforts.  Working  with  the  Student  Affairs 
Sub-committee  of  the  School  Committee  we  hope  to  continue 
this  progress. 

As  we  entered  the  final  month  of  this  year,  the  entire 
school  was  saddened  by  the  sudden  death  of  Frederick  Dun- 
bury,  Jr.,  a  young  man  whose  friendliness  and  happy  spirit 
endeared  him  to  everyone  who  knew  him.  In  his  passing  I 
feel  we  have  all  come  a  little  closer  together  in  our  efforts 
to  express  our  sympathy  to  his  family  and  to  support  one 
another  in  our  grief.  Freddie  will  remain  in  our  hearts  for 
years  to  come  and  we  are  the  better  for  having  known  him. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
central  administrative  staff,  our  secretarial,  custodial,  main- 
tenance, and  cafeteria  staffs,  Mr.  Russell  E.  Burns,  the  fa- 
culty, and  students  for  their  hard  work  and  support  during 
the  past  year. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  Coady  Junior  High  School, 
Frederick  H.  Comings 

The  Kemp  ton  J.  Coady  Junior  High  School  opened  on 
September  8,  1976,  with  a  total  enrollment  of  302  students 
In  grades  seven  and  eight. 
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Among  the  outstanding  programs  at  the  Junior  High 
is  the  exploration  of  Careers  and  Interest  Areas,  planned  by 
the  Guidance  Counsellor,  Mr.  John  McHugh.  The  program 
is  carried  on  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the  grade 
eight  teachers  and  the  Guidance  Department. 

Our  approach  to  the  student  is  to  expect  positive  be- 
havior and  allow  for  maximum  personal  growth.  We  believe 
that  the  entire  structure  of  the  school  speaks  to  the  student, 
telling  who  he  is,  how  we  value  him,  and  how  he  can  value 
others.  If  a  school  organization  is  bureaucratic,  legalistic, 
mechanistic,  the  students  self  image  is  that  of  material  to 
be  processed,  formed  and  developed.  If  the  school  organiza- 
tion is  interpersonal  and  responsible,  the  student  image  is 
that  he  is  a  person  to  be  valued,  as  are  his  teachers  and 
fellow  students.  If  the  teacher  can  sustain  diversity  of 
opinion,  and  still  maintain  mutual,  personal  respect,  they 
model  this  behavior  for  the  students.  In  our  school  there 
are  administrative  and  faculty  goals  as  well  as  student  goals. 
Change  takes  place  because  the  structure  is  organic,  dynamic 
and  alive.  Confrontation,  pain,  and  mistakes  are  frequent, 
but  are  accepted,  as  signs  of  growth  and  vitality. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  Language  Arts  curriculum 
guide  in  1972  the  teachers  are  finding  a  strong  carry  over 
of  basic  skills  from  the  seventh  to  the  eighth  grades.  All 
teachers  are  now  aware  that  the  teaching  of  basic  skills  is 
the  responsibility  of  everyone,  regardless  of  content  area. 

Many  new  language  and  reading  materials  have  been 
added  at  the  Junior  High  School.  Because  of  the  main- 
streaming  of  766  students  into  general  classes,  it  was  agreed 
that  the  multi-sensory  approach  would  be  best.  All  teachers 
would  include  in  their  lesson  plans  some  use  of  audio-visual 
materials.  We  feel  that  we  are  more  nearly  meeting  the 
needs  of  all  the  students  with  this  positive  approach. 

The  library  at  Kempton  J.  Coady  Junior  High  School  has 
developed  into  a  fine  resource  and  learning  center  for  stu- 
dents and  faculty.  The  library  collection,  which  includes 
periodicals,  pamphlets  and  reference  works  as  well  as  books, 
has  been  greatly  expanded  with  the  use  of  funds  obtained 
through  a  federal  grant.  The  facility  is  well  used  by  groups, 
classes  and  individuals  for  reference  and  report  work  as  well 
as  for  enjoyment  and  popular  reading.  The  circulation  of 
library  materials  averages  about  100  books  a  week  and  is 
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growing  steadily.  The  use  of  student  aides  allows  the  library 
to  remain  open  and  accessible  every  day  of  the  week  and  a 
volunteer  from  the  "Right  to  Read  Program"  assists  with 
clerical  and  typing  duties. 

This  country  is  now  in  a  transitional  period  of  conversion 
into  the  metric  system  of  measurement.  The  grade  eight 
science  curriculum  is  geared  to  reflect  these  changing  times. 
New  fllmstrips,  tapes,  and  worksheets  on  the  metric  system 
have  been  added  to  the  curriculum. 

Last  year  the  Basic  Course  of  instruction  in  First  Aid 
to  the  injured  was  added  to  the  seventh  grade  curriculum. 
The  program  proved  to  be  very  successful  and  will  be  con- 
tinued this  year.  Those  students  who  successfully  complete 
the  course  are  awarded  their  American  National  Red  Cross 
cards  in  first-aid. 

Physical  examinations  were  given  to  300  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  students.  A  certain  amount  of  students  were 
referred  to  their  family  physician  for  further  treatment. 
Visual  and  auditory  screening  tests  were  also  given. 

We  are  very  thankful  for  the  refurbishing  of  the  facilities 
in  our  school,  the  cafeteria  and  gymnasium  were  painted 
this  past  summer  and  the  floor  tiles  replaced  in  several  class- 
rooms. The  new  athletic  field  is  a  welcomed  addition  to  our 
Physical  Education,  intra-murals,  and  inter-scholastic  ath- 
letic programs.  Storm  windows  have  been  installed  on  the 
North  side  of  the  school  as  well  as  blanket  insulation 
throughout  the  entire  plant.  This  has  made  substantial  gains 
in  the  area  of  energy  conservation. 

I  would  like  to  personally  thank  all  members  of  the 
Bourne  School  System,  and  the  community  who  have  helped 
in  the  successful  operation  of  our  school. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  Frances  S.  Stowell  School, 
Donald  M.  Morrissey 

'  The  Frances  S.  Stowell  School,  housing  children  in  grades 
five  and  six  from  the  villages  of  Buzzards  Bay,  Bourne,  Gray 
Gables  and  Monument  Beach  north  of  Clay  Pond  Road,  con- 
tinues to  provide  the  necessary  training  and  services  aimed 
at  improving  skills  in  all  areas  of  our  curriculum.  As  Prin- 
cipal of  this  school,  I  am  justifiably  proud  of  the  fact  that 
the  faculty  and  staff  of  the  Frances  S.  Stowell  School  en- 
deavors to  meet  the  challenge  and  fulfill  their  obligations 
as  teachers  and  supportive  personnel. 
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As  educators,  we  must  continually  meet  the  demands  of 
the  many  critics  in  the  area  of  education  and  yet  maintain 
an  effective  and  viable  classroom  environment  in  order  to 
improve  the  basic  education  of  our  youngsters. 

In  this  regard,  one  hears  the  hue  and  cry  to  return  to 
the  "basics".  The  Bourne  Schools  have  never  left  the  "basics" 
and  have  in  fact  maintained  an  on- going  program  in  all 
areas  of  our  Elementary  School  Curriculum  based  on  teach- 
ing and  re-teaching  those  skills  necessary  for  improving  ones 
position  in  an  academic  setting. 

The  Frances  S.  Stowell  School  functions  under  the  co- 
ordinating teaching  system  maintaining  a  reading  team 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Riley  and  a  math 
team  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Brenda  Hutchings.  It  is 
this  coordination  amongst  team  members  that  allows  the 
flexibility  for  each  and  everyone  of  our  students  to  progress 
at  a  rate  conducive  to  his/her  own  particular  abilities.  It 
also  allows  for  the  practical  carry-over  of  basic  skills  teach- 
ing into  our  content  subject  areas  in  the  Science  and  Social 
Studies  curriculum. 

This  school  year  has  seen  the  inclusion  of  Special  Needs 
teacher,  Miss  Melisa  Choroszy,  who  provides  a  service  for 
those  youngsters  requiring  special  help.  This  service  co- 
ordinated with  the  services  of  our  Reading  Resource  teacher, 
Mrs.  Jean  Gard,  and  those  of  the  supportive  services  in 
speech  and  counseling  allow  us  to  be  not  only  prepared  for 
all  eventualities  but  to,  in  fact,  evaluate,  diagnose,  and  pre- 
pare a  solid  learning  base  for  the  students  in  attendance  at 
our  school. 

Mr.  William  Sullivan,  Grade  Six  teacher  and  Audio- 
Visual  Coordinator  of  the  school,  provides  a  service  to  both 
staff  and  students.  "A  picture  is  worth  a  thousand  words" 
is  an  adage  much  in  use  in  this  area  of  communication. 
Mr.  Sullivan  has  successfully  developed  our  MET  Program, 
Massachusetts  Educational  Television,  to  a  point  where 
teachers  are  fully  informed  as  to  the  schedules  and  values 
of  this  type  of  programming.  When  one  considers  the  above 
included  amongst  several  other  sources  for  obtaining  films, 
programs,  etc.,  Mr.  Sullivan  has  indeed  established  a  positive 
A.V.  Program  that  affects  the  education  of  the  Stowell  School 
youngsters  and  enhances  the  movement  for  positive  com- 
municative procedures  to  be  used  in  the  classroom. 
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Our  library  program  continues  to  provide  what  I  consider 
a  most  important  and  necessary  service  for  all  school  age 
youngsters.  This  program  functioning  on  a  volunteer  basis, 
thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Vesta  Braley,  has  been  able  to 
be  expanded  due  to  the  assistance  of  the  Right-to-Read 
volunteers  Mrs.  Vivian  Malone  and  Mrs.  Phyllis  Sullivan. 
As  a  school,  we  are  now  able  to  offer  a  complete  weekly 
schedule  for  the  use  of  the  library. 

Supportive  services  from  both  within  and  without  of  our 
school  enable  us  to  provide  programming  aimed  at  specific 
interests.  Fire  and  Safety  Programs  presented  by  the  Town 
of  Bourne  Police  and  Fire  Departments;  Assembly  programs 
directed  by  classroom  teachers;  An  active  extra-activity  pro- 
gram for  both  boys  and  girls  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
George  Tomlinson;  and  the  specialties  provided  for  by  the 
personnel  in  the  area  of  Art,  Physical  Education,  Music  and 
Health,  are  all  geared  to  the  objective  of  developing  a  well- 
rounded  individual  who  has  adjusted  both  socially  and  aca- 
demically to  the  environment  established  by  the  Frances  S. 
Stowell  School. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  James  F.  Peebles  School, 
George  E.  Rose 

The  James  F.  Peebles  School  opened  in  September  with 
an  enrolment  of  516.  It  was  decided  that  because  of  the 
large  grade  one  enrolment  that  we  would  add  an  extra  grade 
one  class.  This  made  a  total  of  twenty-five  regular  classes. 

Two  new  teachers  were  added  to  the  staff;  Elizabeth 
Dalton  to  grade  two  and  Quimby  Mahoney  to  grade  one. 

This  year  a  new  science  program  is  being  used  in  grade 
four.  It  is  called  SCIS,  Science  Curriculum  Improvement 
Study,  and  is  an  extension  of  the  program  that  has  been  in 
use  in  grades  five  and  six  for  several  years.  The  concept  is 
one  of  student  involvement.  Students  are  taught  to  observe, 
and  to  do.  It  minimizes  the  lecture  aspect  and  maximizes 
student  input  into  his  learning  process. 

The  teachers  have  attended  several  meetings  and  work- 
shops in  preparation  for  the  program.  After  four  months  in 
the  classroom  we  feel  that  the  program  is  successful. 

>  There  is  often  a  question  of  the  use  of  the  school  facil- 
ities other  than  the  regular  school  programs.  It  might  be 
well  to  note  some  of  the  uses  of  the  Peebles  School.

The  school  hosts  the  six  week  summer  school  run  under 
the  Title  I  program. 

Each  week  both  the  system-wide  elementary  band  and 
elementary  string  orchestra  rehearse  after  school. 

The  Senior  Citizens  are  served  lunch  daily  in  the  school 
cafeteria. 

The  town-wide  Special  Workshop  Opportunities  Program 
meets  each  Tuesday  night  at  Peebles  School. 

The  town  voter  registrars  use  the  building  periodically. 
Also,  the  school  is  the  Precinct  #3  polling  place  and  in  a 
year  such  as  this,  that  involves  many  days. 

Also  the  Bourne  Water  District  uses  the  building  for  its 
meetings. 

These  are  the  regular  uses  of  the  school  and  other  civic 
groups  avail  themselves  of  these  school  facilities. 

Another  major  change  at  Peebles  School  this  year  was 
the  retirement  in  November  of  Jean  Hemmerly.  After  17 
years  as  serving  as  secretary  here  and  at  the  Campbell  School 
her  efficiency  and  dedication  will  be  missed.  She  was  re- 
placed as  secretary  by  Sallie  Butler.  We  all  wish  Jean  and 
Bill  Hemmerly  happy  retirement  in  California. 

At  Peebles  School  as  well  as  most  schools  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  an  overriding  concern  is  the  proper  imple- 
mentation of  Chapter  766.  In  order  to  facilitate  this  program 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Mr.  Brown,  and  the  School 
Committee  have  seen  fit  to  add  a  learning  disabilities  teacher 
to  our  staff.  Her  work  is  to  act  as  a  resource  person  for  the 
classroom  teacher,  to  assist  in  evaluations  of  new  referrals, 
and  to  tutor  special  needs  children  in  specific  skills  needed 
for  full  classroom  participation. 

We  also  have  added  extra  physical  education  classes  so 
that  grade  one  and  grade  two  children  now  receive  two 
classes  per  week.  The  physical  education  department  has 
instituted  a  program  of  adaptive  physical  education  for  all 
children  needing  extra  help  in  motor  or  coordination  skills. 

There  are  also  extra  reading  personnel  to  assist  in  the 
meeting  of  special  needs  of  children. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Dunbury,  Director  of  Pupil 
Personnel  Services,  and  Mr.  Matthews,  the  Coordinator  of 
Elementary  Special  Services,  the  entire  Chapter  766  program 
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appears  to  be  making  positive  strides  and  meeting  the  needs 
of  the  children. 

The  physical  plant  of  Peebles  School  is  basically  quite 
sound  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Bernard  Burns,  Mr.  Danti 
and  the  custodial  staff,  and  Mr.  Melvin  Burns  and  the  Main- 
tenance Department,  who  always  seem  to  be  available  for 
emergency  repairs  as  well  as  general  maintenance. 

A  special  note  of  appreciation  is  due  Mr.  Brown  and  his 
office  for  their  support  and  understanding  during  this  very 
busy  year. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Ella  F.  Hoxie  School, 
Don  Lonergan 

The  Ella  F.  Hoxie  School  (1905-1976)  is  the  oldest  active 
grammar  school  in  the  Bourne  School  System.  The  key  word 
in  the  sentence  above  is  the  word  "active".  Please  keep  this 
word  in  mind  throughout  this  annual  report. 

Whether  known  as  the  Ella  P.  Hoxie  School  or  the  Saga- 
more Grammar  School  we  have  here  an  institution  steeped 
in  the  tradition  of  "learning".  From  the  original  four  class- 
room structure  to  the  present  ten  classroom  structure  plus 
a  gymnasium,  "education"  has  been  the  primary  concern  of 
those  involved. 

Sixty-seven  years  of  meeting  the  challenges  of  the  youth 
of  the  Sagamore  area  have  kept  this  a  most  "active"  seat  of 
learning.  Learning  in  the  70 's  presents  a  most  complex  as 
well  as  a  challenging  proposition. 

In  the  report  that  follows  we  will  list  some  of  the  ways 
we  are  trying  to  continue  to  meet  this  most  challenging  task. 

The  Ella  F.  Hoxie  School  opened  its  doors  on  Wednesday, 
September  8,  1976  for  the  school  year  1976-77  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  245  children. 

There  are  two  sections  at  each  grade  level  from  one 
through  five.  The  educational  team  consists  of  10  teachers, 
5  Title  I  aides,  1  Title  I  reading  tutor  and  a  half-time  read- 
ing teacher  and  consultant. 

To  complement  this  most  able  staff  we  have  special 
services  in  the  areas  of  music,  art,  library,  physical  educa- 
tion, speech,  counseling  as  well  as  special  testing  and  psych- 
ological services.

This  year  we  are  also  most  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
add  to  our  educational  team  the  services,  on  a  half  time 
basis,  of  a  person  specially  trained  to  deal  with  learning 
disabilities. 

We  have  been  most  fortunate  in  taking  part  in  two  top 
community  programs.  The  first  during  Fire  Prevention  Week 
under  the  direction  of  Chief  Raymond  and  the  other  by  the 
Bourne  Police  Department  under  the  direction  of  Chief 
Maiolini. 

This  year  Open  House  was  held  on  November  4th  —  a 
most  rewarding  evening  for  all  concerned. 

There  will  be  four  major  special  events  taking  place  at 
this  school  this  year.  The  first  will  take  place  in  mid  Feb- 
ruary dealing  with  the  area  of  science.  Each  grade  level  or 
class  will  cover  some  particular  phase  of  science  and  develop 
exhibits  and  experiments  relating  to  each  specific  topic.  The 
parents  will  be  able  to  view  these  displays  and  perhaps  better 
understand  the  educational  offerings  afforded  their  children 
at  Hoxie. 

The  second  event  will  be  a  week  long  environmental 
camping  experience  for  the  children  in  the  fifth  grade.  This 
year  about  60  children  will  spend  five  days  in  Ivoryton,  Con- 
necticut. The  day  by  day  schedule  has  been  carefully  devel- 
oped by  the  camp  director  and  our  educational  leaders  Miss 
Costello  and  Mr.  Mahoney  to  insure  a  richly  rewarding  ex- 
perience for  our  youngsters. 

The  third  event  will  be  our  annual  "Spring  Program". 
Grades  one  through  five  will  take  part  in  this  —  an  event 
that  is  always  enjoyed  by  all. 

The  fourth  event  will  be  a  Junior  Olympics  program, 
modeled  after  the  one  held  annually  at  the  Stone  School. 
Mrs.  LaFlamme,  a  Title  I  aide,  will  organize  this  program. 

The  way  to  a  child's  mind,  in  some  instances,  is  through 
his  stomach.  Breakfast  is  served  daily  at  the  school  from 
8:45  to  9:10.  Approximately  60  to  70  children  are  served 
each  day. 

Lunch  begins  at  11:00  and  ends  at  1:15  as  our  last  senior 
citizen  is  seen  departing  most  elatedly  from  our  small  but 
so  functional  eatery.  At  this  time  Mrs.  Valentini  and  her 
most  able  crew  breath  a  sigh  and  begin  plans  for  the  next 
day. 
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We  mentioned  earlier  ten  classrooms  plus  a  gymnasium. 
Another  most  "active"  place  is  our  gym.  This  year  we  are 
most  fortunate  in  being  able  to  offer  all  first  and  second 
grade  children  two  gym  periods  per  week.  This  is  an  excel- 
lent program  provided  by  Mr.  Bachand  to  help  children 
develop  better  large  and  small  muscle  control.  Grades  three 
through  five  have  one  regular  period  plus  one  additional  for 
those  children  needing  special  muscle  development. 

There  are  several  small  areas  throughout  the  building 
and  these  are  utilized  constantly  to  meet  the  special  needs 
of  a  variety  of  people  (approximately  120  children  receive  a 
special  service  of  one  sort  or  another). 

When  you  review  the  many,  many  things  that  go  on  at 
the  present  Ella  F.  Hoxie  School  and  you  consider  the  chal- 
lenges we  must  meet,  you  can  easily  see  why  we  consider 
this  to  be  a  most  "active"  establishment. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  Lyle  Junior  High  School, 
Paul  Innis 

Lyle  Junior  High  School  opened  in  September  of  1976 
with  a  student  body  consisting  of  youngsters  from  Cataumet, 
Pocasset,  Monument  Beach,  Otis  and  Mashpee.  Enrolment 
consisted  of  185  students  in  grade  seven  and  139  students  in 
grade  eight  for  a  total  of  324.  This  represents  an  increase  of 
32  students  from  the  previous  September.  The  school  was 
constructed  to  house  approximately  310  youngsters;  present 
enrolment,  therefore,  exceeds  optimum  capacity  and  any 
significant  increase  would  result  in  an  overcrowded  situation. 

The  acquisition  of  functional  knowledge  remains  the 
primary  objective  of  the  school  and  its  program.  Our  course 
of  studies  at  this  level  includes  language  arts,  mathematics, 
history,  social  studies,  science,  conversational  French  and 
Spanish,  physical  education,  music,  art,  home  economics,  and 
industrial  arts. 

The  system-wide  emphasis  on  basic  skills  continues. 
Such  features  as  composition,  creative  writing,  manners, 
penmanship,  listening,  speaking,  and  study  skills  are  stressed 
in  all  subjects. 

In  addition  to  the  academic  areas  the  school  provides 
enrichment  and  social  activities.  Field  trips,  assemblies, 
vocal  music,  instrumental  music,  intramural  and  interscho- 
lastic  sports  are  among  the  various  activities  that  assist  in 
developing  skills  and  a  positive  attitude  toward  school. 
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Our  reading  enrichment  program  continues  to  be  popular 
with  the  students.  This  program  has  been  formulated  as 
part  of  the  language  arts  classes  to  encourage  an  attitude 
that  reading  can  be  an  enjoyable  experience.  Time  is  set 
aside  for  youngsters  to  read  for  their  own  enjoyment.  Paper- 
back books  representing  a  wide  range  of  interesting  subjects 
are  provided  for  the  program.  Reading  during  this  time  is 
not  an  academic  or  competitive  effort.  As  well  as  instilling 
the  idea  that  reading  can  be  fun,  this  program  has  intro- 
duced the  students  to  many  new  and  fascinating  subjects 
found  in  books. 

Services  in  specialized  areas  are  offered  by  guidance  and 
adjustment  counsellors,  special  needs  instructors,  a  school 
psychologist,  and  a  speech  therapist. 

Chapter  766,  legislation  requiring  the  identification,  re- 
ferral, evaluation,  and  services  in  the  form  of  educational 
programs  for  youngsters  with  special  needs,  has,  by  its  im- 
plementation, required  educators  to  take  a  close  look  at 
youngsters.  In  effect,  it  has  also  served  the  purpose  of 
having  educators  take  a  close  look  at  themselves  as  a  vital 
contributing  factor  for  a  student's  success  or  failure  in  the 
classroom.  The  school  acknowledges  that  no  single  program 
is  appropriate  for  each  and  every  youngster.  We,  therefore, 
maintain  a  degree  of  adaptability  in  the  areas  of  curricula 
and  methods  of  instruction.  Teachers  actively  attempt  to 
provide  for  the  individual  differences  and  needs  found  in 
students. 

Evaluation  of  the  total  school  program  is  continuous, 
and  the  faculty  of  this  school  constantly  reflects  and  demon- 
strates a  high  degree  of  professional  concern  for  their  stu- 
dents; this  has  contributed  to  a  very  positive  relationship 
with  parents.  We  are  proud  of  this  relationship  and  appre- 
ciative of  the  parental  cooperation  and  support  extended  to 
the  school. 

In  addition  to  our  faculty,  we  are  most  fortunate  to  have 
an  outstanding  custodial,  cafeteria  and  secretarial  staff. 
Their  contributions  to  the  overall  functioning  of  the  school 
are  appreciated. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Edward  C.  Stone  School, 
Charles  B.  Lindberg 

The  Edward  C.  Stone  School  opened  the  1976-77  school 
year  with  an  enrollment  of  three  hundred  twenty-seven  stu- 
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dents  in  grades  three  through  six.  In  addition  to  the  regular 
fourteen  classrooms,  this  building  was  chosen  to  house  the 
Head  Start  Program  of  the  Community  Action  Committee. 

The  reduced  enrollment  allows  us  to  set  up  facilities  for 
the  following:  library,  music  room,  art  room,  resource  room, 
and  a  counseling  office.  These  added  spaces  enable  us  to  run 
improved  programs  in  the  aforementioned  areas.  Spacious 
facilities  enable  us  to  provide  individual  help,  small  group 
instruction,  and  enrichment  activities  which  would  be  im- 
possible to  schedule  in  an  overcrowded  building. 

Once  again  our  sixth  grade  classes  include  Sagamore 
students,  transferred  from  the  Ella  F.  Hoxie  School.  Their 
adjustment  to  the  new  school  and  our  coordinated  program- 
ming has  been  rapid  and  happy.  Parental  response  to  their 
placement  has  been  positive  and  openly  expressed. 

Our  library  lost  the  services  of  our  CETA  professional, 
Mrs.  Muriel  Pappas.  We  are  indebted  to  her  for  all  her 
efforts  in  acquiring  books  and  improving  circulation.  Her 
successors  are  a  group  of  parent  volunteers,  recruited  by  the 
Right  to  Read  Program,  under  Mrs.  Carol  Craig.  Additional 
volunteers  are:  Mrs.  Charlotte  Branco,  Patricia  Adamson, 
Julie  Baker,  Fran  Brandholt,  Gloria  Sims,  Anita  Knutila, 
Sharon  Fisher,  and  Theresa  Sullivan. 

These  mothers  have  set  up  our  library,  decorated  the 
library,  and  staff  the  library  all  day,  every  day.  Their  efforts 
on  our  behalf  are  deeply  appreciated,  and  the  service  they 
perform  is  vitally  necessary. 

To  give  some  idea  as  to  the  scope  of  their  efforts;  over 
thirteen  thousand  volumes  were  circulated  from  our  library 
since  January,  1976.  This  figure  is  closely  tied  to  the  Silent 
Sustained  Reading  Program  which  schedules  thirty-five  min- 
utes each  Monday  and  Friday  for  silent  reading  by  the  whole 
school.  Reading  is  for  enjoyment  only,  with  no  record,  tests, 
or  checks  required. 

Chapter  "766",  which  will  be  the  topic  covered  completely 
by  the  Report  of  the  Special  Services  Department,  is  still 
having  a  great  affect  on  the  staffs  of  individual  schools.  A 
major  part  of  my  time,  and  a  larger  part  of  our  staff's  time 
is  spent  on  the  evaluation  process,  the  observational  process, 
and  the  program  making  sessions  required  by  this  law.  We 
appreciate  the  help  offered  by  Mr.  Dunbury,  Mr.  Matthews, 
and  their  staffs. 
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The  PACT  program,  under  the  auspices  of  Chief  Henry 
Maiolini,  and  the  Bourne  Police  Department  has  proven  to  be 
successful,  well  organized,  and  well  presented.  Officers 
Charles  Noyes,  and  Howard  Zibbell  have  been  a  credit  to  the 
Bourne  Police.  They  handle  themselves  with  poise  and  pres- 
ence. Their  dress  and  manner  are  in  the  highest  traditions 
of  the  Police  Service. 

The  Bourne  Fire  Department  has  also  provided  useful 
services  to  our  students  in  the  form  of  Assemblies,  movies, 
and  active  participation  in  fire  drills. 

We  are  concerned  with  the  communication  between 
school  and  the  home,  and  we  welcome  the  School  Commit- 
tee's newsletter,  "On  Board",  as  a  vital  cog  in  this  effort. 
We  are  pleased  to  report  that  our  program  for  explaining  the 
results  of  the  California  Achievement  Tests  to  individual 
parents,  through  a  parent  conference  has  continued  to  meet 
with  approval.  A  large  number  of  parents  took  the  opportun- 
ity to  analyze  their  child's  results.  We  offer  the  same  service 
for  this,  the  1976-77  school  year. 

Basic  Skills  are  much  in  the  news  these  days,  and  we 
feel  that  parents  should  be  aware  of  our  continued  emphasis 
on  these  skills.  One  aspect,  which  we  feel  strongly  about,  is 
the  written  expression  of  our  language  arts  students.  In 
order  to  magnify  our  concern  for  this  area,  and  to  show  our 
students  the  importance  we  place  on  written  expression; 
each  student  in  this  building  maintains  a  composition  note- 
book. At  the  end  of  each  month  the  books  are  turned  in  to 
the  office  and  each  one  is  evaluated  by  the  principal.  The 
improvement  in  penmanship,  mechanics,  and  usage  is  notice- 
able and  confirms  the  value  of  this  practice. 

Extra  curricula  programs  are  of  continuing  value  to  our 
concern  for  the  total  development  of  our  students.  Kickball, 
football,  basketball,  street  hockey,  ping  pong,  and  softball 
are  offered  for  girls  and  boys.  We  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Phil 
Norton,  Athletic  Director,  for  his  support  and  guidance  in 
the  development  of  these  programs.  Of  all  our  programs, 
the  Annual  Junior  Olympics  is  the  highlight  of  each  year. 
Well  organized  events,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  William 
Henry,  last  an  entire  day  and  produce  hundreds  of  winners. 
All  winners  are  recognized  at  our  closing  assembly. 

In  addition  to  Olympic  Awards,  Special  Awards  for  sports- 
manship, citizenship,  and  academics  are  provided  by  the 
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sixth  grade  classes.  We  are  proud  of  this  program  and  invite 
all  to  come  and  see  for  themselves. 

We  sincerely  thank  Mr.  Consoni  and  his  staff,  Mr.  "Red" 
Burns  and  our  custodians,  Mr.  "Chick"  Burns  and  the  main- 
tenance crews,  and  Mr.  Roland  Brown  for  their  support  and 
extra  efforts  on  our  behalf. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  of  Otis  Memorial  School, 
Donald  Morrissey 

The  Otis  Memorial  School  opened  its  doors  for  the  new 
school  year  on  September  8,  1976  with  a  total  enrolment  of 
325  students  housing  children  from  Otis  Air  Force  Base  in 
grades  one  and  two  and  kindergarten  from  throughout  the 
town.  There  is  also  a  class  of  multi-handicapped  children 
who  belong  to  the  collaborative  program  involving  Bourne, 
Wareham,  Barnstable,  Falmouth,  and  Dennis-Yarmouth. 

This  past  summer,  a  committee  of  teachers,  Mrs.  Norma 
Mannion,  Mrs.  Beverly  Manning,  and  Miss  Maire  Sheehy 
worked  in  the  summer  curriculum  workshop  in  order  to  up- 
date and  make  revisions  in  our  kindergarten  curriculum. 
Their  introduction  states  the  following: 

"A  guide  should  be  considered  a  start  —  a  skeleton 
from  which  to  build  a  meaningful  program  for 
kindergarten  children.  It  is  not  an  end  in  itself  but 
rather  a  flexible  tool  open  to  the  personality  and 
creativity  of  the  teacher." 

From  this  statement  emerged  our  new  kindergarten  curricu- 
lum guide,  A  Look  at  the  World. 

In  conjunction  with  the  guide  and  based  on  our  philoso- 
phy and  objectives  that  five  and  six  year  olds  must  develop 
social  skills,  realize  cognitive  skills,  learn  to  interrelate  with 
other  children,  gain  experience  in  making  decisions,  and 
learning  to  be  responsible  for  his/her  own  behavior  the 
school  sought  to  include  the  parents  in  the  communicative 
process.  To  this  end,  the  committee  developed  a  parents' 
handbook,  Hand  in  Hand.  Thus,  creating  a  booklet  which 
provides  basic  information  and  ideas  that  the  parent  can 
use  at  home. 

Communication  has  and  always  will  be  a  primary  func- 
tion of  our  school.  It  is  stressed  in  our  reporting  procedures 
and  in  the  many  bulletins  and  flyers  sent  home  via  our 
students.  The  cooperation  of  both  school  and  parent  paves 
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the  way  for  a  well  adjusted  school  environment  for  our 
children. 

Special  Programs  are  also  an  integral  part  of  our  cur- 
riculum providing  outside  learning  opportunities  from  sources 
such  as  the  police  and  fire  departments.  The  PACT  Program 
for  example  continues  to  not  only  introduce  safety  concepts 
to  our  kindergarten  population  but  also  reinforces  these  con- 
cepts taught  the  previous  year.  The  school  is  most  grateful 
to  Bourne  Police  Officer,  Howard  Zibbell  who  is  conducting 
the  Police  and  Community  Together  Program.  We  are  also 
indebted  to  both  the  Town  of  Bourne  and  Otis  Air  Force 
Base  Fire  Departments  for  their  interests  in  presenting  Fire 
Safety  and  Prevention  Programs.  In-house  programming  is 
planned  as  well  which  provides  for  each  and  every  child  to 
share  his/her  talents  with  schoolmates  and  family. 

A  new  health  program  in  dental  disease  prevention  was 
instituted  in  our  first  grades.  The  objective  is  based  on  the 
fact  that  if  you  learn  and  practice  the  skills  of  personal 
dental  care,  dental  disease  can  be  prevented.  In  this  regard, 
our  Dental  Hygienist,  Miss  Linda  Hough,  presented  the 
"Toothkeeper  Program"  to  our  students  with  the  follow-up 
presented  by  the  classroom  teacher,  who  as  the  program 
notes  is  the  indispensable  link  between  what  is  needed  and 
what  can  be  accomplished  in  the  fight  against  dental  disease. 

In-Service  Programming  continued  for  the  staff  in  order 
to  evaluate  and  up-date  the  various  teaching  methods  and 
materials  employed  in  our  curriculum  which  ultimately  bene- 
fits the  students  in  the  classroom. 

A  new  location  for  our  library  resources  has  been  estab- 
lished closer  to  the  students  and  the  classrooms  which  pro- 
vides quicker  access  to  the  book  stacks.  Together  with  the 
new  location  and  increased  book  stacks,  our  schedule  has 
been  expanded  so  that  every  student  now  has  the  oppor- 
tunity to  use  the  facility  weekly.  To  this  end,  we  are  ex- 
tremely grateful  to  the  Right-to-Read  Council  and  specific- 
ally to  volunteers,  Ms.  Lynn  Rivet,  Ms.  Vesta  Braley,  Ms.  Sue 
Chevrefils,  Ms.  Mary  Ann  Coates,  Ms.  Emily  Keefe,  Ms.  Karen 
McPhail,  Ms.  Cathy  Hagstrom,  Ms.  Marion  Linhares,  Ms. 
Joan  Overath  and  Ms.  Mary  Bonin  who  provide  their  time 
for  us  to  help  our  students. 

In  behalf  of  the  Otis  Memorial  Staff,  I  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  the  countless  people  involved  with 
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the  supportive  services  necessary  for  us  to  maintain  a  healthy 
and  positive  environment  for  the  children  of  the  Bourne 
School  System. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  Art, 
Jerry  Lyon 

The  art  department  was  fortunate  in  having  almost  all 
of  its  staff  remain  intact  for  the  year.  The  lone  exception 
being  Mrs.  Marcia  Potter  at  Lyle  Junior  High  School  who 
replaced  Ms.  Mary  Corbitt  who  left  for  Arizona  in  June  after 
her  marriage. 

Chris  Kinder  and  Joan  Scott  were  both  honored  at  the 
Boston  Globe  —  Scholastic  Art  Show  with  gold  keys  for  their 
entries  of  photography  and  pewter. 

Among  the  scholarships  received  by  art  students  were: 
"The  Harry  A.  and  M.  Irene  Walker  Scholarship"  to  John 
Migliaccio.  The  "Bourne-Wareham  Art  Association"  awards 
to  Raymond  Fisher  and  Diane  Handy.  The  "Onset  Bay  Gal- 
lery's" award  also  went  to  Diane  Handy. 

Changes  in  high  school  art  classes  reflect  the  increased 
interest  in  art.  This  interest  has  been  generated  in  part  by 
the  improved  art  climate  and  instruction  on  the  junior  high 
level.  The  art  classes  consist  of  two  each  Art  I  and  Art  II, 
and  for  the  first  time  last  fall  we  had  enough  students  for 
two  advanced  art  classes  (Art  III  and  IV).  A  great  deal  of 
time  is  spent  in  Art  II  on  calligraphy.  This  art  has  had  a 
great  revival  the  last  couple  of  years. 

The  craft  classes,  numbering  nine  each  day,  are  basic- 
ally the  same  as  last  year.  Ceramics  has  to  feature  hand 
built  projects  as  there  is  neither  time  enough  nor  wheels 
enough  to  allow  for  much  time  on  the  wheel.  The  majority 
of  the  glazes  are  made  up  in  the  room. 

Jewelry  is  going  toward  more  pewter  and  set  stones.  The 
graduating  class  of  1976  left  the  department  enough  money 
to  purchase  a  centrifugal  casting  machine  so  that  small 
pins  and  rings  may  be  cast  by  the  lost  wax  method.  This 
gift  by  the  "Class  of  76"  is  greatly  appreciated. 

The  fabrics  class  did  more  all  over  repeat  designs  by  the 
blockprint  method,  and  used  a  freer  approach  to  batik.  The 
designs  on  the  leather  projects  showed  great  improvement 
and  variety.  This  craft  is  taught  by  four  different  instructors 
during  the  year.

The  above  craft  classes  are  to  a  great  extent  self- 
supporting  as  the  students  pay  fees  to  offset  the  cost  of 
silver,  stones,  pewter,  leather,  cloth,  fixtures,  buckles,  and 
many  other  materials.  This  is  the  only  way  it  is  possible  to 
offer  the  pupils  a  chance  to  work  with  these  expensive 
materials  on  a  professional  basis.  Charges  are  also  made 
for  photography;  papers  and  film,  also  for  oil  painting 
materials. 

The  sculpture  classes  are  putting  a  lot  more  life  and 
movement  into  their  sculptures;  soapstone  being  used  a  lot 
as  well  as  more  lost-wax  castings. 

Photography  is  turning  out  some  professional  quality 
work  each  semester.  Some  of  these  photographs  were  used 
by  Mrs.  Wanda  Brown  for  summer  exhibits  at  two  of  the 
local  banks. 

The  two  junior  high  schools  each  had  a  very  successful 
school  year.  Last  spring  found  excellent  art  shows  at  each 
of  these  schools.  These  courses  have  featured  solid  drawing 
including  a  lot  of  3-D  drawing,  design  and  figures.  Painting 
and  crafts  have  filled  the  balance  of  the  time. 

Most  of  the  elementary  schools  had  a  spring  art  exhi- 
bition. In  many  cases  this  was  integrated  with  other  subjects 
taught  in  the  schools.  We  again  want  to  express  our  thanks 
to  the  classroom  teachers  who  do  so  much  to  help  the  art 
supervisors  present  a  worthwhile  art  program  at  this  level. 

The  art  exhibition  at  the  high  school  in  the  spring  con- 
sisted only  of  grades  9  through  12,  but  was  expanded  to 
include  all  the  industrial  arts,  mechanical  drawing  and 
homemaking  classes,  as  well  as  the  arts,  crafts  and  pho- 
tography. This  spring  the  same  format  of  each  building 
having  its  own  exhibit  will  prevail.  We  hope  we  can  include 
other  teachers  in  the  faculty  section  this  year.  The  faculty 
section  last  year  featured  all  of  the  art  department  instruc- 
tors, and  covered  a  great  variety  of  techniques  and  materials. 

We  wish  to  extend  thanks  to  all  the  custodians  under 
Mr.  Bernard  Burns  for  their  help  with  our  exhibitions,  and 
to  the  maintenance  crew  under  Mr.  Chick  Burns,  the  indus- 
trial arts  department  which  did  many  small  jobs  for  us,  and 
the  Upper  Cape  Regional  School  where  Mr.  Hendrie  saw  to 
the  repairs  and  construction  of  items  for  photography  and 
the  crafts  classes. 
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Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  Music, 
Robert  Frazier 

The  music  department  will  remember  1976  as  the  year 
we  received  the  Title  III  federal  grant  to  purchase  twenty- 
one  string  instruments  for  our  fledgling  orchestra  program. 
The  department  is  deeply  grateful  to  the  School  Committee 
for  recognizing  our  need  for  these  instruments,  allowing  us 
to  apply  for  the  federal  grant,  and  for  approving  our  pur- 
chase of  the  instruments  on  a  50-50%  basis  with  federal- 
local  funds.  We  purchased  four  quarter  size  violins,  six  violas, 
eight  violoncellos,  and  three  bass  viols.  These  instruments 
are  the  cornerstone  of  our  future  orchestra  program. 

As  the  high  school  band  has  grown  in  numbers,  it  has 
also  created  some  need  for  new  uniforms.  We  are  pleased  to 
mention  that  five  new  uniforms  were  purchased  by  the 
school  department  to  help  meet  the  needs  of  the  band  mem- 
bership. This  purchase  brings  to  sixty-five  the  number  of 
uniforms  we  have  through  1976.  We  will  need  more  uni- 
forms in  the  near  future  as  the  band  membership  increases. 

The  high  school  band  and  chorus  had  a  very  successful 
exchange  concert  program  with  South  Kingston  High,  Wake- 
field, Rhode  Island  this  spring.  The  students  earned  all  the 
travel  money  for  the  exchange  with  the  sale  of  calendars 
in  the  fall  of  1975.  This  fund-raising  campaign  also  allowed 
the  students  to  hire  a  band  for  entertaining  their  South 
Kingston  guests  and  themselves  during  the  Bourne  portion 
of  the  exchange.  The  music  department  is  very  grateful  to 
the  citizens  of  Bourne  who  purchased  the  calendars  and 
helped  make  the  exchange  concert  possible.  We  also  want 
to  thank  the  parents  and  friends  of  the  students  who  housed 
and  fed  our  student  guests  during  the  exchange.  This  com- 
munity interest  in  our  work  is  essential  to  its  effectiveness 
in  making  exchange  concerts  meaningful  people-to-people 
experiences  as  well  as  educationally  meaningful  music  ex- 
periences. In  this  regard,  the  new  parents  and  friends  of 
music  organization,  the  Orpheus  Club,  has  been  very  helpful 
in  supporting  the  music  program  with  exchange  chaperon- 
ing, acknowledgement  of  band  members  efforts  with  jacket 
awards,  and  helping  with  other  concerts  of  the  department. 
We  are  very  appreciative  of  the  help  and  interest  the  Orpheus 
Club  has  shown  us  in  this  first  year  of  the  existence  of  the 
club. 
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The  high  school  band  and  chorus  are  only  the  tip  of 
the  iceberg  in  our  program  of  music  education.  The  band 
and  chorus  get  the  greatest  visibility,  but  the  majority  of 
the  program  takes  place  at  the  junior  high  and  elementary 
levels  where  the  music  staff  works  diligently  to  provide  the 
best  program  possible  within  the  budget  available.  Elemen- 
tary vocal  music  classes  exist  in  all  grades  with  the  music 
specialist  visiting  each  class  once  weekly  and  the  classroom 
teacher  supplementing  this  session  with  another  session 
called  music  follow- up.  Instrumental  lessons  are  also  avail- 
able to  elementary  children  on  trumpet,  flute,  clarinet,  saxo- 
phone, trombone,  and  when  time  allows,  percussion  as  well 
as  our  special  string  program  which  begins  in  grade  three 
and  our  tonette  program  which  exists  in  grade  four.  General 
music  classes  exist  at  both  Lyle  Junior  High  and  Coady 
Junior  High  for  all  students.  In  addition,  instrument  in- 
struction in  like-instrument  groups  continues  for  those  stu- 
dents who  started  instrumental  instruction  in  elementary 
school.  Elementary  band,  directed  by  Mr.  Stephen  Hertling; 
elementary  orchestra,  Miss  Patricia  Dotter;  junior  high  and 
high  school  orchestra,  Miss  Bonnie  Bearse;  Coady  Junior 
High  band  and  chorus,  Mr.  Karl  Dunakin;  Lyle  Junior  High 
chorus,  Mr.  John  Salerno;  and  elementary  choruses  from 
Hoxie,  Stowell,  and  Stone  elementary  schools  led  by  Mrs. 
Myrna  O'Hara,  are  added  opportunities  for  Bourne  students 
to  develop  their  music  skills  and  interests. 

For  the  high  school  students,  the  Cape  &  Islands  Music 
Festival;  the  Southeast  Mass.  District  Festival;  the  Solo  & 
Ensemble  Festival;  and  the  Mass.  All-State  and  the  New 
England  Music  Festivals  provide  the  better  players  and  sing- 
ers the  opportunity  to  audition  for  bands,  orchestras,  and 
choruses  which  feature  noted  guest  conductors  who  present 
a  level  of  music  at  these  festivals  which  is  far  beyond  that 
which  we  can  expect  our  regular  band,  orchestra  and  chorus 
students  to  perform  or  prepare  at  Bourne  High.  We  also  have 
a  music  theory  course  at  Bourne  High  designed  to  prepare 
serious  music  students  for  advanced  study  of  music.  We  try 
to  have  something  available  for  those  students  able  and 
interested  in  music  to  pursue  at  many  levels  of  achievement. 
There  is  much  more  we  would  like  to  offer,  but  our  budget 
will  not  allow  us  to  expand  into  these  other  areas  at  this 
time. 

Mrs.  Marjorie  Dolby  resigned  from  the  music  staff  this 
past  June  and  was  replaced  on  the  staff  by  Miss  Susan 
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Kennedy.  Mrs.  Dolby  worked  very  hard  on  behalf  of  Bourne 
children  and  we  thank  her  for  her  professional  and  com- 
passionate interest  and  efforts  in  this  regard.  Miss  Kennedy 
has  stepped  into  the  position  vacated  by  Mrs.  Dolby  and  is 
carrying  on  the  assignment  in  the  same  zealous  manner  as 
established  by  Mrs.  Dolby. 

Mr.  Salerno  was  able  to  schedule  several  concerts  by 
professional  musicians  at  Bourne  High  and  Lyle/Coady  junior 
highs  via  funding  by  the  local  musicians'  union  through  its 
special  performance  fund.  These  concerts  for  the  students 
featured  various  styles  of  American  music  in  this  bicenten- 
nial year  and  reflected  the  growth  of  our  own  unique  music 
styles  in  this  century. 

This  report  concludes  with  a  sincere  thank  you  to  Mr. 
Roland  T.  Brown,  Superintendent  of  Bourne  Schools,  for  his 
support  and  understanding  of  the  role  of  music  education 
in  the  Bourne  schools  curriculum. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Health  Department  Coordinator , 
Joselyn  D.  Enos 

Members  of  the  School  Health  Department  are  Dr.  Peter 
Wisselink,  School  Physician,  Joselyn  D.  Enos,  R.N.,  Coordi- 
nator, Dawn  Matland,  R.N.,  elementary  school  nurse,  and 
Claire  Labretto  and  Barbara  Weston,  health  aides. 

The  transitory  nature  of  our  school  population  due  to 
changes  at  Otis  Air  Force  Base  and  a  substantial  increase  in 
new  families  residing  in  Bourne  add  to  our  work  load.  Due 
to  new  laws  governing  record  releases  more  time  is  spent 
transferring  records  to  new  schools  and  completing  health 
records  on  new  students. 

In  October  we  did  a  state  immunization  survey  for  all 
kindergarten  students.  This  survey  determined  the  number 
of  students  lacking  mandatory  immunizations:  DPT,  polio 
and  regular  measles,  plus  German  measles  and  mumps  for 
which  immunization  is  strongly  recommended.  The  reason 
for  these  yearly  surveys  is  a  continued  rise  in  childhood  di- 
seases in  recent  years.  During  the  last  school  year  Bourne 
had  a  100%  level  of  immunization  (or  exemptions)  for  kinder- 
garten children. 

Again  this  year  we  offered  a  special  program  to  our 
fifth  and  sixth  grade  girls  consisting  of  a  film,  "Naturally  A 
Girl".  Mothers  of  the  girls  were  invited  to  attend  the  pro- 
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gram  with  their  daughters.  The  program  was  well  received 
and  was  followed  by  a  general  discussion  at  all  three  show- 
ings. The  girls  in  grade  six  seemed  more  impressed  with  the 
program,  perhaps  because  it  is  the  second  time  they  see  it. 
We  also  did  a  skin  care  program  at  the  Stowell  School  and 
assisted  with  a  blood  typing  class  on  sixth  graders. 

Each  year  every  student  in  the  school  system  has  a 
vision  and  hearing  screening  test.  Parents  are  notified  when 
students  need  further  medical  attention.  Teachers  are  also 
made  aware  of  the  doctor's  recommendations  via  the  impair- 
ment list  in  each  school.  This  year  the  department  did  3271 
vision  screening  tests.  One  hundred  and  twenty  of  these 
students  were  referred  for  further  evaluation  and  96  received 
treatment.  Audio  screening  tests  were  given  to  3202  students. 
Thirty-eight  of  these  students  were  referred  for  further 
evaluation  and  30  received  treatment. 

Dr.  Wisselink  gave  detailed  physical  examinations  in- 
cluding blood  and  urine  tests  to  students  in  grades  kinder- 
garten, 4,  7  and  10,  new  students,  and  students  engaged  in 
competitive  sports.  This  year  1607  students  were  examined, 
126  were  referred  to  their  private  doctors  for  more  complete 
evaluation. 

The  school  health  program  also  includes  a  booster  im- 
munization program.  In  April  106  first  grade  students  re- 
ceived DT  and  polio  booster  immunizations,  and  143  10th 
grade  students  received  DT  boosters.  Only  grade  1  and 
grade  10  students  with  parental  consent  received  these 
immunizations. 

In  November  and  December  139  employees  of  the  Bourne 
Public  Schools  received  Mantoux  (TB)  tests.  These  tests  are 
required  by  law  every  three  years  and  must  be  done  by  the 
health  department.  Only  positive  reactors  are  still  tested 
by  X-ray  at  Barnstable  County  Hospital.  Records  must  be 
kept  and  up-dated  on  all  school  employees. 

In  October  86  employees  received  Fluogen  (influenza  A 
and  B)  booster  immunizations.  These  are  done  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Health. 

A  health  record  is  kept  up-to-date  for  each  student. 
Teachers  are  informed  of  all  impairments  and  an  attempt 
is  made  to  modify  the  school  program  to  the  individual 
student's  need. 
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Chapter  766  has  increased  the  work  load  on  the  health 
department.  We  did  a  pre-school  registration  in  October  on 
3  to  5  year  old  handicapped  youngsters  including  vision  and 
hearing  tests.  Much  time  is  spent  on  team  evaluations,  home 
visits  and  consultations  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  stu- 
dents with  special  needs.  Our  department  is  also  working 
closely  with  our  new  school  psychologist,  Ms.  Ward. 

The  Bourne  School  Health  Department  members  attend 
frequent  meetings  and  lectures  provided  by  the  Barnstable 
County  Health  Department  and  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  at  Lakeville  Hospital  in  order  to  keep 
informed  of  current  procedures  and  practices.  Mr.  Brown, 
members  of  the  school  health  staff,  and  Dr.  Wisselink  and 
members  of  his  medical  staff  meet  once  a  month  to  discuss 
school  health  problems  and  follow  up  care.  We  find  these 
meetings  both  informative  and  helpful.  The  nursing  staff 
attended  a  40  hour  Advanced  First  Aid  course  given  at  the 
high  school.  This  is  done  periodically  to  keep  up  with  cur- 
rent care  and  treatment.
